COMMUNITY EVENTS 


FESTIVAL OF LIGHTS 

For the past 10 years, the Packers and Festival Foods have 
brought the joy of the holidays to all who attend this annual event. 
Free family-friendly activities include holiday movies and cartoons, 
card making, music performed by local high school choirs, cookie 
decorating, photo opportunities with Santa Claus and the tree light- 
ing. Fans also donate toys for Toys for Tots at the event. 


PROJECT PLAY 60 

Project Play 60, an event held in March in the Lambeau Field 
Atrium, is designed to get children and their families active during the 
Wisconsin winter. Kids enjoy the fun of inflatables, climbing walls, 
bungee trampolines, cardio and yoga classes, playground games, 
face painting and live entertainment. 


AMERICAN RED CROSS BLOOD DRIVES 

Each year the Packers host several blood drives at Lambeau Field. 
Staff and community members pour in to give. In 2015, 976 units of 
blood were donated, impacting nearly 3,000 patients in need. 


CHRISTIAN OUTREACH ECUMENICAL THANKSGIVING DINNER 

Due to a home game on Thanksgiving, the Packers hosted the 
2015 event at the KI Convention Center. A sit-down meal was pro- 
vided to more than 800 people in need. Beyond the sit-down meal, an 
additional 1,100 meals were delivered to the homebound. 


SPOOKTACULAR FUN AT LAMBEAU FIELD 

Each October, the Lambeau Field Atrium is transformed into a 
hauntingly happy Halloween playground. In 2015, the 13th Annual 
Spooktacular Fun event featured interactive entertainment, includ- 
ing music and variety acts, as well as Halloween-themed crafts 
and activities. 


EMPOWER 

This Green Bay Packers leadership event was held this year at 
Lambeau Field for 280 Brown County middle-school students (140 
boys and 140 girls). The all-day event featured speakers and projects 
geared at encouraging the students to use their influence to create 
positive ripples throughout the community. 





COMMUNITY OUTREACH 


PACKERS 5K RUN PRESENTED BY BELLIN HEALTH 

2015 marked the sixth annual Packers 5K Run presented 
by Bellin Health. Nearly 7,500 runners made their way through 
Lambeau Field and around neighboring streets to raise $10,725, 
which was donated to the American Red Cross, Volunteer Center 
of Green Bay, Big Brothers Big Sisters of Northeastern Wisconsin 
and Unity. 


BREAST CANCER AWARENESS MONTH RECOGNITION 

Each October, Lambeau Field and the team don pink to raise 
awareness for breast cancer. At the game against the Rams, Zeta 
Tau Alpha handed out 25,000 complimentary pink ribbons to fans 
attending the game. The American Cancer Society also provided 
breast Cancer awareness information and sold ribbons for fans to 
write messages to those affected by breast cancer. The ribbons 
were then tied to a fence on display in the Atrium. Funds from the 
ribbons went toward cancer research. 


BROWN COUNTY CHILDREN’S CHARITY GOLF CLASSIC 

Since 2004, the Packers and Brown County have collabo- 
rated to host this annual event. Packers players were there 
this year to help raise $57,000 for Big Brothers Big Sisters of 
Northeastern Wisconsin and the Northeast Wisconsin Technical 
College Educational Foundation. 


COMMUNITY PARTNERS 

This new program combines the efforts of the Packers and their 
community partners, such as Boston Store, to help those in need 
in southeast Wisconsin through donations, assistance with their 
fundraising efforts and volunteerism. With the help of a Packers 
player, 500 coats were distributed to members of the Boys & Girls 
Clubs of Greater Milwaukee. 










DELAWARE NORTH SPORTSERVICE CONCESSION- 
STAND EFFORTS 

in 2015, 77 nonprofit groups staffed Lambeau Field’s conces- 
sion stands, each earning a percentage of their stand’s net sales. 
More than $1.1 million was returned to these nonprofit groups for 
their efforts. 


FIRST DOWN FOR TREES 

Each regular season, the Packers donate one tree for every 
first down earned, with 530 trees planted this year. Since the 
program began in 2010, more than 3,200 trees have been planted, 
which provide total lifetime benefits of $15.9 million to the com- 
munity. The program is possible through the partnership between 
the Packers, SCA and Green Bay Packaging, with the Wisconsin 
Department of Natural Resources and Wisconsin Public Service 
providing administrative support. 


HIGH SCHOOL QUARTERBACK CHALLENGE 

New in 2015, during each home game, two Wisconsin high 
schools competed in a passing competition on the field at halftime 
to see who would take home a $500 donation from HP and Camera 
Corner for their school. 


FAMILY NIGHT 

Family Night has become a highly anticipated event at the begin- 
ning of every season, with 67,191 fans attending this year. Not only 
is Family Night an opportunity for young fans to experience the 
awe Of Lambeau Field, but the 2015 event recognized 1,000 staff 
members and volunteers from the Volunteer Centers of Wisconsin. 
Parking proceeds benefited Wendy’s Wonderful Kids foster care 
adoption program. 


HISPANIC HERITAGE LEADERSHIP AWARD 

In September, Elvita Erdmann, Hispanic coordinator and crisis 
counselor for the Sexual Assault Center of Family Services of Green 
Bay, was honored with the Hispanic Heritage Leadership Award. In 
partnership with the NFL, the Packers proudly recognize Hispanic 
leaders who impact the community with this award each year. 
Erdmann also serves as president of CASA Alba Melanie Hispanic 
Resource Center and served as board member for the Hispanic 
Advisory Council from 2001-08. Erdmann was awarded a $2,000 
check from the Hispanic Heritage Foundation for her organization. 
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HOPELINE® PROGRAM 

The Packers joined Verizon Wireless to power the HopeLine® 
Program at Lambeau Field, which collects no-longer-used cell 
phones and accessories and refurbishes them for survivors of 
domestic violence. The cell phone drive was held throughout the 
season, and fans were invited to donate to a large-scale collection at 
an October home game. Wide receiver Ty Montgomery participated 
in a PSA to raise awareness for the collection. Through the program, 
Verizon also donated $5,000 to Golden House in Green Bay, which 
provides shelter and support to victims of domestic violence. 


GREEN AND GOLD GALA 

Family Services of Northeast Wisconsin, in partnership with 
the Green Bay Packers, held its 27th annual Green and Gold Gala 
at Lambeau Field in 2015. Forty-one Packers Hall of Fame and 
Super Bowl | alumni attended the event, which raised $274,810 for 
programs serving homeless youth, abused children and high-risk 
families with young children. 


THE SALVATION ARMY COATS FOR KIDS COLLECTION 

The Packers-Seahawks game in September marked The Salvation 
Army Coats for Kids collection drive at Lambeau Field. Fans donated 
306 coats and $16,878, resulting in 950 coats for kids from this 
collection alone. 


HUMANA PLAYGROUND BUILD 

In September, Packers players and employees from Humana Inc. 
worked together to build a playground in Kennedy Park in Green Bay. 
This was the fourth playground the Packers and Humana have teamed 
up to build in the community. 


PACKERS EVERYWHERE PEP RALLIES 

Free pep rallies held at Packers Everywhere bars in San Jose, 
Scottsdale and the Washington, D.C., area brought Packers fans 
together with the club’s staff and alumni including Frank Winters, 
William Henderson, Lynn Dickey, Paul Coffman, Antonio Freeman, 
Derrick Mayes, Nick Collins and Nick Barnett on the eve of away 
games in the various cities. 


NFL FOUNDATION NATIONAL PARTNERSHIP FUND 
GRANT —- “TACKLE CANCER” 

The Packers, in partnership with the NFL Foundation and NBC 26, 
teamed up to “Tackle Cancer” in October when Bay Port hosted De 
Pere in the High School Showdown Game of the Week. Packers play- 
ers were in attendance and helped raise $3,700 at the game for the 
Breast Cancer Family Foundation, directly impacting 650 area students 
who will receive cancer-related educational programming. 























TRAINING CAMP 

People come from all over the world to experience Green Bay 
Packers training camp. Sixteen practices were open to the public 
and free of charge. In 2015, the estimated number of training camp 
watchers, known as “railbirds,” was 42,262. Just as exciting as 
watching a practice is experiencing the storied “riding of the bikes” 
tradition. Since the Lombardi era, Packers players ride young fans’ 
bikes, while they jog alongside, from the locker room to the practice 
field. This year, kids from the Boys & Girls Club of Greater Green 
Bay were able to participate in this tradition by riding American 
Family DreamDrive bicycles with players. 


TAILGATE TOUR 

2015 marked the 10th anniversary of the Tailgate Tour, which 
brings Packers players and alumni together with Wisconsin com- 
munities each year. Packers President/CEO Mark Murphy, players 
Casey Hayward, Micah Hyde, Andrew Quarless and alumni Gilbert 
Brown, Antonio Freeman, Jerry Kramer, Dave Robinson and Bill 
Schroeder spent the week connecting with fans on the tour. Their 
efforts helped raise $330,000 at the tailgate parties hosted by 
nonprofit organizations in Menomonie, Prairie du Chien, Baraboo, 
Elkhorn and Sheboygan, bringing the total raised since the tour’s 
inception to more than $1.7 million. 


SARGENTO TOUCHDOWNS FOR CHARITY PROGRAM 

The Packers and Sargento partnered once again in 2015 for 
the Touchdowns for Charity program. Sargento donates $1,500 to 
the program for each touchdown scored by the Packers. A total of 
$93,000 was raised, benefiting the Wisconsin Hunger Task Force 
in Milwaukee and Paul’s Pantry in Green Bay. Since the program’s 
inception in 2002, more than $1.1 million dollars has been donated 
toward hunger-relief efforts in Wisconsin. 


U.S. MARINE CORPS TOYS FOR TOTS COLLECTION 

The Packers and the U.S. Marine Corps teamed up to host the 
annual Toys for Tots collection prior to the Packers-Cowboys game 
in December. Fans generously donated 1,283 toys and $23,729, 
resulting in more than 2,200 children in need receiving a toy for 
the holidays. 


DONATIONS 

With more than 12,000 donation requests annually, supporting 
the fundraising efforts of organizations across Wisconsin continues 
to be the Packers’ leading outreach effort. A variety of items were 
donated in 2015, raising more than $3 million to assist with helping 
those in need. Separate cash donations to nonprofit organizations 
exceeded $5 million during this same time period, and 100 percent 
of Wisconsin’s counties received in-kind donations.

GREEN BAY PACKERS FOUNDATION 

The Green Bay Packers Foundation in 2015 awarded $600,000 
to 236 civic and charitable groups throughout Wisconsin. Combined 
with two $250,000 impact grants, one awarded to the Medical 
College of Wisconsin-Green Bay and one awarded to the American 
Foundation of Counseling Services in Green Bay, $1.1 million was 
granted through the Foundation in 2015. During this annual grant- 
cycle disbursement, 61 percent of Wisconsin’s counties received at 
least one grant from the Foundation.

COMMUNITY EVENTS GRANTS 

Every year, the Packers waive room-rental fees at Lambeau Field 
for four nonprofit organizations to host an event at the stadium. 
The recipients in 2015 were Colton’s Cure Foundation, Inc., Literacy 
Green Bay, Old Glory Honor Flight and YWCA of Green Bay-De Pere. 


BISHOP’S CHARITIES GAME 

Bishop Ricken of the Diocese of Green Bay greeted fans attend- 
ing the preseason game against the Saints, continuing a tradition of 
the Bishop’s Charities Game that has lasted 55 years. Following the 
game, the Packers made their annual donation to the diocese, add- 
ing to the more than $3.7 million donated since 1960. 


MIDWEST SHRINE GAME 

Designating one preseason game as the Midwest Shrine game 
has been an annual tradition since 1950. Following the game, a 
donation was made to the Midwest Shrine’s burn center and hospi- 
tals, adding to the more than $3.5 million donated over the last 65 
years. Janine Brass, a former patient of the Shrine Hospital, sang the 
national anthem prior to the Packers-Eagles game. 


JERRY PARINS CRUISE FOR CANCER 

This annual motorcycle ride was created by Jerry Parins, former 
director of security for the Packers, 16 months after he was diag- 
nosed with cancer. The ride always receives an outpouring of sup- 
port for the cause, and this year’s event, dubbed “The Million Dollar 
Ride,” was no different. A total of 500 motorcycles with 700 riders 
participated, raising nearly $95,000 and bringing the total raised by 
the ride over the last 12 years to $1 million. Eight organizations were 
awarded a total of $140,000. 


WEST BEND MUTUAL INSURANCE COMPANY'S “FIRST 
DOWN FOR CHARITY” PROGRAM 

Through the “First Downs for Charity” program, West Bend 
Mutual Insurance Company donates $100 for every first down 
gained by the Packers at Lambeau Field. Since 2013, West Bend 
Mutual has donated $56,400 to the Green Bay Packers Foundation. 


SCHOLARSHIPS 

The Green Bay Packers Foundation, along with Scholarships, 
Inc. and Northeast Wisconsin Technical College, awarded 53 
scholarships totaling $53,000 to students who are residents of 
Brown County and meet the scholarship criteria. This scholarship 
program is funded in part with the royalty fees paid for the use of 
the Packers logo on Wisconsin automobile license plates, and since 
2006, the Green Bay Packers have added an additional $151,000 to 
fund these scholarships. 
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SALUTE TO SERVICE GAME 

The NFL Salute to Service game at Lambeau Field in November, 
presented by Rexnord, honored both veterans and current military 
members prior to and throughout the game. Fans expressed their 
gratitude as well, completing 683 cards to send to service members 
through the American Red Cross Holiday Mail for Heroes campaign. 


HONORING MILITARY RETIREES 

The Packers proudly fly United States flags over Lambeau Field 
in dedication to the men and women who have made a commitment 
to serve their country. Often, the team receives requests from mili- 
tary personnel as they prepare for retirement, and the Packers have 
flown more than 40 flags at Lambeau Field in the last year honoring 
military retirements. 


OPERATION FAN MAIL 

At each home game, the Packers and Arise Health Plan honor an 
active duty serviceman or servicewoman and his/her family through 
Operation Fan Mail. Since its debut in 2007, 82 military families have 
been recognized, and provided with complimentary tickets to the game 
at which they are honored. 


FUEL UP TO PLAY 60 SCHOOL VISIT 

Green Bay Packers players Morgan Burnett, Jayrone Elliott, 
Demetri Goodson, Datone Jones and Mike Pennel celebrated with 
500 students from the six elementary schools in the Hortonville Area 
School District that received a $15,000 fitness grant. The Fuel Up to 
Play 60 initiative encourages children to get 60 minutes of exercise 
a day. The players led the students in some activities to help them 
do that, as well as talked about the importance of healthy eating. 





NFL HOMETOWN HUDDLE 

Hometown Huddle is a partnership between the NFL and United 
Way, and includes a day of service to make an impact on youth 
health and fitness. In October, several Packers players, the United 
Way of Brown County and the Village of Pulaski collaborated to build 
a new playground at Shippy Park so the children there can have a 
safe, fun place to play. 


NFL MAN OF THE YEAR PROGRAM 

Each season, the Packers nominate a player for the Walter 
Payton NFL Man of the Year Award. The award is the only one 
in the league that recognizes a player’s off-the-field community 
Service as well as his on-the-field performance. The Packers’ 2015 
nominee was linebacker Sam Barrington. Barrington was recognized 
for his commitment to causes affecting children, including literacy 
programs, Big Brothers Big Sisters and Play 60. 


ALUMNI 

A year for iconic homecomings, 2015 was highlighted by a 
weeklong celebration commemorating the 50th anniversary of Super 
Bowl | and honoring the legends who played in it. Alumni inducted 
into the Packers Hall of Fame, as well as other Packers alumni, were 
recognized at various home games throughout the season. 
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GREEN AND GOLD HONOR FLIGHT 

To celebrate America’s veterans and to commemorate the 50th 
anniversary of the Packers’ Super Bowl | victory, Old Glory Honor 
Flight and the Packers this year presented Mission 33: The Green 
and Gold Flight. The special flight featured Packers Super Bowl | 
alumni Donny Anderson, Zeke Bratkowski, Jim Grabowski and Phil 
Vandersea, all veterans themselves, acting as escorts for 90 World 
War Il and Korean War veterans as they toured the memorials in 
Washington, D.C.

Members of the organization, players, coaches, staff and alumni 
are committed to supporting the community through appearances 
at local nonprofit fundraisers, school visits, athletic banquets and 
many other events and programs.

VOLUNTEERISM 


LADIES OF LAMBEAU 

Led by Laurie Murphy, wife of Packers President/CEO Mark 
Murphy, Ladies of Lambeau comprises female employees and 
board members, and wives or partners of employees, board 
members, players and coaches. This year, 100 members of Ladies 
of Lambeau built a playground at Fireman’s Park in Green Bay. 
Additionally, more than $1,100 was collected from participants and 
donated to the Milwaukee Public Schools Parks and Recreation 
Department to purchase socks and roller skates. 


PACKERS WOMEN’S ASSOCIATION 

The Packers Women’s Association (PWA) membership com- 
prises Packers players’ and coaches’ wives and girlfriends. It’s a 
nonprofit volunteer group focused on service to the community 
through leadership, fellowship and support. Every year, the PWA 
initiates an annual food drive that benefits Paul’s Pantry in Green 
Bay. In its 29th year, fans donated 10,700 food items and over 
$12,800. In addition to this signature event, PWA members par- 
ticipated in the Pink Pumpkin 5K Walk/Fun Run, a fundraiser run 
by the Breast Cancer Family Foundation; sang Christmas carols at 
local assisted-living facilities; and prepared and served a meal at the 
New Community Shelter. 


COMMUNITY QUARTERBACK AWARD 

The Packers joined sponsor Humana Inc. in presenting the 
2015 Community Quarterback Award to 11 outstanding Wisconsin 
volunteers at a luncheon held at Lambeau Field. Packers President/ 
CEO Mark Murphy and Jerry Ganoni, retired president of Humana’s 
commercial insurance division, awarded recipients a commemora- 
tive plaque, two tickets to the Packers-Vikings game and a $4,000 
grant in the name of the nonprofit for which they volunteer their 
time. With Humana’s support, $160,000 has been awarded to 40 
nonprofit organizations over the past four years. 


PACKERS GIVE BACK DAY 

During the Packers Give Back Day in November, over 60 Packers 
employees took over The Salvation Army’s Red Kettle bell-ringing 
Stations at Bay Park Square Mall in Green Bay. Thanks to the mall 
shoppers, the employees raised $7,200. The Packers then matched 
that amount to bring the total raised for the day to $15,000. 


YOUTH FOOTBALL 


NFL PUNT, PASS & KICK COMPETITION 

The NFL Punt, Pass & Kick team championship was held in 
December at the Don Hutson Center. It was facilitated by the 
Wisconsin Jaycees, and 20 boys and 20 girls ages 6 to 15 participat- 
ed. Green Bay Packers team finalist, Jack Noffke from New London, 
finished first and was crowned national champion in the 14-15 age 
division at the NFL Punt, Pass & Kick National Finals in Indianapolis. 


GREEN BAY PACKERS 7-ON-7 REGIONAL PASSING 
TOURNAMENT 

Participating schools in the seventh annual one-hand-touch 
passing tournament included Amherst, Ashwaubenon, Bay Port, 
Black River Falls, Greendale, Menomonie, Watertown and Xavier. 
Tournament winner Menomonie received $4,000 for its football 
program, while runner-up Bay Port received $2,000. 


HIGH SCHOOL FOOTBALL COACH OF THE WEEK PROGRAM 

This weekly program recognizes high school football coaches 
throughout the season who demonstrate outstanding leadership 
on and off the field. Each winner receives a $1,000 donation to the 
school’s football program. Steve Jones of Kimberly High School was 
named Wisconsin Football Coaches Association/Green Bay Packers 
Coach of the Year, earning a $2,000 donation to the school’s 
football program. 


GREEN BAY PACKERS COACHING SCHOOL 

This complimentary event provides theory sessions, chalk-talk 
breakouts and fundamentals to more than 200 youth football coach- 
es representing 70 different youth leagues from across the state. 


GREEN BAY PACKERS YOUTH FOOTBALL OUTREACH CAMP 

This free camp features educational benefits as well as recre- 
ational opportunities for second- through fifth-grade students. In 
2015, 36 camps were held from the end of April through the end of 
October, and more than 4,000 students attended. 
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NFL CLUB MATCHING CERTIFIED ATHLETIC TRAINER 
GRANT PROGRAM 

With funding from the Packers and the NFL Foundation, 
Milwaukee Public Schools placed a certified athletic trainer on the 
sidelines of each football game in the district. The $20,000 grant 
provides coverage through Midwest Orthopedic Sports Medicine, 
and ensures that an athletic trainer will be at 106 total games and 
scheduled practices, giving more than 800 high school football 
players access to athletic training services through the 2016 season. 


NFL FOUNDATION/LISC GRASSROOTS PROGRAM 

The La Crosse School District was awarded a $200,000 grant for 
a new synthetic-turf football field at Logan High School’s Swanson 
Field Football Stadium, which will be used by multiple high school 
athletic teams and community sports organizations in the area. 
This is the 14th grant secured by the Packers since 1998 for new 
or renovated athletic fields and stadiums, with the cumulative total 
at $1.9 million. 


HEADS UP FOOTBALL PLAYER SAFETY COACH TRAINING 

The Player Safety Coach Training Clinic held at Lambeau Field 
is the first step for Wisconsin’s youth football organizations to 
advance football player safety by becoming a Heads Up certified 
league. 


PACKERS MOMS FOOTBALL SAFETY CLINIC 

This first annual clinic was designed to educate moms about 
how football is being played safer and better than ever before. The 
complimentary event was attended by 125 youth football moms, 
representing 40 different youth leagues across Wisconsin. 


USA FOOTBALL MONTH 

The NFL and its 32 teams recognize August each year as USA 
Football Month. The Packers in 2015 invited flag football and Heads 
Up youth football programs to participate in Family Night and both 
preseason games. In addition, more than 4,000 game tickets were 
distributed to certified Player Safety Coaches and Heads Up leagues 
to attend preseason games.

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$5.9 million for charitable purposes since it was established in 1986 by 
Judge Robert J. Parins, then president of the Packers Corporation, “as a 
vehicle to assure continued contributions to charity.” 

Of the foundation’s contributions, 40 grants — aggregating $110,000 
— were awarded to Brown County organizations. Additional grants, totaling 
$490,000, were made to 196 other groups around the state. 

Under the Packers Scholarship Program, established in 2002, 
$53,000 was awarded - $26,500 to Scholarships, Inc., for distribution 
to students in four-year colleges, and $26,500 to Northeast Wisconsin 
Technical College (NWTC) for distribution to students in two-year 
associate-degree or apprenticeship-trades programs. 


The Green Bay Packers organization has enjoyed tremendous fan 
Support throughout its long and storied history. The community sup- 
ported the team in times of need by “passing the hat” at games and by 
buying stock in 1923, 1935, 1950, 1997 and 2011, among other ways. 
To give back to the community, the team created the Green Bay Packers 
Foundation in December 1986. The foundation assists in a wide variety 
of activities and programs that benefit education, civic affairs, health 
services, human services and youth-related programs. 

Last year, in its annual distribution of funds, the foundation awarded 
$600,000 to 236 civic and charitable groups throughout the state of 
Wisconsin, Terry Fulwiler, chairman of the foundation committee, 
announced Dec. 8, 2015. The foundation now has distributed more than

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Mark Murphy, possessor of ex- 
tensive experience in professional 
football and sports administra- 
tion, is in his ninth year as the 
Packers’ President and CEO. 

Under Murphy’s guidance, the organization continues to 
rank as one of the NFL’s premier franchises, with highly suc- 
cessful operations both on and off the field. On the field, the 
team has compiled a 90-50-1 overall record (.642), made 
seven straight playoff trips and earned a victory in Super 
Bowl XLV. Off the field, the club continues to perform well in 
its business efforts, which allows the organization to support 
football operations. The fan experience at Lambeau Field, 
a top priority for the organization, continues to be ranked 
among the best in sports. 

It was a direction both Murphy and the organization envi- 
sioned when Murphy was elected by the Packers’ Board of 
Directors as the franchise’s 10th Chief Executive Officer on 
Dec. 3, 2007. He began his work with the organization as 
president-elect on Jan. 1, 2008, and then formally took over 
on Jan. 28, 2008. 

“lam honored to have been selected and very appreciative 
of this tremendous opportunity,” Murphy said the day of his 
election. “The Packers are one of the great franchises in all 
of professional sports, with a rich history and incredible fan 
support. These are successful times for the Packers. On the 
field they’re performing well, and off the field, they’re in great 
shape, too. | look forward to being a part of that continued 
SUCCESS.” 

Murphy, who holds a law degree and an MBA in finance, 
brought a unique and highly qualified background to his role 
as head of one of the NFL's flagship franchises, first draw- 
ing from a deep understanding and appreciation of the game 
that comes from an eight-year playing career with the Wash- 
ington Redskins. Later, he served a combined 16 years as 
director of athletics at Colgate University and Northwestern 
University, and was an assistant executive director of the NFL 
Players Association and a trial attorney with the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Justice. 

In addition to his playing career and work with the NFL 
Players Association, Murphy had maintained his ties to the 
NFL through his work on the Commissioner’s Player Adviso- 
ry Committee (1994-2002) as well as the NFL Youth Football 
Committee (2002-2011). Additionally, his NFL experience 
includes Super Bowl wins as a player (XVII, 1982) and as a 
CEO (XLV, 2010), believed to be the first such achievement 
in league history. 

NFL Commissioner Roger Goodell, recognizing the unique 
experience and skills Murphy brought to the NFL as the Pack- 
ers’ CEO, in 2008 appointed him to the NFL’s Management 
Council Executive Committee, the NFL owners’ committee 
whose responsibility was to serve as the bargaining team 
during negotiations with the NFL Players Association which 
resulted in a new, 10-year Collective Bargaining Agreement 
in 2011. The position has allowed Murphy to increase his 
involvement and contributions at the league level, ensuring 
the organization has a voice in NFL matters. 

“Mark’s rare blend of experiences makes him integral to the 
future of the Packers and the NFL,” said Goodell when ap- 
pointing Murphy. “His accomplishments as an NFL player, his 
work with the NFLPA, and now his leadership of the Packers, 
provide a unique perspective to the league and also to the 
players. He’s very effective in discussions with NFLPA execu- 
tives. Mark is a bright and thoughtful individual who under- 
stands what needs to get done to create a system that benefits 
all sides for years to come. He is very reasonable and wants 
what’s best for fans, the game and players, as we all do.” 

In 2012, Goodell added to Murphy’s NFL-level involvement 
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7 naming him to the important conisstiian Committee, the 
group composed of team executives and coaches that stud- 
ies all aspects of the game and recommends rules and policy 
changes to NFL clubs. Goodell also placed Murphy on the 
NFL owners’ Health and Safety Committee and the College 
Relations Committee. 

Upon joining the Packers, Murphy broadened his knowl- 
edge of the franchise, its operations and its standing in the 
community by meeting with employees, shareholders, fans 
and members of the Board of Directors, as well as many 
community groups. 

Among his first initiatives was to update the organization’s 
strategic plan, a process involving all the leadership posi- 
tions of the organization, including the Executive Committee 
and football operations. The process created core objectives 
to serve as a backdrop for all key business decisions. In a 
move to enhance those objectives, Murphy restructured the 
management of the organization, which included creating a 
new senior-leadership staff overseeing administration and 
finance, football operations, human resources, legal, mar- 
keting and fan engagement, and sales and corporate part- 
nerships. The structure reflects the growth the organization 
has experienced in recent years and gives broader coverage 
across all operations with more people involved on a senior- 
management level. 

Murphy also is directing the organization’s master plan 
involving Lambeau Field, the Lambeau Field Atrium, the prac- 
tice facilities, and property the organization owns adjacent 
to the stadium. Lambeau Field and the Atrium recently un- 
derwent a $312 million, five-year expansion and renovation 
that included a new distributed-audio sound system (2011), 
two new HD video boards and the new Bellin Health Gate on 
the north end of the stadium (2012), 7,000 additional seats 
in the south end zone served by the Shopko Gate (2013), a 








larger Oneida Nation Gate and new football facilities (2013), 
the American Family Insurance Gate, a redeveloped Harlan 
Plaza and new Packers Pro Shop (2014), and a new Pack- 
ers Hall of Fame and restaurant, 1919 Kitchen & Tap (2015). 
The Packers recently started work on a two-year, $55 million 
project to renovate Lambeau Field’s suites and club seats. 

To support the Lambeau Field project, Murphy directed the 
Packers’ fifth stock sale, an effort that netted the organiza- 
tion more than $64 million. More than 268,000 shares were 
sold during the offering, from Dec. 6, 2011, through Feb. 
29, 2012, with more than 250,000 new shareholders join- 
ing the Packers’ ownership. All stadium improvements were 
financed without public tax money. 

In 2015, the Packers announced plans for the Titletown Dis- 
trict, a new development to the west of Lambeau Field, with 
the first phase including an engaging public plaza. The devel- 
opment will build upon the success of the renovated Lam- 
beau Field and complement the vibrant business and hospi- 
tality clusters in the area that have experienced enhancement 
in recent years. Titletown should become a destination for 
visitors and residents alike. In 2016, ground was broken on 
the public plaza as well as for Lodge Kohler, a four-diamond 
hotel; a Bellin Health Sports Medicine Clinic; and Hinterland 
Restaurant and Brewery. This first phase is expected to be 
completed by the start of the 2017 NFL season. 

Among the other initiatives Murphy has directed is the en- 
hancement of the organization’s retail operations, including 
the purchase of a new warehouse for the Packers Pro Shop 
and the establishment of a customer relationship manage- 
ment (CRM) program, with both efforts upgrading customer 
service to Packers fans. 

Murphy also has worked to increase the number of outside 
events utilizing Lambeau Field, including Kenny Chesney 
concerts in 2011 and 2015, and LZ Lambeau in May 2010, a 
welcome back for Wisconsin Vietnam veterans. In September 
2016, Lambeau Field will host a college football game for the 
first time since 1981, in the Lambeau Field College Classic, 
presented by Carmex, when the LSU Tigers play the Wisconsin 
Badgers. Additionally in the community, Murphy has ensured 
the organization remains a strong community partner, with a 
charity impact of approximately $6.5 million in the past year. 


THE GREEN BAY PACKERS ORGANIZATION 


LAMBEAU FIELD RANKED NO. 1 GAMEDAY EXPERIENCE: 

In a November 2007 Sports Illustrated poll on SI.com rating the 
gameday atmosphere for each NFL team, the experience of see- 
ing the Green Bay Packers at Lambeau Field ranked first. 


Lambeau Field topped the rankings for a second consecutive 
season in 2008, according to the SI.com poll. It was the only 
stadium to achieve a top-five ranking in each of the five catego- 
ries: affordability & food, tailgating, team quality, atmosphere 
and accessibility. 


“For all the glitz and money the NFL exudes nowadays,” the 
poll summarized, “football’s heart is still on that ‘frozen tundra,’ 
where tough guys grapple with each other while fans warm 
themselves on cold bleachers with hot chocolate and full- 
throated cheering. And that is still the essence of Lambeau.” 


More recently, in an October 2015 USA Today rankings list, 

the publication named Lambeau Field the No. 1 NFL stadium, 
calling it “the NFL’s only historic gem, the only one that would 
appear on a sports bucket list.” Sporting News, in August 2015, 
also rated Lambeau Field as the top NFL stadium, with rankings 
taking into account fan amenities such as seating, concessions, 
technology, tailgating and other key factors that affect the 
gameday experience. 


NO. 1 ACROSS ALL OF SPORTS: Each year since 2003, ESPN The 
Magazine has ranked all 122 franchises in the four major sports 
based on eight major categories: bang for the buck, ownership, 
stadium experience, on-field leadership, fan relations, affordability, 
players’ effort and likability, and championships won/expected to 
win. The Packers finished first in the inaugural rankings in 2003 and 
also in June 2011, joining the NBA’s San Antonio Spurs (2004, 2006, 
2015) as the only team to have garnered the distinction more 


Inside the organization, Murphy continues to grow and de- 
velop the team’s human resources, with new programs for 
employees such as leadership development. 

The 61-year-old Murphy joined the Packers after 4% years 
(2003-07) as director of athletics at Northwestern Univer- 
sity. At the Big Ten Conference school, Murphy oversaw a 
19-sport program with a $40 million budget and 160 full-time 
employees. During his tenure, the school won eight individual 
national championships and three NCAA team titles. Addition- 
ally, the university won nine conference team championships 
and 34 individual Big Ten titles. A total of 49 Wildcats earned 
first-team All-America distinction. On the football field, the 
Wildcats participated in two bowl games during Murphy’s 
tenure after playing in just four previous such contests in the 
program’s history. In 2006-07, Northwestern finished 30th 
in the U.S. Sports Academy Directors’ Cup standings with a 
school-best 626.5 points. The Wildcats ranked among the top 
30 in the standings for the last three years of Murphy’s tenure 
and in 2007 finished sixth among Big Ten schools for the third 
straight year after previously not placing higher than ninth. 

The school’s athletic success under Murphy was achieved 
while its student-athletes continued to excel off the field. The 
NCAA Graduation Success Rate (GSR) data released in Octo- 
ber 2007 reported Northwestern’s rate at 98 percent, tying it 
with Notre Dame and Navy for tops in the nation. 

Prior to his tenure at Northwestern, Murphy served as 
director of athletics at Colgate University in Hamilton, N.Y. 
(1992-2003), the school from which he graduated in 1977. 
During his 11 years at the helm, the university experienced 
a renaissance of its football program, going from 0-11 in 
1995 to three consecutive appearances in the NCAA Division 
I-AA playoffs. In 2003, the year after Murphy’s departure to 
Northwestern, the team made it to the championship game; 
the achievement of that squad — a non-scholarship program 
— remains one of Murphy’s proudest moments. 

Colgate’s other teams experienced success as well, with 
men’s basketball, women’s soccer, women’s volleyball, 
women’s softball and men’s ice hockey teams making NCAA 
Tournament appearances. The school also achieved gradu- 
ation rates among the highest for student-athletes in Divi- 
sion | during Murphy’s tenure. A proud alum, Murphy had 


than once. The franchise 
also placed in the top 10 in 
2004 (third), ‘05 (eighth), 
‘08 (fourth), ‘10 (ninth), 

‘12 (second), '13 (fifth), ‘14 
(eighth) and ‘15 (sixth), and 
is one of only two teams 
to rank in the top 10 every 
year since 2010. Lambeau 
Field has ranked as the top 
NFL venue in eight of the 
13 rankings and landed in 
the top overall spot across 
all sports six times. 
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MOST POPULAR FRANCHISES: In March 2009, the NFL and 
ESPN Sports Poll released a study in which it aimed to deter- 
mine the nation’s most popular individual pro sports franchises 
across all sports. The Dallas Cowboys and Green Bay Packers, 
always among the top vote-getters in the annual Harris Interac- 
tive Poll determining America’s favorite football team, finished 
Nos. 1 and 2 across all franchises. NFL teams held six of the top 
10 spots in the poll.

A former All-Pro safety for the Washington . 
Redskins, Murphy enjoyed an eight-year ca- + 
reer (1977-84) after originally signing with — 
the team as an undrafted free agent in 1977. yl 
He was a co-captain from 1980-84, a period 
that included two Super Bowl teams (1982- 
83). He enjoyed his finest season in 1983, 
leading the NFL with nine interceptions and - 
earning consensus All-Pro honors as well as \ 
a trip to the Pro Bowl. Murphy was named as 
one of the Redskins’ “70 Greatest Players,” 
as well as one of the “80 Greatest Redskins,” 
and also is a member of the club’s 50th An- 
niversary Team. 

Joe Gibbs, the Hall of Fame former coach 
of the Redskins who led the team during 
Murphy’s 1981-84 seasons, was apprecia- 
tive of the player’s contributions and lauded the Packers’ 
hiring of Murphy. 

“Mark meant a lot to the Redskins organization the years 
he was here and played,” Gibbs said. “He was a great person 
along with being one of the brightest and most competitive 
people we've had here at the Redskins.” 

Gibbs had an influence on Murphy as well, as the Pack- 
ers’ CEO attributes much of his leadership style to what he 
learned from the successful Redskins coach. 

“He had many leadership traits that | admired and tried to 
incorporate into my own leadership style,” said Murphy. “He 
had a very natural way about him with the way he related to 
people, and he tried to be accessible. He was a very effective 
communicator, too, as most great leaders are. And when he 
worked with you, he was very fair and sincere. All those skills 
and traits fueled his awesome ability to motivate his teams.” 

A natural leader among his teammates, Murphy served as 
the Redskins’ player representative to the NFL Players Asso- 
ciation from 1980-84, including the position of vice president 
of the players union (1983-84). While a representative, he 
served on the players’ bargaining committee during the 1982 
players’ strike. Those experiences have served him well in his 
role on the NFL’s Management Council Executive Committee. 

During his days with the Redskins, Murphy earned an MBA 
in finance from American University in Washington, D.C., 
attending classes full-time in the offseason and evening 
Classes in-season. Upon completion of his playing career in 
1985, he joined the NFL Players Association as assistant ex- 
ecutive director. While with the NFLPA, Murphy served on the 
bargaining team, including during the 1987 players’ strike, 
developed the agent-certification system and strengthened 
the PA’s degree-completion and career-counseling programs. 

While with the NFLPA, he started work on a law degree from 
Georgetown University and ultimately finished his studies full 
time after leaving the Players Association. Upon receiving his 
law degree in 1988, he worked at a Washington, D.C., law 
firm (Bredhoff and Kaiser) before becoming a trial attorney 
with the U.S. Department of Justice in 1989. 

During a four-year career with the Department of Justice, 
he primarily represented government agencies in trials. Then, 
in 1992, his alma mater called and he returned to the sports 
realm. 

At ease in public settings and with the media, Murphy en- 
joyed hosting a weekly radio show during his playing days 
and later became a sports commentator for National Public 
Radio (1983-92) and the Anheuser-Busch Radio Network 
(1986-88), offering his insights into football and sports- 
related legal issues in general. 

Born July 13, 1955, in Fulton, N.Y., Murphy spent some of 
his formative years in the Houston area before moving back to 
the Buffalo-area community of Clarence. He was a three-sport 
Star (football, baseball and basketball) at Clarence Central High 
School and was named the best all-around athlete in Western 
New York during his senior year. His baseball talents drew at- 
tention from major-league scouts. In 2002, he was inducted 
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into the Greater Buffalo Sports Hall of Fame in recognition of 
his achievements both on and off the field. In February, Mark 
returned to Clarence Central High School to present a golden 
football as part of the NFL’s 50th Super Bowl celebration. 

Murphy and his wife, Laurie, who also is a Colgate graduate, 
have been involved in the communities in which they’ve lived. 
Over the years the couple has donated their time to numerous 
organizations, including local schools, the United Methodist 
Church in Hamilton, N.Y., and the First Congregational Church 
of Evanston, Ill. Also, while in Chicago, Murphy served on the 
bid committee for the 2016 Olympics, which eventually were 
awarded to Rio de Janeiro, Brazil. While at Colgate University, 
Murphy formed the Hamilton Youth Basketball League and 
served as its commissioner. Heavily involved in the community 
while with the Redskins, Murphy was named the team’s “Miller 
Man of the Year” in 1984 in honor of his work off the field. 

In Green Bay, Murphy continues a busy schedule of meeting 
with fans and shareholders, as well as speaking to a variety 
of business and community groups. He also has given his 
time to several community organizations to help their causes, 
including Big Brothers Big Sisters. Murphy also serves on 
University of Wisconsin-Green Bay’s council of trustees and 
co-chaired the school’s most recent capital campaign. He is 
currently honorary chair of the capital campaign for the Jackie 
Nitschke Center. Additionally, Murphy serves on the advisory 
board of the Positive Coaching Alliance, an organization cre- 
ated to transform the culture of youth sports to give all young 
athletes the opportunity for a positive, character-building 
experience, as well as on USA Football’s board of directors. 

Mark and Laurie are active supporters of foster-care ser- 
vices in Brown County and have had the pleasure of serving 
as foster parents in the community. Laurie is involved in a 
number of national and local organizations whose missions 
support hunger relief, as well as housing and education for 
underserved populations. In addition, Laurie established 
“Ladies of Lambeau,” an inclusive group of women who are 
associated with the Green Bay Packers. The group hosts an 
annual hands-on event at Lambeau Field which benefits a va- 
riety of nonprofit organizations. 

Mark and Laurie have four children: Katie, 33, a graduate 
of Harvard who played basketball for the Crimson and lives 
in New York City with her husband, Eugene Kornel, and son, 
Richard, and works at Credit Suisse; Emily, 31, a 2008 gradu- 
ate of Middlebury (Vt.) College with a degree in Chinese who 
lives with her husband, Robert Kraynak, and daughter, Lou- 
ise, in Ann Arbor, Mich., where Emily and Robert both attend 
graduate school at the University of Michigan; Brian, 27, a 
graduate of Amherst (Mass.) College who played football for 
the Lord Jeffs and now lives in Austin, Texas, where he is in 
business school at the University of Texas; and Anna, 25, a 
graduate of Northwestern University who now works for Korn 
Ferry in New York City. 

Away from work, Mark enjoys playing golf, fishing and par- 
ticipating in various forms of exercise, including bicycling, 
cross-country skiing and jogging. 
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Ted Thompson firmly believes 
that the best way to build a suc- 
cessful team is by drafting and 
developing players, with free 
agency playing a complementary role in addressing spe- 
cific needs. 

Now 11-plus years into his tenure as Executive Vice Presi- 
dent, General Manager and Director of Football Operations, 
Thompson's philosophy was validated in 2010 with a win in 
Super Bowl XLV over the Pittsburgh Steelers, Green Bay’s 
fourth Super Bowl title and 13th world championship. 

A look at the Packers’ roster for Super Bowl XLV indicates 
a team truly built by Thompson. Nineteen of 22 starters and 
49 of 53 players on the roster were acquired by Thompson 
via the draft, free agency, trades or the waiver wire during 
his time in Green Bay. 

Thompson’s approach was reaffirmed the past five sea- 
sons (2011-15) as Green Bay added to one of its most suc- 
cessful stretches in team history. While the Packers came 
up short in their quest to win another Super Bow! champi- 
onship, Green Bay finished with a franchise-best 15 regular- 
season wins in 2011 while also capturing four consecutive 
division titles from 2011-14. It marked the first time since 
the league went to a divisional format in 1967 that the Pack- 
ers won four straight division titles, making Green Bay the 
only NFC team to win its division each of those four seasons 
and one of only three teams in the NFL to do so over that 
span (Denver, New England). The 2015 season also marked 
the Packers’ franchise-record seventh straight playoff ap- 
pearance and eighth in the last nine seasons, making them 
the only NFC team to accomplish those feats. 

The Packers’ success under Thompson has been due, in 
part, to the immediate contribution of Thompson’s draft 
picks and undrafted free agents. The 2014 draft class com- 
bined for 42 starts in the regular season, good for the fifth- 
most combined starts among all NFL teams’ 2014 draft 
classes. Overall, the Packers rank tied for second in games 
played by rookies (1,278) and tied for eighth in starts by 
rookies (335) since 2005. Also, 24 rookie free agents have 
made the opening-day roster under Thompson. Most im- 
pressively, 17 undrafted rookies made the opening-day 
roster in the past six seasons (2010-15), tying the Packers 
for fifth most in the NFL over that span. 

Highlighting last season’s draft class were first-round 
selection CB Damarious Randall of Arizona State and sec- 
ond-round selection CB Quinten Rollins of Miami (Ohio). 
Randall was named the NFL Defensive Rookie of the Month 
for November and appeared in 15 games with nine starts in 
2015, totaling 59 tackles and three interceptions, including 
one returned for a touchdown. His three interceptions tied 
for the team lead and ranked tied for second among all NFL 
rookies. Rollins posted two interceptions, tied for fourth 
among NFL rookies, in 14 games with four starts. Green 
Bay also received contributions from its fourth-round se- 
lection, LB Jake Ryan. Ryan proved his mettle in 14 games 
with five starts, tallying 47 tackles, one fumble recovery and 
Six special teams tackles. 

The 2015 season also saw five Packers named to the Pro 
Bowl in FB John Kuhn, LB Clay Matthews, LB Julius Pep- 
pers, QB Aaron Rodgers and G Josh Sitton. For Rodgers, 
Thompson’s first draft pick as Green Bay’s GM in 2005, it 
marked his fifth selection. A first-round choice by Thomp- 
son in 2009, it marked Matthews’ sixth appearance in the 
Pro Bowl, and first at inside linebacker. In 2012, he became 
the first Packer to earn Pro Bowl recognition in each of his 
first four seasons (2009-12) in the NFL. Sitton’s third ap- 
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pearance in the NFL all-star game in’15 panied fig status 
as one of the NFL's elite offensive linemen. A fourth-round 
selection in 2008, Sitton has also been named second-team 
All-Pro by AP each of the past three seasons (2013-15). 

Combining the drafts he has run in Seattle and Green Bay, 
2/ of Thompson’s selections have earned Pro Bowl, All-Pro 
or All-Rookie honors, and since Thompson joined Green 
Bay in 2005, the Packers have drafted 10 players who have 
made at least one Pro Bowl appearance, ranking Green Bay 
tied for ninth in the NFL in that category. 

The 2014 class saw first-round selection S Ha Ha Clinton- 
Dix of Alabama and fifth-round selection C Corey Linsley of 
Ohio State earn PFWA All-Rookie Team honors after both 
appeared in all 16 games with a combined 26 starts. Sec- 
ond-round selection WR Davante Adams of Fresno State 
and third-round pick TE Richard Rodgers of California also 
had an impact, ranking third and sixth on the team, respec- 
tively, in receiving yards. 

The 2014 season also saw seven Packers named to the 
Pro Bowl; WR Randall Cobb, Kuhn, Matthews, WR Jordy 
Nelson, Rodgers, CB Sam Shields and Sitton. It marked 
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the first appearances for Cobb, Nelson and Shields in the 
annual all-star game. Rodgers was also named The Associ- 
ated Press NFL Most Valuable Player for the second time in 
his career (also 2011) to go along with his MVP honors for 
Super Bowl XLV. 

The 2013 draft class had a similar immediate impact on 
the Packers’ success. Second-round pick RB Eddie Lacy 
was named NFL Offensive Rookie of the Year and second- 
team All-Pro by AP, NFL Rookie of the Year by the PFWA, 
and was selected to the Pro Bowl. Lacy finished the season 
with 1,178 rushing yards, the most in in franchise history 
by a rookie. His rushing total led all NFL rookies and ranked 
No. 8 among all players, while his 11 rushing TDs ranked 
third in the NFL and set a new franchise record for most 
rushing TDs by a rookie. Lacy followed up his rookie cam- 
paign with 1,139 rushing yards in 2014 to become the fifth 
player in franchise history to record consecutive 1,000- 
yard rushing seasons. The 2013 draft also produced T Da- 
vid Bakhtiari (fourth round), the only rookie in the NFL to 
Start at the all-important left tackle position in every game 
during the 2013 season. 

Despite coming off a world championship in 2010 and fea- 
turing one of the deepest rosters in the league, the Packers 
received consistent contributions from Thompson’s 2011 
draft class in their rookie seasons. Second-round pick Cobb 
made an immediate impact in his pro debut vs. New Or- 
leans with a 108-yard kickoff return for a touchdown that 
matched the NFL record at the time. He finished the season 
ranked No. 2 in the NFL (No. 1 among rookies) with a 27.7- 
yard kickoff return average and No. 7 in the league (No. 2 
among rookies) with an 11.3-yard punt return average. For 
his efforts, Cobb was named to the Pro Football Weekly All- 
Rookie team as the kick returner. Cobb continued to excel in 
2012, setting a franchise record with a league-leading 2,342 
combined net yards. Additionally, Cobb became the first 
player in NFL history to post 900-plus receiving yards (959) 
and 900-plus kickoff return yards (964) in the same season. 

The combined achievements authored by the 2010 and 
11 teams assembled by Thompson have a prominent place 
in Packers and NFL history. Covering a span of 364 days, 
Green Bay won 19 consecutive games (including postsea- 
son) over the two seasons. The 19-game winning streak 
began in Week 16 of 2010 and lasted until Green Bay suf- 
















fered its lone regular-season defeat at Kansas City in Week 
15 of the 2011 season. The streak was the longest in fran- 
chise history and was the second-longest winning streak in 
NFL history (including playoffs) behind only the 2003-04 
New England Patriots (21 games). Perhaps most impres- 
sively, the Packers never trailed in the fourth quarter during 
their 19-game winning streak. 

The 2011 Packers captured their second NFC North title 
under Thompson and first since 2007, and as a result, 
earned the NFC’s No. 1 seed for the first time since 1996. 
Green Bay finished the 2011 campaign with a perfect 8-0 
record at Lambeau Field for the first time since 2002. 

Seven of Thompson’s players were selected to the Pro 
Bowl following the 2011 campaign, the most the Packers 
had voted to the all-star game since 1967. The selections 
included WR Greg Jennings, Kuhn, Matthews, NT B.J. Raji, 
Rodgers, C Scott Wells and CB Charles Woodson. Six of 
the selections were acquired by Thompson as Jennings, 
Matthews, Raji and Rodgers were draft picks while Kuhn 
was Claimed off waivers and Woodson was signed as a 
free agent. It was the fourth straight Pro Bowl selection 
for Woodson, the NFL Defensive Player of the Year in 2009 
who was signed by Thompson in 2006. 

In 2010, the Packers posted a 10-6 mark and qualified for 
the postseason for the third time under Thompson. Win- 
ners of three straight playoff games on the road, Green Bay 
became just the second No. 6 seed (2005 Steelers) to win a 
Super Bowl since the NFL went to a 12-team playoff format 
in 1990. 

The Packers featured eight Pro Bowl selections in 2010, 
with five of the players being voted to the initial squad. Four 
of the eight players were draft picks of Thompson’s and two 
more were signed as free agents. 

What made the Packers’ championship season in 2010 
even more notable was the adversity the team faced due 
to injuries. Green Bay finished the year with 15 players on 
injured reserve, and eight of them had started at least one 
game on the season. Six starters from the opening-day 
depth chart sustained season-ending injuries in the first 
seven games. 

Because of those injuries, the roster depth that Thompson 

had built during his tenure came to the fore. Rookies such 
as T Bryan Bulaga, a first-round draft pick in 2010, and 
Shields and LB Frank Zombo, both undrafted free agents in 
10, were called upon to step into prominent roles. A pair of 
fourth-year players, LB Desmond Bishop and S$ Charlie Pe- 
prah, moved into the starting lineup and became key cogs 
on defense after contributing primarily on special teams 
earlier in their careers. RB James Starks, a sixth-round pick 
in 2010 who was limited to just three games during the 
regular season because of an injury, led the NFL with 315 
rushing yards in the postseason, third most in league his- 
tory by a rookie RB in the playoffs. 
The Packers’ Super Bowl XLV team was a direct reflec- 
tion of the philosophy that Thompson has held true to 
throughout his Green Bay tenure, one that should 
put the franchise in good position to contend for 
championships on an annual basis. Since taking 
over aS GM, Thompson has focused on rebuild- 
ing and improving the bulk of the roster, mostly 
through the draft. 

In his first four drafts from 2005-08, Thompson 
utilized 14 trades, all but one of them down, to turn 
31 picks into 43 selections, plus an extra choice in 
09. In 2009-10, however, his trades went in the 
other direction as the improved roster core allowed 
him to focus less on the overall quantity of picks. 
Those two years, Thompson traded up for specific 
players he had targeted in certain rounds. 

In 09, after selecting Raji out of Boston College 
with the No. 9 overall selection in the first round, 
Thompson traded a second-round pick and two 


third-round selections — Nos. 41, 73 and 83 overall — to 
New England to get another crack at a first-round talent. He 
moved up 15 spots to No. 26 overall and nabbed Matthews 
out of Southern California, while also receiving a 2009 fifth- 
round pick in return from the Patriots. 

Just like that, not only did Thompson give the Packers 
two first-round draft choices for the first time in 16 years, 
he added highly touted prospects at the two linchpin posi- 
tions in the 3-4 defense — a middle anchor and an outside 
pass rusher. 

Thompson followed in the footsteps of his mentor, Ron 
Wolf, in becoming Green Bay’s GM, and following the 2007 
season he joined Wolf in becoming the only people in the 
history of the organization to be recognized as the best in 
their field in a vote of their peers as the NFL Executive of the 
Year by Sporting News. He further cemented his reputation 
in the NFL by winning the award for a second time following 
the Packers’ record-setting 2011 season. 

Preceding his first award, Thompson left an undeniable 
stamp on Green Bay’s successful 2007 season. In just his 
third campaign as GM, he assembled a roster that was the 
youngest yet one of the most talented in the NFL, and the 
Packers went 13-3, won the NFC North Division title, and 
advanced to the NFC Championship Game for the first time 
in a decade. 

“l’m honored to receive this award on behalf of the Green 
Bay Packers,” the humble Thompson said. “We view this as 
a team honor and feel the coaches, players and staff should 
all be very proud of the job they’ve done in helping this 
franchise succeed.” 

The prestigious award acknowledged Thompson for his 
diligence and success as the team came within an overtime 
field goal of advancing to the Super Bowl. But it also served 
as recognition for Thompson’s overall body of work since 
taking his current position in 2005. 

One of the biggest additions to the playoff-bound team 
came from a key trade. Thompson acquired RB Ryan Grant 
from the New York Giants at the end of training camp for 
a sixth-round draft choice, adding the former Notre Dame 
standout to a crowded but banged-up backfield. 

Grant eventually took over as the feature back midway 
through the season and proceeded to rush for nearly 1,000 
yards, adding 201 yards and three TDs in the NFC Divisional 
playoff victory over Seattle, both Green Bay postseason re- 
cords. He went on to add back-to-back 1,200-yard cam- 
paigns in 2008-09. 

Surprising many with the hiring of Mike McCarthy as 
head coach in January 2006, Thompson embarked on turn- 
ing around a 4-12 team beset by injuries and salary-cap 
concerns in his first season. The improvement to an 8-8 
mark in 2006, followed by the playoff run in 2007, netted 
McCarthy the Motorola NFL Coach of the Year award and 
placed both Thompson and his chief hire at the top of their 
professions. 

Thompson’s career as a football executive came full circle 
Jan. 14, 2005. That day, former Green Bay Packers CEO 
Bob Harlan gave him full authority over all aspects of foot- 


ball operations for the storied franchise. 

In becoming the 10th general manager in club history, 
Thompson rejoined the team with which he received his 
start under Wolf in 1992. After working for the legendary 
general manager through the 1999 season, Thompson 
spent five years as vice president of football operations for 
the Seattle Seahawks. 

“It's almost a dream-come-true-type job,” Thompson 
said. “You think about, when you’re a young kid, some of 
the things you’d like to do when you grow up and you think 
maybe manager of the New York Yankees or maybe the 
general manager of the Green Bay Packers. So it’s a thrill, 
it’s an honor.” 

For Harlan, the selection of Thompson to lead Green Bay’s 
football fortunes was an easy choice, and Thompson has 
validated that confidence in his selection by successfully 
remaking the roster into one he and the organization believe 
is built for long-term success. 

“| feel Ted is a perfect fit for the Packers,” Harlan said, 
introducing Thompson in 2005. “He is a respected National 
Football League veteran who is a proven talent evaluator 
and an efficient administrator. He knows the people in our 
personnel department and he is familiar with how we run 
our football operation. He embraces the Packers’ champi- 
onship tradition, and he was very anxious to have the op- 
portunity to return to Green Bay.” 

Now in his 35th NFL season, including 10 years as a play- 
er, Thompson knows and respects the position the Packers 
hold in the hearts of the fans, and around the league. 

“The history and tradition of this place is unrivaled in 
professional sports,” Thompson said. “l understand the 
passion the people here have for their team. Ron (Wolf) 
told me this is the best job in the National Football League. 
| never forgot that.” 

The 63-year-old Thompson not only joined an organi- 
zation with which he was familiar, but also oversees a 
respected staff that includes Eliot Wolf, director-football 
operations, Brian Gutekunst, director of player personnel, 
and Alonzo Highsmith, senior personnel executive. 

Former Thompson staffers include current Kansas City 
Chiefs general manager John Dorsey, Oakland Raiders gen- 
eral manager Reggie McKenzie, Raiders director-college 
scouting Shaun Herock and Seattle Seahawks executive 
vice president/general manager John Schneider. 

Almost immediately upon taking over, Thompson made a 
crucial choice for the long-term benefit of the club. In the 
2005 NFL Draft, Rodgers had been projected as high as the 
No. 1 overall pick, but he wasn’t taken there and ended up 
Sliding all the way down to the Packers at No. 24. One year 
later, Thompson handed Rodgers to an accomplished quar- 
terback mentor in McCarthy to mold him into the team’s 
signal caller of the future. 

In 2008-09, following the retirement and subsequent 
trade of Brett Favre, Rodgers became the first quarterback 
in league history to eclipse 4,000 yards passing in each 
of his first two seasons as a Starter. Rodgers surpassed 
the 4,000-yard mark again in 2011 and 2012 and posted 
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21,332 passing yards from 2008-12. That total ranks first 
in NFL history for the most passing yards by a QB in his 
first five Seasons as a Starter, Surpassing the previous mark 
held by Peyton Manning (20,618, 1998-2002). Rodgers’ 
career passer rating of 104.1 ranks No. 1 in NFL history, 
and his 122.5 passer rating in 2011 set a single-season NFL 
record, topping Manning’s 121.1 mark in 2004. Addition- 
ally, Rodgers’ 1.6 career interception percentage is tops in 
NFL history. 

Although Thompson prefers to shift the spotlight in an- 
other direction, his fingerprints were also all over the Se- 
ahawks’ road to Super Bowl XL during the 2005 season. 
League MVP Shaun Alexander, Thompson’s first draft pick 
in Seattle, captured the 2005 league rushing title and estab- 
lished a then-single-season NFL record with 28 TDs. Nine 
of Seattle’s Super Bowl starters, as well as K Josh Brown, 
were drafted by Thompson. That list included G Steve 
Hutchinson, a Pro Bowler in seven of his 12 NFL seasons. 

Thompson's philosophy on building a successful team 
relies heavily on drafted players as a foundation. In today’s 
NFL, teams can’t win consistently with free agency as their 
primary tool. And in building through the draft, the Packers 
place a premium on character. 

But despite how much value he places on the draft, 
Thompson also will use the free-agent market as another 
tool to build the roster. In Green Bay, he has brought in play- 
ers like Woodson, DT Ryan Pickett and most recently LB Ju- 
lius Peppers, among others, to either take over starting jobs 
or provide valuable, experienced depth at their positions. 

“| think free agency is a very interesting tool to use to help 
you patch some holes and do some things,” said Thomp- 
son, who signed five unrestricted free agents in 2006, the 
Packers’ most since 1998. “There’s no reluctance on our 
part. We do try to make certain that what we do is not just 
fantasy football. We're investing in a player that’s got to 
come in and play a particular role. If we don’t think that 
player can perform to that contract, then it doesn’t make 
sense for us to do it just to say, ‘Look what we’ve spent.” 

In Green Bay annals, Thompson is only the fourth general 
manager to serve exclusively from the front office, joining 
Verne Lewellen (1954-58), Vince Lombardi (1968) and 
Wolf (1992-2000). 

The low-profile Thompson has a proven track record as 
an evaluator. Overseeing Seattle’s draft board from 2000 
through ’04, Thompson provided the Seahawks a solid 
foundation which they used to make three straight playoff 
appearances (2003-05). His 2003 draft saw Thompson land 
three players — Brown, CB Marcus Trufant and S Ken Ham- 
lin — who not only made immediate front-line contributions 
as rookies, but who also became cornerstone players for 
years to come. 

Just one year later, those three were instrumental in Se- 
attle’s 2004 NFC West championship. In the Seahawks’ 
playoff game that year, 11 of 22 starters were acquired 
through Thompson’s drafts. In his first two Green Bay 
drafts, Thompson selected S Nick Collins in 2005 and LB 
A.J. Hawk, Jennings and G Daryn Colledge in 2006. All four 
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were named to the Pro Football Weekly All-Rookie team. 
In 07, he drafted K Mason Crosby, whose 1,145 career 
points are the most in franchise history. 

Prior to 2009, Thompson selected 43 players in his first 
four drafts as GM, signaling the rebuilding of the roster 
/ core that had seen only 27 draft picks in the four years 
(2001-04) before Thompson returned to Green Bay. 

As a result, offseason competition for positions on 
_ Green Bay’s 53-man roster has been fierce since Thomp- 
son took over. The goal is to improve the team’s play 
through competition, just as it was when Bum Phillips 
annually brought in younger talent to try to take Thomp- 
/ son’s job during the former linebacker’s 10-year playing 
| career with the Houston Oilers. 

A former Oilers teammate, Mike Reinfeldt, helped to 
launch Thompson’s second football career. In 1992, Re- 
infeldt, then the Packers’ vice president of administration, 
recommended that Wolf take a look at Thompson as a po- 
tential pro scout for his staff. Wolf subsequently brought 
Thompson in to audition as a personnel evaluator, and 
Thompson always has felt he learned a lot from Wolf. 

“He taught me passion, he taught me work ethic, he 
taught me believing in yourself, to have confidence, to write 
down what you see, not what other people see, and to trust 
yourself.” 

During his first tenure in Green Bay, Thompson was 
instrumental in providing talent that produced an 83-45 
record (.648), six straight playoff berths, two Super Bowl 
appearances and the 1996 world championship. With his 
help, the team acquired free agents Reggie White, Sean 
Jones, Don Beebe, Santana Dotson and Desmond Howard. 
Through the draft, Green Bay added Vonnie Holliday and 
Donald Driver, the Packers’ all-time leading receiver. 

A possessor of strong football credentials and keen 
knowledge of the game gleaned from his decade-long 
playing career, Thompson credits Wolf with deepening his 
understanding of the scouting process and cites his experi- 
ence in Seattle working with Mike Holmgren as very valu- 
able in terms of his growth as a football person, running an 
organization and making decisions that affect the team in 
the present and in the future. 

A versatile linebacker during his 10-year NFL playing ca- 
reer with the Oilers (1975-84), Thompson also was one of 
the most durable players in team annals, missing just one 
of 147 contests due to injury. He started eight games over 
the course of his career and also played in seven postsea- 
son contests (1978-80), with the Oilers going 4-3 in those 
games, losing the AFC championship to the Steelers in both 
1978 and ’79. He originally was signed by Phillips as an 
undrafted free agent. 

Thompson’s Oilers teammates included Pro Football Hall 
of Famers Earl Campbell, Mike Munchak, Elvin Bethea, 
Warren Moon and Bruce Matthews (current Packer Clay’s 
uncle). Thompson also served as a reserve kicker and con- 
verted all four PATs he attempted in an emergency situation 
vs. the New York Jets in a 1981 contest. 

Collegiately, Thompson was a three-year starter (1972- 
74) at linebacker and team captain (’74) for SMU. As a 
sophomore, he played under head coach Hayden Fry, and 
Phillips, his eventual pro coach, was defensive coordinator. 
He also served as the team’s placekicker as a senior. Fol- 
lowing his football career, in the spring of 75, he lettered as 
an outfielder for the Mustangs’ baseball team. Thompson 
gained Academic All-Southwest Conference honors and 
graduated with a bachelor’s degree in business adminis- 
tration. 

Born Jan. 17, 1953, in Atlanta, Texas, Thompson was an 
all-region player at the city’s high school, lining up at run- 
ning back, linebacker and placekicker. He also lettered in 
basketball, baseball, track and golf. He is single and enjoys 
an occasional round of golf in times of leisure. 
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— ) Russ Ball, entering his 28th 
| season in the NFL, begins his 


ninth season in Green Bay as 
the organization’s vice presi- 
dent of football administration/player finance. 

Named to the position on Feb. 13, 2008, Ball brings a vast 
array of experience to the Packers’ front office and is highly 
involved in all team decisions both on and off the playing 
field. He is responsible for negotiating player contracts 
and managing the salary cap, in addition to the daily su- 
pervision of football-administration departments including 
athletic training, equipment, video, corporate travel, player 
development, family programs and public relations. 

“The first thing that needs to be said is that Russ Ball is 
a good man,” said Ted Thompson, Packers Executive Vice 
President, General Manager and Director of Football Opera- 
tions.

PRESIDENT KENNEDY ASSISTS PACKERS TO 1961 CHAMPIONSHIP 


Vince Lombardi won nine straight postseason games, a streak that began in 1961 during the Berlin Crisis when Paul Hornung, 
Ray Nitschke and Boyd Dowler were called up to active military duty. 

Hornung was ordered to report to Fort Riley, Kan., Nitschke and Dowler to Fort Lewis, Wash. 

All three reported by mid-November and were at the mercy of their base commanders as far as getting weekend passes to 
play football. In the end, Dowler played all 14 games that season; and Nitschke and Hornung each played 12. 

In fact, Hornung played enough to be named the NFL’s Most Valuable Player. 

But with the league’s championship game scheduled for Dec. 31, Coach Vince Lombardi was fretting over how much practice 


time the three would get. 


That proved to be no problem for Dowler and Nitschke. They were given 14-day leaves and arrived back in Green Bay Dec. 22. 
But Hornung was awarded just a six-day leave that wasn’t going to start until Dec. 27, leaving him scant time to practice. 

Based on second-hand accounts, the story goes that Lombardi decided to pull some strings. He had President John F. 
Kennedy’s private phone number at the White House and called him. Kennedy, in turn, called Fort Riley with clear instructions 


that Hornung be given an earlier release. 


Orders were followed and Hornung arrived in Green Bay not only in time for a week of practice, but to escort a date to Green 


Bay’s Charity Ball on Dec. 23. 


The Packers ended up beating the Giants, 37-0, and Hornung was named the game’s MVP. 
The Berlin Crisis was a Cold War confrontation between the United States and the Soviet Union over the occupation of the 
German capital. At its height in late 1961, there was fear that it could trigger a nuclear war. 
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Paul Baniel is in his eighth year 
heading up the Green Bay Pack- 
ers’ financial operations and is 
in his fifth year serving as vice 
president of administration for the organization. 

In addition to leading the daily operation of the club’s 
finance, facility and information technology departments, 
Baniel represents the Packers at the NFL level on economic 
issues and leads strategic initiatives of the organization.

regional economic growth, offer amenities to residents and 
complement the greater Green Bay area’s draw as an exCel- 
lent location to live, work and play. 

Baniel, a certified public accountant, also oversees the 
audit process and works closely with the organization’s 
treasurer, the Board of Directors’ audit and investment 
committees, and the stadium district. 

“Paul is a key leader in our organization,” said Packers 
President/CEO Mark Murphy. “His experience in profes- 
sional sports has been an important asset to the organi- 
zation, especially during our recent significant work on 
Lambeau Field. We appreciate his strong leadership within 
the organization and the impact he has on our development 
efforts around Lambeau Field, including Titletown.” 

Baniel (pronounced BAN-yel), who joined the Packers on 
July 30, 2009, moved to Green Bay from Milwaukee, where 
he had spent more than six years (2003-09) as the chief fi- 
nancial officer of Potawatomi Bingo Casino. At Potawatomi, 
he helped lead the planning and construction of a $240 mil- 
lion expansion of the facility, which opened in 2008.

m Joined the Packers as vice president of finance in August 2009; 
named vice president of finance and administration in July 
2012.

STUDY SHOWS PACKERS’ ECONOMIC IMPACT ON THE COMMUNITY 


The Packers are the only franchise in professional sports to be owned and sustained by their fans, so most people know how 
much the community has meant and continues to mean to the team. But one question has long gone unanswered: “What do 
the Packers mean to the community?” To answer that very question from a quantifiable and tangible economic standpoint, the 
Green Bay/Brown County Professional Football Stadium District commissioned what is regarded as the most comprehensive 
economic impact study of the last 10 years on the subject when it contracted the firm AECOM Economics in 2009. Below are 


some of the findings and highlights of the report: 


-Found the total economic impact of the Packers and the renovated Lambeau Field on the community was to be an estimated 
$281.5 million in 2009. That total included the existence of 2,560 jobs and more than $124 million in earnings. 


-The Packers’ 10 home exhibition and regular-season games in 2009 had a $123.3 million impact on Brown County. For each game, 
the team generates approximately $12.3 million in economic impact to the community. 


-When including the days visitors are in Green Bay to attend summer's training camp, the impact increases by another $7.4 million. 


-Showed that in 2009, the total economic impact attributed to spending by the Packers and Lambeau Field was $141 million, 
including the creation of 760 jobs and the generation of $80.6 million in wages. 


-The fiscal impact of taxes to local and state governments courtesy of both training camp and Packers games was an estimated 


$8.7 million. 


The South End, which opened in 2013, included the addition of approximately 7,000 new seats and now generates an additional 
spending impact of approximately $11 million each year. In addition to the newly added seats, the Packers completed extensive 
renovations to the Atrium in 2015, a project that included a new Packers Pro Shop; new American Family Insurance Gate; and a new 
restaurant, 1919 Kitchen & Tap. In total, over the five years of work, the projects employed more than 3,000 workers and generated 


more than $130 million in wages.

The names gracing the east and west facades are among the more awe-inspiring features of Lambeau Field’s bowl. The names represent the 24 
men who have been inducted into the Pro Football Hall of Fame primarily for their years spent with the Green Bay Packers. 

Of the 24 names, 21 were players. Earl “Curly” Lambeau and Vince Lombardi were inducted as coaches. Ron Wolf, the latest Hall of Fame addi- 
tion, was inducted into Canton in 2015 as a general manager. Quarterback Brett Favre’s name will be added to the facade during the 2016 season, 


following his induction into Canton. 


Four of the names were charter inductees of the Pro Football Hall of Fame in 1963: Lambeau, Don Hutson, Robert “Cal” Hubbard and John 


“Blood” McNally. 


Hutson, Hubbard and Blood played during the Lambeau era, as did Clarke Hinkle, Mike Michalske, Arnie Herber and Tony Canadeo. 

Of the 21 players, 11 of them spent their prime playing for Lombardi: Jim Taylor, Forrest Gregg, Bart Starr, Ray Nitschke, Herb Adderley, Willie 
Davis, Jim Ringo, Paul Hornung, Willie Wood, Henry Jordan and Dave Robinson. 

James Lofton’s and Reggie White's Packers careers were played in later eras. 

In deference to the Pro Football Hall of Fame, the names appear on the facade as they do on their busts in Canton with nicknames or adopted 
names included in quotation marks. That's why John “Blood” McNally is listed as he is. While McNally was his given name, he never used it during 
his playing career even to sign his contracts. Nor did the name McNally ever appear in a Packers program or press book, or in newspaper coverage 
of the day. He was simply Johnny Blood, one of the most magical names in sports in the 1920s and ‘30s. 

The years listed are only the years the players spent with the Packers. Only seven of the inductees spent their entire NFL careers with the Pack- 
ers: Hutson, Hinkle, Canadeo, Starr, Nitschke, Hornung and Wood. Lombardi was inducted in Canton only as a coach. That's why the years listed 
under his name don’t include 1968, when he served strictly as Green Bay's general manager. 


The names were arranged on the facade in no particular order. 


Also gracing the interior walls of the Lambeau Field bowl are the years of the Packers’ NFL-record 13 world championships and the team’s 
retired numbers. Favre's No. 4, which was retired July 18, 2015, when he was inducted into the Packers Hall of Fame, was unveiled on the facade 
next to the five other retired numbers during Green Bay’s home game against the Chicago Bears on Thanksgiving, Nov. 26, 2015. 
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Gabrielle Dow, possessor of 
22 years of diverse experience 
across professional sports, en- 
tertainment and venues, is in her 
third year as the Packers’ vice president of marketing and 
fan engagement. 

Dow, who was named to the position on May 12, 2014, 
oversees the Packers’ retail operations, digital and broad- 
cast, marketing, brand engagement and game presentation.

One of the more recent traditions that has taken hold among Packers fans is answering the call to shovel snow off the Lambeau Field bleachers. 
When the team needs help clearing the stands for an upcoming game, it issues a press release or uses social media to alert fans. The Packers 


provide the shovels and the fans, in turn, provide the muscle (pictured, lower right). 
During the 2015 season, the Packers put out a call on Dec. 31 and Jan. 1 prior to their Jan. 
3 home game against the Minnesota Vikings. It marked the 27th and 28th occasions that 


Packers fans have been asked to shovel snow since 2005. 


Fans at least 15 years old who arrive early enough often shovel for several hours. Partici- 


pants receive $10 per hour upon completion of their work. 


While shoveling the stands is a more recent development, fans for generations have been 


eager to help the Packers in times of need. 


Prior to the 1965 NFL Championship Game, played in Green Bay on Jan. 2, 1966, about 25 
young volunteers helped close to 60 stadium workers shovel and haul away snow off the 


large tarpaulins that had covered the field (pictured, upper right). 


Prior to the game, the Packers also had spread 40 tons of marsh hay over the playing 


surface to keep it from freezing. That, too, had to be removed. 


The nearly five inches of wet, heavy snow that blanketed the turf fell the morning of the game. 
The Packers tried using a helicopter to dry out the field and blow snow off the seats, but it didn’t work out and 


the stadium crew wound up trying to clear the seating areas, as well. 


NFL Commissioner Pete Rozelle was in attendance, but said he never considered calling off the game. 
“| think you may be better equipped to handle this sort of thing here than any other place in the league,” said 


Rozelle, directing his remarks to local reporters.

H Ina project that took several months to complete, DD 
GrassMaster, a natural grass surface reinforced with man-made 
fibers developed by Desso DLW Sports Systems, was installed 
on top of a completely new drainage and heating system. 

The new surface and underlying systems represent the latest 
developments in field management. 


m@ Thenew grass surface wasn't entirely new for the players, 
though. It was identical to the surface on the team’s Clarke Hinkle 
Field. That surface, installed prior to 2005 training camp, had 
garnered rave reviews from the players. The team again used the 
surface in 2009 for the new Nitschke Field. 


B According to the Packers’ fields manager, Allen Johnson, the 
Packers had been following the evolution of the relatively new 
system for several years, going back to its development on 
European soccer fields. 


m@ DDGrassMaster’s advantage mainly is attributed to the sand- 
based soil, which allows superior drainage and softer, more 
consistent footing over the previous clay-based field. Because 
a sand-based root zone has less stability, the system employs 
millions of strands of polyethylene and polypropylene materials 
eight inches below the surface with one inch exposed on the 
top. This gives the field firm footing and eliminates clumps of sod 
tearing from the surface. Even after a full season's wear late in the 
year, the footing remains excellent due to the soil-strengthening 
strands.

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Ed Policy, an executive with 
Significant sports and legal expe- 
rience, is in his fifth year as the 
Green Bay Packers’ vice presi- 
dent and general counsel. 

Policy, who started with the Packers on Aug. 1, 2012, has 
an extensive background that includes work in professional 
football with the Arena Football League and NFL, and broad 
legal experience with litigation, sports labor relations, 
sports facility construction and commercial real estate. 

In addition to directing the corporation’s legal affairs, 
Policy has a leadership role in the organization’s devel- 
opment efforts in the area surrounding Lambeau Field, 
including the Titletown District, the 34 acres of land imme- 
diately to the west of Lambeau Field that will maximize its 
unique location to attract visitors, spur regional economic 
growth, offer amenities to residents and complement the 
greater Green Bay area’s draw as an excellent location to 
live, work and play. He also represents the Packers at the 
NFL level on legal matters, and oversees the club’s com- 
munity outreach, public affairs, shareholder relations and 
security departments. 

“Ed’s contributions to the organization have been ex- 
tremely valuable,” Packers President/CEO Mark Murphy 
said. “His legal experience in sports and real estate, along 
with his knowledge of the NFL, has served the Packers very 
well. Ed’s diverse skill set is a great asset not only to help 
lead our Titletown development efforts, but also to be in- 
tegrally involved in the club’s overall continued success.” 

Policy’s professional sports experience includes nine 
years (2001-09) with the Arena Football League, including 
a period (2008-09) in which he served as commissioner, 
president and CEO. He also served as deputy commissioner 
and president (2006-08), chief operating officer (2004-06) 
and executive vice president — strategic league develop- 
ment and legal affairs (2001-04). During his tenure with 
the league, he oversaw all business and operations of the 
AFL, including strategic development, legal affairs, sales, 
finance, marketing, broadcasting, digital media, football 
operations, labor relations, events and human resources. 

Policy also served as an executive consultant with the NFL 
(2009-2010), a position in which he advised and assisted 
NFL senior management in strategic and development mat- 
ters and also worked with senior executives on special proj- 
ects within various business areas. 


HISTORY OF THE “G” 


Before his third season as head coach and general manager of the Packers, Vince Lombardi 
elected to decorate the team’s helmets with a logo that has become one of the most iconic in 
American sports. Lombardi decided to place a green and white “G’” directly above the earholes of the 


team’s mostly gold helmets. 


Typical of the times and particularly Lombardi, no big deal was made of the unveiling, either 
beforehand or after. The “G” was introduced at an intra-squad game played Aug. 5, 1961, at old City 
Stadium. The game was played there because the field at the Packers’ new stadium — now Lambeau 


Field — had been recently reseeded and wasn’t ready for use.

He is a member 
of the state bars of California and Ohio, and a member of 
the Sports Lawyers Association. He is a three-time recipient 
of the SportsBusiness Journal’s Forty Under 40 Award in 
recognition of his achievements in sports business, and a 
member of the Forty Under 40 Hall of Fame. 

A Midwestern native, Policy was born Oct. 6, 1970, and 
raised in Youngstown, Ohio. He earned a bachelor’s degree 
with honors in accounting with an emphasis in finance from 
the University of Notre Dame in 1993 and a law degree from 
Stanford University in 1996. In the Green Bay community, 
he serves on the board of directors of the Brown County 
United Way, the Greater Green Bay Community Foundation, 
the Greater Green Bay Convention and Visitors Bureau and 
the Green Bay YMCA, as well as on the community leader- 
ship council of Achieve Brown County. 

He and his wife, Christy, have two sons, Carmen, 8, and 
Luke, 5. 





It was understood at the time that the “G” stood for Green Bay and that hasn’t changed. Lombardi settled on the “G” 


before he won his first NFL championship. 


As can best be determined, the development and design of the “G” was carried out by a select few in addition to 
Lombardi: Gerald “Dad” Braisher, the Packers’ equipment manager; John Gordon, a part-time assistant to Braisher and an art 
student at St. Norbert College; and workers at Romo Display Advertising Inc., of Green Bay. 

It's uncertain who conceived the logo, but Lombardi and Braisher would have been the likely candidates. Gordon sketched 
it before Romo took his drawing and turned it into an artistic rendering. But, clearly, it never would have come to be without 


Lombardi’s approval. 


The original Packers “G” was shaped like a football, flattening gradually from its height toward the ends. The “G” has been 
slightly modified in the years since. Today, it is shaped more like an oval measuring 3.125 inches at its tallest point and five 


inches at its widest point. 
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Eliot Wolf enters his 13th sea- 
son with the Packers and first

His primary duties include coordinating the pro and col- 
lege football departments as well as handling both college 
and pro player evaluation through film study, college vis- 
its, pro days, college all-star games and the NFL Scouting 
Combine. During the season, he is responsible for over- 
seeing advance scouting of upcoming Packers opponents, 
evaluating potential free-agent signees and recommending 
player tryouts. 

The son of former Packers general manager and 2015 Pro 
Football Hall of Fame inductee Ron Wolf, Eliot's scouting 
career unofficially began at age 10, when he joined his fa- 
ther in film sessions at Lambeau Field. His scouting abilities 
continued to develop as he filed his first report at age 14 for 
the Atlanta Falcons. 

Overall, he has spent more than two decades in official 
and unofficial capacities working as a talent evaluator. Wolf 
has contributed to the Packers’ draft preparations since 


LAMBEAU FIELD AND ATRIUM RENOVATIONS 


In 2003, the Packers unveiled a completed renovation of Lambeau Field that included additional seating in the stadium bowl, new club 
seats and luxury boxes, and the construction of the Atrium and its encompassing businesses on the stadium’s northeast side. The resulting 
revenue streams have helped the franchise remain competitive in the ever-evolving landscape of the NFL, despite competing in the league’s 
smallest market and without traditional ownership. The renovation also helped to enhance the fan experience at the stadium, both on game- 
days and with year-round attractions like stadium tours and the Packers Hall of Fame. 

It was in that very vein that the organization announced another, albeit less extensive, renovation project on Aug. 25, 2011, highlighted 
by the addition of approximately 7,000 seats in the stadium's south end. The renovation also features the addition of two new entry gates, the 
Bellin Health and Shopko gates, two rooftop viewing terraces - The North Loft and South Loft - for premium ticket holders on gamedays, two 
new high-definition Mitsubishi Diamond Vision video boards and a new sound system. The $146 million project was funded by the 2011 stock 
sale ($64 million), a loan from the NFL G4 program ($61 million) and a contribution from the Stadium District. 

In 2013, the Packers announced the second phase of the Lambeau Field renovation that began in 2011, which focused on the Atrium. 
Highlights of the project, which was completed for the 2015 season, include a larger Oneida Nation Gate and new football facilities (completed 
in 2013), the American Family Insurance Gate on the stadium's east side and accompanying 50-foot replica Lombardi Trophy in the gate’s lobby, 
a redeveloped Harlan Plaza and Packers Pro Shop (2014), and a new Packers Hall of Fame and restaurant, 1919 Kitchen & Tap (2015). The play- 
ers’ parking lot moved to the south side of the Oneida Nation Gate, with access via a tunnel under the enlarged gate. This enhancement further 
opens up access to the east side of the Atrium, with parking adjacent to the American Family Insurance Gate. The project cost $166 million, 
with funding coming from the Packers through private financing ($111 million) and an NFL G4 program ($55 million) loan. 

Following the Atrium renovations, work began to enhance Lambeau Field’s suite interiors and club seat common areas. Work in the suites 
includes the installation of operable window systems to allow fans to open and close windows, as well as updates to the décor and appliances. 
The club seat common areas will see additional TVs and video walls installed during the project, as well updated furniture and décor, including 
corridor graphics. The $55 million project will be fully complete for the 2017 season, with work done primarily during the offseason.

An NFL player for six seasons, 
Alonzo Highsmith enters his 
18th year with the Green Bay 
Packers’ personnel department. 
He was promoted to senior personnel executive in May 
2012 after 13 years on the Packers’ college scouting staff, 
where he maintained primary responsibility for the South- 
west region. 

First named as a college scout on Feb. 1, 1999, by then- 
Executive Vice President/General Manager Ron Wolf, High- 
smith originally had entered the professional ranks as the 
No. 3 overall pick in the 1987 NFL Draft by the then-Hous- 
ton Oilers, behind only college teammate Vinny Testaverde 
(Tampa Bay) and Cornelius Bennett (Indianapolis). 

Highsmith began his pro career by playing three seasons 
in Houston (1987-89), starting 40 straight games with the 
Oilers. Following offseason knee surgery, he was traded to 
the Dallas Cowboys prior to the 1990 campaign. 

Highsmith was with Dallas for 1% seasons before being 
waived by the Cowboys on Oct. 4, 1991. Claimed by Tampa 
Bay, he spent the remainder of his pro career with the Buc- 
caneers. Due to a Series of knee injuries, he retired from the 
NFL at the end of the 1992 season. 

Highsmith’s NFL totals included 65 games played, 283 
rushing attempts for 1,195 yards (4.2 avg.) and seven 
touchdowns. He also made 42 receptions for 428 yards 
(10.2 avg.) and three TDs during the course of his pro 
career. After the conclusion of Highsmith’s NFL career in 
1992, he turned his sights to boxing. As a professional 
boxer, he competed as a heavyweight across the country, 
compiling a 27-1-1 career record over a four-year period. 

Earlier a four-time letterman (1983-86) for the University 
of Miami (Fla.), Highsmith was a member of the 1983 Hur- 
ricanes squad that captured the collegiate national champi- 
onship with a 31-30 triumph over Nebraska in the Orange 
Bowl. As a sophomore in 1984, he led Miami in rushing 
with 906 yards on 146 carries (6.2 avg.), and repeated that 
feat during his senior season, gaining 442 yards on 105 
attempts (4.2 avg.). Highsmith graduated in 1987 with a 
degree in business administration.

Highsmith was the 1982 Florida high school defensive 
player of the year as a linebacker at Christopher Colum- 
bus High School in Miami, where he was a teammate of 
former Alabama head coach and current Carolina Panthers 
offensive coordinator Mike Shula. A three-time letterwin- 
ner for the school’s basketball team as a guard, Highsmith 
also competed in the 100- and 200-meter races in track 
for three years. 

Highsmith resides in Green Bay. He and his wife, Denise, 
are the parents of three children, Alonzo, 26, A.J., 25, and 
Jordan, 22. Highsmith has two other children, Jasmine, 30, 
and Brandon, 28. Brandon (Thermilus) played collegiately 
as a running back at the University at Buffalo, Alonzo was 
a collegiate linebacker at the University of Arkansas, A.J.

The nickname “Packers” appeared in print for the first time in the Aug. 13, 1919, edition of the Green Bay Press-Gazette. It was 
the first story written about Green Bay's newly formed football team, which held its organizational meeting two days earlier in the 


paper's editorial department. 


The Indian Packing Co. was the team’s sponsor and, hence, the Press-Gazette’s Aug. 13 story referred to the team as both the 
“Packers” and the “Indians.” On Aug. 15, the Press-Gazette used only the nickname “Packers,” and that’s who they've been ever since. 
It’s uncertain who coined the nickname, but it almost certainly was one of two Press-Gazette staff members: Val Schneider, 
who was writing the paper’s sports column at the time, or George Whitney Calhoun, city editor at the time and the football team’s 


co-founder along with Curly Lambeau. 


With Indian Packing as a sponsor in 1919 and ‘20, and Acme Packing as the sponsor in 1921, the nickname was a natural. But 
the Packers were expelled from what is now the NFL in January 1922 for using three Notre Dame players in a non-league game 


against Racine. 


Green Bay was readmitted to the league six months later, but disavowed any connection to Acme Packing and stopped calling 
themselves the Packers. The Press-Gazette used Bays and Blues as alternatives, but fans and out-of-town writers resisted the change 


and the name Packers endured.

Now in their 98th season of existence and their 97th season in the National Football League, the Green Bay Packers 
are a team and an organization unique in both structure and accomplishment. They represent — from an organizational 
Standpoint — the only publicly owned franchise in the 32-team NFL. On the field, they have won 13 NFL championships, 


more than any other franchise. 


The Packers have been a community-owned team since 1923 when the Green Bay Football Corporation was founded. 
After it was forced into receivership in 1933, the franchise was reorganized in 1935 as Green Bay Packers, Inc., which is 


still operating today. 


While the Packers still think of themselves as community-owned, their community has grown since 1923 to reflect their 


worldwide fan base. There are 5,011,562 shares of stock owned by 360,920 shareholders. A seven-member executive 
committee elected from a board of directors governs the corporation. The committee directs corporate management, ap- 
proves major capital expenditures, establishes broad policy and monitors management’s performance in conducting the 
business and affairs of the corporation.

a 4 When Mike McCarthy was 
named head coach of the Green 
Bay Packers in January 2006, 
he said the goal for the fran- 
chise would be to win a Super Bowl, and that would never 
change. 

In 2010, McCarthy led the Packers back to the pinnacle 
of the sport, joining Vince Lombardi and Mike Holmgren 
as the only coaches in team history to lead the Packers to 
a Super Bowl title, with a 31-25 win over the Pittsburgh 
Steelers in Super Bowl XLV. 

The path to that world championship was not an easy one, 
as McCarthy joined Pittsburgh’s Bill Cowher (2005) as the 
only Super Bowl-winning coaches to lead their respective 
teams to three road victories as the No. 6 seed in the play- 
offs en route to a title. 

Since taking over as head coach in ’06, McCarthy has 
a 112-62-1 overall record (.643), including an 8-7 mark 
(.533) in the postseason. Entering 2016, his overall winning 
percentage ranks No. 2 among current NFL head coaches 
(min. 75 games). McCarthy’s 112 total victories at the helm 
of the Packers ranks second in franchise history, trailing 
only Curly Lambeau (212). Additionally, he reached the 
100-win plateau faster than any active NFL coach, needing 
just 155 games, and with another 10-win season in 2015, 
McCarthy’s seven regular seasons with 10-plus wins are a 
franchise record (since 1921). 


SUSTAINED SUCCESS 

Over the past seven seasons (2009-15), McCarthy guided 
the Packers to one of the most successful stretches in team 
history. During that time, Green Bay posted an 84-40-1 
record (.676), including the playoffs. Green Bay’s 84 total 
victories from 2009-15 ranked No. 2 in the NFL behind only 
New England (93). Additionally, the 2015 season marked 
the Packers’ seventh straight playoff appearance, joining 
New England as the only team in the league to accomplish 
the feat over that span. The streak of seven consecutive 
playoff berths also ranks No. 1 in franchise history and Mc- 
Carthy’s eight postseason appearances overall are tied with 
Lombardi for the most by a Packers coach since the NFL 
postseason began in 1933. 

McCarthy’s team also captured four straight NFC North 
Division crowns from 2011-2014, marking the first time 
that Green Bay won four straight division titles since the 
league went to a divisional format in 1967. The Packers 
were the only NFC team to win its division from 2011-2014 
and one of only three teams in the NFL to do so over that 
span (Denver, New England). In total, McCarthy has guided 
Green Bay to a 43-16-1 (.725) record against division op- 
ponents since 2006, the second-best mark in the NFL over 
that time span (New England, 46-14, .767). Additionally, 
the Packers reeled off 12 straight wins against NFC North 
opponents from 2010-12, the longest divisional winning 
streak in team history. 

Green Bay has also displayed a pattern of success at Lam- 
beau Field under McCarthy. Since 2006, the Packers rank 
second in the NFL with a 59-20-1 (.744) regular-season 
mark at home, trailing only New England (69-11, .863). In 
2014, Green Bay finished 8-0 for the fifth time since the 
1970 AFL-NFL merger (1996-97, 2002, 2011) and were 
one of only two teams to go undefeated at home during 
the regular season (Denver). The Packers also led the NFL 
with 318 points scored at home during the 2014 season, 
the third-most points scored at home during the regular

and the 2011 Packers (321). 

McCarthy has been quite successful taking his teams 
away from Lambeau during his tenure as well. With a 5-3 
road record during the 2015 regular season, Green Bay fin- 
ished with at least a .500 road record for the eighth time 
in 10 seasons under his direction. Overall, the Packers are 
45-35 in regular-season away games during his tenure. The 
.563 road winning percentage since 2006 is tied for No. 2 in 
the NFC and tied for No. 4 in the NFL over that span. 

In 2011, McCarthy led Green Bay to a franchise-best 15 
regular-season wins, as the Packers became just the sixth 
team in NFL history to reach that mark in the regular sea-

son. The Packers began the ’11 campaign by reeling off 13 
consecutive wins, easily eclipsing the previous franchise 
record of 10-0 starts in 1929 and 1962. Dating back to 
Week 16 of the 2010 season, and including the playoffs, 
Green Bay won 19 consecutive games before suffering 
its lone regular-season defeat at Kansas City in Week 15. 
Covering a span of 364 days, the 19-game winning streak 
was the longest in franchise history and was the second- 
longest winning streak in NFL history (including playoffs) 
behind only the 2003-04 New England Patriots (21 games). 
Perhaps most impressively, the Packers never trailed in the 
fourth quarter during the streak. 

The Packers’ 2011 regular-season success culminated 
with their second NFC North title under McCarthy and first 
since 2007. Green Bay’s 6-0 mark in the division marked 
the first time in team history that the Packers posted an 
undefeated record in their division. Green Bay also became 
the first team since the 1987 Chicago Bears to sweep the 
NFC North/Central. Additionally, the Packers earned the 
NFC’s No. 1 seed for the first time since 1996 and finished 
with a perfect 8-0 record at Lambeau Field for the first time 
since 2002. 

McCarthy was runner-up in Coach of the Year voting by 
The Associated Press and saw seven of his players earn 
Pro Bowl nods following the 2011 campaign, the most the 
Packers had voted to the all-star game since 1967. 

McCarthy guided the Packers to a 10-6 campaign in 2010, 
highlighted by seven wins in the final 10 games. What made 
Green Bay’s championship season even more impressive 
was the adversity the team faced due to injuries. The Pack- 
ers finished the year with 15 players on injured reserve, 
and eight of them had started at least one game during 
the season. Six starters from the opening-day depth chart 
Sustained season-ending injuries in the first seven games. 

The Packers became just the third 10-6 team in NFL his- 
tory to win a Super Bowl, and their six losses on the sea- 
son came by a combined 20 points. Green Bay never lost a 
game by more than four points, but even more impressive, 
it never trailed by more than seven points at any point ina 
game all season. The Packers became the first team since 
the 1970 AFL-NFL merger to never trail by more than seven 
points at any point during the regular season, and became 
the first championship-winning franchise to do so since the 
1942 Washington Redskins. 

It was a shining example of the steady, consistent approach 
that McCarthy has taken in leading the Packers throughout 
his tenure, one that culminated with the organization’s fourth 
Super Bowl title and 13th world championship. 
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PROLIFIC OFFENSES 
Prior to coming to Green Bay in 2006, McCarthy was 
known in NFL circles for his innovative offensive mind and 
his ability to develop young quarterbacks. 
Now 10 seasons into his tenure with the Packers, that 
reputation has become enhanced by the Packers’ offensive 
prowess before and during Aaron Rodgers’ tenure as the 


§ team’s starting quarterback. 


During McCarthy’s time in Green Bay, the Packers have 
averaged 26.7 points per game, the third-best mark in the 
NFL over the past 10 seasons (2006-15). Additionally, the 
team’s 201 total giveaways from 2006-15 were the second 
fewest in the league. In 2014, Green Bay set a franchise re- 
cord for fewest giveaways in a season with 13, while rank- 
ing tied for first in the NFL. The five best giveaway seasons 
in franchise history have come under McCarthy (13 in 14, 
14 in 11, 16 in 09 and 12, 17 in 15). 

Eight of the 10 Green Bay teams led by McCarthy have 
ranked in the NFL’s top 10 in total yardage — checking in 
at ninth in 2006, second in ’07, eighth in ’08, sixth in ’09, 
ninth in 10, third in 11, third in °13 and sixth in 14. Ad- 
ditionally, five of the franchise’s top seven single-season 


' yardage totals have occurred during McCarthy’s tenure. In 


2008-09, the Packers became the first team in NFL history 
to produce a 4,000-yard passer (Rodgers), two 1,000-yard 
receivers (Greg Jennings, Donald Driver), and a 1,200-yard 
rusher (Ryan Grant) in two consecutive seasons. 

The Packers also finished in the top 10 in the NFL in total 
points for eight consecutive seasons (2007-14), highlight- 
ed by a franchise-record 560 points in 2011. The franchise 
mark also ranks as the third-highest point total in NFL 
history behind only the 606 points posted by the Denver 
Broncos in 2013 and the 589 points recorded by the New 
England Patriots in 2007. The ’14 Packers registered 486 
total points, the second most in franchise history, and the 
top three single-season point totals (461 in 2009) have all 
come under the direction of McCarthy. 

McCarthy’s best offense in 2011 will also be remembered 
as one of the best in NFL history. In addition to setting a 
new franchise single-season record for points, the team set 
new single-season marks for touchdowns (70), total net 
yards (6,482) and net passing yards (4,924). The 70 TDs 
are also tied with the 1984 Miami Dolphins for the third- 
most TDs in a season in NFL history behind only the 2013 
Broncos (76) and 2007 Patriots (75). Green Bay outscored 
its Opponents 560-359 in 2011, a 201-point differential 
that ranked No. 2 in the NFL (New Orleans, plus-208). It 
marked the third straight season (2009-11) that the Pack- 
ers outscored their opponents by at least 145 points, as 
they became the first NFL team to accomplish that feat in 
three-plus consecutive seasons since the San Francisco 
A9ers from 1991-95.

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MAJOR CHANGE 

In 2009, McCarthy embarked upon the first major altera- 
tions to his coaching staff since his arrival, hiring Dom Ca- 
pers to be his new defensive coordinator and change the 
unit from a 4-3 base alignment to the 3-4 scheme that has 
been the staple of Capers’ career. 

The results have been incredibly impactful. With a No. 2 
ranking in 2009 and a No. 5 ranking in ’10, the Packers fin- 
ished in the top five in the league in overall defense in back- 
to-back seasons for the first time since 1968-69. Since ’09, 
Green Bay ranks first in interceptions (148), fifth in the NFL 
in total takeaways (204), second in opponent passer rating 
(78.9), fourth in sacks (288) and seventh in points allowed 
per game (20.8). 

Capers’ defensive formula under McCarthy, pressuring 
the quarterback and creating turnovers, was evident once 
again in 2015. The Packers’ 43 sacks tied for No. 7 in the 
NFL and marked the fifth time in the last six seasons that 
Green Bay finished in the top 10 in the league in the cat- 
egory. The Packers also ranked fifth in the league in sacks 
per pass attempt (7.8 percent) in 2015. Additionally, Green 
Bay tallied 16 interceptions to rank ninth in the NFL, guid- 
ing them to a plus-five turnover margin, tied for 10th in 
the NFL. The Packers have a 74-10-1 regular-season record 
(.876) when holding the advantage in turnover ratio during 
McCarthy’s tenure. 

The defensive unit was also proficient at keeping oppo- 
nents off the scoreboard last season as the Packers held 10 
opponents to 20 points or less during the regular season, 
tied for No. 3 in the NFL. Overall, Green Bay surrendered 
just 20.2 points per game during the 2015 regular season, 
No. 12 in the league and the lowest since giving up 15.0 
points per game in 2010. 

The Packers’ 41 sacks in 2014, tied for No. 9 in the NEL, 
were only part of the story as the defense registered at least 
Six quarterback hits in 10 of 16 regular-season games. 
Green Bay tied for No. 4 in the league for the most players 
to register at least three sacks with six in 2014. The Packers 
also finished the regular season No. 3 with 110 points off 
takeaways and tied for No. 9 in the NFL with 29 takeaways. 
Green Bay finished the 2014 season with a plus-14 turnover 
margin, best in the NEL. 

Despite missing the team’s best pass rusher, LB Clay 
Matthews, for five games in 2013, the defense still finished 
the season with 44 sacks to tie for No. 8 in the NFL. Ad- 
ditionally, the defense finished the ’13 campaign strong by 
forcing 12 turnovers over the last five games, which was 
tied for No. 3 in the NFL over that span. The Packers posted 
two or more takeaways in each of the final five games, the 
longest single-season streak by the club since a nine-game 
Stretch in 2002. 

The 2012 defense was led by Matthews and the pass rush 
as he tallied 13 sacks in just 12 games, helping the defense 
to 47 total sacks, good for fourth in the NFL. The sack to- 
tal was also tied for fifth best in franchise history (since 
1963). Green Bay was No. 4 in the NFL in opponent passer 
rating (76.8), while limiting its opponent to 20 points or 
less in eight of the last 10 regular-season games to propel 
the Packers to a No. 11 ranking in scoring defense (21.0 
ppg). Green Bay finished the season tied for eighth in the 
NFL with 18 interceptions, contributing to a plus-7 turnover 
margin, good for 10th in the league in 12. Green Bay was 
the only team in the NFL to finish in the top 10 in the league 
in turnover differential each season from 2007-12. 

In 2011, the defense was at its ball-hawking best as the 
Packers posted a league-high 31 interceptions, the second 
time in three seasons (2009) that they led the league in 
that category. The INT total was the most posted by Green 
Bay since it registered the same total in 1962. The Packers 
finished tied for the league lead with 38 total takeaways, 
leading to a plus-24 turnover ratio that ranked second in the 
league and tied for second in franchise history. 
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In 2010, the Packers ranked No. 2 in the NFL in scor- 
ing defense at 15.0 points per game, the team’s best mark 
since leading the league in the category in 1996 (13.1). 
Green Bay was tied for No. 2 inthe NFL with 47 sacks in 10, 
its highest league ranking since sacks began to be recorded 
as a team statistic in 1963. 

The defense improved from 20th in total yards allowed in 
08 to second in ’09, and from 26th in run defense to the 
top spot, becoming the first Green Bay defense to lead the 
league against the run and setting a franchise record by 
allowing just 83.3 yards rushing per contest. The defense 
also led the NFL in interceptions (30) and total takeaways 
(40) in ’09. 

The ’09 season was not a smooth road back to playoff 
contention, however. Back-to-back losses in early Novem- 
ber dropped the Packers to 4-4, and a promising season 
suddenly appeared in doubt. But McCarthy kept building 
on the identity that was forming — a team that could attack 
with multiple threats offensively, stop the run defensively 
and win the turnover battle — and led the Packers out of 
the adverse stretch to a 7-1 record over the second half 
of the schedule. Meanwhile, Rodgers earned his first Pro 
Bowl berth, nearly breaking the franchise’s single-season 
record for passing yards, and veteran cornerback Charles 
Woodson was named the NFL Defensive Player of the Year. 

Unfortunately, the late-season surge ended abruptly with 
a sudden-death overtime loss at Arizona in an NFC Wild 
Card contest, but McCarthy had gotten the Packers back 
on track toward the goal they would reach just a year later. 


ON THE BRINK 

McCarthy brought the Packers to the brink of accomplish- 
ing that Super Bowl goal in just two years. Coming off an 
8-8 rookie season that ended with a momentum-building, 
four-game winning streak, McCarthy led the Packers to a 
13-3 mark in 2007 that was groundbreaking in many re- 
spects. 

The Packers tied the then-franchise record for victories 
in the regular season and won the club’s first NFC North 
Division title since 2004. They also captured a bye in the 
playoffs and advanced to the conference championship 
game for the first time in a decade. It all earned McCarthy 
2007 NFL Coach of the Year awards from Motorola and NFL 
Alumni, and he also was runner-up in Coach of the Year 
voting from The Associated Press. 

The championship he had set as the goal was within 
reach, as the Packers hosted the New York Giants in the 
NFC title game on a frigid January day at Lambeau Field. 
The hard-fought, 23-20 overtime defeat was an oppor- 
tunity missed, but one McCarthy vowed his team would 
learn from. 
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On its way to 13-3, Green Bay secured the team’s first 
playoff bye since 1997, and McCarthy tied Mike Sherman 
for the most wins by a Green Bay coach in his first two 
seasons with 21. 

Behind Brett Favre’s superb final year in Green Bay and 
the emergence of Grant as the feature back, the Packers 
with McCarthy as the play-caller finished with the league’s 
second-ranked offense, their highest ranking since 1983. 
They also compiled season totals in points (435) and net 
yards (5,931) that rank sixth and seventh, respectively, on 
the franchise’s all-time list. 

The postseason began in startling fashion, with Grant 
fumbling twice in the first minute of the game to set up 
two Seattle scores for a 14-0 Seahawks lead in the NFC 
Divisional playoff. Drawing on a steadfastness that served 
the team well during some rough spots the previous year, 
McCarthy and the Packers never panicked and rallied for a 
dominant 42-20 victory in the snowy “winter wonderland” 
of Lambeau Field. 

In advancing to the NFC Championship Game, McCarthy 
became the first Packers coach since Lombardi to lead the 
team to a title game in his second season at the helm. 

Though the quest for that championship came up short, 
McCarthy had returned the Packers to playoff prominence 
just two years after the 4-12 season that preceded his arrival. 


A LEADER OF QUARTERBACKS 

In his first two seasons as head coach, McCarthy simul- 
taneously oversaw a mini-renaissance of Favre’s career and 
the development of Rodgers as his backup. 

Charged with learning McCarthy’s version of the West 
Coast offense and given more latitude in making decisions 
at the line of scrimmage, Favre concluded his brilliant 
Green Bay career with a 95.7 passer rating in 2007, his best 
in 11 years and fourth best in his career, while completing a 
then-career-high 66.5 percent of his passes. 

Buying into McCarthy’s aggressive but controlled ap- 
proach, Favre’s interceptions dropped from 29 in 2005 to 
18 in 2006 to 15 in 2007. He finished second in the voting 
for what then would have been an unprecedented fourth 
NFL MVP award, and he subsequently passed the torch to 
Rodgers, his understudy for his final three years in Green 
Bay and McCarthy’s prime pupil for the last eight seasons. 

Since taking over as the starter in 08, Rodgers hasn’t 
disappointed his main tutor or the team as he has devel- 
oped into arguably the league’s best quarterback. Rodg- 
ers has topped 4,000 yards passing five times (2008-09, 
2011-12, 2014), which in 08, combined with Favre’s total 
in 07, marked the first time in league history a team had 
two different quarterbacks throw for 4,000 yards in con- 
secutive years. In the process, Rodgers also became the 
first quarterback in league history to surpass the 4,000- 
yard plateau in each of his first two seasons as a Starter. In 
total, McCarthy has been on the coaching staff for seven of 
the 12 (1999, 2007-09, 2011-12, 2014) 4,000-yard passing

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seasons in franchise history. 

Rodgers posted 21,332 passing yards from 2008-12 to 
set an NFL record for the most passing yards by a QB in his 
first five Seasons as a Starter, Surpassing the previous mark 
held by Peyton Manning (20,618, 1998-2002). His career 
passer rating of 104.1 ranks No. 1 in NFL history, and he is 
the only QB in league history to post a 100-plus passer rat- 
ing in six consecutive seasons (2009-14). Additionally, his 
1.61 career interception percentage is tops in NFL history. 

The 2015 season saw Rodgers pass for 31 touchdowns 
during the regular season, the fifth time in his career he 
surpassed the 30-TD mark, good for No. 2 in team history 
behind Favre’s eight seasons of 30 or more touchdown 
passes. Rodgers’ five seasons with 30-plus passing TDs 
since 2009 are tied for the second most in the NFL over 
that span. Most impressively, Rodgers only threw eight 
interceptions last season, marking his fifth season with 
500-plus attempts/eight or fewer interceptions. That feat 
has only been accomplished 13 times in NFL history, with 
Rodgers accounting for a league-record five of them. 

After missing seven games in 2013 because of injury, 
Rodgers was again at his absolute best in 2014 as he cap- 
tured his second NFL MVP award under McCarthy. Rod- 
gers’ accomplishments that season were many; he threw 
for three-plus touchdowns eight times, recorded a passer 
rating over 120.0 seven times and registered eight 300- 
yard passing games. He also had eight three-touchdown/ 
zero-interception games in the regular season, which is tied 
for No. 1 in NFL history (also Tom Brady in 2007). Rodgers 
also became the first quarterback in NFL history to throw 
for 18-plus touchdowns with one or fewer INTs in the first 
seven games of the season, and his 13 games (min. 15 
attempts) without an interception were the third most in a 
regular season in NFL history. He extended his NFL record 
by finishing the regular season with a passer rating above 
100.0 for the sixth season in a row, with his 112.2 rating 
ranking as the second-best mark in a season in team his- 
tory, trailing only his own rating of 122.5 in 2011. He once 
again finished the season ranked among the league leaders 
in several categories: second in passer rating (112.2), third 
in passing touchdowns (38) and first in TD/INT ratio (7.6). 

McCarthy’s work with the quarterbacks in 2013 was per- 
haps his best. After suffering a significant injury in Week 
9 against the Bears, Rodgers was sidelined for the team’s 
next seven games. Despite missing one of the league’s best 
players, McCarthy still found a way to guide the Packers to 
their third straight NFC North title. In the process, it marked 
the first time a division winner had four different QBs (Rod- 
gers, Seneca Wallace, Scott Tolzien, Matt Flynn) start at 
least one game that season since the 1987 Chicago Bears, 
and just the fourth time since the 1970 AFL-NFL merger. 
Rodgers was at the top of his game in his nine contests 
in 13, finishing among the league leaders in several cat- 
egories as he ranked fifth in passer rating (104.9), second 
in yards per attempt (8.74), fifth in completion percentage 


(66.6) and third in yards per completion (13.14). 

In 2011, Rodgers and McCarthy teamed up to author one 
of the greatest offensive seasons in NFL history, highlighted 
by the former Cal standout’s 122.5 passer rating that set an 
NFL single-season record. He finished the season connect- 
ing on 343 of 502 passes (68.3 percent) for 4,643 yards 
and a career-high 45 TDs with six INTs on his way to earn- 
ing league MVP honors. His 45 TD passes obliterated the 
franchise single-season record (Favre, 39 in 1996) and is 
the sixth-highest total in NFL annals, while his 4,643 pass- 
ing yards also set a new franchise record. He is the only 
4000-yard passer in NFL history to throw six or fewer INTs 
in that season, having done it twice. 

Rodgers also set an NFL single-season record with 11 
consecutive 110-rating games, topping 49ers QB Steve 
Young’s mark of seven straight in 1994, and 12 consecutive 
100-rating games, besting Manning’s mark of nine in 2004. 
Rodgers finished the 2011 season ranked second in the 
league in TD passes (45), first in yards per attempt (9.25), 
second in completion percentage (68.3), fourth in yards per 
game (309.5) and first in TD/INT ratio (7.50). 

Rodgers has also enjoyed success in the postseason un- 
der McCarthy, setting an NFL record with 10 passing TDs in 
his first three postseason starts. Rodgers also became only 
the fourth signal-caller to throw for 300 yards and three 
TDs with no INTs in a Super Bowl on his way to earning 
game MVP honors for Super Bowl XLV. 


THE RIGHT FIT 

With a personality to match his blue-collar hometown, 
McCarthy landed his first NFL head-coaching job in his kind 
of place. 

A Pittsburgh native, McCarthy was named the 14th head 
coach of the Green Bay Packers on Jan. 12, 2006, the only 
Step left to take after 13 years as an NFL assistant. 

But while he previously had traveled through NFL cities 
such as Kansas City, New Orleans and San Francisco, it 
may be Green Bay that most resembles his native Pitts- 
burgh. And if there was one word used to describe Mc- 
Carthy’s hiring in his first days with the Packers, it was that 
he was the right “fit,” both for a town and a team looking to 
turn around a disappointing 4-12 season in 2005. 

The way McCarthy fits Green Bay, however, goes beyond 
the toughness in his personality, down-to-earth demeanor, 
and pride in his upbringing. 

He not only spent one of those 13 previous years in the 
NFL with Green Bay, but he took over the Packers already 
well-versed in the West Coast offense, with a reputation for 
developing offensive talent, particularly at the quarterback 
position. 

McCarthy is known for taking a hands-on teaching ap- 
proach with young players and is well-respected around the 
league, in part because he called plays for six Seasons as an 
offensive coordinator before becoming a head coach. Plus, 
he has tutored an impressive roster of NFL quarterbacks. 

While two of the biggest names he has worked with, Favre 
in Green Bay and Joe Montana in Kansas City, were at or 
beyond their peak years at the time, McCarthy has played 
at least a part in the development of signal callers Aaron 
Brooks, Jake Delhomme, Matt Hasselbeck, Flynn, Marc 
Bulger, Rich Gannon and Elvis Grbac. 

The entire stable of quarterbacks that McCarthy has 
worked with, which also includes Jeff Blake, Steve Bono 
and Dave Krieg, has combined for 40 career Pro Bowl se- 
lections, 10 Super Bowl starts, and eight Most Valuable 
Player awards. 

General Manager Ted Thompson heavily weighed McCar- 
thy’s track record with quarterbacks when he hired him the 
following year, knowing that since the post-Favre era was in- 
evitable, the right tutelage at the game’s most important po- 
sition would be key to a smooth and successful transition. 
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PAYING HIS DUES 

Much like those players he worked with who rose to 
prominence, McCarthy paid plenty of dues along the way 
to his first head-coaching job. 

He learned a disciplined and no-nonsense approach to life 
at an early age. His father, Joe, was a longtime firefighter 
and police officer who also owned a bar near a Pittsburgh 
Steel mill. McCarthy worked odd jobs at the bar as a teen. It 
was interacting with the hard-working tavern clientele while 
also watching a father in uniform dedicated to public service 
that helped make McCarthy proud of where he came from. 

After his playing career as a tight end at Baker University 
(Kan.) ended, his 29-year coaching career began as a line- 
backers coach at Fort Hays State (Kan.) in 1987. He cracked 
the Division | ranks two years later as a volunteer assistant 
at the University of Pittsburgh. 

lt was there he displayed the will and determination to 
make it in the coaching profession, working for free on the 
football field by day and collecting tolls along the Pennsylva- 
nia turnpike during the graveyard shift to make ends meet. 

He soon moved into a paid position at Pitt assisting with 
the quarterbacks, and then coaching the wide receivers, 
before Panthers head coach Paul Hackett recommended 
him to the Kansas City Chiefs when they hired Hackett as 
offensive coordinator in 1993. McCarthy joined Hackett on 
the Chiefs’ staff as a quality-control assistant. 

McCarthy considers Hackett the biggest influence in his 
coaching career, having learned the West Coast offense 
from him and then installing it himself as offensive coor- 
dinator in New Orleans. 

It was under Hackett’s wing that McCarthy developed the 
attention to detail, scouting and game-planning skills that 
would help him move up the NFL ranks. 


OPPORTUNITY KNOCKS 

The third-youngest head coach in the NFL when he was 
hired at age 42 (the Saints’ Sean Payton was seven weeks 
younger and the Jets’ Eric Mangini was 35), McCarthy took 
over a team coming off its first losing season since 1991, 
before Favre arrived as quarterback. 

Thompson made it clear when he hired McCarthy he 
wasn’t looking for just an X’s and O’s guy. He was look- 
ing for someone who would impress him with a variety of 
qualities, including leadership ability, toughness, football 
knowledge and an awareness of the Green Bay organization 
and the team’s unique place within the NFL and the local 
community. 

McCarthy, who had interviewed for the Cleveland Browns’ 
head-coaching job five years earlier but admits he wasn’t 
necessarily ready then, fit the bill. In his introductory news 
conference, he spoke of how taking over the Packers was 
like buying his “dream house,” with the foundation, tradi- 
tion and resources to help him make the team a champion- 
ship contender once again. 

McCarthy emphasized he didn’t feel the Packers were in 
a rebuilding mode at all, but there was work to be done 
right away. 

He wasted no time constructing the environment he wanted 
for his team, installing an offseason workout program that 
Saw a then-record attendance, which spoke volumes about 
the level of respect he quickly commanded as a head coach. 


CAREER AS NFL ASSISTANT 

McCarthy broke into the NFL as a quality-control assistant 
with the Kansas City Chiefs in 1993. It was then he worked 
with Montana before moving up to quarterbacks coach 
from 1995-98, working with starters Gannon, Grbac and 
Bono. The trio’s total of 52 interceptions marked the lowest 
total in the AFC over that four-year span. 

After working with McCarthy from 1995-98, Gannon went 
on to earn all four of his Pro Bowl selections, the 2002 
league MVP award and a start in Super Bow! XXXVII with 
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the Raiders. Gannon credits McCarthy with helping him 
take the quarterback’s game to a higher level. 

“He’s the guy that really helped catapult my career,” Gan- 
non said. “He was the guy who really taught me the West 
Coast system of football. He really taught me how to pre- 
pare for a game, taught me how to watch film, how to break 
down an opponent, how to study. It was really those things 
| took with me to Oakland. 

“There was never a doubt in my mind he'd be a head 
coach. He’s a great play-caller, great working with the quar- 
terbacks. He’s a tough guy, a guy willing to do the work, 
and he’s a leader.” 

When Gannon left the Chiefs for Oakland in 1999, McCar- 
thy departed Kansas City to become Green Bay’s quarter- 
backs coach. That year, the Packers ranked seventh in the 
NFL in passing and ninth in total offense. Favre threw for 
4.091 yards, the third-highest total in his career at that point. 

The following year, McCarthy began a successful five-year 
Stint as the offensive coordinator of the New Orleans Saints. 
It became the most prolific offensive era to that point in the 
team’s four decades, as the Saints set 10 offensive team 
records and 25 individual marks. 

Among the more notable accomplishments, the Saints 
led the NFC with 432 points and 49 touchdowns in 2002, 
both team records at the time. In his first season in 2000, 
McCarthy was named NFC Assistant Coach of the Year by 
USA Today. 

That year the Saints produced their first 1,000-yard re- 
ceiver in eight years in Joe Horn, and their first 1,000-yard 
rusher in 10 years in Ricky Williams. After that drought of 
1,000-yard rushers, the Saints had one (either Williams or 
Deuce McAllister) in each of McCarthy’s five seasons run- 
ning the offense. 

In 2005, McCarthy served as offensive coordinator for the 
San Francisco 49ers. 


COLLEGE COACHING & PLAYING CAREER 

McCarthy began his six-year collegiate coaching career 
as a graduate assistant at Fort Hays State in Hays, Kan., 
in 1987, just after completing his playing career at nearby 
Baker University in Baldwin City, Kan. 

At Baker, McCarthy earned a degree in business admin- 
istration and was an all-conference tight end and senior 
captain in 1986, helping lead the Wildcats to an NAIA Divi- 
sion II national runner-up finish. He was inducted into the 
school’s athletic hall of fame in October 2007. 

At Fort Hays State under head coach John Vincent, Mc- 
Carthy coached linebackers for two years while earning a 
master’s degree in sports administration. 

The return to his hometown came in 1989 under Pitts- 
burgh head coach Mike Gottfried, now an ESPN college 
football analyst, followed by three years under Hackett with 
the Panthers. 

As quarterbacks coach, McCarthy worked with Alex Van 
Pelt, now the Packers’ quarterbacks coach, as he topped 
the school’s career and single-season records for passing 
yards established by Dan Marino. 


PERSONAL 

Born Michael John McCarthy on Nov. 10, 1963, in Pitts- 
burgh, he grew up one of five children in the Irish-Catholic 
family of father Joe and mother Ellen in Greenfield, a Pitts- 
burgh neighborhood just a couple of miles from downtown. 
He graduated from Bishop Boyle High School in Home- 
Stead, Pa. 

McCarthy’s family includes wife Jessica and their five 
children. 

Since returning to Green Bay in 2006, McCarthy has im- 
mersed himself in the local community and beyond through 
charitable donations and participation in numerous philan- 
thropic events. His local-event participation included his 


nine-year involvement in the Mike McCarthy Cystic Fibrosis | 
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Celebrity Golf Open. The golf outing, which was hosted by 
the current Packers head coach, benefited local and state- 
wide cystic fibrosis organizations. The tournament was 
Originally started by Lindy Infante. 

Perhaps closest to his heart is the Mike & Jessica Mc- 
Carthy Golf Invitational. Established in June 2010, the tour- 
nament benefits the American Family Children’s Hospital 
in Madison, Wis. In just seven years, the event has raised 
funds that have helped the hospital expand with two new 
floors, a neonatal intensive-care unit and additional pediat- 
ric beds. Coach McCarthy and his family are committed to 
further developing and improving resources and facilities at 
the hospital to meet the needs of sick children. 

Including projected contributions in 2016, the McCarthy 
Family Foundation has made donations to benefit numer- 
ous charities, projects and institutions during his 10-plus 
Seasons as head coach. McCarthy established the founda- 
tion with the intent of fostering a long-term philanthropic 
commitment by his family beyond his NFL career. Benefi- 
ciaries have included organizations throughout Wisconsin, 
Kansas and his hometown of Pittsburgh. Some of the orga- 
nizations that have benefited from the foundation, or from 
McCarthy personally, include: Autism Society of Northwest 
Wisconsin, Baker University, Cure Autism Now Foundation, 
Green Bay Boys and Girls Club, Greenfield Baseball Associ- 
ation, Greenfield Organization, Jackie Nitschke Center, Little 
Sisters of the Poor, Seven Loaves Project, St. Mary’s Hospi- 
tal Medical Center, St. Rosalia Academy, Midwest Athletes 
Against Childhood Cancer and the American Red Cross. 

Additionally, McCarthy has served as honorary chairper- 
son and participated in numerous charitable events around 
the state, including serving as honorary chairperson for 
the local Cerebral Palsy Telethon and working with the 
American Heart Association on its Red Cap campaign to 
recognize heart disease and stroke survivors and to raise 
awareness of those conditions. 

In the past, he has participated in the Lombardi Award of 
Excellence Dinner Ball, which supports the Vince Lombardi 
Charitable Funds in the fight against cancer, and served 
as host of the Green & Gold Gala, a fundraiser for Family 
Services of Northeast Wisconsin. He has also spent time 
visiting cancer patients at Aurora St. Luke’s Medical Center 
in Milwaukee. 

Among several other events, McCarthy has participated 
in the Jerry Parins Cruise for Cancer Motorcycle Ride, the 
Edgar Bennett Celebrity Bowl-A-Thon, the team’s regular 
Make-A-Wish Foundation practice and game visits, the 
2016 Men For All Seasons Green Bay Men’s Conference 
and various local Get Motivated seminars. 

McCarthy was honored with the Distinguished Service 
Award at the Lee Remmel Sports Awards Banquet in April 
2008, and then in the fall as the 2008 Person of the Year 
from his native Greenfield Neighborhood. He was also 
voted by the fans as the 2007 Motorola Coach of the Year, 
and in 2011 was named the Maxwell Football Club’s NFL 
Coach of the Year.

ments was promoted to his current position on Feb. 12, 
2015, after serving as Green Bay’s offensive coordinator 
for three seasons (2012-14). He was promoted to offensive 
coordinator on Feb. 2, 2012, after serving as Green Bay’s 
quarterbacks coach for the previous six seasons (2006- 
11). Having originally joined the Packers on Jan. 29, 2006, 
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Lacy rushed for 1,178 yards, the most by a rookie in team 
history, on his way to being selected to the Pro Bowl and 
being named NFL Offensive Rookie of the Year by AP. 

The Packers averaged 266.8 passing yards per game in 
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300-yard games (eight). 

Clements also tutored QB Matt Flynn, a seventh-round 
choice by the club in 2008, as he set single-game franchise 
records in the 2011 season finale with 480 passing yards 
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and six TDs (both later matched by Rodgers) vs. Detroit. 
Combined with Rodgers’ five TD passes the previous week 
vs. Chicago, it marked the first time in the history of the NFL 
that a team had two different QBs each throw five-plus TDs 
in consecutive games. 

Rodgers’ first 4,000-yard season in 2008 gave the Pack- 
ers 4,000-yard passers in consecutive seasons for just the 
second time in team history, and for the first time in league 
history those back-to-back 4,000-yard passers were dif- 
ferent QBs. 

The previous two seasons, in addition to tutoring Rodgers 
as the backup and heir apparent, Clements oversaw a mini- 
renaissance of Brett Favre’s career. In 2006, Favre reduced 
his interceptions from a career-high 29 the year before to 
just 18, setting the stage for a near-MVP season in 2007, 
when he surpassed 4,000 yards passing for the fifth time 
and led the Packers back to the playoffs. 

Before coming to Green Bay, Clements spent two seasons 
(2004-05) as offensive coordinator for the Buffalo Bills. 
In 2004, the offense increased its scoring output by 152 
points and reduced its number of sacks allowed from 51 to 
38. In 2005, RB Willis McGahee became the fifth running 
back in Bills history to register back-to-back 1,000-yard 
seasons and QB Kelly Holcomb set a club single-season 
record with a 67.39 completion percentage. 

Prior to joining the Bills, Clements served as Pittsburgh’s 
quarterbacks coach for three seasons (2001-03) under 
Bill Cowher. In 2002, he helped Tommy Maddox earn the 
Comeback Player of the Year award from AP. 

Clements also worked with Pittsburgh’s Kordell Stewart 
(2001) and Kansas City’s Elvis Grbac (2000) during each 
quarterback’s best season, both culminating in Pro Bowl 
berths. Mike Ditka gave Clements his first NFL coaching job, 
hiring him to coach the Saints’ quarterbacks (1997-99), a 
group that included Jake Delhomme and Kerry Collins. 

Prior to his post with the Saints, Clements served un- 
der Lou Holtz as quarterbacks coach (1992-94) and wide 
receivers/assistant head coach (1995) at his alma ma- 
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ter, Notre Dame. While with the Fighting Irish, Clements 
coached eventual 1993 NFL Rookie of the Year QB Rick 
Mirer, and WR Derrick Mayes, the Packers’ second-round 
draft pick in 1996. In addition, Clements tutored QB Ron 
Powlus, Notre Dame’s career passing leader in attempts, 
completions, yardage and touchdowns at the time of his 
graduation. 

Inducted into the Canadian Football League’s Hall of 
Fame in 1994, Clements played QB for Ottawa (1975-78), 
Saskatchewan/Hamilton (1979), Hamilton (1981-82) and 
Winnipeg (1983-87) during a 12-year career in the CFL. 
Selected seven times as a divisional All-Star, Clements 
guided two teams, Ottawa (1976) and Winnipeg (1984), to 
Grey Cup championships, earning the Outstanding Offen- 
Sive Player award in each game. The league’s Rookie of the 
Year in 1975 and Most Valuable Player in 1987, Clements 
completed 2,807 of 4,657 passes (60.3 percent) for 39,041 
yards and 252 touchdowns during his CFL career. 

Clements also spent one season, 1980, as a quarterback 
for Marv Levy’s Kansas City Chiefs. 

A three-year starter at Notre Dame (1972-74) under Ara 
Parseghian, Clements led the Irish to a 29-5 record, includ- 
ing an unblemished national championship season in 1973. 
An All-American in 1974, he finished fourth in Heisman 
Trophy balloting when Archie Griffin earned the award. Cle- 
ments received his degree in economics from Notre Dame 
in 1975. 

A licensed attorney, Clements worked from 1988-92 for 
Bell, Boyd & Lloyd (now known as K&L Gates), a Chicago- 
based law firm. He pursued his law degree during his play- 
ing career, graduating magna cum laude from Notre Dame 
Law School in 1986. In 1994, while on the Notre Dame 
coaching staff, Clements was an adjunct associate profes- 
sor of law at the university’s law school, where he taught 
“Sports and the Law.” 

Clements was born June 18, 1953, in McKees Rocks, Pa. 
He and his wife, Kathe, live in Green Bay. The couple has 
two grown children: daughter, Stevie, and son, Tom.

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Entering his 29th season in 
the NFL, 18th as an NFL as- 
sistant coach and 11th with 
the Packers, Winston Moss will 
serve as associate head coach for the second season in 
2016. In addition, he continues to have responsibility for 
all linebackers for the third consecutive season, a role he 
Originally worked in from 2006-08. 

Named to the assistant head coach post by Head Coach 
Mike McCarthy on Jan. 15, 2007, Moss impressed McCar- 
thy with his leadership skills when the two worked together 
for five seasons in New Orleans and again in 2006 in Green 
Bay. His position responsibility was modified to inside line- 
backers from 2009-13 with the switch to a 3-4 defense and 
the addition of outside linebackers coach Kevin Greene to 
the staff. In February 2014, Moss’ position title shifted back 
to all linebackers. 

Since Moss was named assistant head coach in ’07, the 
Packers rank No. 1 in the NFL in interceptions (189), No. 4 
in total takeaways (260), No. 1 in opponent passer rating 
(77.8) and No. 6 in points allowed (20.8). 

The 2015 campaign saw Moss oversee the continued 
evolution of Clay Matthews, who made his sixth career Pro 
Bowl and his first at inside linebacker. Despite playing in- 
side full time, Matthews still ranked second on the team 
with 6% sacks and led the team with 14 QB hits. He also 
ranked second on the team with a career-high 84 tackles. 
Under Moss, LB Julius Peppers continued to excel in his 
second season with the Packers after transitioning from DE 
in 2014. Peppers led the Packers with 10% sacks in 2015, 
earning his ninth selection to the Pro Bowl, his first as a 
Packer, and first as a linebacker. 

In 2014, Moss helped utilize Matthews in a variety of 
roles. Matthews made his fifth career Pro Bowl while start- 
ing games at LOLB (four), ROLB (six) and MLB (six). He 
led the team with 11.0 sacks, finished No. 2 in pressures 
(21) and was tied for No. 2 in QB hits (17). Matthews was 
one of only three players in the NFL with 10-plus sacks, 
an interception and a forced fumble (Texans DE J.J. Watt, 
Broncos DE DeMarcus Ware) in ’14. 

Moss played a role in the acclimation of Peppers to a 3-4 
outside linebacker in 2014. Peppers set a career high with 
11 passes defensed, led the team in both forced fumbles 
(four) and fumble recoveries (three), and tied for the team 
lead (Casey Hayward) in takeaways with five (three fumble 
recoveries, two INTs). He finished tied for No. 2 on the team 
with 17 QB hits and No. 3 with 17 pressures. Peppers’ two 
interception touchdowns, the highest single-season total 
by a Packers LB, tied for No. 2 in the NFL, and his 101 
interception return yards were No. 1 among linebackers/ 
defensive linemen. 

Moss tutored A.J. Hawk, who became the franchise’s 
all-time tackle leader (1,118), during Hawk’s nine seasons 
in Green Bay (2006-14). Hawk led the team in tackles five 
times during his career, which tied him with LB Nick Barnett 
for the franchise record. 

In 2013, Hawk paced the club with 153 tackles, the sec- 
ond-highest total of his career behind only his 155 tackles 
as a rookie in ’06. Playing the “Buck” LB position, Hawk 
also registered a career-high five sacks, an interception, a 
fumble recovery, a forced fumble and five passes defensed. 

In 2012, Hawk led the team with 142 tackles and added 
three sacks. With Desmond Bishop (preseason opener) and 
D.J. Smith (Week 6) lost to season-ending injuries, Brad 
Jones was inserted into the starting lineup at “Mack” LB 
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after siasliG on the nitside’ in his first three seasons. jones 
opened the final 10 games and finished the season with 
a career-high 102 tackles, two sacks, six passes defensed 
and a forced fumble. 

In 2011, Bishop entered the season as the starter for the 
first time in his career and went on to be named a Pro Bowl 
alternate, registering career highs with a team-leading 142 
tackles and five sacks despite missing three games due to 
a Calf injury. 

With Bishop and Hawk both sidelined with injuries in De- 
cember 2011, a pair of young LBs, second-year man Rob- 
ert Francois and rookie Smith, were pressed into duty and 
responded under the direction of Moss. In his two starts, 
Francois posted 17 total tackles, an interception and a 
forced fumble. Smith was the lone Green Bay rookie to ap- 
pear in all 16 games, and his three starts paced the team’s 
rookies. In those starts, Smith led the team with 30 tackles, 
while adding an INT vs. Oakland in Week 14. 

In 2010, Moss was a member of a staff that helped Green 
Bay finish No. 2 in the NFL in scoring defense at 15.0 
points per game, the team’s best mark since 1996 (13.1). 
The Packers finished No. 5 in overall defense, the team’s 
second straight top-five ranking. 

After Barnett was lost for the season in Week 4 of 2010 
due to a wrist injury, Bishop stepped into the starting role at 
MLB for the remainder of the season and flourished under 
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Moss’ direction. Bishop finished second on the team with 
121 tackles, while posting three sacks. His career-high 10 
passes defensed were the most by a Packers LB since John 
Anderson recorded 15 in 1981. 

Hawk played in all 16 contests with 15 starts at BLB and 
assumed more of an every-down role with nickel LB Bran- 
don Chillar limited to just eight games due to a shoulder 
injury. Hawk paced the team with 134 tackles, his fifth 
straight season either leading the team or finishing second 
in the category. He added a career-high three interceptions, 
which was tied for the lead among NFL linebackers, and 
matched his career best with nine passes defensed to earn 
Pro Bowl recognition for the first time in his career. 

In ’09, Moss was part of a staff that guided the defense to 
a No. 2 overall ranking in the NFL, the highest ranking since 
the 96 team finished as the No. 1 defense. Green Bay led 
the NFL in rushing defense for the first time in team history, 
and its average of 83.3 rushing yards allowed per game 
Set a team record for any season. Barnett returned from a 
Serious knee injury to start all 16 games at MLB and lead 
the team in tackles with 122, a franchise-record fifth time in 
his career (later matched by Hawk) that he led the squad in 
tackles, and also register a career-high four sacks. 

In 2008, Hawk made a rather seamless transition to mid- 
dle linebacker to fill Barnett’s spot after he was lost for the 
season to a torn ACL in Week 10, while Bishop and Chillar 
both contributed at Hawk’s former weak-side position. In 
2007, Barnett was named second-team All-Pro after lead- 
ing the Packers in tackles for the fourth time in five seasons 
and posting a then-career-high 3% sacks along with two 
INTs and numerous big plays late in games. 

Moss spent a total of six seasons with the Saints, where 
he also coached linebackers. Originally hired by the Saints 
in 2000 as defensive assistant/quality control, he was pro- 
moted to linebackers coach near the end of that season to 
replace John Bunting, who departed to become head coach 
at the University of North Carolina. Moss began his coach- 
ing career in 1998 as a defensive quality-control assistant 
for the Seattle Seahawks, the club for whom he played his 
final three NFL seasons. 


RON WOLF’S LEGACY AS A MENTOR 


A veteran of 11 seasons and 155 NFL games (146 starts), 
the former linebacker played for the Tampa Bay Buccaneers 
(1987-90) and the Los Angeles Raiders (1991-94), in ad- 
dition to the Seahawks (1995-97). Over the course of his 
career, Moss recorded 768 tackles, 20% sacks, six INTs and 
a fumble recovery for a TD. 

In 1993, when Moss led the Raiders in tackles on a team 
that advanced to the AFC Divisional playoffs, he earned the 
Ed Block Courage Award after a vote of his teammates. 
Moss also was a three-time defensive captain and received 
the 1996 NFL Players Association Unsung Hero Award 
while with the Seahawks. 

A four-year letterman at the University of Miami (Fla.), 
he and current Packers senior personnel executive Alonzo 
Highsmith helped the Hurricanes win the national champi- 
onship after the 1983 season under Howard Schnellenberg- 
er. Moss was inducted into the University of Miami Sports 
Hall of Fame in April 2015. 

Born Dec. 24, 1965, in Miami, Fla., Moss attended Miami 
(Fla.) Southridge High School and was an all-state lineback- 
er. He and his wife, Zoila, have three sons, Winston Jr., 22, 
Robert, 17, and Marcus, 15, and two daughters, Victoria, 
21, and Isabella, 8. 


Former Packers general manager Ron Wolf's many accomplishments in Green Bay have been well-documented since his 
retirement in 2000. A 2015 Pro Football Hall of Fame inductee, Wolf engineered one of the most impressive turnarounds in the history 
of the sport after assuming control of the Packers’ football operation late in 1991. 

In the nine seasons under his leadership, Wolf's teams posted a 92-52 regular-season record, played in two Super Bowls 
(highlighted by their victory in Super Bowl XXXI, the franchise’s first in 29 years), and accounted for seven consecutive winning seasons 
and six straight playoff berths. All of that success, and yet Wolf’s enduring contribution to the organization and the league might lie in an 


entirely different realm. 


Wolf was initially ushered into the business and mentored by former Oakland/Los Angeles Raiders owner Al Davis in the 1960s. 
Following Wolf's ascent, he placed an emphasis on paying that stewardship forward for young personnel types looking to develop 
the same knack for talent evaluation and procurement associated with his own career in the National Football League. Throughout his 
time at different stops, he shared his wealth of knowledge and training with scouts of all ages, men who have since gone on to have 
remarkable careers of their own running personnel departments across the league. 

Most impressively, Wolf's lineage currently features general managers representing five NFL franchises, in addition to several other 
senior-level evaluators for other clubs and many of the high-ranking members of the personnel staff in Green Bay.

Edgar Bennett begins his 24th 
NFL season in 2016, his 22nd 
in Green Bay and his second as 
offensive coordinator after four 
years as the Packers’ wide receivers coach and six seasons 
as running backs coach. 

Named to his newest position on Feb. 12, 2015, by Head 
Coach Mike McCarthy, after coaching wide receivers from 
2011-14, Bennett originally became a position coach on 
Jan. 28, 2005, for the running backs. He was renamed 
to that post on Jan. 17, 2006, for McCarthy’s first season 
at the helm. He continues his “third” Green Bay tour after 
initially rejoining the club to head the player development 
department (2001-04) and after a tenure as one of the most 
productive running backs in Green Bay history (1992-96). 

In Bennett’s first season as offensive coordinator in 2015, 
he helped guide the Packers to their seventh consecutive 
postseason berth (2009-15), a new franchise record. In his 
new role, Bennett continued to emphasize the importance 
of ball security as Green Bay’s 17 giveaways were the fifth 
fewest in team history and tied for the fourth fewest in the 
NFL last season. Most impressively, the Packers posted 
eight zero-turnover games in 2015, tied for No. 1 (2009) 
in franchise history (since 1933). QB Aaron Rodgers’ suc- 
cess continued with Bennett as offensive coordinator as he 
reached 30 passing touchdowns (31) during the regular 
season for the fifth time in his career, ranking second in 
team history behind Brett Favre’s eight. Additionally, Ben- 
nett oversaw an offense that had four players with 50-plus 
receptions for only the third time (1983, 2002) since 1940. 

In 2014, Bennett helped wide receivers Jordy Nelson and 
Randall Cobb combine for one of the best single-season 
performances in NFL history. Cobb and Nelson became the 
first duo in league annals to both record 90-plus recep- 
tions, 1,200-plus yards and 12-plus receiving touchdowns. 
Both set numerous career highs, with Nelson setting a fran- 
chise record for receiving yards (1,519) while finishing with 
the fourth-most receptions (98) in Packers history. Nelson 
also recorded the second-most touchdown receptions (13) 
in his career (15 in 2011) and tied for the sixth most in 
team history. Cobb reached the 1,000-yard receiving mark 
for the first time in his career (1,287), and his career-best 
91 receptions were the seventh most in team history. Cobb 
and Nelson became the first pair of Packers players to both 
catch 90-plus passes in the same season. 

On top of aiding Cobb and Nelson to Pro Bowl seasons, 
Bennett also tutored 2014 second-round draft choice Da- 
vante Adams, whose 446 yards on 38 receptions (11.7 
avg.) ranked third on the team. Adams racked up 121 yards 
on six receptions in a Week 13 victory over New England, 
the best receiving-yardage total by a Packers rookie since 
Sterling Sharpe’s 124-yard effort vs. Detroit in 1988. In his 
first postseason contest (vs. Dallas), Adams registered a 
team-high 117 receiving yards and a TD on seven recep- 
tions (16.7 avg.). Both his receiving-yardage total and his 
reception total were franchise playoff records by a rookie. 

In 2013, the Green Bay receiving corps accounted for 
3,319 yards, the second most in a season in franchise 
history and an average of 207.4 per game that ranked No. 
2 in the NFL. Fronted by Nelson, the group overcame its 
share of challenges, including injuries within its own ranks 
and the play of four different starting quarterbacks on the 
season after Rodgers missed seven games following a col- 
larbone injury suffered in Week 9.

son turned in a stellar season in 2013, posting team highs 
with 85 catches, 1,314 yards (15.5 avg.) and eight touch- 
downs. Third-year pro Cobb stormed out of the gates from 
the slot-receiver position, tallying a team-high 29 catches 
through the first five games before suffering a significant 
knee injury at Baltimore in Week 6 that sidelined him until 
the regular-season finale. In Cobb’s stead, Bennett facili- 
tated the emergence of second-year man Jarrett Boykin, a 
player who made the club after participating in rookie ori- 
entation as a tryout player in 2012. 

Coming on in relief of both the injured Cobb and James 
Jones (knee) at Baltimore, Boykin went from playing a com- 
bined 10 offensive snaps in the first four games, to starting 
eight of the final 11 contests and finishing third on the club 
with 49 catches for 681 yards (13.9 avg.) and three TDs. 

Following the record-setting season turned in by the 
wide-receiver group during his first year as its leader in 
2011, Bennett’s charges overcame injuries and lineup shuf- 
fling to have another resoundingly productive season in 
2012. In addition to seeing Greg Jennings miss eight full 
games and parts of others with a groin/abdomen injury, the 
group also lost Nelson to a hamstring strain that held him 
out of four games and most of two more. 

In the absence of Jennings and Nelson, Jones and Cobb 
ascended to the forefront of the team’s passing attack. 
Jones put it all together under Bennett’s direction in 2012, 
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posting new career highs with 64 catches, 734 yards and 
an NFL-leading 14 TDs, becoming the first Packer to lead 
the league in receiving TDs since Sharpe (18) in 1994. A 
uniquely versatile threat, Cobb emerged as the team’s lead- 
ing receiver in just his second season, catching a team-best 
80 passes for 954 yards and eight TDs. 

Under Bennett’s watch, the group posted one of the most 
productive seasons in franchise history in 2011, setting 
new team records and finishing first in the NFL among re- 
ceiving corps in yards (3,667), yards per game (229.2) and 
TDs (38). The touchdown total was the second highest in 
league history at the time by a receiver group, and all five 
players at the position posted 25 or more catches for the 
first time in franchise annals. 

On an individual level in 2011, Bennett helped guide Jen- 
nings to his second consecutive Pro Bowl berth during 
a season that saw the sixth-year pro on pace for several 
career highs before a knee injury sidelined him for the fi- 
nal three regular-season games. Additionally, he was in- 
strumental in the development and emergence of Nelson, 
who in his fourth season posted career highs at the time in 
every major statistical category and was named an alternate 
for the Pro Bowl. Nelson led the team with 68 catches for 
1,263 yards and an impressive 15 TDs, the third most in 
team history. 

In what is a true testament to the intense emphasis on 
ball security that marked Bennett’s career as a player and 
now as a coach, the receiver group committed just two 
turnovers from 2011-14, despite a combined 971 touches 
on offense. 

Prior to becoming wide receivers coach, Bennett oversaw 
the development of several key running backs in Green 
Bay’s stable from 2005-10. 

James Starks was a sixth-round draft pick in 2010 who 
missed all of training camp and the first 11 games of his 
rookie season recovering from a hamstring injury. But 
when Starks was healthy, Bennett got him ready to go. 
Starks kick-started the team’s Super Bowl run with a fran- 
chise rookie playoff-record 123 yards in an NFC Wild Card 
game at Philadelphia (Jan. 9). 

The rookie was particularly counted on down the stretch 
after Ryan Grant suffered a season-ending ankle injury in 
Week 1. Prior to the injury, Grant had become just the third 
running back in team history to eclipse 1,200 yards in back- 
to-back seasons in 2008-09. 

Grant rapidly progressed in 2007, his first season with 
the Packers, after coming to the team in a trade at the end 
of training camp. Grant emerged from a backfield-by-com- 
mittee to become the starter at midseason, went on to rush 
for 956 yards (including five 100-yard performances), and 
then set Green Bay postseason records with 201 yards and 
three TDs in a playoff victory over Seattle. 
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In his first season as a full-time coach in 2005, Ben- 
nett saw the team start five halfbacks and feature six after 
season-ending injuries claimed Green and Najeh Davenport 
(ankle). Faced with steep adversity, Bennett took Samkon 
Gado, an undrafted player fresh off the practice squad, and 
guided him to what was at the time the second-most pro- 
ductive season by a rookie running back in franchise history. 

Initially joining the club on April 10, 2001, as its direc- 
tor of player development, Bennett spent four years help- 
ing players become acclimated to their roles as Green Bay 
Packers, both on and off the field. Bennett’s efforts in this 
area were recognized in 2003 as the Packers’ player devel- 
opment department was named the best in the NFC. 

Green Bay’s fourth-round draft selection in 1992, Bennett 
is the 10th-ranked rusher in Packers history. The former 
Florida State athlete gained 3,353 yards over his five sea- 
sons in green and gold (1992-96) and was the starting 
running back for the Packers’ 1996 team that captured the 
Super Bowl XXxXI title. In 1995, he became only the fifth 
player in team annals to rush for 1,000 yards in a season 
(1,067) and the first since Terdell Middleton in 1978. He 
also continues to hold the club single-season record for 
receptions by a running back with 78, set in 1994. His ac- 
complishments were honored in 2005 with his induction 
into the Green Bay Packers Hall of Fame. 

After a torn Achilles’ heel suffered in the Packers’ 1997 
preseason opener ended his season, a successfully re- 
habbed Bennett signed with Chicago as an unrestricted free 
agent in 1998 and led the Bears in rushing that season with 
611 yards. After one more season with Chicago, Bennett 
retired from football in 2000. 

A four-year starter at fullback for Florida State (1987, 
1989-91), Bennett holds a bachelor’s degree in social sci- 
ence, with a primary emphasis in political science and a 
secondary emphasis in sociology. Previously, he was a 
first-team all-state back at Robert E. Lee High School in 
Jacksonville, where he played with former Packers safety 
LeRoy Butler, who later also would be his teammate at FSU 
and in Green Bay. Bennett was inducted into the Florida 
State Athletic Hall of Fame in 2005. 

Bennett and his wife, Mindy, have a son, Edgar IV, and a 
daughter, Elyse Morgan, and live in Green Bay. In 2003, he 
created the Edgar Bennett Celebrity Bowl-A-Thon, an event 
that brings together Packers players, coaches and staff. In 
recent years, the event has supported Families of Children 
with Cancer, a foundation that gives financial and social 
support to local families whose children are receiving treat- 
ments for cancer or bone marrow failure. In its initial year, 
the Bowl-A-Thon supported the March of Dimes. In May 
2006, Bennett received the Nice Guy Award at the Doug 
Jirschele Sports Awards Banquet in Clintonville, Wis.

31st NFL Season Eighth Packers Season 


Entering his 31st season in 
the NFL, Dom Capers begins 
me his eighth year with the Packers 
in 2016 as the club’s defensive 
coordinator. 

Named to his position Jan. 19, 2009, by Head Coach Mike 
McCarthy, Capers is one of the most experienced coaches 
in the league, spending time with seven different NFL fran- 

chises before coming to Green Bay. 

Since Capers took over as defensive coordinator in ’09, 
Green Bay ranks first in the NFL in interceptions (148), fifth 
in total takeaways (204), second in opponent passer rating 
(78.9), fourth in sacks (288) and seventh in points allowed 
per game (20.8). 

Capers’ defensive formula, pressuring the quarterback and 
creating turnovers, was evident once again in 2015. The 
Packers were tied for No. 7 in the NFL with 43 sacks, and 
it marked the fifth time in the last six seasons that Green 
Bay finished in the top 10 in the league in the category. The 
Packers also ranked fifth in the league in sacks per pass at- 
tempt (7.8 percent) in 2015. Additionally, Green Bay tallied 
16 interceptions last season to rank ninth in the NFL, guiding 
them to a plus-five turnover margin, tied for 10th in the NFL. 

Capers’ defensive unit was also proficient at keeping op- 
ponents off the scoreboard last season as the Packers held 
10 opponents to 20 points or less during the regular season, 
tied for No. 3 in the NFL. Overall, Green Bay surrendered just 
20.2 points per game during the 2015 regular season, No. 
12 in the league and the lowest since giving up 15.0 points 
per game in 2010. 

LB Clay Matthews made his sixth career Pro Bowl as a 
member of Capers’ defense in 2015 and first as an ILB. He 
was joined by LB Julius Peppers, making his first appear- 
ance as a Packer and ninth overall. Since Capers joined the 
Staff, Green Bay defensive players have made 16 appearanc- 
es in the Pro Bowl, tied for sixth most in the NFL since 2009. 

In 2014, the Packers’ 41 sacks tied for No. 9 in the NFL as 
Six different players registered at least three sacks, which 
was tied for No. 4 in the league. The Packers also finished the 
‘14 campaign tied for No. 9 in the NFL with 29 takeaways and 
No. 3 with 110 points off takeaways. Green Bay’s plus-14 
turnover margin was best in the NFL in 2014. 

Despite missing Matthews for five games in 2013, Capers’ 
unit still finished the season with 44 sacks to tie for No. 8 
in the NFL. Additionally, the defense finished the ‘13 cam- 
paign strong by forcing 12 turnovers in the last five games, 
which was tied for No. 3 in the NFL over that span. The Pack- 
ers posted two or more takeaways in each of the final five 
games, the longest single-season streak by the club since a 
nine-game stretch in 2002. 

In 2011, the Packers led the league in INTs (31) for the 
second time in three seasons (also ’09), and tied San Fran- 
cisco for most total takeaways (38). Capers’ defense was 
well-represented in the Pro Bowl with Matthews, NT B.u. 
Raji and CB Charles Woodson all being honored, the first 
time since 1967 that the Packers had a defensive lineman, 
a linebacker and a defensive back earn Pro Bowl recognition 
in the same season. 

In 2010, Capers coordinated a unit that finished No. 2 in 
the league in scoring defense, allowing just 15.0 points per 
game en route to winning Super Bowl XLV. That was the 
team’s best ranking since finishing No. 1 in 1996 (13.1 ppg), 
and the 24 TDs allowed were the team’s fewest since ’96 as 
well (19). The Packers also finished No. 5 in overall defense 
(309.1 yards per game), which, coupled with the team’s No.

2 ranking in 2009, gave the Packers a top-five overall de- 
fense in consecutive years for the first time since 1968-69. 

That No. 2 ranking in Capers’ first season, when he guided 
the transition to the 3-4 scheme, highlighted one of the big- 
gest statistical turnarounds in franchise history, as the Pack- 
ers improved from the No. 20 spot in 2008. They also ranked 
No. 1 against the run in 2009 after a No. 26 ranking in that 
category before Capers’ arrival. That top ranking in rushing 
defense was a first in franchise history, and the average of 
83.3 rushing yards per game set a team record. In ’09, the 
Packers also led the NFL with 40 takeaways and 30 INTs, the 
first time Green Bay led the league in INTs since 1965. 

Under Capers’ tutelage, Woodson posted perhaps his fin- 
est all-around season in ’09 as he was named NFL Defensive 
Player of the Year by The Associated Press and was selected 
to virtually every All-Pro team. It was the third time in Ca- 
pers’ career as a defensive coordinator that one of his play- 
ers earned the top defensive honor from AP, as Woodson 
joined Miami DE Jason Taylor (2006) and Pittsburgh CB Rod 
Woodson (1993). Capers nearly had a fourth protégé win the 
award in 2010, as Matthews finished runner-up in the voting 
to Pittsburgh S Troy Polamalu. 

Capers was honored with an award of his own in ’09 as he 
was named Coordinator of the Year by Sporting News in a 
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vote of 53 current NFL head coaches and league executives. 

Capers joined the Packers after one season with the New 
England Patriots as special assistant — secondary. Prior to 
that, he had defensive-coordinator responsibilities for two 
seasons with the Miami Dolphins, holding the titles of spe- 
cial assistant to the head coach (2006) and defensive coor- 
dinator (2007). After inheriting a defense that had allowed 
317.0 total yards per game (No. 18) in 2005, Capers made an 
immediate impact as Miami finished fourth in overall defense 
(289.1 ypg) in 06. 

Capers served as the head coach of the expansion Houston 
Texans for the first five seasons of the franchise’s history. He 
was hired in January 2001, more than a year before Hous- 
ton’s inaugural season in 2002. 

From 1999-2000, Capers was the defensive coordinator 
in Jacksonville, where under his guidance the Jaguars im- 
proved from 25th in the NFL in total defense in 1998 to fourth 
in 1999. Jacksonville also allowed the fewest points (217) in 
the NFL in ’99, and Capers was named NFL Assistant Coach 
of the Year by Pro Football Weekly/PFWA and USA Today. 

Capers served as a head coach for the first time in his 
career from 1995-98 with the expansion Carolina Panthers, 
guiding that team from its origin to the NFC title game in just 
two seasons. In 1996, Carolina won its last seven games en 
route to a 12-4 record and the NFC West title. The Panthers 
defeated the defending Super Bowl champion Dallas Cow- 
boys in the divisional playoffs before falling to the Packers at 
Lambeau Field in the NFC Championship. Capers was hon- 
ored with all of the major Coach of the Year awards in 96, 
including the AP’s honor. 

Prior to taking over in Carolina, Capers served as a defen- 
Sive coordinator for the Pittsburgh Steelers from 1992-94, 
the first time in his coaching career that he ran a defense. His 
unit ranked third in the NFL in total defense in ’93, second 
in 94, and the Steelers won the AFC Central in 92 and ’94.

Capers’ first NFL coaching stop came with the New Orleans 
Saints, where he served as the defensive backs coach for 
six seasons (1986-91). He helped the Saints earn their first 
three playoff berths in franchise history, and he worked un- 
der head coach Jim Mora, whom he also assisted with the 
Philadelphia/Baltimore Stars of the USFL from 1984-85 as 
the Stars won the league title both seasons. 

Capers began his coaching career by spending 12 seasons 
at the collegiate level, beginning with a three-year stint as a 
graduate assistant at Kent State (1972-74). He went on to 
coach defensive backs at Hawaii (1975-76), San Jose State 
(1977), California (1978-79), Tennessee (1980-81) and Ohio 
State (1982-83). 

Capers played safety and linebacker for Mount Union Col- 
lege in Alliance, Ohio, from 1968-71, and graduated with a 
degree in physical education and a minor in psychology. He 
also earned his master’s degree in administration from Kent 
State. In May 2012, Capers delivered the commencement 
address at Mount Union and was awarded an honorary doc- 
torate of humane letters. 

Capers grew up in Buffalo, Ohio, where he was a star 
athlete at Meadowbrook High School. He hosted an annual 
charity golf tournament for 13 years (1995-2007) in the area 
to raise money for the Southeastern Ohio Regional Medical 
Center’s cardiac rehab unit, and for a college scholarship in 
the name of Dale Dickson, Capers’ former high school foot- 
ball coach who died of a heart attack. 

Born Aug. 7, 1950, in Cambridge, Ohio, Capers lives in 
Green Bay with his wife, Karen. 


RON WOLF’S STAMP ON PACKERS HISTORY 


Ron Wolf arrived in Green Bay Nov. 27, 1991, with a mandate to rescue the Green and Gold from a 
quarter-century of mediocrity, an assignment which prompted him to assert, “| was brought here to win.” 

And win, in the decade to follow, the Packers did — in large part because of his leadership and the “cast” 
he assembled to execute one of the most electrifying turnarounds in NFL annals ... rewardingly punctuated 
by Green Bay’s first Super Bowl victory in nearly three decades and back-to-back appearances in professional 


During the history-making process, he made a more profound impact upon the Packers organization 
than anyone since the revered Vince Lombardi, who arrived in Green Bay with a similar mission 32 years 
earlier. Over Wolf's 1992-2000 tenure, the Packers compiled the NFL’s second-best regular-season record, 
a 92-52 mark for a .639 percentage, recorded seven straight winning seasons and made six consecutive 


He converted the Green and Gold from perennial also-rans into consistent winners, exemplified by the 

fact they also have mounted the NFL's second-best regular-season won-lost record since the 1993 institution of free agency (225-126-1, .641). 
Wolf's aggressive stewardship, launched with the hiring of 49ers offensive coordinator Mike Holmgren as head coach and the acquisition of 
Brett Favre as a franchise quarterback in 1992, is perhaps no better illustrated than by the Packers’ immediate, 9-7 turnabout in 1992 - his first 
year on the job - after the team had been a dismal 4-12 in 1991 and 6-10 in 1990 ... a transformation which brought him recognition as NFL 


Executive of the Year by Sporting News. 


Wolf, reflecting upon the overall record from his perspective on the day he announced his retirement, observed with pardonable satisfaction: 
“What people said couldn’t happen here ... happened here (building a winner in Green Bay) ... I’m proud of that.”

Ron Zook begins his third sea- 
son as a member of the Packers’ 
coaching staff, having been pro- 
moted to special teams coordina- 
tor by Head Coach Mike McCarthy on Feb. 12, 2015. 

Possessor of a vast résumé of both collegiate and profes- 
sional coaching experience, Zook is embarking on his ninth 
season at the pro level. He previously also spent time on 
the staffs of the Kansas City Chiefs, New Orleans Saints and 
Pittsburgh Steelers during his coaching career. 

In Zook’s first year leading the Packers’ special teams in 
2015, he oversaw a unit that displayed vast improvement 
from the previous season. In the Dallas Morning News’ an- 
nual special teams rankings, Green Bay ranked 17th last 
season after finishing 32nd in 2014. Leading the way was 
the Packers’ punt-coverage unit, which limited opponents 
to a 4.2-yard punt return average, No. 1 in the NFL and the 
best mark by a Green Bay team since 1969 (3.4 avg.). Un- 
der Zook’s guidance, Mason Crosby recorded 108 points, 
giving him the ninth 100-point season of his career as he 
passed Ryan Longwell (1997-2004) for the franchise re- 
cord. In the process, Crosby also passed Longwell as the 
franchise scoring leader with 1,145 points. Additionally, 
Zook helped Tim Masthay finish the regular season with a 
net punting average of 40.28 yards, the top mark in fran- 
chise history (since 1976) as he surpassed his own record 
of 38.95 in 2013. 

Zook’s first year in Green Bay as special teams assistant 
in 2014 saw Crosby drill six consecutive field goals from 
50-plus yards at one point to set a franchise record. DB 
Micah Hyde averaged 15.8 yards on 14 punt returns in 
2014, No. 1 inthe NFL among players with 14-plus returns. 
He also posted two punt return TDs, tied for No. 1 in the 
NFL with Darren Sproles, while also becoming just the fifth 
player in team history to record two-plus punt return TDs 
in a season. 

Prior to coming to Green Bay, Zook gained 10 years of 
experience as a head coach in the college ranks, first at 
the University of Florida (2002-04) and more recently at the 
University of Illinois (2005-11). 

Zook spent seven years on campus at Illinois, taking over 
the program in 2005 and earning Big Ten Conference Coach 
of the Year honors in 2007 after he led the Fighting Illini to 
a 9-4 record and the program’s first Rose Bowl berth since 
1983. That season marked the eighth nine-win campaign in 
school history, and the seven-win turnaround from 2006 
was the best in program annals. 

Impressively, 17 Illinois players coached or recruited by 
Zook were drafted into the NFL between 2006-12, a num- 
ber that included five first-round choices and three second- 
round picks. 

Prior to Illinois, Zook made his debut as a collegiate head 
coach during a three-year stint at Florida, a program with 
which he had previously enjoyed success as an assistant 
under head coach Steve Spurrier during the early 1990s. 

During Zook’s tenure, the school compiled a 25-15 overall 
record, including a 16-8 mark in Southeastern Conference 
play. 

Florida reached a bowl game in each season under his 
direction, including a second consecutive Outback Bowl in 
2003, when they earned a share of the SEC East Division 
title. That season, the Gators faced the second-toughest 
schedule in the nation, a slate that included seven ranked 
Opponents, and reeled off wins over ranked teams in three 
consecutive weeks for the first time in school history.

In 2004, Zook’s final season, the Gators finished atop 
the SEC in six different team categories, including scoring 
offense, total offense and passing offense. That year, they 
also became just the second team in the history of the sto- 
ried conference to boast the league’s leading rusher, passer, 
receiver and scorer in the same season. 

Zook also held a reputation for being an excellent recruiter 
at the college level. In his time as head coach at Florida, 
he signed 10 Parade All-Americans in three years, after the 
school had managed a total of 20 in the previous 12 years. 
His 2003 recruiting class was ranked in the top three na- 
tionally and featured eight future NFL draft picks, including 
first-rounders Jarvis Moss and Reggie Nelson. 

That legacy as a recruiter was further cemented two years 
following his departure, when in 2006, 22 of the 24 starters 
on Florida’s BCS National Championship team were players 
who had been recruited to Florida by Zook. 

Prior to making his return to Florida, Zook enjoyed six 
years as an assistant in the NFL. His final two seasons came 
in 2000-01 when he served as the defensive coordinator 
for the New Orleans Saints and forged a relationship with 
McCarthy, who was then the team’s offensive coordinator. 
The Saints’ defense led the NFL with 119 sacks over the 
course of his two seasons and ranked No. 10 in the league 
in points allowed in 2000. 

In 1999, he coached defensive backs for the Kansas City 
Chiefs. That season, he tutored CB James Hasty, who tied 
for the NFL lead with a career-high seven INTs and was 
named to the Pro Bowl. The Chiefs ranked No. 5 in the NFL 








with 25 INTs that season and tied for No. 2 with five INT- 
TDs. The 25 INTs were the most by the club since it posted 
31 during the 1986 season. 

Before his stint in Kansas City, Zook spent three seasons 
(1996-98) as the special teams coordinator for the Pitts- 
burgh Steelers. 

In 1997, Zook oversaw a Steelers’ kickoff return unit led 
by returner Will Blackwell that ranked No. 6 in the NFL with 
a 24./-yard average. That same season, he guided veteran 
Norm Johnson to the fourth-best field-goal percentage 
in the league, an 88.0 mark that ultimately stood as the 
second highest of the specialist’s 18-year career. While in 
Pittsburgh, Zook also worked with current Packers safeties 
coach Darren Perry and assistant special teams coach Ja- 
son Simmons, who were both defensive backs and special- 
teams contributors during his time with the club.

Before making that initial foray into the NFL, Zook spent 
18 years as a college assistant, earning his first opportunity 
at Murray State (1978-80), before making stops at Cincin- 
nati (1981-82), Kansas (1983), Tennessee (1984-86), Vir- 
ginia Tech (1987), Ohio State (1988-90) and his first tour 
at Florida (1991-95). 

A three-year letterman and captain as a defensive back 
at Miami of Ohio, Zook played on teams that posted a 32- 
1-1 record during his career and won three consecutive 
Mid-American Conference titles from 1973-75. He earned 
a degree in comprehensive science. 

Zook was born April 28, 1954, in Loudonville, Ohio. He 
and his wife, Denise, have two daughters, Jacquelyn Paige 
Zook of Los Angeles and Casey Sabin, married to Scott Sa- 
bin, and grandson Lucas Roman Sabin of Metamora, Ill.

TIGHTENDS — 


Entering his 22nd year in the 
coaching profession and his fifth 
in the NFL, Brian Angelichio be- 
gins his first year with the Pack- 
ers in 2016 as the team’s tight ends coach. 

Angelichio (an-juh-LEEK-0) was named to his position by 
Head Coach Mike McCarthy on Feb. 17, 2016, after spend- 
ing the previous two seasons coaching tight ends with 
the Cleveland Browns (2014-15). Last season, Angelichio 
helped develop veteran Gary Barnidge, who had registered 
44 catches for 603 yards (13.7 avg.) and three touchdowns 
in his first seven seasons in the league. Under Angelichio’s 
direction in 2015, Barnidge posted career highs in every 
category, hauling in 79 catches for 1,043 yards (13.2 avg.) 
and nine TDs. Barnidge tied Ozzie Newsome (1979) for the 
most TD catches by a TE in franchise history, and his yard- 
age total ranked No. 2 by a TE in team annals behind only 
Kellen Winslow (1,106 in 2007). Among NFL tight ends, 
Barnidge ranked third in the league in 15 in receptions and 
yards per catch, and fourth in yards and TD catches on his 
way to becoming just the fifth TE in franchise history to be 
selected to the Pro Bowl. 

Under Angelichio’s guidance in 2014, the tight-end group 
combined for 54 receptions for 822 yards (15.2 avg.) and 
three TDs, and helped open up the run game as the Browns 
finished fourth in the NFL in rushing TDs with 17. Jordan 
Cameron led all NFL tight ends with an average of 17.7 
yards per reception (min. 20 rec.) and recorded the longest 
play by an NFL tight end since 2009, posting an 81-yard 
touchdown catch at Carolina on Dec. 21. 

Angelichio began his NFL career with the Tampa Bay Buc- 
caneers, where he spent two seasons (2012-13) coaching 
tight ends. In 2013, he tutored Tim Wright, who set fran- 
chise rookie records for the most receptions (54), receiving 
yards (571) and receiving TDs by a tight end. His yardage 
total was tied for the most by an undrafted rookie tight end 
in NFL history. 

Prior to Tampa Bay, Angelichio coached the tight ends at 
Rutgers (2011), where he tutored D.C. Jefferson, who was 
selected by Arizona in the seventh round of the 2013 NFL 
Draft and appeared in four games for the Cardinals that sea- 
son. 

Angelichio spent five seasons at the University of Pitts- 
burgh, serving as offensive assistant/tight ends coach for 
one season (2006) and tight ends coach for four seasons 
(2007-10). He coached future NFL draft choices Dorin 
Dickerson (Texans, seventh round, 2010), a first-team All- 
American and John Mackey Award finalist, and Nate Byham 
(49ers, sixth round, 2010), as well as Darrell Strong, who 
went on to play for the Oakland Raiders. Angelichio also 
served as the offensive coordinator during the Panthers’ 
27-10 victory in the 2011 BBVA Compass Bowl against 
Kentucky.

Aaasicie started his soci career in 1995 as the 
secondary coach at SUNY-Brockport and then spent 10 
seasons at Ithaca College, where he coached linebackers 
(1996-97), receivers (1998) and the offensive line (1999) 
before serving as Offensive coordinator/offensive line 
coach (2000-05). While with the Bombers, Angelichio tu- 
tored seven All-Americans, helping the team advance to the 
postseason in seven of his 10 years. While in charge of the 
offense, he led a unit that set or tied 30 team or individual 
records over his final five Seasons. 

Angelichio was a three-year starter at outside linebacker 
(1992-95) at St. Lawrence University in Canton, N.Y., where 
he earned a bachelor’s degree in physical education. He was 
also team captain and a four-year starter on the baseball 
team. He received a master’s degree from Ithaca College. 

Born December 27, 1972, in Ilion, N.Y., Angelichio at- 
tended Ilion High School, where he lettered all four years in 
baseball and three years each in basketball and football. As 
a quarterback and safety, he was part of a team that went 
undefeated and ranked third in the state as a senior. 

Angelichio is single and lives in Green Bay. 








OFFENSIVE LINE 


James Campen begins his 
13th campaign as a Packers 
coach and his 18th overall with 
the organization. 

Promoted to offensive line coach on Jan. 15, 2007, by 
Head Coach Mike McCarthy, Campen moved up from his 
position as assistant offensive line coach in McCarthy’s 
first season at the helm. Prior to that, Campen filled the 
role of assistant offensive line/quality control coach for two 
seasons (2004-05). 

In eight of Campen’s nine seasons in his current position, 
the Packers have ranked in the top 10 in the league in scor- 
ing. Green Bay has finished in the top 10 in total offense 
in seven of those nine seasons, highlighted by three of the 
top four single-season yardage marks in franchise history. 
Campen’s players have combined for six Pro Bowl selections 
over the past six seasons (2010-15). He had at least one of 
his linemen selected to the Pro Bowl following the 2010-12 
seasons, the first time since 1967-69 that the Packers had a 
different lineman honored in three straight seasons. 

In 2015, G Josh Sitton was named to the Pro Bowl for the 
third time in four seasons, becoming the first Green Bay 
guard to do so since Marco Rivera went to three straight 
Pro Bowls (2002-04). Campen’s line helped block for RBs 
Eddie Lacy (758 rushing yards) and James Starks (601), 
the first Green Bay duo to both rush for 600-plus yards 
in the same season since 1985. The line helped QB Aaron 
Rodgers reach 30 passing touchdowns (31 overall) during 
the regular season for the fifth time in his career and be 
selected to his fifth career Pro Bowl. The group helped four 
receivers finish with 50-plus receptions for only the third 
time (1983, 2002) since 1940. 

In 2014, Campen’s line helped the Packers lead the league 
in scoring (30.4 ppg) and set franchise records for first 
downs (356) and giveaways (13). Green Bay ranked No. 6 
in the league in total offense (386.1 ypg) and was tied for 
No. 9 in sacks allowed (30). The Packers allowed just nine 
sacks in the second half of the season, the second fewest 
in the league by a team over its final eight games behind 
only Denver (eight). 

The line’s protection helped Rodgers finish in the top three 
in the NFL in passer rating, TD passes, TD/INT ratio and 
yards per attempt, the only QB in the league to do so, on 
his way to earning his second career Most Valuable Player 
Award from The Associated Press. Lacy posted his second 
straight 1,000-yard rushing campaign, finishing No. 7 in the 
league with 1,139 yards on the season. 

After starting center JC Tretter sustained a knee injury in 
the third preseason game vs. Oakland that would sideline 
him for the first eight games of the regular season, Campen 
tutored Corey Linsley as he went on to become the first 
rookie center to start every game for the Packers since the 
league went to a 16-game schedule in 1978. Linsley was 
named to the PFWA’s All-Rookie team and was part of a 
line that featured the same starting five in 15 of 16 games. 
Also under Campen’s guidance, Sitton was named to his 
second career Pro Bowl and earned second-team All-Pro 
recognition from AP. 

In 2013, Campen’s line helped the Packers finish in the 
top 10 in both rushing (No. 7) and passing (No. 6) for the 
first time since 2004. Green Bay’s rushing average of 133.5 
yards per game was the team’s best mark since 2003 and 
was the sixth-best posted by the team since the 1970 AFL- 
NFL merger. The Packers tied for the league lead with six 
180-yard rushing games and ranked No. 4 in the NFL with

an average of 4.65 yards per carry. Green Bay averaged 
266.8 passing yards per game despite starting four differ- 
ent quarterbacks on the season, as Rodgers missed seven 
contests due to a collarbone injury. 

Under Campen’s direction in 2013, David Bakhtiari be- 
came the first Green Bay rookie to start every game at LT 
Since 1978, after veteran Bryan Bulaga was lost to a sea- 
son-ending knee injury in training camp. Bakhtiari was part 
of a line that helped Lacy rush for a franchise rookie-record 
1,178 yards on the season, one that culminated with Lacy 
being named the NFL Offensive Rookie of the Year by AP, 
as well as being selected to the Pro Bowl. Lacy was one of 
three Green Bay running backs (Johnathan Franklin, Starks) 
to post at least one 100-yard rushing game in 2013, which 
tied a single-season franchise record. 

In 2012, Sitton and C Jeff Saturday were both selected to 
the Pro Bowl, the first time since ’03 that the team had two 
offensive linemen honored. Sitton became the first Green 
Bay guard to be chosen since Rivera in 2004. Campen’s line 
helped the Packers rank No. 5 in the NFL in scoring (27.1), 
tie for No. 2 in fewest giveaways (16) and protect Rodgers 
as he led the league in passer rating (108.0) and TD/INT ra- 
tio (4.88) and ranked No. 2 in TD passes (39). With injuries 
at running back, the Packers had seven different players 
rush for at least 125 yards on the season, which was tied 
for the most (1944) in franchise history. 

In 2011, the line helped the offense set franchise re- 
cords for points (560), total net yards (6,482) and total net 
passing yards (4,924). Rodgers was named league MVP 
after setting an NFL single-season record for passer rating 
(122.5) and team marks for TD passes (45), passing yards 
(4,643) and completion percentage (68.3). Veteran C Scott 
Wells earned Pro Bowl recognition for the first time in his 
career as he became the first Green Bay center to be hon- 
ored since Mike Flanagan in 2003, while Sitton was named 
a Pro Bowl alternate for the second straight season. 
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In 2010, Bulaga was selected to the All-Rookie team by 
Pro Football Weekly/PFWA after he started the final 12 
regular-season games and all four postseason contests 
at RT in place of veteran Mark Tauscher, who sustained a 
season-ending shoulder injury in Week 4. Veteran T Chad 
Clifton earned Pro Bowl recognition for the second time in 
his career, while Sitton was named the 2010 Offensive Line- 
man of the Year by the NFL Alumni Association. 

In 2009, Sitton started every game at RG in just his sec- 
ond season in the league, while rookie T.J. Lang played 
three different positions and started games at both tackle 
spots when needed. Even though injuries contributed to 
the Packers utilizing six different starting combinations 
along the line, RB Ryan Grant posted career highs in rush- 
ing yards (1,253) and touchdowns (11), and Rodgers was 
sacked just 10 times over the final seven games. 

In the first two years at his current post, Campen helped 
with the development of three linemen — Daryn Colledge, 
Jason Spitz and Tony Moll — who started a combined 103 
games from 2006-08. In 2007, the unit allowed only 19 
sacks all season, which was tied for No. 3 in the NFL, and 
Clifton earned his first Pro Bowl appearance. 

Campen (KAMP-en) made the transition from assistant 
offensive line coach smoothly, having worked extensively 
with Colledge, Spitz and Moll when all three draft choic- 
es were rookies in 2006. Alongside Joe Philbin, Campen 
helped teach the zone-blocking scheme to the youngsters 
and the veterans. 

In 2005, Campen made his mark tutoring young linemen 
as Wells, then in just his second year, filled in at center 
for an injured Flanagan on several occasions and for eight 
games at guard after coaches altered the lineup. He also 
helped Clifton be named an alternate for the Pro Bowl, 
while seventh-round draft pick William Whitticker started 
14 games at guard and became the team’s lowest-drafted 
rookie to start the season opener since 1972. 

In 2004, Campen assisted with a line that set a team re- 
cord for fewest sacks allowed (14) and blocked for a 1,000- 
yard rusher for a franchise-record sixth consecutive sea- 
son. Rivera became the first Green Bay offensive lineman 
in 33 years to make three straight Pro Bowl appearances. 


OVERTIME PROCEDURES 


MODIFIED SUDDEN-DEATH OVERTIME 
For the 2010 postseason, the NFL installed a modified sudden- 
death system to determine the winner when the score is tied 
at the end of regulation. In 2012, the system was expanded to 
cover all NFL games, including regular-season and preseason 
games. 


Modified sudden death guarantees each team a possession or 
the opportunity to possess, unless the team that receives the 
opening kickoff scores a touchdown on its initial possession. 


Possession: Actual possession of the ball with complete 
control. The defense gains possession when it catches, 
intercepts or recovers a loose ball. 


Opportunity to possess: The opportunity to possess occurs 
only during kicking plays. A kickoff is an opportunity to 
possess for the receiving team. If the kicking team legally 
recovers the kick, the receiving team is considered to have had 
its opportunity. A punt or a field goal that crosses the line of 
scrimmage and is muffed by the receiving team is considered 
to be an opportunity to possess for the receivers. Normal 
touching rules by the kicking team apply. 


REGULAR SEASON 

- At the end of regulation time the Referee will immediately 
toss a coin at the center of the field in accordance with rules 
pertaining to the usual pregame toss. The captain of the 
visiting team will call the toss prior to the coin being flipped. 

- Following a three-minute intermission after the end of the 
regulation game, there shall be a maximum of one 15-minute 
period. Each team must possess or have the opportunity to 
possess the ball unless the team that has the ball first scores a 





Formerly a player with the Packers, Campen was a Plan B 
free agency addition from the New Orleans Saints in 1989. 
He played in 15 games for Green Bay that season, then took 
over as the starter at center in 1990, starting all 16 games 
and grading out as the most consistent member of the of- 
fensive line. Campen went on to play in 13 games in both 
1991 and ’92. 

Green Bay’s starting center on Sept. 27, 1992, vs. Pitts- 
burgh, Campen literally launched Brett Favre’s 285-game 
Starting streak, an NFL record among QBs. Campen’s 
playing career came to an end in 1993 when he suffered 
a torn hamstring in Week 4 at Dallas and later underwent 
season-ending surgery. He played in 61 games overall with 
the Packers, making 42 starts from 1990-92. 

Campen broke into the NFL by talking his way into a free- 
agent contract with the Saints in 1986 after going undraft- 
ed. Waived during training camp, he made the New Orleans 
roster in 1987 on his second try and started three games 
for the Saints. 

A two-year starter at Tulane (1984-85), Campen received 
the school’s Dr. Eamon Kelley Award as a senior, honor- 
ing the top student-athlete in the class who bettered the 
campus and community. He was the first football player to 
Serve as a resident advisor in the dormitory. Campen earlier 
had begun his collegiate career at Sacramento (Calif.) City 
Junior College (1982-83). 

Campen began his coaching career as defensive coordi- 
nator at his prep alma mater, Ponderosa High School in 
Shingle Springs, Calif. After four seasons, he was named 
head coach and went 29-20-1 over the next five years 
competing in the Sierra Valley Conference, one of the most 
competitive high school leagues in the state. As a Ponder- 
osa student-athlete, he earned two letters in football and 
three in wrestling. 

Possessor of a B.A. in social science with an emphasis in 
criminal justice, Campen served as a reserve deputy sheriff 
in New Orleans and volunteered with the Green Bay Po- 
lice Department in a similar capacity while playing for the 
Packers. 

Campen was born June 11, 1964, in Sacramento, Calif. 
He and his family make their home in Suamico, Wis.

DEFENSIVE QUALITY CONTROL 


Ejiro Evero (pronounced e- 
JEE-row EV-uh-row) begins 
a his first Season as the Packers’ 

defensive quality control coach 
after spending the previous five years on the San Francisco 
49ers’ coaching staff. 

Evero was named to his current position on Feb. 17, 
2016, by Head Coach Mike McCarthy. Evero’s current role 
marks his third stint in the defensive quality control po- 
sition. He works closely with defensive coordinator Dom 
Capers and is responsible for breaking down opponent 
game film and analyzing their offensive tendencies, play- 
book development, compiling team and player reports, and 
coordinating the opponent scout teams the starting defense 
will face at practice. 

After joining San Francisco as a quality control coach 
(2011), Evero spent two seasons as an offensive assistant 
(2012-13). During this span, Evero was part of an offensive 
rushing attack that ranked fourth in 2012 (155.7 ypg) and 
third in 2013 (137.6 ypg) in the NFL in rushing yards per 
game. In 2012, the offensive unit ranked fifth in touchdown/ 
interception ratio (2.88) and fourth in passer rating (101.2). 
Evero capped off his time with San Francisco serving as 
defensive assistant (2014-15), where he spent time assist- 
ing the linebacker position. Evero helped direct a defensive 
unit that finished fifth in both total defense (321.4 ypg) and 
pass defense (220.7 ypg) and ranked first in interceptions 
(23) in 2014. 

Prior to his time with San Francisco, he spent the 2010 
season at the University of Redlands as the special teams 
coordinator and safeties coach. 

Evero broke into the NFL in Tampa Bay, where he served 
as the defensive quality control coach for three seasons 
(2007-09). In his first year with the Buccaneers, Evero was 
part of a staff that helped the defense rank second in the 
NFL in total defense (278.4 ypg) and first in pass defense 
(170.5 ypg). In 2008, he helped the defense finish in the 
top 10 in total defense for a second consecutive season, 
ranking ninth in the NFL (306.1 ypg). 

Evero’s first job in the collegiate ranks came as an assis- 
tant coach (2005-06) at the University of California-Davis, 
where he helped lead the Aggies to the Great West Confer- 
ence championship in 2005. Evero interned for the football 
program in 2004, while also serving as an assistant coach 
for the Davis High School junior varsity squad. 
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As a player, Evero lettered all four years as a safety at 
UC-Davis. A two-time captain for the Aggies, he was twice 
named a Division II All-American (2002-03). Evero signed 
with the Oakland Raiders as an undrafted free agent follow- 
ing his college career in 2004. 

Born Jan. 6, 1981, in Colchester, England, and raised in 
Rancho Cucamonga, Calif., Evero earned his MBA from Na- 
tional University in 2006. He was a three-sport standout at 
Alta Loma High School in Rancho Cucamonga, Calif. In ad- 
dition to playing basketball his freshman year, Evero lined 
up at running back and linebacker while also running track 
all four years. He is single and resides in Suamico, Wis. 
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WIDE RECEIVERS 


Luke Getsy begins his third 
season with the Packers in 2016 
and his first as wide receivers 
coach, having been promoted to 
the position on Feb. 17, 2016, following a two-year stint as 
the team’s offensive quality control coach. 

Getsy was initially hired by Head Coach Mike McCarthy 
Feb. 7, 2014, and will take over a group he worked closely 
with in 2015 and that was previously coached by quarter- 
backs coach Alex Van Pelt. 

Last season, Getsy assisted with an offense that posted 
eight zero-turnover games, tied for No. 1 (2009) in fran- 
chise history (since 1933). Green Bay’s 17 giveaways 
in 2015 were the fifth fewest in team history and tied for 
the fourth fewest in the NFL last season. Additionally, he 
worked with an offense that had four players with 50-plus 
receptions for only the third time (1983, 2002) since 1940. 

In his first season with the Packers in 2014, Getsy was 
part of an offensive staff that helped the Packers lead the 
league in scoring (30.4 ppg) and set team single-season 
records for first downs (356) and giveaways (13). Green 
Bay ranked No. 6 in the NFL in total yards per game (386.1), 
and the team’s 6,178 total yards on the season were the 
fourth most in franchise history. 

At Western Michigan, his final stop on the collegiate 
level, Getsy spent the season coaching wide receivers and 
tutored WR Corey Davis, who earned second-team All-Mid- 
American Conference honors and was named Freshman of 
the Year in the conference after catching 67 passes for 941 
yards (14.0 avg.) and six TDs. Davis also earned Freshman 
All-America honors from the Football Writers Association 
of America and College Football News. Getsy helped build 
the Broncos’ 2014 recruiting class that was rated in the top 
50 nationally and the best in MAC history by Rivals.com. 
He recruited LS Wyatt Pfeifer of Delaware, Ohio, to Western 
Michigan, the only MAC signee to be selected to the U.S. 
Army All-American Bowl. 

As the offensive coordinator/quarterbacks coach at In- 
diana University of Pennsylvania (2011-12), Getsy helped 
guide the Crimson Hawks to the Pennsylvania State Athletic 
Conference title and a final ranking of No. 6 in Division II in 
2012. The team ranked No. 10 nationally in rushing offense 
with an average of 259.3 yards per game, led by a pair of 
1,000-yard rushers in Harvie Tuck (1,660) and De’Antwan 
Williams (1,325). Tuck was named the PSAC Offensive 
Player of the Year for the Western Division in °12. In 2011, 
Tuck rushed for 1,007 yards (No. 3 in the conference) and 
QB Pat Smith posted a 155.0 passing efficiency rating (No. 
4 in the conference) under Getsy’s direction. 

Getsy served as an offensive graduate assistant at the 
University of Pittsburgh in 2010. He was part of a staff that 
helped guide the Panthers to a share of the Big East title 
and an appearance in the BBVA Compass Bowl, where they 
beat Kentucky, 27-10. Pittsburgh’s offense featured three 
players who were selected in the 2011 NFL Draft in WR Jon 
Baldwin (Kansas City), RB Dion Lewis (Philadelphia) and T 
Jason Pinkston (Cleveland). 

In 2009, Getsy was the offensive coordinator at West Vir- 
ginia Wesleyan College. He began his coaching career at his 
alma mater, the University of Akron, serving as a graduate 
assistant from 2007-08. 

As a player at Akron, Getsy set 24 individual school re- 
cords in his two seasons with the Zips after transferring 
from Pittsburgh. As a junior in 2005, he led the MAC with 
3,455 passing yards, the second-best single-season mark in 
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transferring from Pittsburgh and set 24 individual school re- 
cords for the Zips. As a junior in 2005, he led the Zips to a MAC 
title and their first-ever Division | FBS bowl game. 


_™ Signed with the San Francisco 49ers as an undrafted free agent 
in 2007 and was with the club through the preseason that year. ag 
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cheat history behind only Charlie Frye’s 3,549-yard total in 
2003. Getsy led the Zips to the conference title that season 
and was named MVP of the MAC Championship Game after 
throwing for 413 yards in the team’s 31-30 victory against 
Northern Illinois. He went on to throw for 455 yards, a Mo- 
tor City Bowl record, along with four TDs, against Memphis 
in the Zips’ first-ever Division | FBS bowl game. 

As a senior, Getsy led the MAC with 2,665 passing yards 
on 199-of-380 passing and added 18 TDs. In just two sea- 
sons with the Zips, Getsy threw for 6,117 yards, the third 
most in school history, and 41 TDs with 23 INTs on 477- 
of-905 passing.

Scott McCurley enters his 
11th season with the Packers 
and his third as assistant line- 
backers coach, having been 
promoted to the position on Feb. 7, 2014, following a five- 
year tenure as the team’s defensive quality control coach. 

He was initially hired by Head Coach Mike McCarthy in 
April 2006 as a coaching administrative intern, promoted 
to coaching administrator in January 2007, and promoted 
again to defensive quality control coach on Feb. 3, 2009. 

McCurley works in support of associate head coach/line- 
backers Winston Moss to oversee the direction and prepa- 
ration of all linebackers for the Packers’ 3-4 defense with an 
emphasis on the inside linebackers. In 2015, he once again 
helped Moss utilize the versatility of Clay Matthews, who 
started all 16 games at MLB for the first time in his career. 
Despite the full-time position switch last season, Matthews 
made his sixth Pro Bowl and finished second on the team 
with a career-high 85 tackles while registering 6% sacks, 
also second on the team. 

During his time as quality control coach, McCurley spent 
different seasons assisting with various positions through- 
out the defense, most recently with the outside linebackers 
in 2013. 

Additionally, his duties as quality control coach included 
breaking down opponent game film, analyzing their of- 
fensive tendencies and working closely to assist defensive 
coordinator Dom Capers in the unit’s weekly game-plan 
preparation. 

As the coaching administrator, McCurley also assisted in 
preparing the team’s weekly game plan, preparing game 
film, and compiling player statistics and grades. His prac- 
tice responsibilities included working with the scout team 
and assisting Moss with coaching linebackers.

The 2004 team he coached 
won the Big East championship and a spot in the Fiesta 
Bowl. McCurley also assisted with coaching the scout 
team, which was quarterbacked for a year by Joe Flacco, 
who later transferred to Delaware and became a first-round 
pick of the Baltimore Ravens in 2008. 

Born Aug. 1, 1980, in New Castle, Pa., McCurley attended 
Mohawk High School in Bessemer, Pa., where he earned 
all-conference honors his junior and senior years, playing 
linebacker and offensive line. He also played basketball.

tant, his first coaching position in 
the NFL after coaching at the collegiate level for 11 seasons 
and at the high school level for two seasons. Named to his 
position on Feb. 12, 2015, by Head Coach Mike McCarthy, 
Montgomery has been a part of eight teams as either a 
player or coach that have earned postseason berths. 

In his first season with the team, Montgomery helped 
guide the Packers to their seventh consecutive playoff berth 
while primarily assisting defensive line coach Mike Trgo- 
vac. The defensive line was led by ascending talent DT Mike 
Daniels, who led the defensive line in tackles (66) and sacks 
(four). He also finished third on the team with 12 QB hits. 

Montgomery spent two seasons (2013-14) as the defen- 
Sive line coach at Oklahoma, where he also played a big 
role in recruiting, earning Scout.com’s Big 12 Recruiter of 
the Year after the 2014 season. After joining the Oklahoma 
Staff on Feb. 25, 2013, he helped revamp the Sooners’ 
defensive line with young players that included Charles 
Tapper, a 2013 All-Big 12 first-team selection by the con- 
ference’s coaches. 

In his first season, OU led the Big 12 and ranked 10th 
nationally in third-down conversions (60). The Sooners 
also led the Big 12 in total defense (350.2 ypg) and pass 
defense (212.5 ypg) and ranked second in turnover margin 
(plus-9), rush defense (137.6 ypg) and third-down percent- 
age (33.7). 

In his two years at Michigan, the Wolverines posted a 
19-7 record and limited opponents to 18.6 points per game, 
and two of Montgomery’s linemen, Mike Martin and Craig 
Roh, earned All-Big Ten second-team honors. In his final 
season in Ann Arbor, the Wolverines earned a berth in the 
Capital One Bowl and ranked 13th among FBS schools in 
total defense (320.0 ypg).

Montgomery began his coaching career as a student as- 
sistant at lowa. He was part of a Hawkeye staff that helped 
lowa post an 11-2 record and play in the 2003 Orange 
Bowl. Montgomery continued coaching as an assistant at 
lowa City West High School (2003-04) and as the defensive 
coordinator at North lowa Community College (2005) while 
also playing for the Chicago Rush, Colorado Crush and Las 
Vegas Gladiators of the Arena Football League (2003-05). 

Montgomery played defensive tackle for lowa, starting 
three of his four years for the Hawkeyes. As a senior in 
2001, he helped lowa tie for a fourth-place finish in the 
Big Ten, its highest since 1996, and beat Texas Tech in the 
Alamo Bowl. He played in the Hula Bowl All-Star Game fol- 
lowing his senior season and spent the 2002 training camp 
with the New Orleans Saints. 

Born Sept. 19, 1979, in Los Angeles, Calif., and raised in 
Mossville, La., prior to going to Virgin Valley High School in 
Mesquite, Nev., Montgomery was named a Street & Smith 
All-American two consecutive years at Virgin Valley High 
as he recorded 38 career sacks, including 16 as a senior. 
He was named the Nevada Player of the Year in 1997 and 
was also a member of the basketball state championship 
team as a junior. 

Montgomery and his wife, Natalie, have three sons, 
Jayden, Tevyn and Jace, and a daughter, Talayla. 
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Darren Perry begins his 
eighth season with the Packers 
A in 2016 as secondary — safeties 
coach, his 15th season coach- 
ing in the NEL. 

Named to his position by Head Coach Mike McCarthy on 
Feb. 3, 2009, Perry has coached defensive backs in the NFL 
for the past 14 years and has tutored a Pro Bowl player in 
six of the last 12 seasons. 

Perry oversaw the further development of second-year S 
Ha Ha Clinton-Dix in 2015 as he led the team with a career- 
high 117 tackles (97 solo), while adding three sacks and 
two interceptions in 16 starts. His three sacks last season 
tied for No. 3 in the NFL among safeties. Despite missing 
five games due to injury, Morgan Burnett still ranked tied for 
fourth on the team with 74 tackles (55 solo) as he helped 
Perry’s safeties contribute to the defense’s No. 7 ranking in 
the NFL in opponent passer rating (80.1) last season. 

The 2014 season saw Burnett (125) and Clinton-Dix (95) 
finish first and second on the team in tackles. Burnett, who 
had ranked second on the Packers during the 2012 and 
2013 seasons, registered over 100 tackles for four straight 
seasons (2011-14). Clinton-Dix was named to PFWA’s 
All-Rookie team after starting 10 of 16 games played, the 
most starts by a Green Bay rookie safety since Nick Collins 
opened all 16 contests in 2005. 

In 2013, Perry guided Burnett as he recorded 106 tackles 
and led the defense with a career-high three fumble recov- 
eries. Perry also helped acclimate M.D. Jennings to his role 
as the full-time starter opposite Burnett, seeing the third- 
year man post a career-best 79 tackles (60 solo). 

The 2012 season was one of marked improvement for the 
Packers’ pass defense, as the unit climbed all the way to a 
No. 11 ranking in the league by season’s end and posted an 
81-yard improvement per game from 2011. The defense 
finished the season allowing an average of 218.3 passing 
yards per game, while also ranking fourth in the league in 
Opponent passer rating at 76.8. 

Perry’s safeties were an integral part of that progression, 
led by Burnett, who started all 16 games for the second 
consecutive year, and according to NFL participation sta- 
tistics, was one of only four non-offensive linemen in the 
league to not miss a single snap the entire season. Burnett’s 
availability allowed him to record a career-high 137 tackles 
(97 solo), while also leading the secondary with a career- 
best two sacks. 

In addition to developing Burnett, Perry also oversaw 
the transition of veteran Charles Woodson, who made the 
switch to safety after playing 14 seasons as a standout cor- 
nerback. Woodson appeared to be settling into his new role 
on the back end when he suffered a broken collarbone at St. 
Louis in Week 7, an injury that would sideline him for the 
remainder of the regular season. 

In 2011, Perry was faced with a different series of chal- 
lenges, starting with the task of helping Burnett return to 
live action after he had suffered a season-ending knee in- 
jury in the fourth game of his rookie campaign in 2010. 
While Burnett picked up close to where he had left off upon 
returning to the field in training camp, the group lost Pro 
Bowl free safety Nick Collins to a career-ending neck injury 
at Carolina in Week 2. 

With Collins sidelined, Burnett shifted to free safety and 
veteran Charlie Peprah was thrust into the starting lineup 
at strong safety for the second season in a row. The tan- 
dem went on to start the final 14 games in the defensive

backfield and combined for 203 tackles (163 solo), eight 
INTs, three forced fumbles and two fumble recoveries. As 
a unit, the Packers intercepted an NFL-best 31 passes, the 
most by the franchise since 1962, and helped contribute 
to the team’s takeaway total of 38, which was tied for No. 
1 in the league. 

Burnett led the secondary with 107 tackles (83 solo), tal- 
lied 14 passes defensed and joined Woodson as the only 
players on the team to record a sack, an INT, a fumble re- 
covery and a forced fumble during the season. Peprah set 
new career highs in every major statistical category, includ- 
ing tackles (96), interceptions (five), INT return yardage 
(147), and passes defensed (14). His five INTs were tied 
for third among NFL safeties and his return yardage ranked 
fourth in the league among all players. 

In 2010, a healthy Collins earned the aforementioned Pro 
Bowl recognition for the third straight season, becoming 
the first Green Bay safety since LeRoy Butler (1996-98) 
to accomplish that feat. After Burnett went down with the 
Season-ending knee injury, Peprah moved into the start- 
ing lineup and registered 64 tackles, two interceptions and 
Seven passes defensed. 

Collins and Peprah were members of a secondary that 
helped the Packers rank No. 1 in the league in opponent 
passer rating (67.2) in 2010, the best mark by a Green Bay 
defense since 1997 (59.0). The Packers also ranked No. 5 
in the league in pass defense, allowing their opponents just 
194.2 yards per game. 

In 2009, Collins was named to the Pro Bowl and earned 
second-team All-Pro honors from The Associated Press 
after finishing third among NFL safeties with six intercep- 
tions. SS Atari Bigby picked off four passes in ’09 despite 
missing three games due to injury, giving the Packers their 
first safety tandem with four-plus interceptions each since 
2002 (Darren Sharper, Marques Anderson). 

Collins and Bigby helped the Packers lead the NFL in both 
takeaways (40) and interceptions (30), the first time since 
1965 that Green Bay led the league in interceptions. Perry 
was a member of a staff that guided the Packers defense to 
a No. 2 overall ranking in the league, the highest ranking 
since the ‘96 team finished as the No. 1 defense.

Perry came to Green Bay from Oakland, where he coached 
the Raiders’ defensive backs for two seasons (2007-08). 
Cornerback Nnamdi Asomugha earned his second Pro 
Bowl selection and All-Pro honors from AP under Perry’s 
tutelage in 08, and the Raiders ranked in the top 10 both 
of those years in passing yards allowed. In 2008, Oakland 
allowed opponents to complete only 56.5 percent of their 
passes, which was tied for fourth best in the league. 

Perry spent the previous four seasons coaching defensive 
backs in Pittsburgh under Bill Cowher, the team and coach 
for whom he played the majority of his career. Perry was 
the Steelers’ assistant defensive backs coach in 2003 and 
was promoted to defensive backs coach in 2004, when the 
Steelers finished fourth in the league in both passing yards 
allowed (177.2 per game) and opponents’ completion per- 
centage (55.6). In 2005, Pittsburgh won Super Bowl XL. 

Perry was credited for helping the rapid development of 
Pittsburgh safety Troy Polamalu, who earned the first of 
five straight Pro Bowl selections in 2004, just his second 
season. The versatile Polamalu also was an AP All-Pro pick 
twice (2004, 2005) with Perry as his position coach. 

Perry broke into the NFL coaching ranks in 2002, coach- 
ing safeties for the Cincinnati Bengals under head coach 
Dick LeBeau, one of the most respected defensive minds in 
the game, who also coached defensive backs for the Pack- 
ers for four seasons (1976-79). 

Drafted by the Steelers in the eighth round (203rd overall) 
of the 1992 NFL Draft — the team’s first draft under Cow- 
her — Perry became an immediate starter at free safety for 
current Packers defensive coordinator Dom Capers. Perry 
played seven seasons in Pittsburgh (1992-98) and started 
the first 110 games of his career, including postseason. He 
missed only two of a possible 123 games with the Steelers, 
both in 1998 due to a groin injury. 


Perry was the Steelers’ starting free safety in Super Bowl 
XXX and posted 32 career interceptions, tied for seventh in 
team history. His seven interceptions in 1994 marked his 
career high. 

Perry went on to sign with the San Diego Chargers in 
1999 but did not play due to a neck injury, and he con- 
cluded his playing career as the starting free safety for the 
New Orleans Saints in 2000, McCarthy’s first season as the 
offensive coordinator there. Playing in all 16 games plus 
two postseason contests, Perry had three interceptions that 
season, giving him 35 for his career. 

A standout in college at Penn State, Perry intercepted 15 
passes in his career, tying him for second in school his- 
tory. He returned three interceptions for TDs and compiled 
299 return yards, both school records. As a junior in 1990, 
Perry intercepted seven passes and returned one for a TD. 
His senior year, he had six interceptions and two scores. 

Perry was an all-district and second-team all-state selec- 
tion at quarterback for Deep Creek (Va.) High, where he 
threw for 2,790 yards and 23 touchdowns in his career, and 
rushed for 1,167 yards and 14 scores. He was a team cap- 
tain for the football, basketball and tennis teams. 

Born Dec. 29, 1968, in Norfolk, Va., Perry lives in Green 
Bay with his wife, Errika, and their four children: Danielle, 
Dominique, Dedriana and Devan. He also enjoys playing 
golf and bass guitar, and he is on the board of directors of 
the Chesapeake Care Free Clinic in Virginia, which provides 
health care to individuals without insurance or the neces- 
Sary resources. Through the clinic, Perry sponsors the In- 
tercept for Care program, which raises donations based on 
the number of interceptions recorded by Perry’s team in a 
given season.

David Raih (pronounced Rye) 
. enters his third season with the 
IN Packers and his first as assis- 

tant offensive line coach, having 
been promoted to the position on Feb. 17, 2016, following a 
two-year stint as the team’s coaching administrator. 

He was initially hired by Head Coach Mike McCarthy on 
Feb. 7, 2014, as the coaching administrator and will now 
assist James Campen with the offensive line, a group he 
focused on in his original role. 

As the coaching administrator, Raih assisted in preparing 
the team’s weekly game plan and prepared opponent game 
film. His practice responsibilities included working with the 
scout team, assisting Campen with the offensive line and 
helping special teams coordinator Ron Zook. 

Raih spent the 2013 season at Texas Tech before joining 
the Packers. While the director of high school relations, he 
assisted with quarterbacks under head coach Kliff Kings- 
bury. Raih was promoted to outside receivers coach going 
into the 2013 Holiday Bowl, where the Red Raiders went on 
to upset No. 14-ranked Arizona State. 

Prior to Texas Tech, Raih spent three seasons (2010- 
2012) as a graduate assistant coach at his alma mater, the 
University of lowa, where he assisted with tight ends, quar- 
terbacks and offensive line. In 2012, he tutored Houston 
Texans TE C.J. Fiedorowicz, who finished with 45 recep- 
tions for 433 yards (9.6 avg.), the third-highest reception 
total by a Hawkeye tight end in a single season. 

In 2010, Raih assisted with the development of senior QB 
Ricky Stanzi. Stanzi set lowa’s single-season school record 
for passing efficiency (157.6), ranking 12th in the nation 
while passing for 3,004 yards and 25 touchdowns with just 
six interceptions. As a team, lowa was second in the nation 
in fewest turnovers (11) and 10th in pass efficiency (155.7). 

Raih’s coaching career started at UCLA, where he spent 
two years as an intern (2008-09) working with the quar- 
terbacks under head coach Rick Neuheisel and offensive 
coordinator Norm Chow. 

Prior to his start at UCLA, Raih was a sales representa- 
tive for Zimmer Inc., a manufacturer of orthopedic devices 
(2004-07). He was the recipient of the Presidents Club 
Award in 2006, becoming the youngest national winner 
in company history. The award signifies ranking in the top 
12 in the United States in percentage growth. Previously, 
Raih was a Zimmer representative to The University of lowa 
Hospitals and Clinics and Mercy Hospital in lowa City. In 
his final year, he was a sales representative to Cedar Sinai 
Medical Center in Beverly Hills, Calif. 

Raih played collegiately as quarterback at lowa (1999- 
2003), earning a letter in his fourth year as the 2002 Hawk- 
eyes won the Big Ten Conference title and earned a berth in 
the 2003 FedEx Orange Bowl. His playing career was short- 
ened due to injury, as he had surgery to his throwing arm in 
both 1999 and 2002. During his sophomore season, Raih

saw action as a member of the 2001 Alamo Bowl team, 
lowa’s first bowl berth under current coach Kirk Ferentz. 

Raih was a member of the dean’s list at the University 
of lowa while earning a bachelor’s degree in finance and 
a minor in journalism and mass communication. He was 
also a member of lowa’s leadership committee and was the 
team’s Athletes in Action representative at the 2001 Alamo 
Bowl, 2003 Orange Bowl and 2004 Outback Bowl. 

Born Sept. 9, 1980, Raih is the fourth of five sons and 
attended St. Thomas Academy (St. Paul, Minn.), a Catholic, 
college-prep, military high school where he was promoted 
to Lieutenant Colonel, the second-highest-ranking officer in 
the high school. He was a three-sport athlete in football, 
basketball and track. Raih’s team won the Minnesota state 
basketball championship his junior year, and he quarter- 
backed his team to the Minnesota state semifinals in foot- 
ball both his junior and senior years. 

In the summers of 2009 and 2010, Raih was selected to 
join seven collegiate head football coaches on two separate 
USO tours operated by Morale Entertainment out of the 
Pentagon. Traveling with the United States Air Force, the 
morale-building mission took him to visit 15,000 troops on 
base in lrag, Kuwait, the Persian Gulf and Northern Africa. 
Raih was appointed to orchestrate on-base football games 
among each branch of the military and to lead a pep rally 
for 4,000 troops while on board the U.S.S. Eisenhower in 
the Arabian Sea. 

A native of Edina, Minn., Raih resides in Green Bay and 
enjoys summer and winter sports as well as get-togethers 
with family and friends. 


On Dec. 6, 1961, three days after the Packers clinched the Western Conference title and were assured of playing host to an 
NFL Championship Game in Green Bay for the first time, civic leaders adopted the nickname “Titletown, U.S.A.” 

Some 110 men and women from all walks of civic and business life in Green Bay agreed to the idea — the brainchild of Jack 
Yuenger, the Green Bay Press-Gazette’s advertising manager at the time — during a breakfast at the old downtown Beaumont 
Hotel. Festivities were to start following the Packers’ final regular-season game in Los Angeles on Dec. 17. 

The group made plans to hang Titletown banners and signs in the downtown area; held a number of events, including a 
Christmas party for the Packers on Dec. 23 at the Brown County Veterans Memorial Arena; and wrote a song, “Titletown, U.S.A.,” 


to the tune of “Mr. Touchdown.” 


The community enthusiastically greeted the idea to the point where it still uses the nickname, and the Packers did their part 
on Dec. 31 by beating the Giants, 37-0, in the first postseason game ever played at what is now Lambeau Field.

Jason Simmons, a 10-year 
NFL veteran as a player, enters 
his sixth season with the Pack- 
ers and his second as assistant 
special teams coach. 

Simmons was named to his current position on Feb. 12, 
2015, after one season as a defensive/special teams assis- 
tant, where he worked closely with special teams and spent 
much of his time tutoring perimeter players on the various 
coverage and return teams. In 2014, he also assisted with 
the defensive backs, helping the Green Bay defense finish 
ninth in the NFL in both sacks (41) and takeaways (29). 

As he assisted Ron Zook in 2015, Simmons saw K Mason 
Crosby surpass K Ryan Longwell for No. 1 on the all-time 
franchise scoring list and P Tim Masthay set a franchise 
record (since 1976) with a 40.3-yard net punting aver- 
age. Simmons made an impact on the coverage unit, as 
he helped WR Jeff Janis (15) and S Chris Banjo (21) post 
career highs in special teams tackles. Simmons also helped 
his unit ascend in the special teams rankings by the Dallas 
Morning News, as the Packers improved from 32nd in 2014 
to 17th in 2015. 

Simmons originally joined the Packers as the team’s 
coaching administrator in 2011, where his duties included 
working closely with the defensive staff to collect and tabu- 
late weekly production statistics, in addition to assisting 
at practice with both the starting defense and opponent 
scout teams. 

A fifth-round selection (137th overall) by the Pittsburgh 
Steelers in the 1998 NFL Draft, Simmons went on to play 
in 121 games over the ensuing 10 seasons (1998-2007). 
A defensive back by trade, he made his mark as a stand- 
out player on special teams during his career. Simmons 
amassed 96 career tackles on the coverage units, and it 
was his consistent play in the third phase that helped him 
secure a roster spot year after year. 

Simmons played the first four years of his career as a cor- 
nerback with the Steelers (1998-2001) after initially making 
the roster as a fifth-round pick. He contributed right away 
on special teams, ranking third on the club with a career- 
high 17 coverage tackles in both 1999 and 2000. During 
his rookie season in 1998, he played under Zook, who was 
serving as the club’s special teams coordinator, and along- 
side Packers safeties coach Darren Perry, who was a fellow 
member of the Pittsburgh secondary. 

Upon entering unrestricted free agency in 2002, he joined 
the expansion Houston Texans, where he played under 
Packers defensive coordinator Dom Capers, who was the 
team’s first head coach. 

In Houston, Simmons maintained his niche as one of the 
core players on special teams, but also saw increased ac- 
tion from scrimmage as a spot starter and reserve safety. 
He started a career-high six games in 2004 and posted a 
career-best 46 tackles (35 solo) and his first interception. 

In the spring of 2007, the Texans signed Ahman Green, 
who is the Packers’ all-time leading rusher, as an unre- 
stricted free agent. Following his arrival, Green approached 
Simmons about obtaining his familiar No. 30, the number 
Simmons had worn in Houston since joining the club in 
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2002. Simmons agreed to make the exchange, asking that 
Green in turn make the down payment on a home for an 
underprivileged family in the Houston area, a sum that ulti- 
mately amounted to $50,000. 

Simmons started the season opener in 2007, but suffered 
a knee injury and was placed on season-ending injured re- 
serve. He retired following the season, having played in 121 
career games (12 starts), and recorded 186 tackles (138 
solo), 10 passes defensed, three forced fumbles, three 
fumble recoveries, two sacks and two interceptions on de- 
fense, in addition to the 96 career stops on special teams. 

As a collegian, he lettered all four years at cornerback for 
Arizona State, earning second-team All-Pacific-10 honors 
as a senior in 1997. That season, Simmons started all 10 
games and tallied 41 tackles (36 solo), 10 passes defensed 
and a career-high three INTs. A team captain his senior year, 
he shared that distinction with four other players, including 
defensive teammate Pat Tillman, a future NFL safety who 
retired from football to join the U.S. Army, and was tragi- 
cally killed in action in 2004. 

Simmons was also twice named an honorable mention 
all-conference selection, including as a junior in 1996, 
when he started every game for a conference champion- 
ship team that went 11-1 and appeared in the Rose Bowl 
for just the second time in school history. 

Born March 30, 1976, in Inglewood, Calif., Simmons at- 
tended Leuzinger High School in Lawndale, Calif., where 
he lettered all four years in both football and track, earn- 
ing honorable mention all-state recognition on the gridiron 
and first-team all-state honors for his participation in the 
4x100-meter relay in track. 

Simmons and his wife, Tiffany, reside in Green Bay with 
their children, Taelyr, Jason Jr. and Jaddan. 
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RUNNING BACKS 


Ben Sirmans enters his fifth 
NFL season as an_ assistant 
coach in 2016 and his first with 
Green Bay as the team’s run- 
ning backs coach. He previously spent four seasons with 
the St. Louis Rams after 16 seasons in the college ranks. 

Named to his position on Feb. 17, 2016, by Head Coach 
Mike McCarthy, Sirmans will take over a young group that 
ranked 12th in the NFL last season with an average of 
115.6 rushing yards per game. Sirmans was part of a staff 
that helped the Rams finish seventh in rushing offense in 
2015 (122.3 ypg). 

Sirmans joined the Packers after spending four seasons 
(2012-15) with the Rams and establishing himself as a 
strong developer of young backs. In each of the last three 
seasons, Sirmans coached a rookie RB who led the team 
in rushing. In 2015, Sirmans tutored first-round pick Todd 
Gurley, who led all rookies and finished third among all 
NFL runners in rushing yards with 1,106 yards (4.8 avg.) 
to become the first Rams rookie to rush for 1,000-plus yards 
since Hall of Famers Jerome Bettis (1993) and Eric Dick- 
erson (1983). Named Offensive Rookie of the Year by The 
Associated Press and earning Pro Bowl honors, Gurley was 
the first rookie in NFL history to rush for 125-plus yards in 
four consecutive games (finished with five total), and his 566 
yards rushing were the most in a player’s first four starts in 
the Super Bowl era. 

Under Sirmans’ direction in 2014, third-round selection 
Tre Mason ran for a team-high 765 yards in 12 games and 
finished second in rushing among all rookies. In 2013, 
fifth-round pick Zac Stacy started the final 12 games of the 
season and rushed for 973 yards, the third-highest total 
by a rookie at that point in team history. In 2012, Sirmans 
guided veteran Steven Jackson to his eighth consecutive 
1,000-yard season as he became just the sixth player in NFL 
history to rush for 1,000 yards in eight or more seasons. 

Sirmans spent five seasons (2011-2007) as running 
backs coach at Boston College, where he mentored the 
school’s all-time leading rusher, Montel Harris. In 2011, 
Harris became the school’s career rushing leader and was 
named the 2011 ACC Preseason Player of the Year before a 
knee injury ended his season prematurely. Harris received 
first-team All-Atlantic Coast Conference honors in 2010 af- 
ter rushing for 1,243 yards on 269 carries (4.6 avg.) and 
eight touchdowns. Harris finished his junior campaign 126 
yards shy of the all-time school rushing record, as well as 
the active ACC rushing leader with 3,600 yards, the most 
ever recorded by a junior in the ACC. 

In 2007, Sirmans helped RB Andre Callender set a BC 
single-season record for receptions (76), earning him All- 
ACC second-team honors. Callender led the ACC in yards 
from scrimmage with 1,709 and set a single-season ACC 
record for most pass receptions by a running back. The 
2007 Eagles began the season 8-0 and ranked No. 2 in the 
country en route to finishing 11-3, the first BC team to win 
11 games since 1940. 
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Prior to his time at Boston College, Sirmans coached run- 
ning backs at Michigan State in 2005, where the Spartans 
finished 20th in the nation in rushing (201.8 ypg). In 2006, 
he coached special teams as well as the running backs. 

Sirmans spent five seasons (2000-04) coaching at Kent 
State, where he tutored the running backs. In 2001 and 
2002, the team ran for 215 yards per game, finishing 13th 
and 15th nationally in rushing production those two sea- 
sons. In 2004, Kent State scored 30.5 points per game, the 
second-highest mark in school history. 

Sirmans began his coaching career at his alma mater, 
the University of Maine, serving as running backs coach 
and recruiting coordinator from 1996-1999. As a four-year 
letterman and starter, Sirmans was a running back under 
current lowa head coach Kirk Ferentz for three years (1990- 
92). He ran for 1,214 yards, earning all-conference and All- 
New England honors his senior year. He graduated from 
Maine in 1993 with a degree in physical education, health 
and recreation. 

Born in East Orange, N.J., Sirmans is married to the for- 
mer Letia Thompson. The couple has a son, Marcus, 7.

DEFENSIVE LINE 


Mike Trgovac (pronounced 
TER-guh-vack) begins his ninth 
season with the Packers, his sec- 
ond stint with the team, and his 
22nd season overall in the NFL. 

Named to his current position by Head Coach Mike Mc- 
Carthy on Feb. 3, 2009, Trgovac was also the Packers’ de- 
fensive line coach in 1999, the same year McCarthy was the 
team’s quarterbacks coach. 

Since Trgovac took over as defensive line coach in 2009, 
the Packers rank No. 4 in the NFL in sacks (288) and tied 
for No. 7 in the NFL in rushing TDs allowed (73). Green Bay 
has finished in the top 10 in the league in sacks in five of the 
last six seasons (2010, 2012-15). 

Trgovac’s 2015 unit was again led by fourth-year DT Mike 
Daniels as he continued his ascension as one of the league’s 
top interior defensive linemen. For the second consecutive 
season, Daniels led the Green Bay defensive line in tackles 
(66) and sacks (four), while ranking second in QB hits (12). 
Daniels’ 16 sacks since the start of the 2013 season are tied 
for No. 8 among NFL defensive tackles. Overall, Trgovac’s 
line helped lead the Packers to 43 sacks last season, tied for 
No. 7 in the NFL. The Packers also ranked fifth in the league 
in sacks per pass attempt (7.8 percent) in 2015. 

In 2014, Trgovac tutored DT Letroy Guion as the veteran 
posted career highs for both tackles (62) and sacks (3%) 
as he started all 16 games for the first time in his career. 
Daniels led the defensive line with a career-high 69 tackles, 
paced the team in both QB hits (19) and pressures (22), 
and was No. 3 on the club in sacks (5%). Trgovac’s line 
contributed to a run defense that allowed just 86.4 yards 
per game over the final eight contests, No. 5 inthe NFL over 
that span, and 3.6 yards per carry, No. 6 in the league over 
that span. His group also helped the Packers finish tied for 
No. 9 in the league in sacks with 41 on the season. 

Trgovac guided a defensive line in 13 that helped Green 
Bay finish tied for No. 8 in the league in sacks with 44 on 
the season. Daniels saw a noticeable jump in his production 
under Trgovac’s direction in 13, as he finished No. 2 on the 
team with 6% sacks, which was also tied for No. 6 in the 
league among defensive tackles. 

In 2012, Trgovac’s group helped the Packers rank No. 11 
in total defense (336.8 ypg) and No. 4 in sacks (47). Under 
his guidance, veteran DT Ryan Pickett led the line with 75 
tackles, his highest total since 08. DT B.J Raji was named a 
Pro Bowl alternate, DE Mike Neal registered a then-career- 
high 4% sacks, and Daniels saw significant time in his 
rookie season. 

In 2011, Raji became the first Green Bay DT to be selected 
to the Pro Bowl since Bob Brown in 1972. Raji recorded 43 
tackles, three sacks, three passes defensed and a fumble 
recovery. In 2010, he posted career highs in every statisti- 
cal category on the way to being named a Pro Bowl alter- 
nate. His 6% sacks were the most by an NFL nose tackle 
since Minnesota’s Ken Clarke recorded seven in 1990, and 
his 66 tackles led all Green Bay linemen. Veteran DE Cullen 
Jenkins posted a career-high seven sacks despite missing 
five contests due to injury, and Raji and Jenkins helped the 
Packers finish No. 2 in the league in sacks in 2010 with 47, 
the highest league ranking in club history. 

In 2009, Trgovac directed a line that made the transition 
to the 3-4 defense and helped the Packers lead the NFL 
in rushing defense for the first time in franchise history. 
The average of 83.3 rushing yards allowed per game set 
a team record for any season. The Packers moved up 25 
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spots in the rushing defense rankings from ’08, the biggest 
one-year improvement in club history. 

Trgovac came to Green Bay from Carolina, where he 
served as the defensive coordinator for six seasons. In that 
time, he directed a defense that produced 10 Pro Bowl se- 
lections and ranked in the NFL’s top 10 in both yards and 
points allowed three times. In 2005, the Panthers ranked 
third in yards (282.6), fifth in points (259) and first in take- 
aways (a team-record 42) in helping Carolina advance to its 
second NFC Championship Game in three seasons. 

His unit’s ability to create turnovers had begun to show 
up in the second half of 2004, when the Panthers had 29 
takeaways in the season’s final eight games. The 38 total 
takeaways ranked second in the league and tied the club 
record at the time, and the defense’s 26 interceptions were 
a league high and team record. 

In 2003, Trgovac’s inaugural season as a defensive coor- 
dinator, Carolina’s defense ranked eighth in the NFL in yards 
(295.3) and 10th in points (304), and held top-10 rankings 
in a handful of other categories. The defense forced four 
turnovers in Carolina’s 14-3 victory in the NFC Champion- 
ship Game at Philadelphia, earning the Panthers their first 
Super Bowl berth. 

As defensive line coach in 2002, Trgovac oversaw a dra- 
matic improvement in the Panthers’ front four that made 
a strong case for him taking over as coordinator. Carolina 
ranked third in the league with 39 sacks and first in rush- 
ing yards per attempt. Under Trgovac’s tutelage, DE Julius 
Peppers was named the NFL Defensive Rookie of the Year, 
while DT Kris Jenkins earned first-team All-Pro honors 
from The Associated Press. 

Prior to his time in Carolina, Trgovac coached the de- 
fensive line of the Washington Redskins for two seasons 
(2000-01). Ends Marco Coleman (12) and Bruce Smith (10) 
both reached double digits in sacks in 2000, with Coleman 
being selected to the Pro Bowl. 





Trgovac’s first stint with the Packers, in 1999, was Green 
Bay’s first season in seven years without Reggie White 
leading the defensive line. That year, DE Keith McKenzie 
matched his career high in sacks with eight in a part-time 
specialist role. 

Trgovac broke into the NFL as the defensive line coach of 
the Philadelphia Eagles from 1995-98. In 1995, their line 
led the NFL in sacks with 42% (team had 48). DE William 
Fuller topped the club with 13 and made the Pro Bowl for 
the first of two straight years. 

Trgovac’s career working with defensive linemen in 
the college coaching ranks spanned 11 seasons and five 
schools, beginning with his alma mater, Michigan, as a 
graduate assistant in 1984. After two seasons there, he 
moved on to Ball State (1986-88), Navy (1989), Colorado 
State (1990-91) and Notre Dame (1992-94). 

With the Fighting Irish under Lou Holtz, Trgovac saw two 
of his protégés become early selections in the 1994 NFL 
Draft, as the San Francisco 49ers took Bryant Young sev- 
enth overall and the Chicago Bears picked Jim Flanigan in 
the third round.

Before the 
‘69 season, after Lombardi’s departure to 
Washington, team letterhead shifted to a helmet 
logo. The mark still saw use into the ‘70s, though.

1961-present: First and only helmet logo in team history was first 
applied to Packers headgear in 
1961, Vince Lombardi’s third 
season as coach. After introducing 
the G, the team immediately won 
two world titles (1961-62), and 
five over the mark’s first seven 
years. Borrowed by scores of high 
schools and colleges. 
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Trgovac’s playing career at Michigan from 1977-80 un- 
der Bo Schembechler featured three seasons as a starter 
at middle guard on the defensive line. He was a two-time 
All-Big Ten honoree and a second-team All-America selec- 
tion as a Senior. He played in three Rose Bowls for the Wol- 
verines and received his degree in education from Michigan 
in 1982. 

Born Feb. 27, 1959, in Youngstown, Ohio, Trgovac was an 
all-state football player and wrestler at Fitch High School in 
Austintown, Ohio. He was named Ohio’s Defensive Lineman 
of the Year and also captured the state heavyweight wres- 
tling title as a senior. Trgovac and his wife, Angela, have a 
daughter, Jordan, 22, a recent graduate of the College of 
Charleston (S.C.), and a son, Michael, 17.

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QUARTERBACKS 


Alex Van Pelt enters his fifth 
season with the Packers and re- 
turns to coaching quarterbacks, 
a group he led in 2014, following 
his role of quarterbacks/wide receivers coach in 2015. He 
was the team’s running backs coach in his first two years 
with the club (2012-13). He is entering his 20th NFL season 
and his 11th as an NFL assistant coach. 

Van Pelt joined the Packers on February 13, 2012, as run- 
ning backs coach after spending the previous two seasons 
(2010-11) as quarterbacks coach for the Tampa Bay Bucca- 
neers, and was named quarterbacks coach by Green Bay on 
Feb. 7, 2014. Prior to his appointment with the Buccaneers, 
Van Pelt spent four seasons (2006-09) on the offensive 
coaching staff of the Buffalo Bills. 

Last season, Van Pelt helped Aaron Rodgers get selected 
to his fifth career Pro Bowl after tying for No. 1 in the NFL 
in completions of 25-plus yards (39) and ranking No. 3 in 
TD/INT ratio (3.88) and INT percentage (1.40). With 572 at- 
tempts and just eight INTs, Rodgers posted his fifth season 
with 500-plus attempts and eight or fewer INTs, the most in 
NFL history. Rodgers added 30-plus passing touchdowns 
(31) during the regular season for the fifth time in his ca- 
reer, ranking second in team history behind Brett Favre’s 
eight. 

In addition, Van Pelt led a wide-receiver group that was 
without veteran Jordy Nelson, who had led the Packers in 
2014 with 98 catches for 1,519 yards and 13 TDs, follow- 
ing a season-ending knee injury sustained in the preseason. 
James Jones returned to Green Bay after a season with the 
Raiders and registered 50 receptions for a career-high 890 
yards (17.8 avg.) and eight TDs (tied for the team lead). He 
ranked No. 5 in the NFL with 15 catches of 25-plus yards, 
nearly doubling his previous career high (eight, 2013), the 
fourth most by a Packer over the past 25 seasons, behind 
only Nelson and Greg Jennings. Among players with two 
receptions per game, Jones ranked No. 3 in the NFL with 
17.8-yard receiving average and No. 7 with a first-down 
percentage of 78.0 (39 of 50). His average of 17.8 yards 
per catch was the third best by a Packer over the past 25 
seasons, trailing only Nelson (18.6 in 2011) and Don Beebe 
(17.9 in 1996). Also, three of Van Pelt’s receivers (Randall 
Cobb, Davante Adams and Jones) were part of an offense 
with four players (also TE Richard Rodgers) with 50-plus 
receptions for only the third time (1983, 2002) since 1940. 

In his first season tutoring Green Bay’s quarterbacks in 
2014, Van Pelt worked with Rodgers as he ranked No. 2 in 
the league in passer rating (112.2), No. 3 in TD passes (38), 
No. 1 in TD/INT ratio (7.60, 38/5) and No. 2 in yards per 
attempt (8.43). He was the only QB in the league to finish in 
the top three in all four of those categories in a season that 
culminated with him being named the NFL's Most Valuable 
Player by The Associated Press for the second time in his 
career. Rodgers was also named first-team All-Pro by AP 
and earned his fourth career Pro Bowl selection. 

Rodgers registered eight games on the season with three- 
plus TDs/zero INTs, tying Patriots QB Tom Brady (2007) for 
the single-season NFL record. Rodgers posted 13 zero-INT 
games, the third most in a season in league annals, and 
led the league with an interception percentage of 0.96, the 
seventh-best single-season mark in NFL history (min. 224 
attempts) and the top mark in team annals. 

In 2013, Van Pelt’s running backs helped the Packers rank 
No. 7 in the NFL in rushing (133.5 ypg), the best average by 
the team since 2003 and the sixth-best mark by Green Bay 
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yards per attempt, the only QB in the league to do so, and was __ 
named league MVP by The Associated Press for the second time 
in his career. ft

since the 1970 AFL-NFL merger. Green Bay was tied for No. 
2 in the league with six 100-yard rushers on the season, its 
most since posting the same number in 2007. The Packers 
tied a franchise record in 13 by having three different run- 
ning backs record 100-yard games (Eddie Lacy, Johnathan 
Franklin, James Starks). Green Bay tied for the league lead 
with six 180-yard rushing games and ranked No. 4 in the 
NFL with an average of 4.65 yards per carry. 

Van Pelt tutored Lacy on his way to earning a Pro Bowl 
Selection and the NFL Offensive Rookie of the Year award 
from AP. Lacy became the first Green Bay rookie RB to be 
named to the Pro Bowl since John Brockington in 1971 and 
joined Brockington as the only Green Bay rookies to win the 
AP’s offensive award since its inception in 1957. Lacy was 
also named second-team All-Pro, the only rookie player in 
the league to make the first or second team. 

Lacy led all NFL rookies and finished No. 8 among all 
players with 1,178 rushing yards, the most by a Green Bay 
rookie in team annals. He also set franchise rookie marks 
for rushing TDs (11) and rushing attempts (284), and tied 
Brockington’s mark for the most 100-yard rushing games 
with four. Van Pelt also helped Starks rush for 493 yards 
and a career-high three TDs on 89 carries in 2013, an aver- 
age of 5.54 yards per carry that ranked No. 1 in the NFL 
among running backs with 80-plus carries. 

In his first season with Green Bay in 2012, Van Pelt’s run- 











ning backs battled injuries, with five different players start- 
ing at least one game and no one starting more than five 
contests on the season. The Packers had a league-high five 
RBs rush for at least 125 yards on the season, the most by 
the club since 1987 (five). 

Van Pelt was instrumental in the development of first- 
year RB DuJuan Harris, a street free agent who spent four 
games on the team’s practice squad before being signed 
to the active roster on Dec. 1. Harris appeared in the final 
four regular-season games with two starts, highlighted by a 
14-carry, 70-yard outing in the season finale at Minnesota. 
He also started both playoff games, rushing for 100 yards 
and two TDs on 28 carries (3.6 avg.). 

Prior to arriving in Green Bay, Van Pelt found great suc- 
cess working with young QB Josh Freeman in Tampa Bay. 
Under Van Pelt’s direction, Freeman threw for 7,043 yards 
in 2010-11, the most passing yards by a Tampa Bay quar- 
terback over a two-year period to that point in franchise 
annals. That included 3,592 passing yards in 2011, then the 
second most in team history. Freeman also threw a TD pass 
in 15 consecutive games (Week 5, 2010-Week 2, 2011), the 
longest streak in team history. 

In his first full season as a starter in 2010, Freeman 
showed incredible maturation and improvement under Van 
Pelt. He finished the year as the No. 6-ranked passer in the 
NFL (95.9) while throwing for 3,451 yards, 25 touchdowns 
and only six interceptions. Freeman became the first quar- 
terback under the age of 23 to lead his team to a 10-win 
Season since Steelers QB Ben Roethlisberger in 2004, with 
five of his victories being fourth-quarter comebacks. Free- 


During his time as quarterbacks coach, Van Pelt assisted 
in the development of QB Trent Edwards. Under the direc- 
tion of Van Pelt, Edwards posted a 65.5 completion per- 
centage to rank No. 6 in the NFL in 2008 as well as No. 2 
all-time in Bills history for a single season. 

Van Pelt joined the Bills in 2006 after spending the winter 
of 2006 as the quarterbacks coach/pass coordinator for the 
University at Buffalo. He also volunteered with the Bills in 
2005 as an offensive quality control coach after spending 
the 2005 NFL Europe season as the Frankfurt Galaxy’s quar- 
terbacks coach, where he was responsible for the offensive 
play-calling. After his retirement from the NFL in 2003, he 
spent two seasons as the color analyst for the Buffalo Bills 
Radio Network. 

Van Pelt was originally drafted by the Pittsburgh Steelers 
in the eighth round of the 1993 NFL Draft and later signed 
with Buffalo as a free agent in 1995. He spent his entire 
nine-year career (1995-2003) as a member of the Bills and 
played in 31 games with 11 starts while amassing 2,985 
yards passing and 16 touchdowns. 

A four-year starter (1989-92) at the University of Pitts- 
burgh, Van Pelt holds school career records for most 
passing yards (11,267), completions (867) and attempts 
(1,503). He became only the fifth collegiate player to throw 
for 2,000 yards in four consecutive seasons. From 1990- 
91, Van Pelt was coached by McCarthy, who was serving as 
the Panthers’ graduate assistant-quarterbacks. 

Born May 1, 1970, in Pittsburgh, Pa., Van Pelt lives in 
Green Bay with his wife, Brooke, daughters, Payton Dale 
and Katherine Paige, and son, Jack MacGregor.

Entering his 10th season in 
the NFL, Joe Whitt Jr. begins his 
ninth year with the Green Bay 
Packers and eighth in his posi- 
tion of secondary — cornerbacks coach. 

Originally named defensive quality control coach on 
March 7, 2008, by Head Coach Mike McCarthy, the 
38-year-old Whitt was promoted to cornerbacks coach on 
Feb. 3, 2009. 

Whitt came to Green Bay after one year with the Atlanta 
Falcons as assistant defensive backs coach. He coached 
the previous five years in the college ranks, beginning with 
the 2002 season as wide receivers coach at The Citadel, 
followed by a four-year stint as cornerbacks coach and re- 
Ccruiting coordinator at Louisville. 

Since Whitt took over as cornerbacks coach in ’09, the 
Packers have registered a league-high 148 INTs, with 80 of 
them coming from Whitt’s cornerbacks, and a No. 2 ranking 
in opponent passer rating (78.9). Since 2009, the Packers 
also rank No. 3 in opponent completion percentage (58.0) 
and No. 3 in TD/INT ratio (1.18). CBs Tramon Williams (18) 
and Sam Shields (15) combined for 33 interceptions from 
2010-14 under Whitt’s guidance, No. 1 in the league over 
that span among tandems who were teammates for all five 
of those seasons. 

In 2015, Whitt was charged with leading a secondary that 
featured two rookies, CBs Damarious Randall and Quinten 
Rollins, and both impressed in their first campaigns. Each 
returned an interception for a touchdown last season, 
marking the first time the Packers had two rookies/first- 
year players post INT returns for TDs in the same season 
since 1921. Randall’s three interceptions on the season 
ranked tied for second among all NFL rookies, while Rol- 
lins ranked tied for fourth with two INTs. Randall was also 
named the NFL Defensive Rookie of the Month for Novem- 
ber. Shields continued to excel under Whitt, as he recorded 
three interceptions to tie for the team lead despite miss- 
ing four games because of injury. Since 2010, Shields has 
posted 23 interceptions (including playoffs), tied for No. 2 
in the league among active players. 

In 2014, Whitt guided Shields to his first career Pro 
Bowl selection as he finished No. 2 on the team with 13 
passes defensed and No. 3 with two interceptions. Shields 
also posted his fifth career interception in the playoffs to 
move into the No. 1 spot in franchise postseason history. 
Williams paced the club with 16 passes defensed and was 
tied for the team lead with three interceptions on his way to 
being named a Pro Bowl alternate under Whitt’s tutelage. 
CB Casey Hayward was tied for the team lead in total take- 
aways with five (three INTs, two fumble recoveries), includ- 
ing two returns for TDs. He was one of only two players in 
the league to register an INT return for a TD and a fumble 
return for a TD (Texans DE J.J. Watt) in 14. 

In 2013, Whitt helped Shields set career highs for tackles 
(64) and passes defensed (25) and match his career high 
with four INTs. Under Whitt’s direction, Williams posted 
career highs for tackles (91) and sacks (2%) while adding 
three INTs, two forced fumbles, two fumble recoveries and 
14 passes defensed. 

With Hayward limited to just three contests in 13 due to 
a hamstring injury, Whitt’s preparation of rookie CB Micah 
Hyde became crucial for the defense. Hyde led the team’s 
rookies with 54 tackles on the season and posted a sack, 
a forced fumble and four passes defensed. Third-year CB 
Davon House added a career-best 32 tackles, a sack, an in-

In 2012, with veteran Charles Woodson shifting to safety 
in the team’s base defense and Shields and House both 
missing time due to injuries, Whitt was charged with pre- 
paring Hayward to contribute immediately. Hayward led all 
NFL rookies with six interceptions (tied for No. 5 overall), 
becoming the first Packer to lead the league’s rookies in 
the category since Mike McKenzie in 1999. Hayward was 
named to the All-Rookie Team by Pro Football Weekly/ 
PFWA, becoming the first Green Bay CB to be honored 
since the team was first selected in 1974, and finished third 
in voting for the NFL Defensive Rookie of the Year by The 
Associated Press. 

Williams matched his career high with 24 passes de- 
fensed in 2012, his fourth straight campaign with 20-plus 
under Whitt. Shields posted 16 passes defensed in just 10 
games and registered an INT in both of the Packers’ playoff 
contests. Whitt’s group helped the Packers post a league- 
high five games with less than 120 net passing yards al- 
lowed, the most by the team since it registered five in 1988. 

In 2011, the Packers led the league in interceptions (31) 
for the second time in three seasons, and Green Bay was 
the only club to have three CBs each register four-plus INTs 
(Woodson, Williams, Shields). Green Bay posted 85 INTs 
from 2009-11, Whitt’s first three seasons as cornerbacks 
coach. It marked the most by the Packers over a three-year 
period since 1943-45 (95 INTs) and the most by an NFL 
team since Minnesota and San Francisco each posted 86 
INTs from 1986-88. 

Woodson’s seven INTs in 2011 tied him for the league 
lead as he earned his fourth straight Pro Bowl bid, the first 
Green Bay CB to do so since Herb Adderley (1963-67), as 
well as first-team All-Pro recognition from AP. Woodson 
also posted two sacks to become the first CB in franchise 








annals (since 1982) to register two-plus sacks in four con- 
secutive seasons. 

Under Whitt’s tutelage in 2011, Williams recorded four 
INTs, his fourth straight season with four or more picks, 
the only non-drafted player in the NFL to accomplish that 
feat over that span. Shields also posted a career-best four 
INTs in the nickel-back role. 

In 2010, Whitt’s work with Williams culminated in his 
first Pro Bowl bid. Williams led the team in interceptions 
(a career-high six) and passes defensed (23), and added 
three more INTs in the playoffs, which tied the franchise 
Single-postseason record. Whitt also was instrumental in 
the rapid development of the rookie Shields, another un- 
drafted prospect who became the team’s nickel back by the 
Season opener — despite playing the corner position only 
one season in college — and helped the Packers advance 
to the Super Bowl with two interceptions in the NFC title 
game at Chicago. 

Woodson posted career highs in tackles (105) and 
forced fumbles (five) and earned a Pro Bowl bid and 
second-team All-Pro honors in ’10, when the Packers led 
the league in opponent passer rating (67.2) and finished 
second in INTs (24). 

In 2009, Whitt was part of a staff that guided the Packers 
defense to a No. 2 overall ranking in the league, the highest 
ranking since the ’96 team finished as the No. 1 defense. 
Green Bay led the league with 40 takeaways and 30 inter- 
ceptions, the first time the Packers led the league in INTs 
since 1965 (tied with Washington that season with 27). 

Also in 09, Woodson posted a career-high nine INTs as 
part of perhaps his finest all-around season on his way to 
earning NFL Defensive Player of the Year honors from AP 
as well as All-Pro honors from virtually every publication. 
Then 33, Woodson became the oldest defensive back to win 
the player of the year award and just the fifth cornerback to 
earn the honor since the award’s inception in 1971. 

In Whitt’s first season with the Packers in ‘08, his duties 
included breaking down opponent game film and analyz- 
ing their offensive tendencies while also assisting with the 
defensive backs and special teams. 


PACKERS QUARTERBACKS, 1948-2015 


In 2007 with Atlanta, Whitt worked alongside veteran 
coach and former Packers defensive coordinator Emmitt 
Thomas in tutoring the Falcons’ defensive backs. 

During his time in Louisville, Whitt’s recruiting efforts 
helped bring the program into national prominence as the 
Cardinals went 41-9 over that four-year stretch. After join- 
ing the staff in 2003, Whitt worked diligently to improve 
the Cardinals’ recruiting efforts, and the program landed its 
first top-25 recruiting class in 2005. 

On the field, he coached All-Big East first-team selec- 
tion William Gay, who led the team with six interceptions 
and was a fifth-round draft pick of the Pittsburgh Steelers 
in 2007. Whitt also had a hand in helping safeties Kerry 
Rhodes (Jets/Cardinals) and Antoine Harris (Falcons) make 
it to the NFL. 

Whitt broke into the collegiate coaching ranks in 2002 
as wide receivers coach at The Citadel. In his only season 
there, the Bulldogs saw their passing output increase by 
81.3 yards per game over 2001, averaging 219.8 yards 
in 2002. Under Whitt’s guidance, all of the team’s receiv- 
ers produced career highs in 2002, most notably Scooter 
Johnson, who improved on his six catches for 104 yards 
as a junior to bring in 69 passes for 950 yards and seven 
touchdowns to earn first-team All-Southern Conference 
honors as a senior. 

A native of Auburn, Ala., and a walk-on as a player at Au- 
burn University, Whitt eventually earned a scholarship and 
played for a coaching staff that included his father, Joe Sr., 
a longtime assistant at the school. 

Whitt worked his way into Auburn’s rotation at wide re- 
ceiver and contributed on special teams, battling several 
injuries along the way. After four shoulder surgeries and 
reconstructive knee surgery, he was granted a medical 
hardship waiver and became a student assistant at Auburn 
for two seasons, coaching alongside his dad. 

Born July 19, 1978, Whitt graduated from Auburn in 2001 
with a degree in communications. He and his wife, Ericka, 
have three children — a son, Joseph Barrington, and two 
daughters, Ava Jeneé and Zoé Jade.

Now entering his 21st season 
in the NFL, John Wojciechowski 
begins his fifth season with the 
Packers’ player personnel de- 
partment in 2016. He joined the 
team on May 23, 2012, as a college scout. 

Prior to coming to Green Bay, Wojciechowski spent the 
previous nine seasons (2003-11) as the Northeast area 
scout for the Dallas Cowboys. 

He came to Dallas after working for the Jacksonville Jag- 
uars for five seasons (1998-2002). During his first three 
seasons with Jacksonville, Wojciechowski worked as the 
team’s Southeast regional scout for the BLESTO scouting 
organization. He was promoted to Midwest scout by the 
Jaguars in 2001. 

Wojciechowski’s first venture into the NFL player person- 
nel field came with the Pittsburgh Steelers, where he served 
as a player personnel assistant for two seasons (1996-97). 
With the Steelers, he evaluated both college and pro players 
and did quality-control work for the special teams units. 

Wojciechowski (pronounced woh-jih-cow-skee) was a 
four-year starter at Duquesne at defensive end (1992-95) 
and a three-year tri-captain.

A veteran in his area of exper- 
tise, Gordon “Red” Batty is in his 
23rd season as equipment man- 
ager of the Green Bay Packers. 

Batty is responsible for prop- 
erly outfitting players with the safest and most advanced 
equipment, as well as ordering and maintaining all of the 
team’s equipment and sideline apparel. Immediately prior 
to joining the Packers, he had spent 13 seasons (1981-93) 
in the same position with the then-Houston Oilers. 

A 57-year-old native of Montreal, Batty remarkably is in 
his 44th season in the equipment field. He began his career 
in 1973 at age 14 as a ball boy for the Montreal Alouettes 
of the Canadian Football League. Six years later, he was 
elevated to the position of equipment manager for the Alou- 
ettes. During Batty’s tenure in Montreal, the Alouettes won 
two Grey Cups (1974 and ’77). 

Batty subsequently joined the Oilers in June 1981, in the 
process becoming the NFL’s youngest equipment manager 
at age 22. He also purports to be the first native-born Ca- 
nadian to garner both a Grey Cup and Super Bowl ring, and 
he now has two of each, the latter distinction earned when 
the Packers captured Super Bowls XXXI and XLV with Batty 
in charge of the team’s equipment. He also worked his fifth 
Pro Bowl following the 2015 season. 
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Mock had earlier attended Gilbert (Ariz.) High School 
while growing up in the Phoenix area. He graduated from 
Duluth (Ga.) High School, where he lettered three times 
for the basketball team. During his sophomore basketball 
season, Mock was a teammate of 1980 Heisman Trophy 
winner George Rogers, who later would go on to star in 
football at the University of South Carolina and play seven 
seasons in the NFL. Mock also was elected team captain in 
basketball for his senior season, leading the school to the 
State quarterfinals. 

Mock is a member of the National Football Foundation 
and the Wisconsin Football Coaches Association (WFCA), 
acting as the Packers’ liaison to the latter organization. He 
was honored by the WFCA in 2008, when he was awarded 
the Dave McClain Distinguished Service Award for his 
outstanding service to football in Wisconsin and again in 
2011 as an inductee into the WFCA Hall of Fame. On Friday 
nights, he serves as the video cameraman for the De Pere 
High School football team. 

Mock is a fan of local sports teams, including the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin-Green Bay women’s and men’s bas- 
ketball teams, and the Milwaukee Brewers. He also follows 
the Atlanta Braves. 

Mock has two daughters, Elizabeth, 26, and Sarah, 23, 
and resides in De Pere, Wis. 


Upon being named to the Packers’ staff on Jan. 24, 1994, 
Batty became only the fifth person in club history to hold 
the title of equipment manager. Batty (pronounced BATT- 
ee) was born Nov. 18, 1958, in Montreal and has two chil- 
dren, a daughter, Chelsei, 25, and a son, Cameron, 20. 

Since 1994, Batty has served as the equipment coordina- 
tor for what is now known as the NFL Players Rookie Pre- 
miere preseason event. Batty is given the duty of communi- 
cating with each rookie invitee’s team equipment manager 
to secure equipment and jerseys utilized for trading-card 
photo shoots. 

A devout hockey fan, Batty has also worked several NHL 
Winter Classic and Stadium Series outdoor games, and the 
Wayne Gretzky Fantasy Camp each year since 2011.

MODERN INSTANT REPLAY “CHALLENGE” SYSTEM, BY THE NUMBERS 


After being first introduced in 1999 as a referee replay review to aid officiating, the instant-replay system was extended on a one-year 
basis in 2000 before being approved for the next three years through 2003. It was later extended on a five-year basis in March 2004, and then finally 


installed permanently in March 2007. 


Plays can either be reviewed by an on-site NFL replay official or on behalf of a coach’s challenge. The following is a look at the results of

Chicago (Nov. 9): Returned to action 
and registered six tackles (four solo), a sack and a pass defensed. 
Came off the left side on a fourth-and-10 late in the first half and 
brought QB Jay Cutler down for an 8-yard loss, eluding a block at- 
tempt by RB Matt Forte to get to Cutler. Marked his first sack since 
Oct. 28, 2012, vs. Jacksonville...Vs. Atlanta (Dec. 8): Played 
66 of 67 snaps and led the secondary with eight tackles (seven 
Solo) and an interception. On the INT, stayed with WR Devin Hes- 
ter as he first went to the flat before heading down the sideline to 
make a leaping interception of QB Matt Ryan’s pass intended for 
Hester. Took the return across the field for a 32-yard pickup to the 
Atlanta 15, setting up a 1-yard TD pass from QB Aaron Rodgers 
to RB Eddie Lacy four plays later. Added a QB pressure and a 
tackle on special teams...At Tampa Bay (Dec. 21): Played all 
49 snaps and led the team with 10 tackles (eight solo), adding a 
half-sack, a QB hit, a pressure and a pass defensed. Came off the 
left side and made an inside move to beat T Oniel Cousins on his

way to a shared 10-yard sack of QB Josh McCown with DT Mike 
Daniels in the first quarter. Part of a defense that allowed just 106 
total yards, the fewest given up by Green Bay since Dec. 21, 2006 
(104 yards vs. Minnesota). Helped the defense allow just 16 yards 
rushing, the third fewest given up in a game by the Packers since 
the 1970 AFL-NFL merger...Vs. Detroit (Dec. 28): Played all 
69 snaps and led the secondary with five tackles (all solo) and 
a season-high two passes defensed. Recovered a QB Matthew 
Stafford fumble on an attempted handoff to RB Joique Bell at the 
Detroit 42 early in the fourth quarter. The turnover led to seven 
points with Rodgers’ 1-yard TD run putting Green Bay up 28-14. 
Added two tackles on special teams...At Seattle (NFC Cham- 
pionship, Jan. 18): One of two defenders to play all 70 snaps, 
he led the team with two sacks. Also tied for the team lead with 
nine tackles (seven solo) and added an INT and a QB hit. Became 
the first defensive back in franchise history to register two sacks 
in a postseason game. Came up the middle to bring down QB 
Russell Wilson for a 1-yard loss as he scrambled late in the first 
half. Came around the right side of the line untouched to bring 
Wilson down for a 5-yard sack midway through the fourth quarter. 
On the next series, intercepted Wilson’s pass over the middle that 
went off the hands of WR Jermaine Kearse at the Green Bay 39, 
and returned it 4 yards. 


2013: Suffered a hamstring injury late in training camp that 
Sidelined him for the first three games of the regular season, 
Snapping a streak of 35 consecutive starts (including playoffs)... 
Returned in Week 5 and went on to start the final 13 games of the 
regular season, in addition to the team’s playoff game...Finished 
with 106 tackles (77 solo), nine passes defensed and a career- 
high and team-best three fumble recoveries, including one he re- 
turned for his first career TD...Was also voted a playoff captain by 
his teammates for the first time in his career, joining Hawk as the 
two representatives for the defense... At San Francisco (Sept. 
8): Aggravated a hamstring injury during the practice week and 
was rendered inactive for the season opener...Vs. Detroit (Oct. 
6): Returned to the practice field following the team’s bye week 
and was a full participant in the preparation. Started the game 
at SS and appeared on all 67 defensive plays, posting six tackles 
(four solo) and two passes defensed...At Baltimore (Oct. 13): 
Appeared on all 66 defensive plays, finishing with 11 tackles (nine 
solo). Was an active part of a critical goal-line stand that resulted 
in a turnover on downs in the second quarter, assisting on tackles 
on three of the four plays that thwarted the Ravens, despite their 
Starting with a first-and-goal from the Packers’ 4-yard line... At 
N.Y. Giants (Nov. 17): Registered a season-high 13 tackles 
(eight solo)... At Detroit (Nov. 28): Posted 11 tackles and a 
career-high two fumble recoveries, the second of which he re- 
turned for his first-ever TD. Was involved in his first turnover play 
of the season when he scooped up a fumble forced by LB Clay 
Matthews on a carry by RB Reggie Bush at the Green Bay 2-yard 
line on Detroit’s opening drive. Later scored his first career TD in 
the second quarter when he picked up another fumble, this time 
courtesy of a strip sack of Stafford by LB Nick Perry at the Detroit 
1-yard line, and crossed the goal line for the score...At Chicago 
(Dec. 29): Tallied three tackles (one solo), and recovered his 
career-high third fumble of the season late in the second quarter. 
On the recovery, picked up a ball that had been stripped from Jef- 
fery by CB Tramon Williams. 


2012: Solidified himself as a leader on the back end, starting ev- 
ery game for the second consecutive season and finishing second 
on defense with a career-high 137 tackles (97 solo)...Also posted 
a career-best two sacks, 13 passes defensed, two interceptions, 
two forced fumbles and a fumble recovery...Became the leader 
of the young safety group after the veteran Woodson sustained a 
broken collarbone in Week 7 at St. Louis and missed the remainder 
of the regular season...Moved over to start the final nine games at 
SS, pairing with a combination of second-year man M.D. Jennings 
and rookie Jerron McMillian, and helping to serve as the last line 
for a pass defense that ranked No. 4 in the NFL in opponent QB 
rating (76.8)...According to league participation information, he 
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appeared on all 1,088 of the Packers’ defensive snaps, one of only 
two defenders (Laurinaitis) and four non-offensive linemen in the 
NFL to achieve 100 percent participation in 2012...Vs. New Or- 
leans (Sept. 30): Finished as the team’s leading tackler with a 
season-high 13 stops (six solo) and a pass defensed. Made a key 
tackle for loss on a short pass from QB Drew Brees to RB Mark 
Ingram on a first-down play from the Green Bay 1-yard line in the 
third quarter. The subsequent two plays were incomplete passes 
and New Orleans was forced to attempt a FG on fourth down...Vs. 
Jacksonville (Oct. 28): Started at SS instead of his customary 
FS position due to Woodson’s injury, responding with a strong, 
well-rounded performance. Finished with 11 tackles (nine solo), 
a sack, both a forced and recovered fumble, and three passes 
defensed during the game. Tallied the second sack of his career 
when he came free on a blitz early in the third quarter and dropped 
QB Blaine Gabbert for a 16-yard loss, also managing to jar the ball 
loose from Gabbert’s grasp on their way to the ground. Earlier in 
the game, recovered a fumble when he pounced on a loose ball 
that LB Brad Jones punched free from RB Rashad Jennings...At 
Detroit (Nov. 18): Posted a secondary-high nine tackles (eight 
solo) and his career-high second sack of the season, throwing 
Stafford for a 9-yard loss in the first quarter...Vs. Minnesota 
(Dec. 2): Had one of his most impactful games as a pro, making 
two game-changing INTs inside the Green Bay 20-yard line in the 
third quarter with the Vikings threatening to score. According to 
the Elias Sports Bureau, he became the first Packer to record two 
INTs in the same game on plays that both started at the Green Bay 
25-yard line or in since CB Doug Evans did so vs. Minnesota on 
Oct. 22, 1995. The first turnover came early in the second half 
when he intercepted a throw from QB Christian Ponder intended 
for WR Michael Jenkins in the end zone. Came back to haunt the 
Vikings again on the final play of the third quarter when he was 
matched against TE Kyle Rudolph, who he undercut on a deep 
crossing route toward the sideline, diving to pick off Ponder’s 
pass at the Green Bay 13. The pair of INTs marked the second 
multi-INT game of his career (also at Chicago, Sept. 25, 2011). 
Finished the game with a secondary-leading nine tackles (eight 
solo) and three passes defensed...At Chicago (Dec. 16): Part 
of a pass defense that limited Chicago to just 107 net passing 
yards and held them without a third-down conversion during the 
game. Finished with eight tackles (all solo), a forced fumble and 
a pass defensed. Fumble came late in the second quarter after he 
punched the ball loose from WR Brandon Marshall near the line 
of scrimmage, but it was recovered by Bears T Jonathan Scott. 


2011: Hit the ground running in training camp, quickly re- 
claiming his starting position at SS opposite the veteran Collins 
in the defensive backfield...Wound up starting all 16 games of 
the regular season, joining Raji as the only two defensive play- 
ers to do so...Opened the first two games at SS, but played out 
the remaining 14 at FS following a season-ending neck injury to 
Collins in Week 2...Suffered an injury of his own when he sus- 
tained a fracture in his right hand during practice leading up to 
the team’s Week 6 game vs. St. Louis...Played the ensuing six 
contests with a cast covering his hand...Led the secondary and 
finished second on the team with 107 tackles (83 solo) and posted 
14 passes defensed, three INTs, two forced fumbles, two fumble 
recoveries and a sack...Joined Woodson as the only two players 
on the team to record a sack, an interception, a forced fumble 
and a fumble recovery during the season...Vs. New Orleans 
(Sept. 8): Started his first regular-season game since Week 4 of 
2010 and picked up where he left off, posting a career-high and 
team-leading 14 tackles (nine solo) from the SS position. Most 
critical tackle came on the game’s final play, when he came over 
the top of the first wave of defenders at the goal line and teamed 
with Matthews to stop Ingram from advancing as time expired, 
preserving the 42-34 win...At Carolina (Sept. 18): Showed 
his dynamic array of skills throughout the game, finishing with 
three tackles (all solo), a sack, a forced fumble and an INT. Forced 
fumble came when he punched the ball out from WR Steve Smith 
following a 25-yard gain in the third quarter and it was recovered 
by Woodson. On the following possession, made his third career 


INT on an overthrown ball by former Atlanta high school foe, QB 
Cam Newton. First career sack came later when his coverage re- 
sponsibility, TE Greg Olsen, stayed in to block and he chased a 
rolling Newton to the right sideline, dropping him for a 3-yard 
loss. Became the first Packers defender since Woodson (Nov. 26, 
2009, at Detroit) to record a sack, INT and forced fumble in the 
same game...At Chicago (Sept. 25): Led the secondary and 
placed second on the defense with six tackles (all solo) and two 
passes defensed, posting the first two-INT game of his young 
career. Flashed his impressive range on the first INT in the first 
quarter when he came from the hashes to haul in a deep QB Jay 
Cutler pass intended for WR Roy Williams along the Chicago side- 
line. The second INT came early in the fourth quarter when Cutler 
Sailed a throw to Williams and he reached back to make the INT. 
With the two INTs, became the first Packer since Cecil in 1988 to 
record four INTs in his first seven NFL games. Also teamed with 
Woodson to become the first Packers teammates to register two- 
INT games in back-to-back weeks since Cecil and CB Ron Pitts did 
So in Weeks 5-6 in 1988...Vs. St. Louis (Oct. 16): Suffered a 
fracture in his right hand at practice during the week and played 
the game with a club cast. Still managed to place third on the 
defense with 10 tackles (five solo) and posted his second forced 
fumble of the season. Lowered his shoulder into the back of RB 
Steven Jackson on a fourth-quarter carry, jarring the ball loose on 
impact, though it was recovered by St. Louis...Vs. Detroit (Jan. 
1): Made six tackles (five solo) and added two passes defensed 
and a fumble recovery. Was involved in his fifth turnover play of 
the season when he picked up a fumble caused by LB Desmond 
Bishop in the first quarter and returned it 15 yards. The Green Bay 
offense would score a TD seven plays later...Vs. N.Y. Giants 
(NFC Divisional, Jan. 15): Made his playoff debut, finishing 
with five tackles (four solo), two passes defensed and an INT. The 
INT came in the second quarter after he’d dropped into a zone 
coverage and dove forward to catch an overthrown pass from QB 
Eli Manning intended for WR Hakeem Nicks, returning it 12 yards 
on what was the Giants’ lone turnover of the game. 


2010: Opened the first four games of the season at SS before 
sustaining a season-ending injury to his left knee in Week 4 vs.

Part of a secondary that limited 
WRs Jeremy Maclin and DeSean Jackson to a combined eight 
catches for 68 yards. Along with Shields, who started at nickel 
CB, became the first Green Bay rookie defensive-back tandem to 
Start the season opener since the AFL-NFL merger in 1970. They 
were the first rookie duo to both start a regular-season game in 
the secondary since Collins and CB Mike Hawkins did so at Bal- 
timore (Dec. 19, 2005)...Vs. Buffalo (Sept. 19): Posted his 
first career interception in the 34-7 win over his former college 
coach, Bills head coach Chan Gailey. On the Bills’ opening drive 
of the fourth quarter, attacked the line of scrimmage before the 
Snap and met WR Roscoe Parrish immediately as a Trent Edwards 
pass arrived, wrestling the ball away for his first career INT at the 
Green Bay 43. The turnover led to a five-play, 52-yard TD drive 
that put the Packers ahead, 34-7. Added four tackles (three solo) 
and a pass defensed, including a stop of Lynch for no gain up the 
middle on the play before his INT...Vs. Detroit (Oct. 3): Posted 
three tackles (two solo) in 23 snaps, but suffered a torn ACL in 
his left knee, ending his debut season...2010 Draft: Selected by 
the Packers in the third round with the No. 71 overall pick. Green 
Bay traded up 15 spots, from No. 86, to get him by surrendering 
that selection plus a fourth-round pick (No. 122 overall) to the 
Philadelphia Eagles, the third straight year Thompson moved up 
in the draft to select a defensive player.

Joined Nelson as they became the first Green Bay players to both 
register 100 receiving yards and two TD catches in the same game 
since Carroll Dale and Boyd Dowler hit those marks vs. the St. 
Louis Cardinals on Dec. 21, 1969...Vs. Carolina (Oct. 19): 
Led the team in both catches (six) and receiving yards (121). The 
121 yards receiving was the second-best total of his career to that 
point, trailing only his 128-yard output vs. Washington (Sept.

On third-and-10 at the Green Bay 30, adjusted his 
route and headed upfield as Rodgers scrambled, getting behind 
CB Keenan Lewis near the sideline and making the catch at the 
New Orleans 35. Outran Lewis and S Rafael Bush the rest of the 
way for his career-high ninth TD of the season, surpassing his 
previous season high (eight in 2012) in just the eighth game of the 
season. It marked his fifth consecutive game with a TD catch, the 
first Packer to do so since WR Greg Jennings in 2007. Finished 
the first quarter with 101 yards receiving on three receptions, the 
best receiving-yardage total by a Packer in a first quarter since 
Driver registered 111 yards on three grabs (37.0 avg.) at Chicago 
on Oct. 7, 2002...Vs.

Wide receiver Randall Cobb burst onto the scene in 2011 when he earned NFC Pro Bowl alternate status as a kick returner and was 
named to the prestigious Pro Football Weekly/PFWA All-Rookie team. He ranked No. 2 in the NFL in kickoff return average (27.7) and 
became the first Packers rookie to return both a kickoff and a punt for a TD in the same season. A versatile threat with untapped potential 
on offense, the question quickly became, what would he do for an encore? 

Cobb answered that question emphatically in 2012, being voted the first alternate for the Pro Bowl as a return man and proving 
himself to be one of the most dynamic weapons in the league. He paired his prowess as a returner with an expanded role on offense that 
saw him post a team-high 80 catches, en route to becoming the first player in NFL history to have more than 900-plus receiving yards 


(954) and 900-plus kickoff return yards (964) in the same season. 


Combining those two totals with his 292 yards on punt returns and an additional 132 yards on carries out of the backfield, he set 
the single-season franchise record for all-purpose yardage in Week 16 vs. Tennessee.

Posted then-career highs in both receptions (10) and receiving 
yards (129), eclipsing his previous highs of nine catches (three 
times) and 128 yards (vs. Washington, 9/15/13). Nine of his 10 
catches went for first downs, the most by a Packer since WR Ja- 
von Walker registered the same number vs. Jacksonville on Dec. 
19, 2004...At Tampa Bay (Dec. 21): Posted a career-high 11 
catches for a career-best 131 yards (11.9 avg.), becoming the 
first Packer to register 11-plus catches in a game since Jones had 
11 vs. Washington on Sept. 15, 2013...Vs. Dallas (NFC Divi- 
sional, Jan. 11): Recorded postseason career highs with eight 
receptions for 116 yards (14.5 avg.). His eight receptions were 
tied for the fourth most in a playoff game in team history (three 
players with nine catches). Six of his catches went for first downs, 
including a game-clinching 12-yard grab on third-and-11 with just 
under two minutes remaining. On the play, freed himself from CB

Through Week 6, led the team in receptions with 29 and ranked 
No. 2 in receiving yards with 378...Also returned three punts on 
the season for 23 yards (7.7 avg.) and one kickoff for 10 yards... 
Was placed on injured reserve/designated for return on Oct. 15 
and was activated on Dec. 28...At San Francisco (Sept. 8): 
Tied for the team lead with seven receptions for 108 yards (15.4 
avg.) and a TD...Vs. Washington (Sept. 15): Posted back-to- 
back 100-yard receiving games for the second time in his career 
with a season-best 128 receiving yards on a season-high nine 
catches (14.2 avg.).

Suffering a knee injury before halftime that forced him from the 
game. Caught a 15-yard pass from Rodgers down to the Ravens’ 
11-yard line with less than a minute remaining in the first half, 
but took a low hit on his knee from S$ Matt Elam. The injury would 
sideline him for the next 10 games...At Chicago (Dec. 29): 
Was activated to the 53-man roster the day before the game and 
made a memorable return to the lineup. Caught a game-winning 
48-yard TD pass from Rodgers on a fourth-down play with 38 
seconds remaining to clinch a third consecutive NFC North title for 
the Packers. With Green Bay trailing, 28-27, and facing a fourth- 
and-8, adjusted his route in response to the coverage of S Chris 
Conte, who was playing him to stop near the first-down marker.

Became the first Packer to 
post both in a game since Wuert Engelmann on Oct. 25, 1931, 
vs. Providence...Vs. Denver (Oct. 2): Finished with two re- 
ceptions for a season-high 75 yards (37.5 avg.), highlighted by 
a season-long 61-yard grab late in the third quarter.

The Packers drove 40 yards in 11 plays following the onside to set 
up his 31-yard FG...Vs. N.Y. Giants (Dec. 26): Was good on 
all six extra points and his lone FG attempt to eclipse the 500-point 
mark for his career. By doing so in his 63rd game, became the 
second fastest in team history to 500 points behind only Hornung 
(60 games).

FG attempts (75.0 percent) and 48 of 49 PATs (98.0 percent)... 
Ranked fourth among NFL kickers in scoring and tied for sixth 
in Fas made...Posted 12 touchbacks on kickoffs and two tackles 
on special teams...Vs. Cincinnati (Sept. 20): Connected on a 
45-yard FG late in the fourth quarter, with an onside kick on the en- 
Suing play recovered by CB Tramon Williams, the first successful 
onside attempt by the Packers since Dec. 3, 2006...Vs. Detroit 
(Oct. 18): Connected on a season-high four FGs, making kicks of 
46, 28, 31 and 26 yards, and posted a season-high 14 points... 
At Arizona (NFC Wild Card, Jan. 10): Perfectly executed an 
onside kick midway through the third quarter, the first by a Pack- 
ers kicker in the postseason since Josh Bidwell (at St. Louis, Jan. 
20, 2002). With the Packers trailing 31-17, his one-bounce kickoff 
was recovered in the air by CB Brandon Underwood at Green Bay’s 
43; the offense utilized the field position by scoring a TD in eight 
plays to narrow the Cardinals’ lead to 31-24. Matched his own 
team playoff record with six PATs (vs. Seattle, Jan. 12, 2008) and 
made 1 of 2 FGs, connecting on 20-yarder as time expired in the 
first half but missing a 54-yard kick wide right early in the second 
quarter. Added a special teams tackle. 


2008: Playing in every game, he tied for sixth in the NFC and 
tied for seventh in the NFL among kickers with 127 points... Tied 
for third in the NFC and tied for sixth in the NFL with 17 touch- 
backs, the most by a Packers kicker since 1972 (Marcol, 28) and 
the most since kickoffs were moved back to the 30-yard line in 
1994...Connected on 27 of 34 FG attempts (79.4 percent) and all 
46 PATs...Registered four special teams tackles... Vs. Chicago 
(Nov. 16): Matched then-career-long kick with a 53-yard FG right 
before halftime to put the Packers up, 17-3, and added FGs from 
33 and 45 in the fourth quarter, giving him his first game of the 
season and fourth career game with two 45-plus-yard FGs. 


2007: Played in all 16 games, plus both playoff contests,

According to the Elias Sports Bureau, he became 
the first player in league history to kick a game-winning FG in 
the final minute as well as a 50-yard FG in his first NFL game... 
At Kansas City (Nov. 4): Made 4 of 5 FG attempts (48, 36, 
32, 45), plus all three PATs, for a season-high 15 points. His 45- 
yard conversion gave Green Bay a 26-22 fourth-quarter lead in 
the eventual 33-22 win...At St. Louis (Dec. 16): Made all four 
FG attempts (44, 50, 25 and 46 yards) and all three PATs, plus 
two touchbacks, earning him Diet Pepsi NFL Rookie of the Week 
honors as he matched his season high with 15 points...Vs.

In the fourth quarter, kicked a 35-yard FG, his last points of the 
season that allowed him to take the league scoring title from New 
England WR Randy Moss...2007 Draft: The third of Green Bay’s 
three consecutive sixth-round picks (193rd overall), the third K 
selected.

LAMBEAU’S TWIN FLAGS 


The twin American flags above Lambeau Field enter their 13th season in 2016. The 
impressively sized flags, 15 feet by 25 feet, were raised May 28, 2004, on Memorial Day 
weekend that year. 

Located on top of the stadium's indoor club seats on the north end of the facility, the 
flags are the culmination of the desire to improve Lambeau Field's honoring of America, an 
effort first discussed in fall 2003, at the end of the stadium's 32-month renovation. 

“Once the Lambeau Field redevelopment project was complete and we had our first 
games in the stadium, we realized the old flag and flagpole appeared a bit small compared 
to the larger size of the new facility,’ said Packers then-CEO Bob Harlan. 

“We needed something more prominent to appropriately honor our country and 
decided to upgrade that component of the stadium. We also heard from a few fans that 
they had trouble locating the flag during the anthem, so this will definitely help in that 
area, too. 

“The new, larger flags are a great way to honor America and the timing worked out for it to be done for Memorial Day weekend.’ 

The flags are positioned atop 72-foot-high flagpoles which are stationed on top of the northeast and northwest corners of the 
stadium, above the club seats. All told, the flags are flying at 180 feet above ground. 

Once the plans were set, the team worked with Kocken and Associates, of De Pere, Wis., on the design and engineering of the project. 
A major challenge of the design was ensuring both the structure and the flagpoles themselves could withstand the extreme wind load 
from the two large flags at that height. 

Physical preparation for the new flagpoles began months prior with structural work, including reinforcing the area above the ceiling 
and on the roof with additional steel and concrete to support the extra load. 

The two flags fly 24 hours a day, seven days a week, and are illuminated by spotlights at night.

LAMBEAU FIELD AND ATRIUM RENOVATIONS 


In 2003, the Packers unveiled a completed renovation of Lambeau Field that included additional seating in the stadium bowl, new club 
seats and luxury boxes, and the construction of the Atrium and its encompassing businesses on the stadium’s northeast side. The resulting 
revenue streams have helped the franchise remain competitive in the ever-evolving landscape of the NFL, despite competing in the league's 
smallest market and without traditional ownership. The renovation also helped to enhance the fan experience at the stadium, both on game- 
days and with year-round attractions like stadium tours and the Packers Hall of Fame. 

It was in that very vein that the organization announced another, albeit less extensive, renovation project on Aug. 25, 2011, highlighted 
by the addition of approximately 7,000 seats in the stadium's south end. The renovation also features the addition of two new entry gates, the 
Bellin Health and Shopko gates, two rooftop viewing terraces - The North Loft and South Loft - for premium ticket holders on gamedays, two 
new high-definition Mitsubishi Diamond Vision video boards and a new sound system. The $146 million project was funded by the 2011 stock 
sale ($64 million), a loan from the NFL G4 program ($61 million) and a contribution from the Stadium District. 

In 2013, the Packers announced the second phase of the Lambeau Field renovation that began in 2011, which focused on the Atrium. 
Highlights of the project, which was completed for the 2015 season, include a larger Oneida Nation Gate and new football facilities (completed 
in 2013), the American Family Insurance Gate on the stadium's east side and accompanying 50-foot replica Lombardi Trophy in the gate’s lobby, 
a redeveloped Harlan Plaza and Packers Pro Shop (2014), and a new Packers Hall of Fame and restaurant, 1919 Kitchen & Tap (2015). The play- 
ers’ parking lot moved to the south side of the Oneida Nation Gate, with access via a tunnel under the enlarged gate. This enhancement further 
opens up access to the east side of the Atrium, with parking adjacent to the American Family Insurance Gate. The project cost $166 million, 
with funding coming from the Packers through private financing ($111 million) and an NFL G4 program ($55 million) loan. 

Following the Atrium renovations, work began to enhance Lambeau Field's suite interiors and Club Seat common areas. Work in the suites 
includes the installation of operable window systems to allow fans to open and close windows, as well as updates to the décor and appliances. 
The Club Seat common areas will see additional TVs and video walls installed during the project, as well updated furniture and décor, including 
corridor graphics. The $55 million project will be fully complete for the 2017 season, with work done primarily during the offseason.

BLACKOUT POLICY (Suspended during the 2016 season) 
To ensure an NFL club’s ability to sell all of its game tickets, and to make televised games more attractive to viewers through 
the presence of sellout crowds, the following policy is observed by the NFL: 


For ahome game to be aired locally in the franchised market and in any secondary blackout market(s), the game must be 
sold out 72 hours in advance of kickoff. If the game is not a sellout by the 72-hour cutoff, both the home franchised market 
and the secondary markets of the carrying network will air an alternate game. 


NUMBER OF GAMES IN A MARKET 


With regard to the number of NFL games seen in a particular market on a Sunday afternoon, there are three situations. 

@ An NFL franchised market (i.e., New York, Chicago, Dallas, etc.) - On a week when the NFL team (or teams) in a market is on the 
ROAD Sunday, Monday or Thursday night, or Saturday afternoon, the market will receive three Sunday afternoon games: Two telecasts 
by the network with the doubleheader week and one game by the network with the single-game week. When an NFL team in the 
market is playing at HOME on Sunday afternoon, the market will receive two games: one game on FOX and one game on CBS, regardless 
of which network has the doubleheader week. That is, unless 1) the home team’s assigned telecaster that day (CBS or FOX) also is on the 
doubleheader network and 2) the game is sold out 72 hours in advance. In that case, the three games would be the home team’s and 


two other games in the remaining early or late window. 


All other television markets (including secondary blackout markets) — Network affiliates in these markets will receive three games 
on Sunday afternoon, two on the doubleheader network (one early and one late) and one game on the single-game network (either 


early or late). 


SELECTION OF GAMES TO BE TELECAST REGIONALLY 
By network contract, all team road games must be telecast back to that team’s home territory (franchised market and secondary blackout 


markets). Other than this requirement, the televising network is the sole selector of which game(s) will be aired in all markets.

During training camp, Autry met director Robert 
Altman, who would give him a small part in the 1978 film Remember My Name. Autry’s legal name was Carlos Brown (including his 
1975-76 Packers tenure) until 1981, when he changed it while filming Southern Comfort, after meeting his biological father. Autry

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San Diego posting minus-7 return yards on his four punts, he 
recorded a higher net average than gross average (40.5) for the 
first time in his career. It was also the first time a Green Bay punter 
had accomplished that feat since B.J. Sander on Sept. 18, 2005, 
vs. Cleveland...At Denver (Nov. 1): Posted a 46.2-yard gross 
average and a 43.8-yard net average on his five punts. The net 
average was his top mark (min. four punts) since Week 7 in 2014 
vs. Carolina (44.0 yards on five punts)...Vs. Detroit (Nov. 15): 
Punted a career-high nine times on the day, recording a 41.3-yard 
gross average and a 37.0-yard net average, and placed a season- 
high three punts inside the 20...Vs. Chicago (Nov. 26): Placed 
two punts inside the 20, his career-high fourth straight game with 
two or more punts inside the 20...At Detroit (Dec. 3): Posted 
a 44.3-yard net average on six punts (47.7-yard gross). Recorded 
a season-long 62-yard punt, his franchise-record sixth straight 
season with at least one 60-yard punt...Vs. Dallas (Dec. 13): 
Registered a 44.7-yard net average on six punts, the first time 
in his career that he had posted back-to-back games with a net 
average of 44.0-plus yards. Became the first Green Bay punter in 
team history (since 1976) to post a net average of 44.0-plus yards 
in two straight games in the same season...At Oakland (Dec. 
20): Extended his franchise-record single-season streak to three 
Straight games with a net average of 44.0-plus yards (career-high 
48.5-yard average on four punts). The 48.5-yard net average was 
the second highest in team history (since 1976), trailing only 
Jon Ryan’s mark of 49.0 yards vs. Detroit on Dec. 30, 2007...At 
Washington (NFC Wild Card, Jan. 10): Punted four times 
for a 45.3-yard gross average and a 44.0-yard net. The net aver- 
age was the second-best mark in team playoff history (min. four 
punts, since 1976), trailing only his 47.0-yard net on four punts at 
San Francisco on Jan. 12, 2013, as was the gross average behind 
his 47.0-yard gross in the 49ers game. 


2014: Registered a 44.0-yard gross average and a net average 
of 37.0 yards on 49 punts...Placed 14 punts inside the 20 with 
just four touchbacks, matching the fewest touchbacks of his ca- 
reer (2011)...His 49 punts on the season were the fewest by any 
punter in the league who appeared in 10 or more games...Also 
served as the holder in every game...Punted seven times in the 
postseason for a gross average of 38.9 yards and a net average 
of 34.9 yards...Vs. N.Y. Jets (Sept. 14): Posted a career-best 
(min. four punts) net punting average to that point of 46.5 yards 
on four punts, topping his previous high of 46.2 at Kansas City 
on Dec. 18, 2011. The 46.5-yard average is also the fourth-best 
mark in team history (since 1976). Registered a 49.3-yard gross 
average on the afternoon with a long of 56 yards...At Chicago 
(Sept. 28): Did not have any punts on the afternoon, the second 
Straight season he had a game with zero punts (at Minnesota, Oct. 
27, 2013)...Vs. Minnesota (Oct. 2): Tied a franchise record 
(since 1976) with five punts placed inside the 20, matching his 
mark set at the N.Y. Jets (Oct. 31, 2010) and David Beverly’s set 
vs. Chicago (Oct. 28, 1978). With the five punts inside the 20, 
brought his career total to 108 as he surpassed Hentrich (104) for 
the franchise record. Posted three 58-yard punts, with all of them 
coming in the first half. Finished with a 45.8-yard net average on 
the night on his six punts, the best mark of his career in games 
with six-plus punts...Vs. Carolina (Oct. 19): Registered a 
season-high gross average of 55.2 yards on five punts and a 44.0- 
yard net average, his third game on the season with a net average 
of 44.0 yards or better...At New Orleans (Oct. 26): For the 
second time in five games, did not have any punts, the first time 
in the Super Bowl era that the Packers had two zero-punt games 
in a single season...At Minnesota (Nov. 23): Registered a 
42.3-yard gross average and a net average of 41.0 yards on four 
punts, highlighted by two punts placed inside the 20-yard line... 
At Buffalo (Dec. 14): Matched his season high by punting six 
times for a 42.8-yard gross average, highlighted by a season-long 
63-yarder late in the first half that was downed at the Buffalo 2. 


2013: Posted a 38.95-yard net punting average, the fourth 
Straight season that he set a new team mark in the category... 
Punted 64 times for 2,854 yards with a 44.6-yard gross average, 
the fourth-best single-season mark in team annals...Placed 22 
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punts inside the 20-yard line and had just five of his attempts 
go into the end zone for touchbacks, his fourth consecutive sea- 
son with five or fewer touchbacks...Shared kickoff responsibili- 
ties with Crosby, with 17 of his 36 kickoffs (47.2 percent) going 
for touchbacks...Posted a career-high three tackles on special 
teams...Served as the team’s holder for the fourth consecutive 
season, helping Crosby to a career-high 89.2 field goal percentage 
(33 of 37)...At San Francisco (Sept. 8): Started the season 
strong with a 46.2-yard gross average and a 44.8-yard net average 
on six punts. Also kicked off five times with three touchbacks and 
made a tackle of CB Perrish Cox on a first-quarter kickoff return... 
Vs. Washington (Sept. 15): Punted three times for 121 yards 
(40.3 avg., 37.3 net), and kicked off a career-high seven times 
with four touchbacks...At Cincinnati (Sept. 22): Landed all 
three of his punts inside the 20-yard line and did not allow any 
returns, recording a 43.3-yard net average...Vs. Detroit (Oct. 
6): Had three punts for 141 yards (47.0 avg., 33.7 net), landing 
one inside the 20. Posted a career-high five touchbacks on his 
career-high-tying seven kickoffs...At Baltimore (Oct. 13): 
Recorded a career-high 54.8-yard gross average on six punts, 
matching Hentrich (54.8 on six punts vs. N.Y. Jets, Nov. 13, 1994) 
for the second-best single-game mark in team history (min. four 
punts)...At Minnesota (Oct. 27): Did not attempt a single 
punt in the 44-31 win, the first time Green Bay had not punted 
in a regular-season game since at Chicago on Dec. 17, 1989... 
Vs. Chicago (Nov. 4): Placed a season-high four punts inside 
the 20, posting a 41.7-yard average and a 37.8-yard net average 
on his six punts. Allowed just one return by WR Devin Hester on 
the evening...Vs. Atlanta (Dec. 8): Punted three times for 142 
yards (47.3 avg., 44.7 net), landing two inside the 20. Delivered 
his season-long 62-yarder at a critical point in the fourth quarter 
as the Packers clung to a 22-21 lead with just under a minute 
remaining. The punt bounced to the Atlanta 1, where CB Robert 
McClain picked it up and returned it 8 yards, forcing the Falcons to 
have to drive into FG range with only 44 seconds remaining...Vs. 
Pittsburgh (Dec. 22): Landed one punt inside the 20, the 100th 
time during his career he had done so, to join Hentrich (104, 
1994-97) as the only punters in franchise history (since 1976) to 
hit that plateau. Posted a 41.6-yard average and a 33.4-yard net 
average on his five punts and registered his third special teams 
tackle of the season. 


2012: Punted 70 times for 3,043 yards (43.5 avg., 38.9 net), 
landing a career-high and franchise-record-tying 30 inside the 
20-yard line (Landeta, 1998)...Led a punt team that allowed the 
third-fewest return yards in the NFL (179) and ranked No. 5 in 
opponent return average (7.5)...The 179 yards allowed were the 
second fewest in franchise history (113 in 2007)...Had just five 
of his attempts go into the end zone for touchbacks, tying for the 
second fewest in club annals for a player with 70-plus punts in 
a season...Also completed a shovel pass on a fake FG attempt 
in Week 2 vs. Chicago, a play that went for a 27-yard TD...Had 
one tackle on special teams...Vs. San Francisco (Sept. 9): 
Opened the season with a difference-making performance against 
the 49ers. Punted six times for 289 yards (48.6 avg., 41.5 net), 
landing four of them inside the 20-yard line and three of them 
inside the 10. Limited the 49ers to just one return and left them 
with an average starting position at their own 16-yard line fol- 
lowing his six attempts... Vs. Chicago (Sept. 13): Followed up 
the opener with a memorable performance in a Thursday night 
contest against the division rival. Punted five times for 238 yards 
(47.6 avg., 42.0 net), landing three inside the 20-yard line and 
limiting Hester to just 8 yards on two returns (4.0 avg.). The high- 
light play of his night came from his role as the team’s holder for 
placements. Flipped a shovel pass to TE Tom Crabtree on a fake 
FG attempt late in the second quarter that went for a 27-yard TD 
to convert a fourth-and-26. Was credited with his first career TD 
pass, becoming the first Green Bay punter to throw one since Ron 
Widby threw a 68-yarder to WR Dave Davis at Houston on Nov. 
19, 1972. Was named the NFC Special Teams Player of the Week 
for his performance...Vs. Arizona (Nov. 4): Finished with six 
punts for 255 yards (42.5 avg., 36.0 net), landing three inside the 
20-yard line. Contributed to a field-position battle that the Packers 
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won by 263 yards (579-316). Saw a fourth-quarter punt muffed by 
CB Patrick Peterson at the Arizona 10-yard line that was recovered 
by CB Jarrett Bush at the 2...At Minnesota (Dec. 30): Punted 
three times for 128 yards (42.7 avg., 30.7 net). Had his final punt 
in the second quarter downed by LB Robert Francois at the Vi- 
kings’ 11-yard line, his franchise-record-tying 30th of the season 
to be downed inside the opponent's 20...Vs. Minnesota (NFC 
Wild Card, Jan. 5): Tied his postseason career high with eight 
punts, landing three inside the 20-yard line and forcing five fair 
catches. Helped cause a turnover with his kick early in the fourth 
quarter that was muffed by CB Marcus Sherels and recovered 
by LB Dezman Moses. Also held for Crosby’s 20-yard FG in the 
second quarter, a successful conversion that set a new franchise 
record, as it was his sixth consecutive make in the playoffs (all of 
which were held by Masthay). 


2011: Punted 55 times for 2,506 yards, setting the franchise 
record for gross average (45.6) and what was then a career high 
in net average (38.6), and landed 23 of his kicks inside the op- 
ponent’s 20-yard line...Bested the previous gross-punting mark 
of 45.0 set by Hentrich in 1997 and topped the net-average re- 
cord of 37.6 he had shared with Ryan (2007) after 2010...Similar 
to his inaugural campaign, grew stronger as the season wore 
on and was especially effective in the final 10 games when he 
posted averages of 48.1 (gross) and 43.6 (net), dropping 19 of 
his 34 attempts inside the 20...Also became the first punter in 
team history to have back-to-back games with four or more punts 
inside the 20, doing so in Weeks 12 and 13...Served as the team’s 
holder for the second consecutive season, helping Crosby to an 
89.7 field goal percentage...Vs. St. Louis (Oct. 16): Punted 
five times for 222 yards (44.4 avg.), including a 6/-yarder in the 
fourth quarter that was the longest by a Green Bay player since 
Ryan’s 72-yarder vs. Detroit on Dec. 30, 2007. Recorded his lone 
Special teams tackle of the season when he took down WR Austin 
Pettis after a 39-yard return early in the fourth quarter...At Min- 
nesota (Oct. 23): Set career highs in both gross (59.3) and net 
(59.3) averages (min. three attempts), landing three punts inside 
the 20-yard line, to help limit the Vikings to an average starting 
position at their own 20 on 11 possessions. His net average was 
the highest by a Packer with three or more attempts since the NFL 
began tracking net punting in 1976. Was also the highest gross 
average by a Green Bay punter with three or more attempts since 
Don Chandler’s 59.7 mark on Oct. 10, 1965. The most critical of 
his kicks was a 64-yarder that came late in the fourth quarter when 
the Packers punted from their own 34-yard line holding a nar- 
row 33-27 advantage. Had to rush to get the ball off as it was 
nearly blocked by DE Everson Griffen, booming the kick deep into 
Vikings territory and getting a roll that took it to the Minnesota 
2-yard line. Also held for Crosby’s franchise-record 58-yard FG in 
the third quarter...Vs. Tampa Bay (Nov. 20): Had three punts 
for 163 yards (54.3 avg., 42.3 net), landing one inside the 20. 
Also recorded his first career carry when LB Jacob Cutrera came 
free on a rush, forcing Masthay to pull the ball down and run. 
Cutrera punched the ball out, but Masthay recovered it in stride 
and advanced 6 yards for a first down...At Detroit (Nov. 24): 
Punted five times for 207 yards (41.4 avg., 37.8 net), dropping a 
season-high four punts inside the Detroit 20-yard line, a key factor 
in the Packers winning the game’s field-position battle by more 
than 150 yards. Average starting position for the Lions following 
his five punts was their own 16-yard line and he was instrumental 
in limiting return man WR Stefan Logan to just one return that 
resulted in a 2-yard loss...At N.Y. Giants (Dec. 4): Earned 
NFC Special Teams Player of the Week honors for the second time 
in his career after punting five times for 221 yards (44.2 avg., 
44.2 net), landing four of his kicks inside the 20-yard line for the 
second consecutive week, and not allowing the Giants a single 
return. Became the first punter in franchise history to drop four or 
more punts inside the 20 in back-to-back games since the statistic 
began being recorded in 1976. The Giants’ average starting posi- 
tion following his five punts was at their own 13-yard line, and 
their possessions that followed his punts ended with an INT, three 
punts of their own and a FG. It marked his second career game 
at MetLife Stadium and he won NFC Special Teams Player of the 


Week honors following both of them...At Kansas City (Dec. 
18): Punted five times for 267 yards (53.4 avg., 46.2 net), drop- 
ping three inside the 20 and seeing his career-long 71-yard kick 
come in the second quarter. The gross and net averages were both 
season highs (min. four attempts). 


2010: Handled all punting duties during the regular season, 
registering a 43.9-yard gross average and a 37.6-yard net aver- 
age...His net average tied the best mark by a Packers punter 
(since 1976) to that point, matching Ryan’s net average in 2007... 
Also served as the holder for all placements and field goals... 
Dropped 25 punts inside the 20 on the season, the most by a 
Green Bay punter since Hentrich’s 26 in 2002...After getting off to 
a Slow start, was one of the most effective punters in the league 
over the second half of the season...Ranked No. 3 in the NFL in 
net average (39.9), No. 9 in gross average (44.2), and tied for 
No. 4 in punts inside the 20 (20) over the final nine contests... 
Posted a 40.2-yard gross average and a 34.7-yard net average 
on 18 punts in the postseason...At Philadelphia (Sept. 12): 
Recorded a 41.5-yard average with a net average of 38.0 on four 
punts in his NFL debut. Helped limit WR DeSean Jackson to just 
14 yards ona pair of returns...At N.Y. Jets (Oct. 31): Dropped 
five punts inside the 20, tying Beverly (vs. Chicago, Oct. 28, 1978) 
for the single-game franchise record (since 1976) on his way to 
earning NFC Special Teams Player of the Week honors. Became 
just the second punter in franchise history to receive that recog- 
nition, joining Hentrich (Week 11, 1994, vs. N.Y. Jets). Despite 
punting eight times on the afternoon, the Jets did not record any 
punt-return yardage, the first time the Packers had allowed no 
return yards since vs. Tampa Bay (Nov. 16, 2003). The Jets’ best 
Starting field position following a punt was their own 23, which 
proved critical in the Packers’ 9-0 victory...At Detroit (Dec. 
12): Posted season highs (min. four attempts) with a 50.-yard 
gross avg. and a net avg. of 43.4. Placed three punts inside the 
20 and booted a career-long 62-yarder in the first quarter. Became 
the first punter in franchise history to post a 50-yard average in 
a game with eight or more attempts. Posted four 50-yard punts 
on the afternoon, becoming the first to do so since Ryan recorded 
the same number at Minnesota (Nov. 12, 2006)...Vs. Chicago 
(Jan. 2): With a playoff berth on the line, had a strong showing 
in challenging conditions against the league’s best return man in 
Hester. Dropped four of his eight punts inside the 20 and recorded 
a 36.6-yard net avg. Limited Hester to just two returns, with nei- 
ther going beyond the Chicago 30. Repeatedly pinned the Bears 
deep in their own territory, highlighted by two kicks in the fourth 
quarter that were downed at the Chicago 3 and 2, respectively. 
Combined with his effort at the N.Y. Jets in Week 8, became the 
first punter in franchise history to post four-plus punts inside the 
20 in two games in a season...At Atlanta (NFC Divisional, 
Jan. 15): Was limited to holding on PATs and FGs. It marked the 
first time in franchise history that the Packers did not punt during 
a postseason contest...At Chicago (NFC Championship, 
Jan. 23): A key contributor in the victory, punting eight times 
with a gross average of 41.8 and a net average of 34.5. Limited 
Hester to a 5.3-yard return average and a long of 11 yards on 
three returns. Set a franchise postseason record with his 65-yard 
punt in the third quarter. Biggest punt came with 3:07 remaining 
and the Packers holding a 21-14 lead. From the Green Bay 24, 
drilled a 58-yard punt to the Chicago 18 that Hester returned 11 
yards before being brought down by CB Brandon Underwood at 
the Bears’ 29 for a 47-yard net... Vs. Pittsburgh (Super Bowl 
XLV, Feb. 6): Punted six times, registering a 40.5-yard gross 
average and a 36.3-yard net average. Helped limit the Steelers to 
just 5 total yards on punt returns.

Carolina (Oct. 19): Shared a 7-yard sack of QB Cam Newton in 
the fourth quarter with Peppers, walking back LT David Foucalt to 
get to Newton. Posted four tackles (three solo), two QB hits and a 
team-high three pressures...At New Orleans (Oct. 26): Started 
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at ROLB and recorded five tackles (three solo) and a sack. On the 
sack, came off the right side to beat T Terron Armstead before chas- 
ing down QB Drew Brees and tripping him up for a 5-yard loss on 
first down late in the first half as the Saints were forced to settle 
for a field goal...Vs. Chicago (Nov. 9): Started on the inside for 
the first time in his career, opening at MLB next to BLB A.J. Hawk. 
Recorded 10 tackles (nine solo), a sack, a QB hit and two pressures. 
Lined up at ROLB late in the first quarter, beat T Jermon Bushrod 
to get to Cutler and bring him down for a 5-yard loss on third down 
to force a Chicago punt. From his spot on the inside, came around 
the right side of the line untouched on an end-around to WR Chris 
Williams, perfectly diagnosing the run and delivering a punishing 
tackle for an 8-yard loss on the play...Vs. Philadelphia (Nov. 
16): Registered five tackles (four solo), a sack, a QB hit and a pass 
defensed. On third-and-2 at the Green Bay 5 early in the second 
quarter, came free off the left side to sack QB Mark Sanchez for a 
10-yard loss as the Eagles were forced to settle for a field goal... 
Vs. New England (Nov. 30): Recorded six tackles (five solo), a 
QB hit and a pressure. In the second quarter, came from the ROLB 
spot to beat T Marcus Cannon on his way to QB Tom Brady, getting 
a piece of the ball as it came out of Brady’s hand and forcing it to fall 
well short of his intended target, WR Julian Edelman...Vs. Atlanta 
(Dec. 8): Started at MLB for the fifth straight game, appearing on 
all 67 snaps, and posted five tackles (four solo), a sack, a QB hit and 
a pressure. On a third-and-10 in the third quarter, sacked QB Matt 
Ryan for a 1-yard loss at the Green Bay 32 to force an Atlanta field 
goal. Came from ROLB on the play, where he was matched up with 
his cousin, LT Jake Matthews, fighting off a block and continuing to 
pursue Ryan in the pocket to make the sack...At Buffalo (Dec. 
14): Returned to the ROLB spot in the starting lineup and played 
all 68 snaps, one of three Green Bay defensive players to do so. 


Finished with four tackles (all solo), two sacks, two QB hits and 
a pressure. On a third-and-17 at the Green Bay 36 late in the third 
quarter, came up the middle to bring QB Kyle Orton down for an 
8-yard sack as the defense pushed the Bills out of field-goal range. 
On a third down in the fourth quarter, came from his ROLB spot 
and fought off a block from LT Cordy Glenn to bring Orton down 
for a 2-yard sack as Buffalo was forced to settle for a field goal... 
At Tampa Bay (Dec. 21): Started at ROLB and led the team with 
a season-high 2% sacks. Finished with four tackles (three solo), a 
QB hit and two pressures. Recorded multiple sacks in back-to-back 
regular-season games for the third time in his career (Weeks 1-2 
in 2010 and 2012). Named NFC Defensive Player of the Week for 
his performance. On the first sack, blew past OL Garrett Gilkey to 
bring QB Josh McCown down for a 6-yard loss in the second quar- 
ter. Made an inside move to beat T Demar Dotson as he brought 
McCown down for a 5-yard sack on third-and-18 midway through 
the third quarter. Shared a 7-yard sack of McCown with DE Datone 
Jones late in the fourth quarter...Vs. Detroit (Dec. 28): Started 
at MLB and posted four tackles (all solo), a sack and two pres- 
sures. Posted a sack for the fourth straight game, tying the longest 
single-season streak of his career, and for the seventh time in the 
last nine games. On the sack, initially dropped back into coverage 
before charging forward to bring QB Matthew Stafford down for a 
6-yard loss on third-and-1 to force a Detroit punt on its opening 
possession. On the next series, made an inside move to blow past 
TE Kellen Davis and get into the backfield to bring down RB Joique 
Bell for a 4-yard loss...At Seattle (NFC Championship, Jan. 
18): Started at MLB and posted five tackles (all solo) and a sack. 
Midway through the third quarter, lined up at ROLB and made an 
inside move to beat LT Russell Okung on his way to bringing down 
QB Russell Wilson for a 15-yard sack.

2013: Endured a frustrating season that was derailed twice by a 
broken right thumb, an injury that ultimately ended his season in 
Week 16...First sustained the fracture in Week 5 vs. Detroit (Oct. 
5), missing the ensuing four games (Weeks 6-9), before returning 
with a restrictive club cast in Week 10...Played Weeks 10-16 with 
casts of decreasing size before aggravating the injury vs. Pitts- 
burgh in Week 16 and ultimately being shut down for the season... 
Both times, the injuries were suffered on sack plays...For the sea- 
son, he started all 11 games in which he appeared, posting 50 
tackles (30 solo), a team-leading 7% sacks, three passes defensed 
and a team-high and career-high-tying three forced fumbles. ..His 
final sack of the season marked the 50th of his career, making 
him just the fifth player in franchise history (since 1982) to reach 
the half-century mark...At San Francisco (Sept. 8): Delivered 
an impactful performance, seeing time on 71 defensive plays and 
posting a career-high 10 tackles (eight solo), including three for a 
loss and a sack. First TFL came on San Francisco’s second drive 
when he shot inside of FB Bruce Miller and buried RB Kendall 
Hunter for a 7-yard loss. First sack of the season came late in the 
second quarter when he rushed to the inside of the protection and 
beat LG Mike lupati to take down Kaepernick for a 6-yard loss... 
At Cincinnati (Sept. 22): Finished with two tackles (both solo, 
both for a loss), a sack and a career-high two forced fumbles (that 
were recovered by the Packers), despite exiting the game just be- 
fore halftime with a hamstring injury. First forced fumble came on 
a third-and-1 play with the Packers trailing, 14-3, in the second 
quarter. The Bengals attempted a running play to the opposite side 
off of RT, but he read the play and flew down the line to hit RB Ben- 
Jarvus Green-Ellis and jar the ball loose, where it was recovered by 
S M.D. Jennings and returned 24 yards for a TD. Posted his first 
Strip-sack of the season on the Bengals’ next drive when he drilled 
QB Andy Dalton and knocked the ball out, where it was recovered 
by LB Brad Jones. His pair of turnovers resulted in 10 points 
amidst a 30-point unanswered stretch by Green Bay in the second 
and third quarters...Vs. Detroit (Oct. 6): Started and appeared 
on 42 defensive plays before departing in the third quarter with the 
thumb injury. Finished with six tackles (three solo), his third sack 
of the season and a pass defensed. Suffered the injury on the sack 
play when he came free off the edge and dropped Stafford for a 
12-yard loss...Vs. Philadelphia (Nov. 10): Returned to action 
after missing four games due to the thumb injury, wearing a pro- 
tective club cast on his right hand. Started the game at ROLB and 
appeared on 36 defensive plays, finishing with three tackles (one 
solo)...At Dallas (Dec. 15): Posted three tackles (one solo), a 
half-sack, five QB hits and a pressure. Late in the fourth quarter, 
crashed toward QB Tony Romo on a run fake, missing the sack 
but creating enough pressure to rush the play and force Romo to 
misfire on a throw that was intercepted by CB Sam Shields and set 
up the Packers’ game-winning TD drive...Vs. Pittsburgh (Dec. 
22): Started and appeared on 21 defensive plays before re-injuring 
his thumb on a second-quarter sack of QB Ben Roethlisberger, one 
that forced him from the game and ended his season. The sack was 
the 50th of his career as he became just the fifth player in franchise 
history to hit the half-century mark. 


2012: Made the offseason transition back to his original posi- 
tion of ROLB and flourished in his return to what is the blindside 
for most QBs...Was on track to have what would have been his 
most prolific statistical season when a hamstring injury sustained 
in the second half of a Week 10 contest vs. Arizona sidelined him 
for the ensuing four games...Finished the regular season having 
played in 12 games (all starts), posting 60 tackles (45 solo), 13 





sacks, four passes defensed and a forced fumble...Selected to 
the Pro Bowl, becoming the first player in franchise history to be 
named to the all-star game in each of his first four seasons in 
the league...Was also named second-team All-Pro by AP...The 
sack total was the second highest of his career and ranked fifth 
in the NFL and second in the NFC, despite his missing a month of 
action...It marked his third double-digit sack season, placing him 
third all-time in team history in that category behind DEs Ghaja- 
Biamila and White (four)...Also started both playoff games and 
added three sacks... Vs. San Francisco (Sept. 9): Finished the 
season opener with four tackles (three solo) and 2/2 sacks. Beat LT 
Joe Staley twice for sacks of QB Alex Smith during the game, the 
seventh multi-sack outing of his career...Vs. Chicago (Sept. 
13): Had one of the most dominant outings of his career, finish- 
ing with seven tackles (six solo), a career-high 3% sacks and a 
pass defensed. Combined with his efforts in Week 1, the six sacks 
matched his personal best for the most sacks in a two-game span 
in his career (also had six in Weeks 1-2 of 2010). The 3% sacks 
were the most in a game by a Green Bay defender since Ghaja- 
Biamila had four at Chicago on Jan. 2, 2005, and the yardage total 
(29) was the second highest of his career and helped result in a 
net passing total of 74 yards for the Bears...At Houston (Oct. 
14): Key part of a front that limited Pro Bowl RB Arian Foster to 
a career-low (to that point) 1.7-yard average (min. 15 att.) on 17 
carries for 29 yards. Had back-to-back plays to thwart a drive in 
the first quarter, first beating LT Duane Brown to trip up Foster for 
a 1-yard loss in the backfield and then exploding between C and 
LG to force QB Matt Schaub into a throwaway on third down that 
forced a punt...Vs. Arizona (Nov. 4): Started the game and ap- 
peared on 35 plays before suffering a hamstring injury in the third 
quarter. Fell awkwardly while wrapping up QB John Skelton and 
limped off following the play and did not return...At Chicago 
(Dec. 16): Returned to action after mising four games and made 
his presence felt almost immediately. Finished with seven tackles 
(all solo), two sacks and a pass defensed. Made both of his sacks 
on stunts through the middle of the Bears’ protection unit. Also 
was active in the run game, twice tackling RB Matt Forté behind 
the line of scrimmage for losses...Vs. Minnesota (NFC Wild 
Card, Jan. 5): Delivered another difference-making performance 
in the postseason, setting the tone for a defense that dominated 
the Vikings for the first three quarters as the Packers mounted a 
24-3 lead. Finished with five tackles (four solo), two sacks, six QB 
hits and a forced fumble that he also recovered. Beat Kalil around 
the edge on Minnesota’s first drive of the third quarter, punching 
the ball free from QB Joe Webb and quickly recovering it. Also 
helped cause another turnover later in the quarter as he diagnosed 
a play-action bootleg to his side, breaking down on Webb in the 
open field and forcing an errant throw that was intercepted by 
Shields downfield. 


2011: Voted a Pro Bowl starter for the NFC for the second 
consecutive season and became the first Packer since RB John 
Brockington (1971-73) to be named to the all-star game in each 
of his first three seasons in the NFL...Was again one of two OLBs 
to earn All-NFC honors from Pro Football Weekly/PFWA...Started 
each of the first 15 games before being rested in the regular- 
season finale with the No. 1 seed in the playoffs secured...For 
the season, tallied 69 tackles (49 solo), six sacks and three forced 
fumbles...Marked his third straight season leading the team in 
sacks and despite the lower total, his combined 38% QB knock- 
downs and hurries still ranked No. 4 in the NFL according to 
STATS LLC...Also showed continued development in pass cover- 


age, registering new career highs with nine passes defensed and 
three interceptions, one of which he returned for a TD...The TD 
return came at the N.Y. Giants in Week 13 when he intercepted 
QB Eli Manning and raced 38 yards down the sideline, becom- 
ing the first player in franchise history to score a defensive TD 
in each of his first three seasons in the league...Joined Miami’s 
Kevin Burnett as the only two NFL LBs to return an interception 
for a TD in both 2010 and 2011...Vs. New Orleans (Sept. 
8): Recorded five tackles (three solo, one for a loss), and was an 
integral part of a short-yardage defensive stand that helped pre- 
serve a victory in the season opener for the second consecutive 
year. On the game’s final play, got clear of T Charles Brown and 
fought off a block from TE David Thomas to lay the initial hit on 
RB Mark Ingram at the goal line as time expired to preserve the 
42-34 win...Vs. St. Louis (Oct. 16): Credited with two tackles 
(one solo), a career-high three passes defensed and his second 
sack of the season in the team’s 24-3 win. Registered his first 
sack since Week 2 on the Rams’ final drive of the game after he 
lined up on the inside and darted past LG Jacob Bell to drop Brad- 
ford for a 7-yard loss that resulted in a turnover on downs and 
allowed Green Bay to run out the remaining time...Vs. Minne- 
sota (Nov. 14): Posted six tackles (five solo) and a season-high 
two sacks, the sixth multi-sack game of his career. Sacked QB 
Christian Ponder on the Vikings’ opening drive of the game, also 
jarring the ball loose, but it was recovered by Minnesota. Second 
sack came in the third quarter when he ripped his way past RT 
Phil Loadholt and chased Ponder before slamming him down for 
an 11-yard loss ona drive that ended with a turnover on downs... 
At N.Y. Giants (Dec. 4): Finished with three tackles (two 
solo) and forced two turnovers with a strip-sack and his then- 
career-high second INT. Became the first Packers LB since Nick 
Barnett in 2003 to record an INT in back-to-back games when 
he intercepted Manning on the first play of the second quarter, 
returning it 38 yards for a TD, his second career INT-TD. On the 
play, stepped in front of Manning’s pass intended for RB Ahmad 
Bradshaw in the right flat, catching the ball in stride and going 
untouched down the sideline to give Green Bay its first lead, 14- 
10. With the return, became the first player in franchise history 
to score a defensive TD (fumble or INT return) in each of his first 
three seasons in the league and tied Mike Douglass for first place 
in franchise history for TD returns among LBs. Later in the quar- 
ter, recorded his sixth sack of the season when he fought past RT 
Kareem McKenzie and hit Manning, forcing the ball out as the QB 
cocked his arm back to release it. Raji picked up the ball and upon 
review, it was ruled a fumble, robbing the Giants of yet another 
possession. With the sack, tied Bennett's team record for most 
sacks in his first three seasons with 29%...At Kansas City 
(Dec. 18): Posted nine tackles (six solo) and a QB hit. Stayed 
home on an end-around to RB Dexter McCluster in the second 
quarter, forcing the elusive RB to the inside, where LB D.J. Smith 
and DE C.J. Wilson tackled him for a 1-yard loss. Also maintained 
close coverage on McCluster on a third-down red-zone play in the 
fourth quarter, tackling him at the Packers’ 2-yard line to force 
a FG...Vs. Chicago (Dec. 25): Once again made a series of 
impactful plays during the game, finishing with eight tackles (six 
solo, one for a loss), a QB hit and a forced fumble, and added to 
his career high with his third INT of the season. The tackle for a 
loss and the forced fumble came when he blew up a second-quar- 
ter screen pass from McCown to RB Kahlil Bell. On the play, had 
dropped in coverage but diagnosed the screen, racing forward 
and slipping past G Chris Spencer to hit Bell for a 3-yard loss and 
jar the ball loose, but it was recovered by McCown. Six plays later 
in the drive, he made another turnover play when he noticed FB 
Tyler Clutts releasing behind him into the right flat and stepped 
back from his rush, jumping to intercept McCown, who tried to 
complete it to the FB, his third INT of the season...Vs. Detroit 
(Jan. 1): Was listed as a gameday inactive as the coaching staff 
chose to rest him in advance of the postseason with the team 
having already clinched the NFC’s No. 1 seed. Snapped a streak 
of 29 consecutive starts (including playoffs) that dated back to 
Week 6 of the 2010 regular season. 
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2010: Appeared in 15 games, starting all of those at LOLB, along 
with four starts there in the postseason...Selected as a Pro Bowl 
Starter for the first time...Named first team All-Pro by AP, the first 
Green Bay linebacker to earn that honor since Harris in 1989...Fin- 
ished second to Polamalu in the APs Defensive Player of the Year 
voting...Was named NFL Defensive MVP by Pro Football Weekly, 
and also earned NFC Defensive Player of the Year recognition from 
Sporting News and the Committee of 101...Earned All-NFC recog- 
nition from Pro Football Weekly...Led the team with 13% sacks, 
which ranked No. 2 in the NFC and No. 4 in the NFL...Posted a 
career-high 83 tackles (55 solo), good for fourth on the team, and 
led the team with 40 QB hits...Added his first career INT, which he 
returned for a TD, four passes defensed and two forced fumbles... 
Led the defense with 3% sacks in the playoffs, a franchise record 
for a single postseason...Added 20 tackles (18 solo), a fumble 
recovery, a forced fumble and a pass defensed...Didn’t play at all 
during the preseason due to a left hamstring injury sustained in 
the Family Night scrimmage on Aug. 7...A reaggravation of that 
injury would force him to miss the Week 6 contest vs. Miami...At 
Philadelphia (Sept. 12): Led the team with three sacks and a 
career-best nine tackles (eight solo). Added four QB hits, a forced 
fumble and a pass defensed. Dropped QB Kevin Kolb for an 8-yard 
loss on the Eagles’ third play, and sacked the QB once more in the 
second quarter, forcing a fumble that went out of bounds on third 
down; Kolb sustained a concussion on the play. Added a sack of 
QB Michael Vick in the third quarter, and then on a fourth-and-1 on 
the final drive of the game, dove to wrap up Vick for no gain with 
assistance from Barnett and Jones to preserve the 27-20 win... 
Vs. Buffalo (Sept. 19): Posted his second straight three-sack 
game, becoming the first player in team history (since 1982) to 
do so. Earned NFC Defensive Player of the Week honors for the 
performance, which included seven tackles (four solo). Set a team 
record for the most sacks in the first two games of a season with 
six. Dropped QB Trent Edwards for a 13-yard loss on third down 
of the Bills’ opening possession, and added two more sacks in the 
second half to total 33 yards in losses, the most by a Packer since 
White’s 35 yards on two sacks vs. Minnesota (Oct. 22, 1995)... 
At Washington (Oct. 10): Recorded six tackles (five solo), 1% 
sacks, six QB hits and a pass defensed, but injured his left ham- 
String late in the third quarter and did not return. Split a 7-yard 
sack with Raji in the second quarter and dropped QB Donovan 
McNabb for a 2-yard loss on the Redskins’ next possession... 
Vs. Miami (Oct. 17): Tested his injured hamstring in pregame 
warm-ups after not practicing all week, but was inactive for the 
first time in his career...Vs. Minnesota (Oct. 24): Returned to 
action, playing every snap and registering six tackles (one solo), 
two QB hits and a pressure...At N.Y. Jets (Oct. 31): Posted 
five tackles (four solo), a sack, three QB hits and two pressures. 
Recorded a 6-yard sack of former college teammate Mark Sanchez 
late in the fourth quarter on third down, using a spin move inside 
to beat veteran T Damien Woody...Vs. Dallas (Nov. 7): Earned 
NFC Defensive Player of the Week honors for the second time on 
the season with five tackles (three solo), a sack, three QB hits and 
a 62-yard TD return on his first career interception. Dropped QB 
Jon Kitna for an 8-yard loss early in the second quarter, giving 
him 10% sacks on the season to become the first player in team 
history to record 10-plus sacks in each of his first two seasons. 
In the fourth quarter, intercepted a Kitna pass near the line after 
it was tipped by Hawk and returned it 62 yards for a TD. With the 
score, became first player in NFL history to post a double-digit 
sack total and a defensive score in each of his first two seasons 
in the league...Vs.

THE LOMBARDI SWEEP 


Vince Lombardi was fond of saying, “Every football team 
eventually arrives at a lead play. It becomes the team’s bread-and- 
butter play ... My No. 1 play has been the power sweep, sometimes 
called the Lombardi Sweep.’ The call in the huddle was Red Right 49 
and the play unfolded with the halfback — Paul Hornung (No. 5) when 
he was in his prime - carrying the ball around right end following his 
pulling guards, Jerry Kramer (64) and Fuzzy Thurston (63). 

Companion plays in Lombardi’s offense included the weak-side 
sweep with the fullback as the ball carrier and also the halfback 
option pass.

2013: Showed progress as a pass rusher and an increased 
comfort level with his role in the scheme in the season’s early 
going, starting four of the first five games before suffering a foot 
injury at Baltimore in Week 6 that shelved him for Weeks 7-9... 
Returned in Week 10 vs. Philadelphia, but was hampered by the 
injury and was again sidelined for Weeks 11-12 before returning 
to play the final five games and the team’s playoff contest...Was 
productive when healthy and by season’s end had posted career 
highs in starts (six), tackles (42), solo tackles (22), sacks (four), 
forced fumbles (three) and passes defensed (one)...His forced- 
fumble total tied Matthews for the team lead...Due to injuries at 
the position, played extensively in the team’s Wild Card playoff 
contest, recording the first postseason sack of his career...Vs.

On the TD pass, initially 
moved to his left before rolling out to his right to avoid pressure 
and buy time, heaving a Hail Mary pass from the Green Bay 35 
that was caught by a leaping Rodgers in front of several Detroit 
defenders a few yards deep in the end zone. The 61-yard game- 
winner was the second-longest come-from-behind game-ending 
TD from scrimmage in the fourth quarter in NFL history behind 
only Lions QB Earl Morrall’s 65-yard TD pass to TE Jim Gibbons 
on Dec. 4, 1960...At Washington (NFC Wild Card, Jan. 10): 
Completed 21 of 36 passes for 210 yards and two TDs with no 
INTs for a 93.5 passer rating. Helped lead the Packers back from 
an 11-point deficit, the second-biggest comeback in team playoff 
history and the largest by the Packers on the road in the post- 
season. In a five-drive span from the second quarter to early in 
the fourth quarter, led the offense to five straight scoring drives, 
including four TDs...At Arizona (NFC Divisional, Jan. 16): 
Threw for 260 yards and two TDs with one INT on 24-of-44 pass- 
ing. Was without WR Davante Adams (knee) for the entire game 
and without WR Randall Cobb (chest) for the final three quarters 
as the Packers were reduced to three healthy WRs (James Jones, 
Jeff Janis, Jared Abbrederis). With less than a minute remaining 
in regulation and the Packers trailing, 20-13, rolled out to his left 
on fourth-and-20 from the Green Bay 4 and found Janis, who had 
gotten behind CB Justin Bethel, for a 60-yard completion to the 
Arizona 36. After an illegal-motion penalty on the Packers and an 
incompletion gave the offense one final play at the Arizona 41, 
again rolled out to his left, throwing a Hail Mary pass as he went 
to the ground just before LB Markus Golden could hit him, one 
that was hauled in by Janis in the end zone as he made the leap- 
ing grab over CB Patrick Peterson with no time left on the clock. 
The reception, along with Crosby’s extra point, sent the game into 
overtime. It marked the first game-winning or game-tying pass- 
ing TD to end regulation in NFL playoff history.

Exited the game after a seven-play, 52- 
yard TD drive that put Green Bay up, 42-0, late in the third quar- 
ter...At Miami (Oct. 12): Appearing in his 100th career regu- 
lar-season game, he led the Packers on an 11-play, 60-yard 
game-winning drive that was capped off with his 4-yard TD pass 
to TE Andrew Quarless with three seconds remaining in the 27-24 
win. It marked the first time the Packers won a game ona ID with 
three seconds or less remaining in the fourth quarter since they 
beat the Bears, 20-19, on a 3-yard TD run by Starr with three 
seconds left on Nov. 15, 1970. Completed 24 of 42 passes on the 
day for 264 yards and three TDs with zero INTs. On the game- 
winning TD drive, found Nelson for an 18-yard gain down the 
right sideline to convert a fourth-and-10. After finding Cobb four 
plays later for a 4-yard gain to the Miami 16, raced up to the line 
to down the ball and stop the clock, but instead faked a spike with 
12 seconds left before throwing to Adams on the right sideline for 
a 12-yard pickup to the Miami 4. On the next play, went to Quar- 
less, who was split out wide to the right and matched up with LB 
Philip Wheeler, on a back-shoulder throw in the end zone for the 
winning score...Vs. Carolina (Oct. 19): Threw for 255 yards 
and three TDs on 19-of-22 passing for a 154.5 passer rating, the 
second-highest rating of his career (min. 20 attempts) and the 
third best in team annals. His 86.4 completion percentage was a 
career high and the third-best mark in team history. Posted his 
fourth straight three-TD/zero-INT game, joining Brady (2007) as 
the only QBs in NFL history to accomplish the feat in a single 
season. Posted his sixth straight zero-INT game, tying Starr’s 
franchise record (min. 15 attempts per game) set in 1964. His 
three TD passes gave him 18 for the season as he became the 
first QB in NFL history to throw for 18 TD passes in the first seven 
games of the season with one or zero interceptions. Was named 


In what was his fourth year as the starter under center for the Packers in 2011, quarterback Aaron Rodgers turned in one of 
the finest seasons by any player at the position in the history of the National Football League. Rodgers was voted the Pro Bowl 
starter for the NFC and earned Most Valuable Player honors from The Associated Press following the season, winning the vote by 


a nearly unanimous 48-2 margin. 


During the regular season, he completed 343 of 502 attempts for 4,643 yards and 45 touchdowns against just six 
interceptions, netting a cumulative passer rating of 122.5. Rodgers’ marks for yardage, touchdowns, completion percentage, 
yards per attempt and 300-yard games were all new franchise records. Even more impressive was that he accomplished all of 
that despite appearing in just 15 games (he was rested for the regular-season finale in Week 17). 

A look at some of the superlatives from Rodgers’ fantastic season:

* Drew Brees and Manning threw three-plus TD passes in a game 11 times in 2012 and 2013, respectively. 
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NFC Offensive Player of the Week for his performance...At New 
Orleans (Oct. 26): Threw for 418 yards and a TD on 28-of-39 
passing with two INTs, the second-highest yardage output of his 
career. Marked the fourth 400-yard passing game of his career, 
with no other QB in franchise annals having more than one 400- 
yard game. Saw his streak of passing attempts without an inter- 
ception come to an end at 212, the second-longest streak in 
franchise history. Found Cobb for a 70-yard TD pass on the open- 
ing drive of the game and connected with Lacy on a 60-yard 
screen pass on Green Bay’s second series, becoming the first 
NFL quarterback since Warner (vs. Miami, Sept. 14, 2008) to 
complete a 65-yard pass on both of the first two series. Posted 
203 passing yards in the first quarter alone, his career high for 
any quarter, topping his previous best of 197 yards in the second 
quarter vs. Washington on Sept. 15, 2013.

Completed TD 
passes to five different players, a franchise record. Threw TD 
passes of 73, 40 and 56 yards, becoming the first Green Bay QB 
to throw three or more TD passes of 40-plus yards since Cecil 
Isbell had four vs. the Chicago Cardinals on Nov. 1, 1942. The 
73-yard TD pass to Nelson early in the second quarter was his 
16th career TD pass of 70-plus yards, the most in NFL history as 
he surpassed Manning and Favre (15 each). With his six TD 
passes, he brought his season total to 10 TDs and zero INTs 
against the Bears, the first QB in NFL history to throw 10 TDs and 
no INTs against an opponent in a single season. Racked up 315 
passing yards in the first half, the second-best total of his career 
for either half behind only his 335-yard output vs. Washington in 
the first half on Sept. 15, 2013. Departed the game with just un- 
der 11 minutes remaining in the third quarter (coach’s decision), 
finishing the evening with 315 yards and six TDs on 18-of-27 
passing for a 145.8 passer rating. Was named NFC Offensive 
Player of the Week for the third time on the season...Vs. Phila- 
delphia (Nov. 16): Completed 22 of 36 passes for 341 yards 
and three TDs with no INTs for a 120.3 passer rating. Threw for 
279 yards in the first half, making him the only QB in the last 25 
seasons (1990-2014) to throw for 275-plus yards in the first half 
of three games in a season (did it in three straight)...Vs. New 
England (Nov. 30): Threw for 368 yards, a season high at 
home, and two TDs with zero INTs on 24-of-38 passing for a 
112.6 passer rating. Posted a 100-plus passer rating for the 
fourth straight game and registered his fourth consecutive zero- 
INT game. Threw for 282 yards in the first half alone, the fourth 
time in the last five games that he had thrown for 275-plus yards 
in the first half. No other NFL quarterback had posted more than 
two 275-yard first halves in a season in the last 25 years (1990-

ers, the first Green Bay QB to do so since Lynn Dickey vs. Chicago 
on Dec. 4, 1983...Vs. Atlanta (Dec. 8): In his 100th career 
regular-season start, completed 24 of 36 passes for 327 yards 
and three TDs with no INTs, his eighth game on the season with 
three-plus TD passes/zero INTs as he tied Brady’s single-season 
NFL record (2007). It marked his 30th career three-TD/zero-INT 
effort, tying Favre’s franchise record...At Tampa Bay (Dec. 
21): Completed a season-high 31 passes on 40 attempts for 318 
yards and a TD for a 108.1 passer rating, his eighth 300-yard 
passing game on the season as he tied his own single-season 
franchise record (2011). Sustained a calf injury early in the game, 
but remained in the contest...Vs. Detroit (Dec. 28): Threw for 
226 yards and two TDs on 17-of-22 passing for a 139.6 passer 
rating, playing through a calf injury in the second half of the divi- 
sion-clinching win. Aggravated the injury on his 4-yard TD pass 
over the middle to Cobb, one that put Green Bay up 14-0 with 
2:24 remaining in the first half as he moved to his right on the 
throw.

Threw for 333 yards and three TDs with one INT on 21-of-37 
passing, tying the franchise record for the most passing yards 
by a QB in a season opener (Dickey, 1983; Favre, 1999)...Vs. 
Washington (Sept. 15): Had one of the best statistical outings 
of his career, tying the franchise record for passing yards with 
480 on 34-of-42 passing along with four TDs. Became the first 
QB in franchise annals to post three 400-yard passing games. 
Became just the second QB in NFL history to throw for 480-plus 
yards, four-plus TDs and zero INTs in a game (Y.A. Tittle, Oct. 28, 
1962). Matched his career high with the 34 completions, and his 
81.0 completion percentage set a franchise record for a QB with 
40-plus attempts. His 335 passing yards and 26 completions in 
the first half were both career highs for a half. Helped the offense 
register 580 total yards, the second-highest output in franchise 
history. Was named the NFC Offensive Player of the Week for his 
effort... Vs. Detroit (Oct. 6): Completed 20 of 30 attempts for 
274 yards and a TD with no INTs, bringing his yardage total on 
the season to 1,331, the most by a QB in team history in the first 
four games of the season. Connected with Jones on a season- 
long 83-yard TD pass in the third quarter...At Baltimore (Oct. 
13): Lost a pair of top receiving targets, Jones and Cobb, to knee 
injuries in the first half, but completed 17 of 32 attempts for 315 
yards and a TD in a hard-fought win over the defending Super 
Bowl champions. Threw a 64-yard TD pass to Nelson late in the 
third quarter and all but sealed the game late in the fourth quarter 
with a clutch third-down throw over the middle to TE Jermichael 
Finley that went for 52 yards...At Minnesota (Oct. 27): De- 
Spite being without Cobb, Finley and Jones due to injuries, threw 
for 285 yards and two TDs with no INTs on 24-of-29 passing for a 
season-high 130.6 passer rating. His 82.8 completion percentage 
was a Career high and ranks No. 3 in single-game franchise his- 
tory (min.

(Dec. 29): Returned to action and led the way in dramatic fash- 
ion, engineering two fourth-quarter TD drives and 13 unanswered 
points to win a third consecutive NFC North title. Completed 25 
of 39 passes for 318 yards and two TDs with two INTs. With the 
Packers trailing, 28-27, with 6:24 remaining, led the offense on 
an 87-yard scoring drive that was capped off with his 48-yard 
TD pass to Cobb on fourth down. Facing a fourth-and-8 with 46 
seconds left, sprinted to his left to avoid DE Julius Peppers and 
found Cobb wide open down the middle of the field, heaving a 
long throw that Cobb caught at the Chicago 10 and ran into the 
end zone for the winning TD.

Detroit 
(Jan. 1): Listed as inactive as the coaching staff elected to rest 
him with home-field advantage throughout the playoffs having 
been secured the previous week. 


2010: Started 15 contests, missing one game with a concus- 
sion, and was named a first alternate for the Pro Bowl...Com- 
pleted 312 of 475 passes (65.7 percent) for 3,922 yards, 28 TDs 
and 11 INTs for a 101.2 rating as he became the first QB in fran- 
chise history to post a 100-plus passer rating in back-to-back 
seasons...Ranked third in the NFL in passer rating, seventh in 
yards, tied for sixth in TDs and second in 25-yard passes (40)... 
Was named FedEx Air NFL Player of the Year and NFC Offensive 
Player of the Month for December/January and twice earned NFC 
Offensive Player of the Week honors (Weeks 13 and 16)...Fin- 
ished third among NFL QBs with a career-high 356 rushing yards 
on 64 carries (5.6 avg.), the most by a Green Bay signal-caller 
since Don Majkowski posted 358 in 1989...Tied for the team lead 
with four rushing TDs, his third straight campaign with four-plus 
rushing TDs as he became the first Packers QB since Rote (1954- 
06) to do so...Ranked No. 1 in the NFL (min. 100 attempts) with 
a 104.5 passer rating against the blitz, completing 111 of 167 
attempts (66.5 percent) for 1,503 yards and 11 TDs with five 
INTs...Registered a 110-plus passer rating in four consecutive 
games (Week 9, Weeks 11-13) to become the first NFL QB since 
the 1970 merger to post four straight 110-plus rating games in 
back-to-back seasons (Weeks 3-4, 6-7 in 2009)...Posted a 109.8 
passer rating in four postseason contests, completing 90 of 132 
passes (68.2 percent) for 1,094 yards and nine TDs with two 
INTs...The yardage total ranks fourth in NFL history for a single 
postseason behind only Eli Manning (1,219 in 2011), Warner 
(1,147 in 2008) and Joe Flacco (1,140 in 2012), while the TD total 
is tied for No. 4 in league annals behind only Joe Montana (1989), 
Warner (2008) and Flacco (2012), who all threw 11 TDs...At 
Washington (Oct. 10): Had 27 completions on a season-high 
46 attempts for 293 yards and a TD with one INT. Sustained a 
concussion on the Packers’ final play from scrimmage in OT 
while being hit by DE Jeremy Jarmon on a throw that was picked 


Now firmly entrenched in his role as the face of the franchise, QB Aaron Rodgers has gone from solid first-year starter to 
Pro Bowl starter to Super Bow! Most Valuable Player to two-time NFL MVP, and is widely regarded as one of the game's top 


signal callers. 


« For his career, he has completed 2,633 of 4,047 passes (65.1 percent) for 32,399 yards and 257 touchdowns with only 65 
interceptions, for a 104.1 passer rating. The rating ranks No. 1 in NFL history for the regular season (min. 1,500 attempts); 
he also ranks No. 1 in league annals in TD/INT ratio (3.95, 257/65), No. 5 in yards/attempt (8.01) and No. 6 in completion 


percentage. 


» Rodgers earned NFL MVP honors for the first time after a record-breaking 2011 campaign. He led the Packers to a franchise- 
best 15-win regular season and set team single-season records for TD passes (45), yards (4,643), completion percentage 
(68.3), yards per attempt (9.25) and passer rating (122.5). His passer rating was also an NFL single-season record and his 45 


TD passes rank sixth in league history. 


» In 2014, Rodgers became the eighth player in league annals to win MVP two or more times, after leading the NFL in TD/INT 
ratio (7.60, 38/5) and ranking No. 2 in passer rating (112.2) and yards per attempt (8.43). 

« His career interception percentage of 1.61 ranks No. 1 in NFL history among QBs with more than 1,500 attempts. 

« Rodgers is the only QB in league history to record a 100-plus passer rating in six consecutive seasons (2009-14), with no 
other signal caller doing so in more than four straight seasons. 
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off by S LaRon Landry at the Green Bay 39; the turnover led to 
Washington’s game-winning FG...Vs. Miami (Oct. 17): Missed 
some practice time during the week due to the concussion, but 
returned to make his 38th straight start. Finished with 313 yards 
on 18-of-33 passing with a TD and an INT. Threw a season-long 
86-yard TD pass to WR Greg Jennings late in the first quarter, the 
longest regular-season completion by a Green Bay QB since Fa- 
vre’s 99-yard scoring strike to WR Robert Brooks at Chicago on 
Sept. 11, 1995. On the final possession of regulation, engineered 
a 69-yard drive that he capped off with a sneak up the middle 
on fourth-and-goal from the 1 to send the game into OT...At 
Minnesota (Nov. 21): Threw four TD passes and connected on 
22 of 31 throws for 301 yards and a season-high 141.3 passer 
rating... At Atlanta (Nov. 28): Completed 26 of 35 attempts for 
344 yards and a TD while adding a season-high 51 rushing yards 
and a TD on a career-high 12 carries...vVs. San Francisco 
(Dec. 5): Earned NFC Offensive Player of the Week honors as 
he completed 21 of 30 passes for 298 yards and three TDs for 
a 135.1 passer rating. Didn’t throw an INT for the fifth straight 
game, the first Packers QB to do so since Starr in 1966. Had a 
pair of TD passes of 55-plus yards for the first time in his ca- 
reer, connecting with Jennings for a 57-yard score in the second 
quarter and with Driver on a 61-yard TD in the third quarter...At 
Detroit (Dec. 12): Threw for 46 yards on 7-of-11 passing be- 
fore departing due to a concussion. With just over three minutes 
remaining in the first half, scrambled for an 18-yard gain to the 
Green Bay 43 but took hits from S Amari Spievey and LB Landon 
Johnson, with his head hitting the turf. Took three more snaps 
before being replaced by Flynn for the remainder of the game.

His 136.8 passer rating was the highest in league postseason 
history among QBs with 35-plus attempts. The 31 completions 
and 86.1 completion percentage were franchise single-game 
postseason records, and the completion percentage ranks No. 
1 in NFL history for QBs with 35-plus attempts. Became the first 
QB in NFL playoff history to throw for 350 yards, three TDs and 
zero INTs and rush for a TD in a game. Completed all 10 of his 
third-down passing attempts for 151 yards. Helped lead the Pack- 
ers to a franchise postseason-record 48 points. Combined with 
the 45-point outing at Arizona in the 2009 Wild Card contest, the 
Packers became the first team in NFL history to record 45 points 
in a game in consecutive postseasons. His three TD passes gave 
him 10 in his first three postseason starts, the most in NFL his- 
tory as he surpassed Lamonica, Marino and Jeff George (nine 
each). Along with his 121.4 rating at Arizona in the ’09 playoffs 
and his 122.5 rating at Philadelphia the week before, became the 
first QB in NFL history to register a 120-plus rating in each of his 
first three postseason starts.

Joined Montana, Young and Jake Delhomme as the only QBs to 
throw for 300 yards and three scores with no INTs in a Super 
Bowl. First TD pass came on a perfectly placed throw to Nelson 
for a 29-yard score. Threaded a pass into the hands of Jennings 
for a 21-yard TD in the second quarter with S Ryan Clark just 
missing the ball and S Troy Polamalu’s hard shot from behind 
failing to knock it free from the WR’s arms. Found Jennings once 
more in the back right corner of the end zone in the third quarter 
to extend the lead to 28-17.

Started every game for the second straight season and com- 
pleted 350 of 541 passes (64.7 percent) for 4,434 yards, 30 TDs 
and seven INTs for a 103.2 rating, which ranked fourth in the 
NFL...Ranked fourth in the league in passing yards, fourth in TD 
passes and first in INT percentage (1.29), the latter mark second 
at the time in team history to Starr’s 1.20 in 1966 as Rodgers 
posted 12 games without an INT to break Starr’s franchise mark 
of 11 in 1964...Nearly broke Dickey’s single-season team record 
for passing yards set in 1984 (4,458), while joining Favre (1998- 
99) as the only QBs in team history to post back-to-back 4,000- 
yard seasons and joining Dickey and Favre as the only Green Bay 
QBs to hit 30 TDs in one season...Had a 133.5 rating on third 
down, which led the league and was the highest since Warner 
(137.3) in 1999; third-down production included an NFL-best 14 
TDs, no INTs and a league-high 1,710 yards, the most yards by 
an NFL QB since the stat began to be kept in 1991...Tied for the 
NFL lead (with Donovan McNabb and Romo) with 17 comple- 
tions of 40-plus yards...Was tied for second in the league (with 
Romo and Brees) with 39 completions of 25-plus yards, trailing 
only Eli Manning’s 42...Rushed for 316 yards and five TDs on 
58 Carries (5.4 avg.), the second-most yards by any QB in 2009 
(David Garrard, 323) and the most runs of 10-plus yards with 
14...His five rushing TDs were the most since Majkowski posted 
the same number in ’89...Became the first QB in NFL history to 
throw 30 or more TDs and seven or fewer INTs and rush for five 
TDs in the same season...Earned NFC Offensive Player of the 
Month honors for October...At Minnesota (Oct. 5): Threw 
for a season-high 384 yards on 26-of-37 passing for a 110.6 
rating. Was intercepted for the first time on the season when CB 
Antoine Winfield picked off his pass intended for Jennings on 
the right sideline at the Minnesota 23 early in the second quar- 
ter; the INT snapped a streak of 159 passing attempts without 
one...Vs. Detroit (Oct. 18): Completed 29 of 37 passes for 
358 yards, two TDs and one INT for a 113.7 rating, giving him 
two career firsts — back-to-back games with 350-plus yards and 
three straight contests with a 110.0 rating or better. His 78.3 
completion percentage was the second-best single-game per- 
formance in team history at the time (min. 35 attempts), trail- 
ing only Favre’s 79.5 percent on 31-of-39 passing at Minnesota 
on Nov. 21, 1998...At Cleveland (Oct. 25): Completed 15 
of 20 passes for 246 yards, three TDs and no INTs for a 155.4 
passer rating, the best single-game rating in franchise history 
(min. 20 attempts). His fourth straight game with a 110.0-plus 
passer rating made him only the second QB in team history to 
accomplish the feat in the same season (Starr, Sept. 18-Oct. 9, 
1966)...Vs. San Francisco (Nov. 22): Posted 344 yards 
passing and a season-high 32 completions on 44 attempts with 
two TDs and no INTs for a 108.0 rating. Threw for 274 yards in 
the first half alone, which at the time was his career-high yardage 
mark for any half in the regular season...At Pittsburgh (Dec. 
20): Threw for 383 yards and three TDs with no INTs on 26-of- 
48 passing for a 101.3 rating. The 48 attempts without an INT 
were the most in a single game in team history. On third down, 
was 8 of 13 for 217 yards and three TDs for a 145.0 rating...At 
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Arizona (NFC Wild Card, Jan. 10): Posted a team playoft- 
record 423 yards and four TDs on 28-of-42 passing with one 
INT for a 121.4 rating. The four TD passes matched a franchise 
playoff mark held by Starr (at Dallas, Jan. 1, 1967) and Dickey 
(vs. St. Louis, Jan. 8, 1983). The yardage total was tied for No. 
5 in NFL playoff history at the time, and his 319 yards passing 
after halftime set an NFL playoff record, eclipsing the previous 
mark of 274 yards set by Marino (at Buffalo, Dec. 30, 1995). Be- 
came one of only six QBs in the Super Bowl era to throw for 400 
yards/four TDs in a postseason game, and one of only two signal 
callers to post 400 yards/four TDs and a rushing TD in a playoff 
game (Peyton Manning, vs. Denver, Jan. 9, 2005). Completed six 
passes of 25-plus yards as he helped the team come back from 
a 21-point deficit in the second half to tie the game, with the 
longest score coming on a 30-yarder to Jones on fourth-and-5 
early in the fourth quarter. 


2008: Took over as the starter after waiting patiently for three 
years for his opportunity behind Favre...Became the first QB 
other than Favre to start a Packers game since Majkowski (Sept. 
20, 1992), starting all 16 games and ranking third in the NFC 
and sixth in the NFL with a 93.8 passer rating...Completed 341 
of 536 passes (63.6 percent) for 4,038 yards, 28 TDs and 13 
INTs...Under center for 1,039 of 1,049 (99.1 percent) offensive 
plays...Ranked fourth in the league in both TD passes and pass- 
ing yards...Became just the fourth QB in team history to surpass 
4,000 yards in one season (Favre, Dickey, Majkowski) and only 
the second in NFL history to throw for 4,000 yards in the first sea- 
son that he started a game (Warner, St. Louis, 1999)...Ranked 
No. 3 in the NFL with a 105.8 passer rating on third down, includ- 
ing 14 TDs, which trailed only Rivers’ 15...Completed 16 passes 
of 40-plus yards, tied for first in the NFL with Brees... Tied for fifth 
in the league with 48 completions of 20-plus yards...Third on the 
team with 207 rushing yards on 56 carries (3.7 avg.), and tied for 
the team lead with four rushing TDs...Vs. Minnesota (Sept. 
8): Started his first NFL game and completed 18 of 22 passes for 
178 yards and a TD with no INTs. His 81.8 completion percentage 
ranks as the second-best mark in league history by a QB in his 
first start (min. 20 attempts), behind only former Jacksonville QB 
Rob Johnson’s 83.3 percentage (20 of 24) in 1997. Scored his 
first career rushing TD on a 1-yard plunge in the fourth quarter 
to give Green Bay a 24-12 lead...At Detroit (Sept. 14): Posted 
the first 300-yard passing day of his NFL career and threw three 
TD passes. Connected on 24 of 38 passes for 328 yards...At 
Tampa Bay (Sept. 28): Sprained his right shoulder in third 
quarter on a 7-yard scramble as he dove to extend the ball for 
a first down. On next series, hit Jennings for a 48-yard TD pass, 
but then sat out the following series with the injury. Returned 
for one more series late in the fourth quarter before exiting the 
game for good. Finished the afternoon 14 of 27 for 165 yards 
and two TDs, but had a string of 157 consecutive passes without 
an INT snapped...Vs. Atlanta (Oct. 5): Started despite being 
limited all week in practice as he recovered from a sprained right 
shoulder. Recorded the second 300-yard passing game of his pro 


career aS he connected on 25 of 37 passes for 313 yards and 
three TDs...Vs. Detroit (Dec. 28): Completed 21 of 31 passes 
for 308 yards and three TDs for a season-high 132.2 passer rat- 
ing, matching his season best with the three TD passes. With 
the Lions having just scored a TD to narrow Green Bay’s lead to 
24-21, connected on a season-long pass when he found Driver 
deep down the right sideline midway through the fourth quarter 
for a 71-yard score. The pass also put him over the 4,000-yard 
mark for the season. 


2007: Serving as Favre’s backup for the third straight sea- 
son, he appeared in two regular-season games and completed 
20 of 28 passes (71.4 percent) for 218 yards with one TD and 
no INTs for a 106.0 rating, plus seven rushes for 29 yards... 
Put together his best preseason as a pro, completing 37 of 59 
passes (62.7 percent) with three TDs in four appearances... 
Vs. Minnesota (Nov. 11): Saw his first action of the regular 
season, entering with 3:56 remaining and completing both of 
his passes for 17 yards, including a 15-yarder to Jones on his 
first throw...At Dallas (Nov. 29): Was inserted into the game 
in the second quarter after Favre suffered elbow and shoulder 
injuries. Completed 18 of 26 passes for 201 yards and one TD 
for a 104.8 passer rating, plus had five rushes for 30 yards (6.0 
avg.). On the Packers’ final drive of the first half, found Jennings 
for a 43-yard catch-and-run and connected with him again on 
an 11-yard TD (Rodgers’ first TD pass as a pro). In the third 
quarter, led a 12-play, 69-yard drive that finished with a 1-yard 
Ryan Grant TD plunge; on the series, completed all six passes 
for 61 yards, including throws of 22 and 17 yards. In the fourth, 
led the team’s final scoring drive that culminated in a 52-yard 
Crosby FG. Injured a hamstring the following week in practice 
and was inactive for the final four regular-season games before 
recovering to serve as Favre’s backup in the postseason...Vs. 
Seattle (NFC Divisional, Jan. 12): Played the final series, 
but did not attempt a pass. 


2006: Served as the No. 2 QB for the team’s first 10 games, 
playing in two contests...Was on injured reserve (foot) for the 
final six games...In the preseason, served as the No. 2 QB for 
all four games...Completed 22 of 38 passes for 323 yards and 
three TDs, including an 85-yard pass to Jennings, vs. Atlanta 
(Aug. 19)...Before sustaining a broken foot in Week 11 that 
ended his season, had taken 36 regular-season offensive snaps 
and completed 6 of 15 passes (40.0 percent) for 46 yards, with 
no TDs or INTs, for a 48.2 rating...At Philadelphia (Oct. 2): 
Made his season debut in place of an injured Favre (neck/head); 
nearly engineered a TD drive on the last series of the game, com- 
pleting 2 of 3 passes for 14 yards, but the Packers were held 
out of the end zone on a goal-line stand...Vs. New England 
(Nov. 19): Saw the most extensive action of his career to date 
when he was inserted into the lineup for an injured Favre (el- 
bow), and played the last two offensive snaps of the first half 
and the entire second half. Completed 4 of 12 passes and had 
a 6-yard scramble on a third-and-6. Played the second half with

a foot injury he sustained toward the start of the third quarter; 
postgame tests revealed a fracture that caused him to miss the 
rest of the season. Was placed on injured reserve on Nov. 21. 


2005: Saw action in three games as a rookie; he was active 
but did not play in the 13 other contests...Completed 9 of 16 
attempts (56.3 percent) for 65 yards, with one INT, and a 39.8 
passer rating...Also credited with two rushes for 7 yards, includ- 
ing a kneel-down on the season’s final snap after Favre was given 
a curtain call...Got an extended look in the preseason opener vs. 
San Diego (Aug. 11), replacing Favre; endured a malfunctioning 
helmet radio, four offensive penalties and two sacks, and as a 
result the coaching staff didn’t get a great look at him in his rainy

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THE COMPENSATORY SYSTEM 


The Packers were awarded two compensatory draft selections from the league in 2016, a pair of fourth-round choices. Since 
the first compensatories were awarded in 1994, only Baltimore (47) has received more than the Packers (37). 

Under terms of the NFL Collective Bargaining Agreement, a team losing more or better compensatory free agents than it 
acquires in a year is eligible to receive compensatory draft picks. 

The number of picks a team receives equals the net loss of compensatory free agents up to a maximum of four. The 32 
compensatory choices announced every March supplement the original choices in the seven rounds of the NFL Draft. 

Compensatory free agents are determined by a formula based on salary, playing time and postseason honors. The formula 
was developed by the NFL Management Council. Not every free agent lost or signed by a club is covered by this formula. 

Teams are no longer allowed to trade compensatories, although they were during the early years of the system. Because of 
that clause, the Packers acquired two compensatory choices in 1994 from San Francisco. In other words, Green Bay has actually 
drafted 39 compensatory players, but the league only has awarded the team 37. A rule change approved by clubs in 2015 will 
permit compensatory draft picks to be traded beginning in 2017.

the first three of the Packers’ 30 unanswered points...At Dal- 
las (Dec. 15): Delivered an impactful performance, finishing 
with five tackles (all solo), three passes defensed and a game- 
turning INT that set up the Packers’ go-ahead TD drive with less 
than three minutes to play in the fourth quarter. On the INT, was 
matched with WR Miles Austin in man-coverage with no safety 
behind him, trailing Austin on a slant pattern before closing 
quickly to snatch a throw from QB Tony Romo that was too far 
to the inside. The INT set the offense up at midfield with 2:46 
remaining and RB Eddie Lacy capped the drive seven plays later 
with a 1-yard TD plunge to give Green Bay its first lead, 37-36... 
At Chicago (Dec. 29): Saw action on all 50 defensive snaps 
and posted three tackles (one solo) and his career-high-tying 
fourth INT that sealed the division title in the final moments of 
the fourth quarter.

While the Packers achieved the ultimate team success on the field in 2010, winning the franchise’s 13th world championship 
and fourth Super Bowl, there were also a number of individual accolades that accompanied the collective accomplishment. 

When the initial voting for the Pro Bowl was released, five Green Bay players (T Chad Clifton, S Nick Collins, WR Greg Jennings, LB 
Clay Matthews and CB Charles Woodson) were named to the NFC’s all-star team. Following the addition of three alternates (WR Don- 
ald Driver, LB A.J. Hawk, and CB Tramon Williams), the Packers’ list grew to eight players. The eight selections were tied for the second 
most in team history and was the largest representation the organization had on the Pro Bowl roster since it sent nine in 1967. 

Fortunately, though, none of the Packers’ selections ever appeared in the game (played Jan. 30, 2011), as they were preoc- 
cupied with preparations for the upcoming Super Bowl XLV on Feb. 6.

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forced fumble...Chipped in six tackles on special teams...Vs. 
New Orleans (Sept. 8): Saw extensive action as the Pack- 
ers spent most of the game in the nickel defense. Started the 
game as the third CB and appeared on 72 plays, finishing with 
six tackles (five solo) and three passes defensed, also forcing his 
first career fumble. Recorded the forced fumble when he stripped 
WR Devery Henderson following a 9-yard gain in the third quarter 
and the ball rolled out of bounds. Made one of the more unsung 
plays of the game on special teams, serving as the “safety” on 
the kickoff coverage team and showing his impressive speed by 
coming from the opposite side of the field to track down RB Dar- 
ren Sproles and run him out of bounds following a 57-yard return 
in the third quarter, likely saving a TD...Vs.

Exploded for a 32-yard TD run 
in the third quarter that extended Green Bay’s lead to 38-7...At 
Cincinnati (Sept. 22): Started at RB and picked up where he 
left off the previous week, recording 55 yards on 14 carries (3.9 
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avg.) in the first half. Suffered a knee injury just before halftime 
that would sideline him for the next three games...At Minne- 
sota (Oct. 27): Returned to action and didn’t miss a beat, rack- 
ing up 57 yards and a TD on just seven carries (8.1 avg.). Scored 
ona 25-yard run early in the fourth quarter, carrying the ball five 
times on the drive for 48 yards (9.6 avg.)...Vs. Chicago (Nov. 
4): Carried six times for 40 yards (6.7 avg.), highlighted by a 32- 
yard TD run in the first quarter that gave the Packers a 10-7 lead. 
With the TD, became the first Packer to register a 25-yard TD run 
in back-to-back games since RB Ryan Grant did so in Weeks 16- 
17 of 2007...At Dallas (Dec. 15): Carried three times for 12 
yards (4.0 avg.), but his most impactful play came on an 11-yard 
TD reception in the fourth quarter that contributed to Green Bay’s 
franchise-record-tying 23-point comeback win. It also marked 
the first TD catch of his career...At Chicago (Dec. 29): De- 
livered a strong performance in the division-clinching win, post- 
ing a team-high 88 rushing yards on 11 carries (8.0 avg.) as he 
rotated with Lacy throughout the game. Recorded a career-long 
41-yard run in the third quarter to help set up a 7-yard TD pass 
from Rodgers to WR Randall Cobb that gave Green Bay a 20-14 
lead. His average of 8.8 yards per carry was a career high (min. 
10 attempts). 


2012: Appeared in six regular-season contests with two starts, 
missing time due to toe and knee injuries...Rushed for 255 yards 
and a TD on 71 carries (3.6 avg.) and added four receptions for 
31 yards (7.8 avg.)...Was sidelined for one postseason game due 
to the knee injury and dressed but did not play in the other play- 
off contest...Sustained a turf toe injury in the preseason opener 
at San Diego (Aug. 9) that would sideline him for the remainder 
of the preseason as well as the first five games of the regular 
season...Vs. Arizona (Nov. 4): Started and saw extensive ac- 
tion, rushing for 61 yards on 17 carries (3.6 avg.). It marked the 
most carries he had received in a regular-season game since his 
NFL debut vs. San Francisco (Dec. 5, 2010)...At Detroit (Nov. 
18): Assumed lead RB duties coming off his impressive showing 
against the Cardinals and gained 74 yards on a regular-season 
career-high 25 carries (3.0 avg.)...Vs. Minnesota (Dec. 2): 
Shared the rushing load with RB Alex Green and posted a team- 
high 66 rushing yards on 15 carries (4.4 avg.). Bounced a third- 
quarter run to the outside off right tackle and went untouched 
down the sideline for a 22-yard TD. Added two catches for 16 
yards (8.0 avg.). Sustained a knee injury late in the game that 
would sideline him for the next four games and the Wild Card 
contest vs. the Vikings. 


2011: Played in 13 games with two starts and led the team with 
978 yards and a TD on 133 carries (4.3 avg.)...Also led the Green 
Bay running backs with 29 receptions for 216 yards (7.4 avg.)... 
Appeared in the team’s playoff contest...Sidelined for three 
games with an ankle injury...Vs. New Orleans (Sept. 8): Led 
the team with 57 yards on 12 carries (4.8 avg.) and scored his 
first career regular-season TD on a 17-yard run in the second 
quarter...At Carolina (Sept. 18): Carried nine times for a 
season-high 85 yards (9.4 avg.) and added three catches for 30 
yards (10.0 avg.). Posted a season-long 40-yard run in the sec- 
ond half, the longest run by a Packer since Jackson’s 71-yarder 
at Washington (Oct. 10, 2010)...Vs. Denver (Oct. 2): Made his 
first career regular-season start in the absence of an injured Grant 
(kidney) and rushed for 63 yards on 13 carries (4.8 avg.). Added 
five receptions for 38 yards (7.6 avg.)...At Minnesota (Oct. 
23): Led the team with 75 yards on 13 carries (5.8 avg.). Carried 
six times for 55 yards to run the final 2:30 off the clock in the 33- 
27 win despite eight- and nine-man fronts by Minnesota...Vs. 
Tampa Bay (Nov. 20): Tied for the team lead with six catches 
for 53 yards (8.8 avg.), career highs in both categories. Added 38 
yards rushing on 11 carries (3.5 avg.). Suffered a knee injury at 
the tail end of a carry with just over three minutes remaining and 
did not return...At Detroit (Nov. 24): Started just four days 
later and carried four times for 19 yards (4.8 avg.). Rested for 
most of the second half with the game in hand...At N.Y. Gi- 
ants (Dec. 4): Carried three times for 5 yards (1.7 avg.), but 
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sustained an ankle injury in the first half and did not return. The 
injury would sideline him for the next two games as well as the 
regular-season finale. 


2010: Appeared in just three regular-season contests as a 
rookie as a hamstring injury sidelined him for most of the regu- 
lar season, but started all four postseason games...Rushed for 
101 yards on 29 carries (3.5 avg.) and caught two passes for 15 
yards (7.5 avg.) during the regular season...Led the NFL with 
315 rushing yards on 81 carries (3.9 avg.) in the playoffs, the 
third-highest postseason total by a rookie behind only Smith 
(342 in 87) and Lewis (338 in ’00)...Returned two kickoffs for

yards (14.0 avg.) in the postseason...Originally sustained the 
hamstring injury during OTAs in May, and was placed on active/

plus another two contests in December...Vs. San Francisco

a Green Bay rookie RB in his debut since Earhart’s 78 at Boston 
(Sept. 17, 1948). Carried the ball nine times for 35 yards on a 
17-play, 74-yard drive in the fourth quarter that ran 8:35 off the 
clock...At Philadelphia (NFC Wild Card, Jan. 9): Posted 
the top rushing total by a Packers rookie in franchise playoff his- 
tory, racking up 123 yards on 23 carries (5.3 avg.). The yardage 
total was the third highest in team postseason annals behind 
only Grant (201, vs. Seattle, Jan. 12, 2008) and Ahman Green 
(156, at Philadelphia, Jan. 11, 2004)...At Chicago (NFC 
Championship, Jan. 23): Continued to provide a consistent 
rushing threat for the Packers’ balanced attack, posting 74 yards 
on 22 carries (3.4 avg.). Scored the first TD of his pro career 
on a 4-yard run early in the second quarter to put Green Bay 
ahead 14-0...Vs. Pittsburgh (Super Bowl XLV, Feb. 6): 
Became the first rookie RB to start the Super Bowl since India- 
napolis’ Joseph Addai in 2006. Carried 11 times for 52 yards (4.7 
avg.), providing a complement to a Rodgers-led passing attack. 
His impressive average per carry came against the league’s No. 
1-ranked rushing defense in the regular season, a unit that al- 
lowed opponents a 3.0-yard average...2010 Draft: Drafted by 
the Packers in the sixth round (No. 193 overall), the 13th running 
back taken in the draft and the first player ever drafted out of 
Buffalo by Green Bay. Became the first running back in school 
history to be drafted. 


COLLEGE: Finished his career as the University at Buf- 
falo’s all-time leader in rushing yards (3,140), rushing touch- 
downs (34) and points scored (222), despite missing his senior 
campaign due to a shoulder injury...Played 36 games in three

1,189 yards in 1986, while the attempts topped his own mark

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SUPER BOWL XLV: MOST-WATCHED TELEVISION PROGRAM AT THE TIME 


The Packers’ 31-25 defeat of the AFC's Pittsburgh Steelers in Super 
Bowl XLV was historic for several reasons. For the franchise, it marked a 
fourth Super Bowl title and record 13th world championship. 

For the FOX television network, it marked a record outing for 
viewership. According to The Nielsen Company, Super Bowl XLV drew 
a total audience of 162.9 million viewers nationally, making it the 
most-watched show in United States television history at the time, and 
it wasn't even close. That total surpassed the record from the previous 
year’s Indianapolis Colts-New Orleans Saints Super Bowl XLIV by ap- 
proximately 9.5 million viewers. 

The game averaged 111 million viewers and was the fourth 
consecutive record-setting audience for the Super Bowl. In 2013, a new 
record was set in the XLVII matchup between the Baltimore Ravens and 
San Francisco 49ers. In terms of total audience, Super Bowls account 
for the 24 most-watched programs in television history.

ROOKIES VS. FIRST-YEAR PLAYERS 


Rookies are players in their first year of pro football who have not been on another pro football team’s roster for any 
regular-season or postseason games. First-year players are those who have played in other pro sports leagues (Arena Football 
League, etc.), have participated in previous NFL training camps, or have been on an NFL team’s active, inactive or reserve list 


fewer than six games. 


The rule originated when Lawrence McCutcheon, drafted by the Los Angeles Rams in 1972, played only three games 
his “rookie” season, then rushed for 1,097 yards in 1973. Today, due to McCutcheon and because rosters began expanding 
around the 1970 NFL-AFL merger (reserve lists formalized, etc.), that year is considered the beginning of the rookie rule. So 
today, for records purposes, the Packers use 1970 as a separator. From 1921-69, anyone who had yet to play three league 


games was generally considered a rookie.

The Green Bay Packers once had official cheerleaders, but after the 1988 season the decision was made not to reinstate them. 
While some Packers fans supported the official cheerleaders, many were opposed or indifferent, at best. 
Helping the Packers make the decision to discontinue the program was a television news poll in which fans were generally 


split over whether they wanted the program to continue. 


Bob Harlan, then the Packers’ executive vice president of administration, was quoted in an official release Feb. 7, 1989, saying: 
“In general terms, the poll disclosed there were as many fans who expressed opposition to the return of the cheerleaders as 
there were those in favor of restoring them. On that basis, we felt the appropriate decision at this time would be to continue 


without them.’ 


At this time, there are no plans to return to official cheerleaders. 
For several years, the team has used cheering squads from two local schools, St. Norbert College in De Pere, Wis., and the 
University of Wisconsin-Green Bay. Compared to squads at other stadiums, though, they are not as much a part of the gameday 


experience at Lambeau Field.

Packers LB Clay Matthews has enjoyed a meteoric rise since Green Bay traded up to select him as the second of two first-round 
picks in the 2009 NFL Draft. A one-time collegiate walk-on, he has developed into one of the most dynamic and impactful defensive 
players in the league. The early portion of Matthews’ career in Green Bay has been defined by an instinctive, all-out style that features a 


knack for game-changing plays. 


His popularity amongst fans is equaled by the respect he garners from players, coaches and media alike, and it is that combination 
that has made him a recurring candidate for several postseason awards. 

In 2009, Matthews became the first Green Bay rookie since WR James Lofton in 1978 to be selected to the Pro Bowl, and went on to 
be voted to the all-star team each of his first four seasons. In doing so, he became the first player in franchise history to earn the honor 
in each of his first four seasons in the league and is one of only seven active players to have achieved the feat.

CHICAGO — Aaron Rodgers threw for three touchdowns, two to James Jones, and the Green Bay Packers beat Chicago, 31-23, to spoil 
John Fox’s debut as Bears coach Sunday afternoon. 

Rodgers completed 18 of 23 passes for 189 yards while Jones caught four passes for 51 yards. That included a one-handed grab on a 
13-yard score late in the first quarter and a 1-yarder in the third. Randall Cobb had 38 yards receiving while catching a 5-yard touchdown 
that made it 24-16 early in the fourth quarter, and Clay Matthews sealed the win by intercepting Jay Cutler at the Green Bay 20 and returning 
it 42 yards. 

Eddie Lacy ran for 85 yards and a late touchdown. Julius Peppers chipped in with 1% sacks for the four-time defending NFC North 
champions. 

Cutler had a rough afternoon as he was 18 of 36 for 225 yards, with that late interception by Matthews. He also threw a 24-yard touch- 
down to Martellus Bennett with 34 seconds left, but Green Bay recovered the onside kick. 

Matt Forte ran for 141 yards — 105 in the first half — and a touchdown. Alshon Jeffery caught five passes for 78 yards. 

Green Bay trailed 13-10 at the half. Rodgers finished a third-quarter drive with a 1-yard slant to Jones and Gould answered with a 44-yard 
field goal, cutting it to 17-16. Rodgers made it 24-16 early in the fourth when he hit Cobb with a 5-yard pass, capping a 16-play drive. 

But the Bears stalled at the 2 after Cutler overthrew Eddie Royal in the end zone on fourth down after Chicago opted not to try a field goal.

GREEN BAY, Wis. — Aaron Rodgers threw for two touchdowns and the Green Bay Packers outlasted the Seattle Seahawks for a 27-17 
win Sunday night in a bruising, physical rematch of last season’s NFC title game. 

Rodgers orchestrated a 10-play, 80-yard scoring drive, capped by a 5-yard scoring pass to Richard Rodgers. A 2-point conversion made 
it 24-17 with 9:28 left. 

Jayrone Elliott made a lunging, one-handed interception of a short pass from Russell Wilson with 6:50 left, one of the rare mistakes in 
the second half for Seattle’s dual-threat quarterback. The Packers (2-0) cashed in with one of Mason Crosby’s four field goals on the night 
for a 10-point lead with two minutes remaining. 

Aaron Rodgers connected with favorite target James Jones for a 29-yard touchdown pass on the game’s opening series. But the offense 
got bogged down or had to settle for field goals until the fourth quarter. 

The Seahawks’ last two series ended in turnovers. Besides Elliott’s pick, Micah Hyde recovered a fumble by Fred Jackson with 22 
seconds left. 

Aaron Rodgers took a knee on the next play to end the game. He finished 25 of 33 for 249 yards. Wilson was 19 of 30 for 206 yards, 
while running for 78 yards on 10 carries. 

Green Bay running back Eddie Lacy left the game in the first quarter with a right ankle injury, but backup James Starks kept the Packers’ 
running game going with 95 yards on 20 carries.

GREEN BAY, Wis. — Aaron Rodgers threw for 333 yards and five touchdowns, including three to Randall Cobb, and Green Bay beat 
the Kansas City Chiefs, 38-28, on Monday night. 

Rodgers led the Packers (3-0) on two successful first-quarter drives that ended with scoring passes to Cobb and rookie Ty 
Montgomery. He found James Jones for a 27-yard touchdown reception late in the second quarter for a 24-7 lead at the break. 

Green Bay built a 38-14 lead early in the fourth quarter before withstanding a late rush by Jamaal Charles and the Chiefs. 

Rodgers, who finished 24 of 35, again burned a secondary on free-play situations following defensive penalties. The longest play came 
on a 52-yard catch in the fourth quarter by Jones following an offside penalty, setting up Cobb’s third touchdown catch. 

Despite the three touchdown runs, the Packers prevented Charles from making explosive plays, limiting him to 49 yards on 11 carries. 

Up front, Green Bay controlled the line of scrimmage when it counted and got to Alex Smith for seven sacks. 

Smith finished 24 of 40 for 290 yards and a touchdown. Smith also threw an interception to Sam Shields at the Chiefs’ 19 with about 
7 minutes left in the third quarter. On the next play, Rodgers found Cobb for a 4-yard touchdown and a 31-7 lead. 

Rodgers and Cobb hooked up for another 4-yard scoring pass in the fourth. With the score, Rodgers set the franchise record with his 
fourth career game of at least five touchdown passes.

SANTA CLARA, Calif. — With his receiving corps banged up and depleted, Aaron Rodgers still made all the big throws to keep Green Bay 
unbeaten and exactly where it expected to be a quarter into the season. It just took a little while to get warmed up before things got rolling. 

Rodgers passed for 224 yards and a touchdown, ran 17 yards to set up a key second-half score, and the Packers beat the San Francisco 
49ers, 17-3, on Sunday for their first 4-0 start in four years. 

Richard Rodgers caught a 9-yard touchdown pass on the game’s opening drive before Aaron Rodgers got his team going in the second 
half after a slow start to snap a four-game losing streak to San Francisco, which included a pair of playoff defeats. 

Colin Kaepernick threw his fifth interception in two games and the 49ers (1-3) have been limited to 28 total points over three games while 
giving up 107 points. The quarterback was booed in the fourth quarter along with rookie punter Bradley Pinion. 

Green Bay capitalized shortly after San Francisco’s Reggie Bush was stuffed for no gain trying to go up the middle on third-and-11 ina 
play call that was immediately scrutinized. 

On the ensuing drive, James Jones caught a 38-yard pass on the left sideline by barely staying in bounds. Aaron Rodgers then scrambled 
17 yards to set up John Kuhn’s 1-yard scoring burst. 

Green Bay made just enough plays. The Packers sacked Kaepernick on consecutive snaps late in the first half, and the Niners settled for 
Phil Dawson’s 33-yard field goal in their best scoring opportunity of the day. 

Jones wound up with five receptions for 98 yards in the fifth meeting between the rivals since 2012, while Randall Cobb had his streak 
of seven games with either a touchdown or 100-plus yards receiving snapped. Eddie Lacy ran for 90 yards and converted two fourth downs. 
Cobb and Richard Rodgers also had five catches apiece. 

Kaepernick, who had played some of his best games against the Packers, went 13 for 25 for 160 yards and a 55.4 passer rating. Carlos 
Hyde was held to 20 yards on eight carries.

GREEN BAY, Wis. — Aaron Rodgers threw for two touchdowns and 241 yards, and the defense had three sacks and four interceptions 
to hold off the St. Louis Rams for a 24-10 victory on Sunday. 

Rodgers was 19 of 30 with long scoring strikes to receivers Ty Montgomery and James Jones for the Packers (5-0). 

But NFL-record streaks of 586 pass attempts and 49 touchdown passes at home without an interception for Rodgers ended in the first 
quarter on linebacker James Laurinaitis’ diving pick of a tipped ball for the Rams (2-3). 

Rodgers threw another interception in the second quarter before losing a fumble in the third on a sack. 

Nick Foles’ four interceptions were a career worst, with two in the fourth quarter inside the Packers’ 10. 

Rookie cornerback Quinten Rollins returned an interception 45 yards for a touchdown for a 14-0 lead in the first quarter, and picked off 
another pass at the 7 with 23 seconds left. Safety Ha Ha Clinton-Dix intercepted a tipped pass in the end zone on third-and-goal at the 7. 

Greg Zuerlein was 1 for 4 on field-goal tries, hitting from 42 but missing his other three attempts, all coming from at least 50 yards. One 
kick in the second half was blocked by Datone Jones. 

The mistakes wasted another strong effort for Rams rookie Todd Gurley, who for the second straight week had his best production, 
with 159 yards rushing on 30 carries. Foles was 11 of 30 for 141 yards and a touchdown. His longest completion came on a 68-yarder to 
Stedman Bailey late in the fourth quarter. 

Star linebacker Clay Matthews set the tone with 1% sacks and several other trips into the backfield.

Bay Packers and possibly force overtime. 

Damarious Randall had to keep tabs on both Antonio Gates and Danny Woodhead lined up on the right side of the formation. 

The first-round draft pick lunged to poke away Philip Rivers’ short throw to Woodhead near the front right pylon in the final seconds to 
preserve the Packers’ 27-20 victory on Sunday, overcoming a career performance by Rivers. 

As the fourth-down play developed, Randall remembered that San Diego ran the same play on second down, but tried to get the ball 
to Gates. 

This time, linebacker Clay Matthews covered Gates inside. Woodhead broke outside, with Randall trailing from behind. 

The Packers started strong and finished barely in front. Running back James Starks had touchdowns on a 65-yard run and a 5-yard 
pass in the first quarter. 

Green Bay went up for good after quarterback Aaron Rodgers found James Jones for an 8-yard pass in the corner of the end zone for a 
24-17 lead with 46 seconds left in the third quarter. 

Rodgers was 16 of 29 for 255 yards. At one point, Rodgers had as many completions as Keenan Allen had receptions midway through 
the fourth quarter. 

But a hip injury kept Allen sidelined for much of the second half. He wound up with 14 receptions for 157 yards.

DENVER — Denver’s defense rattled Aaron Rodgers into one of the worst games of his career in the Broncos’ 29-10 victory Sunday night. 
The Broncos piled it on in the fourth quarter, when DeMarcus Ware sacked Rodgers and the ball ended up in the end zone for a safety. 
Although neither quarterback threw for a touchdown, Peyton Manning threw for 340 yards on 21-of-29 passing and the bootlegs worked 

nicely. 

Rodgers was 14 of 22 for just 77 yards — the lowest of his career in a game where he wasn’t knocked out by injury. 
Rodgers was sacked three times and the Packers had just 140 yards of total offense to Denver’s 500. 
Ronnie Hillman ran for two touchdowns and when he was on the sideline with a sore thigh, C.J. Anderson ran for a 28-yard score to put 

Denver up by two TDs late in the third quarter. 

Anderson ran for 101 yards and Hillman 60, and Demaryius Thomas caught eight passes for 168 yards. 

The Packers came into the game leading the league with 66 first-quarter points, but Rodgers was hit four times on Green Bay’s first drive 
as the Broncos’ pass rush hemmed him in and didn’t let him loop around for his patented resets. 

After that, he started getting rid of the ball much quicker, but those quick throws didn’t lead to anything until midway through the second 
quarter when he drove the Packers 80 yards in 10 plays with Eddie Lacy scoring from 2 yards out to make it 17-7 at the half. 

Mason Crosby’s 56-yard field goal on the first drive after the break pulled the Packers to within a touchdown.

GREEN BAY, Wis. — Matthew Stafford threw for two touchdowns, and Detroit stopped a 24-game road losing streak against the Green Bay 
Packers with an 18-16 victory Sunday despite a late blunder by Calvin Johnson. 

Mason Crosby missed a 52-yard field goal as time expired after the Packers recovered an onside kick that was mishandled by Johnson with 
about 30 seconds left. 

Detroit (2-7) had stopped Green Bay on a two-point conversion attempt after Aaron Rodgers hit Justin Perillo for an 11-yard touchdown pass 
on the previous drive. Backup cornerback Crezdon Butler, signed from the practice squad on Saturday, stuck a hand in front of Davante Adams 
to break up the conversion try. 

The Lions barely held on for their first road win against Green Bay since 1991. Matt Prater missed two extra points, but also hit field goals 
from 49 and 51 yards. 

Rodgers was 35 of 61 for 333 yards, but wasn’t at his best. Receivers including Randall Cobb and Adams had a few drops. 

Green Bay finally got into the end zone when Rodgers found tight end Richard Rodgers for a 4-yard touchdown pass with 5:55 left. 

Lance Moore’s 4-yard touchdown reception increased Detroit’s lead to 18-10, and the Lions held off the Packers following Perillo’s score. 

It has been a precipitous decline for a quick-strike offense that was once the envy of the NFL. The Packers’ running game stalled, with James 
Starks gaining just 42 yards on 15 carries against the league’s 26th-ranked defense. 

Even Crosby’s 44-yard field goal in the first quarter needed a little luck after glancing off the left upright but over the crossbar.

MINNEAPOLIS — Aaron Rodgers threw for a pair of touchdown passes without a turnover, Datone Jones had two of Green Bay’s six 
sacks and Eddie Lacy contributed a season-high 100 yards rushing to help the Packers beat the Vikings, 30-13, on Sunday and stop a 
three-game losing streak. 

James Jones had six catches for 109 yards after several quiet games and Mason Crosby made all five of his field-goal tries, lifting the 
Packers (7-3) to their 10th win over the Vikings in the last 11 meetings with Rodgers at quarterback. Rodgers was a ho-hum 16-for-34 for 
212 yards but brilliant when he needed to be on third-down scoring passes to Jones and Randall Cobb. 

Adrian Peterson was held to 45 yards on 13 carries with one touchdown. He lost a fumble at the Packers’ 21 early in the fourth quarter. 

Teddy Bridgewater took back-to-back sacks to prompt a punt on the next possession, all but sealing the first loss by the Vikings at home 
in eight games since the Packers won here almost exactly a year ago. 

The Packers used a 50-yard pass interference penalty on Terence Newman, who was covering Jeff Janis on third-and-15 from the 15, to 
set up the 10-yard touchdown toss by Rodgers to Cobb with 10 seconds left in the first half. An illegal-contact call on Anthony Barr during 
a third-down incompletion gave Rodgers yet another opportunity on that defining drive. 

On the first play of the fourth quarter, Rodgers rolled right on third-and-9 and angee the ball to Jones at the edge of the end zone for a 
27-yard score. He shoveled the two-point conversion pass to Jones, too, for a 27-13 lead. 

Bridgewater took quite a bruising, leaving the game briefly with an injury to his left shoulder but still finishing 25 for 37 for 296 yards 
and a touchdown without any turnovers.

GREEN BAY, Wis. — Jay Cutler threw for 200 yards and a score and the Bears held off the Green Bay Packers on fourth-and-goal from 
the 8 with 22 seconds left for a 17-13 victory. 

Aaron Rodgers’ throw to the end zone deflected off receiver Davante Adams’ hands in the cold rain. James Jones couldn’t hang on to a 
potential touchdown catch on third down. Rodgers was 22 of 43 for 202 yards and a touchdown. 

Cornerback Tracy Porter intercepted Rodgers’ pass with 3:19 left at the Bears 45 on the previous drive. 

The Packers caught a break after Cutler mishandled a shotgun snap on third-and-11 to set up a punt. 

But McCarthy’s offense couldn’t capitalize, moving quickly up the field on its final two drives only to come up short. 

Robbie Gould’s 21-yard field goal in the fourth quarter for Chicago was the only scoring for either team in the second half in a game 
played in dreary conditions. It put ball security at a premium. 

Eddie Lacy fumbled deep in Bears territory in the second quarter after getting hit from behind. Cutler cashed in on Chicago’s next drive 
by finding Zach Miller for a 3-yard touchdown pass that tied it at 7 with 6:03 left in the half. 

Adams dropped another pass in the open on third-and-long in the first quarter that could have led to a big gain. Lacy ran for 105 yards 
on 17 carries, and also scored on a 25-yard catch-and-run. 

For the Bears, Jeremy Langford had 48 yards and a touchdown on 12 carries. Matt Forte returned after missing three games with a knee 
injury and ran for 44 yards on 15 carries. The Bears also got Alshon Jeffery back, who had seven catches for 90 yards. He has missed five 
games this season with groin and shoulder ailments.

DETROIT — Aaron Rodgers took the shotgun snap on an untimed down with no time left, shuffled to his left, slipped a sack, rolled right 
and heaved a pass that seemed as high as it was long. 

Richard Rodgers, drifting toward the end zone while teammates and opponents crowded behind him, leaped and made the catch on the 
61-yard play to give the Green Bay Packers a stunning 27-23 victory over the Detroit Lions on Thursday night. 

The Packers got the untimed down after Detroit defensive end Devin Taylor was called for grabbing Aaron Rodgers’ facemask on a tackle 
on what would’ve been the last play. 

Matthew Stafford connected with Calvin Johnson on his second touchdown pass of the first quarter to help Detroit build a 20-point lead 
that it couldn’t keep. 

Aaron Rodgers scored on a 17-yard run with 3:04 left, pulling the Packers within two points. 

Stafford connected with TJ Jones to convert a third-and-12 from the Detroit 18 after Green Bay called its final timeout with 2:54 to go. The 
Lions needed one more first down to seal the victory, but Green Bay forced them to punt and got the ball back on the 21 with 23 seconds left. 

Following two incompletions, including one in which Detroit appeared to get away with pass interference, Aaron Rodgers threw a pass 
to James Jones and the ball was lateraled twice, leaving the quarterback with the ball and no one behind him to pitch to keep the play alive. 

But Taylor grabbed Aaron Rodgers’ facemask, giving the Packers another play. 

Aaron Rodgers scrambled long enough to give his receivers time to sprint to the end zone and got to the outside. He planted his foot 
at about the Green Bay 36 and got it into the end zone, where his tight end found a way to get to it in front of a slew of players from both 
teams and leaped for the catch. 

Aaron Rodgers finished 24 of 36 for 289 yards with two touchdowns. 

Stafford was 23 of 35 for 220 yards and two scores.

GREEN BAY, Wis. — Eddie Lacy ran for 124 yards and a touchdown and fellow running back James Starks added two scores in the 
Packers’ 28-7 win over the Dallas Cowboys. 

With 435 yards and 29 first downs, the Packers (9-4) got better balance and production out of an offense that still struggled at times with 
penalties and short-yardage situations. The defense and running game came up with big plays in the fourth quarter. 

Dallas’ touchdown came on Robert Turbin’s 7-yard run midway through the third quarter to make it 14-7. 

Aaron Rodgers threw for 218 yards and two scores. 

Dallas also had success on the ground, with Darren McFadden running for 111 yards on nine carries. Dallas rushed for 171 yards, and 
80 came on four plays that led to Turbin’s score. 

Matt Cassel, starting his sixth game for the injured Tony Romo, was 13 of 29 for 114 yards. A pass that deflected off star receiver Dez 
Bryant’s hands was intercepted in the end zone by Sam Shields in the first quarter. 

Bryant was held to one catch for 9 yards. He had a long reception in the second quarter overturned on replay. 

Dallas was forced to punt. Green Bay scored on its next possession on Rodgers’ 3-yard touchdown pass to tight end Richard Rodgers 
to make it 14-0 with 2:40 left in the second quarter. 

That was it for Green Bay’s offense until a 12-play, 84-yard drive in the fourth that ended with a 30-yard touchdown run from Starks on 
second-and-25. The Packers gained 78 yards on nine carries on the series. 

The Packers ran out the clock from there. Green Bay finished with 230 rushing yards on 44 carries, led by Lacy’s 24 attempts.

OAKLAND, Calif. — Aaron Rodgers threw a touchdown pass and Damarious Randall returned an interception for another score to help 
the Packers beat the Oakland Raiders, 30-20, on Sunday, after Green Bay clinched a franchise-record seventh straight postseason spot. 

Derek Carr threw two early interceptions to put Oakland (6-8) in a hole, but then had a pair of touchdown passes to Amari Cooper. The 
Packers built a 14-0 lead with defense and then had to win it behind Rodgers and the offense. Green Bay fell behind 20-17 midway through 
the third quarter on Carr’s second touchdown pass to Cooper. 

The Oakland lead was short-lived as Jeff Janis returned the ensuing kickoff to the 47. Three plays later, former Raider James Jones beat 
a busted coverage for a 30-yard touchdown catch. 

Rodgers engineered a 19-play field goal drive on Green Bay’s next possession and Mason Crosby’s third field goal made it 30-20 with 
4:25 left to put the Packers in control. 

Carr threw two interceptions in the first quarter to set up Green Bay touchdowns. Micah Hyde’s interception set up the Packers at the 18 
and John Kuhn ran it in from the 5 for the first score. 

Carr’s next pass was high to Seth Roberts and Randall returned it 43 yards for a touchdown that made it 14-0. 

The Raiders rallied with a pair of field goals in the second quarter, but the Packers still looked to be in control as they drove into scoring 
range late in the half. 

But Benson Mayowa forced and recovered a fumble by James Starks at the Oakland 21 with 1:22 to go and Carr connected on a 19-yard 
TD pass to Cooper four plays later to make it 14-13 at the half.

GLENDALE, Ariz. — The Cardinals sacked Aaron Rodgers eight times and returned two of his fumbles for touchdowns in a dominant 
38-8 victory. 

Carson Palmer threw for 257 yards and two touchdowns for the Cardinals (13-2). 

In all, Packers quarterbacks were sacked nine times in their most one-sided loss of the season. Dwight Freeney had three and Calais 
Campbell 2%. Cory Redding rambled 36 yards with one of the fumbles for a score, and Jerraud Powers took another 5 yards for a touchdown. 

Palmer completed 18 of 27 passes and was intercepted once. Michael Floyd caught six passes for 111 yards for the Cardinals, who 
entered the game with the NFL’s No. 1-ranked offense. 

Rodgers was 15 for 28 for 151 yards and a touchdown with one interception. 

The game was close until a big reversal of fortune in the final minute of the first half. 

With Arizona leading 10-0, Palmer attempted to lob a screen pass to David Johnson near the line of scrimmage but Mike Daniels, the 
Packers’ 6-foot, 310-pound defensive tackle, picked it off and Green Bay had the ball on the Arizona 15. 

But on third-and-goal at the 10, Justin Bethel stepped in front of intended receiver James Jones and intercepted the pass in the end zone. 
Rodgers’ seventh interception of the season gave the Cardinals the ball at the 20 with 57 seconds to play. 

A 47-yard pass to Floyd advanced the ball to the 33 and two more completions, plus a defensive-holding call, set up Palmer’s 7-yard 
scoring pass to John Brown, putting Arizona ahead, 17-0. 

Things just got worse for the Packers from there.

GREEN BAY, Wis. — A smiling Adrian Peterson held the football high in the air as if he had just won a trophy. 

The Minnesota Vikings are back atop the NFC North. 

Peterson ran for a touchdown, cornerback Captain Munnerlyn returned a fumble 55 yards for a score and the Vikings claimed their first 
division title since 2009 with a 20-13 victory Sunday night over the Green Bay Packers. 

The Vikings knocked away a desperation pass in the end zone from Aaron Rodgers on fourth down as time expired. 

Packers kicker Mason Crosby forced a fumble on Cordarrelle Patterson’s potentially field-flipping 70-yard kickoff return with 5:21 left. 
But the Packers’ next drive ended with Rodgers being intercepted in the end zone by Xavier Rhodes. 

The Vikings got the sterling defensive effort needed on the road to win their first game at Lambeau Field since 2009. Vikings head coach 
Mike Zimmer smiled and raised both arms in the air after Rodgers’ final pass fell incomplete. 

Peterson ran for 67 yards on 19 carries. He gave the Vikings a scare after leaving midway through the third quarter with a lower back 
injury before returning late in the fourth. 

Teddy Bridgewater was just 10 of 19 for 99 yards, and the passing game was rendered largely ineffective. But the defense stifled Green 
Bay’s offense at nearly every turn until the frantic fourth quarter. 

Everson Griffen had two sacks, and the Vikings held on at the end after being left out of breath defending the Packers’ late no-huddle 
attack. 

The dormant Packers scored 10 points in the fourth quarter, including a 16-yard touchdown pass from Aaron Rodgers to Richard 
Rodgers, and a 43-yard field goal by Crosby. 

But a slow start doomed the Packers once again, as did a sluggish running game. 

Aaron Rodgers finished 28 of 44 for 291 yards with a touchdown and an interception. Running back Eddie Lacy had a strong start, but 
finished with just 34 yards on 13 carries.

LANDOVER, Md. — For Aaron Rodgers and the rest of the Green Bay Packers’ offense, the first quarter of their playoff game Sunday 
looked quite similar to the stagnant way their regular season wound down. 

Not a lot of progress. Not a lot of points. Not a lot of fun. 

Rodgers opened the NFC Wild Card game against the Washington Redskins by going 1 for 8, and the Packers’ first four drives went: punt, 
safety, punt, punt. They gained all of 11 yards heading into the second period, and they trailed by double digits. 

And then, spurred by using the hurry-up approach he loves, Rodgers played like a two-time NFL MVP. Drawing defensive penalties with 
quick snaps, making adjustments at the line of scrimmage, and running the show the way few QBs can, Rodgers threw for a pair of TDs 
while Eddie Lacy and James Starks each ran for a score, and Green Bay came back to overwhelm the NFC East champion Redskins, 35-18. 

That was missing while the Packers were losing their final two games and six of their last 10 after a 6-0 start, letting the NFC North title 
slip away. And it was missing early Sunday, when Washington grabbed an 11-0 lead. 

Rodgers finished the game 21 for 36 for 210 yards and no turnovers. 

Washington (9-8) had won four games in a row, but its season ends without a single victory over a team that finished with a winning 


record. 


Kirk Cousins made his first playoff start after a breakthrough season and was 29 for 46 for 329 yards. He threw for one touchdown, ran 
for another, lost one fumble and was sacked six times. 

Rodgers, the 2011 Super Bowl MVP, turned things around in the second quarter, twice catching Washington with too many men on the 
field. He went 5 for 6 for 68 yards on a drive that ended with a 12-yard TD pass to Randall Cobb. When he hit Davante Adams for a 10-yard 
touchdown that gave the Packers a 17-11 halftime lead, Rodgers danced a little jig and threw some fist pumps. 

In the second half, the running game took over. After 17 yards at halftime, the Packers finished with 141 yards on 32 carries.

Aaron Rodgers, in a play reminiscent of his final-play heave against Detroit this season, took the snap with 5 seconds to go in regulation, 
scrambled around and heaved it 41 yards to the end zone. 

Jeff Janis, a 6-foot-3 receiver pressed into extended duty because Green Bay’s top two receivers were hurt, outjumped defenders Patrick 
Peterson and Rashad Johnson and clutched the ball to his chest as he fell to the turf in the silence of University of Phoenix Stadium. 

The Packers, already without wide receiver Davante Adams, lost Randall Cobb in the first quarter to a chest injury. James Jones was neu- 
tralized most of the game with All-Pro Peterson on him, forcing Rodgers to go to Janis, who had seven catches, five more than he had all year. 

Damarious Randall, who moments earlier had made a key eo in the end zone, deflected a pass intended for Fitzgerald inside 
en ee and the ball sailed into the end zone into the hands of Michael Floyd for a 9-yard touchdown and gave Arizona a 17-13 lead 
with 3:44 to play. 

The Packers (11-7) took the kickoff but went nowhere and turned the ball over on downs, setting up Chandler Catanzaro’s 38-yard field 
goal that put Arizona up, 20-13, with 1:55 to play. 

With 55 seconds left, Green Bay was pushed back into a fourth-and-20 at its 4-yard line. Rodgers scrambled and threw 60 yards to Janis 
at the 36. A Peel pushed it back to the 41 and Rodgers threw incomplete before getting off his last completion. 

Rodgers completed 24 of 44 passes for 261 yards and two touchdowns with one interception. Palmer, in his first playoff victory (in three 
ee was 25 of 41 yards for 349 yards and three scores with two interceptions.

The Packers won six NFL championships under 
Curly Lambeau, but it wasn’t until four years after 
his departure that the team’s players carried their 
head coach off the field on their shoulders, joy- 
ous in victory. 

A beleaguered Gene Ronzani, Lambeau’s suc- 
cessor, was lifted off the ground and carried to 
the entrance of the locker room at Memorial 
Stadium after the Packers had beaten the 
Baltimore Colts, 35-24, in a Saturday night game 
played Nov. 2, 1953. Ronzani was less than a 
month away from being fired. 

Six years later, the Packers carried Vince 
Lombardi off the field following his first game as 
head coach of the Packers, a 9-6 victory over the 
Chicago Bears at what was then called new City 
Stadium. 

The Packers practically made a habit of carry- 
ing Lombardi off the field following momentous 
victories during his glorious reign. They did so at 


least four more times: After he won his first NFL Championship Game in 1961; after he won his third title against the Cleveland

VINCE LOMBARDI TROPHY 


The Vince Lombardi Trophy, given annually to the Super Bowl champion, was renamed 
in honor of the former Packers coach shortly after his death in 1970, before Super Bowl V. 

The gesture, made by commissioner Pete Rozelle, was arguably the greatest tribute in 
NFL history. 

Each trophy, molded and customized every year, is sterling silver and takes 72 man-hours 
for Tiffany & Company to handcraft in Parsippany, N.J. Three concave sides form a pyramid, 
which supports a life-size, regulation football. The icon is 22 inches tall, weighs 7 pounds and 
is valued at more than $10,000. Former Tiffany VP of design Oscar Riedener first sketched the 
trophy on a napkin in 1966.

The Packers launched the Super Bowl series by whipping Kansas City’s AFL champions, 35-10, behind Bart Starr, 
Max McGee and a key interception by All-Pro safety Willie Wood. 

Vince Lombardi’s repeating NFL champions broke open the game with three second-half touchdowns. Wood set 
up the first, returning an interception 50 yards to the Chiefs’ 5, with the Packers up only 14-10. Len Dawson’s pass 
was intended for Kansas City tight end Fred Arbanas. 

McGee, replacing Boyd Dowler (injured on the Packers’ first series), after having caught only four passes all 
season, snared seven from Starr for 138 yards and two touchdowns. Elijah Pitts ran for two other scores, one on a 
5-yard run in the third quarter, the other on a 1-yard bolt in the final period. 

The Chiefs’ lone touchdown came on a /-yard pass from Dawson to Curtis McClinton. 

Starr, the game’s first MVP, completed 16 of 23 passes for 250 yards and two TDs. The aging McGee caught both scores, 37 yards in 
the first quarter and a 13-yard catch in the decisive third period. 

The Packers collected $15,000 per man and the Chiefs $7,500 apiece — the largest single-game shares in 
the history of team sports at the time. The game was not a sellout; more than 30,000 seats remained empty. .%

Acquiring a third straight NFL championship two weeks earlier, the Packers embellished that record-tying parlay by winning a second 
consecutive Super Bowl. This time, they dispatched the AFL champion Raiders, 33-14, in a game that drew the first pe 


$3 million gate in football history. 


Bart Starr again was the game’s most valuable player as he completed 13 of 24 passes for 202 yards and one 
touchdown and directed a Packers attack that was in control all the way after building a 16-7 halftime lead. 
Don Chandler kicked four field goals (39, 20, 43 and 31 yards), and All-Pro cornerback Herb Adderley returned 


an interception of a Daryle Lamonica pass 60 yards for a touchdown. 


Leading 3-0 at the quarter, the Packers got three Chandler field goals and a 62-yard scoring pass from Starr to 
split end Boyd Dowler before half. They then left the Raiders behind with a 10-point third period, Donny Anderson 


scoring on a 2-yard run and Chandler with his final field goal. 


The game ended Vince Lombardi’s nine-year reign as Packers coach. He won six Western Conference champion- 
ships, five NFL titles and two Super Bowls, a record unprecedented in pro football history.

England to capture their first world cham- 
pionship in 29 years. For Green Bay, the 
victory also marked its league-high 12th 
NFL championship as well as its third 
Super Bowl triumph. 

The Packers jumped to an early 10-0 
* lead. Brett Favre, sensing a Patriots blitz, 
% = audibled on Green Bay’s second play from 
scrimmage, hitting late-season pickup 
Andre Rison on a wide-open post pattern for a 54-yard touchdown 
pass. On the ensuing New England possession, Doug Evans inter- 
cepted Drew Bledsoe at the Patriots’ 28, which led to a 37-yard field 
goal by Chris Jacke. 

New England then was able to turn the tide in its favor, however, 
as Bledsoe took his club on two long drives for touchdowns. The 
first, which covered 79 yards and culminated in a short pass to 
Keith Byars, was aided by two long throws to Pats running backs 
and a 26-yard pass interference penalty. The second, starting at 
the New England 43, was spurred by a leaping, 44-yard reception 
by rookie Terry Glenn. When Ben Coates caught a 4-yard TD pass 
from Bledsoe, the Patriots momentarily had their only lead of the 
game and had completed the highest-scoring first quarter in Super 
Bowl history. 

Green Bay rebounded to retake the lead when Favre, seeing 
Patriots’ strong safety Lawyer Milloy at the line of scrimmage in 
tight coverage on Antonio Freeman, watched 
Freeman elude Milloy’s “bump” and lofted a 
perfect aerial to Freeman along the right side- 
line. Freeman, able to outrun New England’s 
late-arriving free safety, covered 81 yards 
for the longest reception in Super Bowl 
history at that time. After another Jacke field 
goal, Favre took advantage of a Mike Prior 
interception and escorted his troops on a 
nine-play, 74-yard march just before halftime 
which ended when, on a bootleg left, he 
lunged the ball over the goal line as he was 
rolling out of bounds.

Taking a 27-14 edge out of the locker room at halftime, Green 
Bay maintained that lead until late in the third quarter, when the 
Patriots’ Curtis Martin made a magnificent 18-yard run up the 
middle of the Packers’ defense to pull New England to within six 
points at 27-21. 

That margin was short-lived, 
though, as Desmond Howard 
returned the ensuing kickoff 99 
yards for a back-breaking touch- 
down (the longest kick return in 
Super Bowl history at the time), 
bursting through the center of the 
Packers’ well-blocked wedge, then 
juking kicker Adam Vinatieri to bolt 
free. Howard, who had 244 total 
return yards in the game includ- 
ing key punt runbacks of 32 and 
34 yards, was voted the game’s 
most valuable player, becoming 
the first special teams player to be 
so honored. A subsequent, successful two-point conversion, where 
Favre found Mark Chmura along the back of the end zone, gave the 
Green and Gold an insurmountable two-touchdown lead. 

The top-ranked Green Bay defense, which had four interceptions 
of Bledsoe, was led by Reggie White, who sacked the New England 
quarterback a Super Bowl-record three times, including twice in 
a row on the possession immediately following Howard’s scoring 
return. 

Favre, playing less than 
an hour from his hometown 
of Kiln, Miss., completed 14 
of 27 passes for 246 yards 
and two touchdowns with- 
out an interception, while 
his counterpart, Bledsoe, 
threw for 253 yards and 
two scores on 25-of-48 
passing.

Davis, named as the game’s most valuable player, averaged 5.2 
yards per carry as he rushed for 157 yards and three touchdowns, 
including the final, decisive score with less than two minutes 
remaining. 

After the opening possession — a 
76-yard scoring sequence by Green 
Bay — it appeared (falsely) that the 
game might turn into just another 
rout by the NFC against an over- 
matched AFC opponent. The Packers 
easily traversed the field, capping 
the drive with an arching, 22-yard 
touchdown pass from Brett Favre 
to Antonio Freeman at the back of 
the end zone, Freeman tap-dancing 
to get his feet down, and Green Bay 
had a 7-0 lead less than five minutes 
into the contest. 

But the Broncos stormed back, scoring the first three times 
they had the ball to commandeer a 17-7 advantage. After Davis 
went over from a yard out for Denver’s initial points, the Broncos 
forced a pair of turnovers in Green Bay territory. First, Favre was 
intercepted when he prematurely unloaded a pass for Robert Brooks 
while under a heavy blitz, a miscue which resulted in a 1-yard 
touchdown run by Broncos quarterback John Elway on a bootleg 
to the right. Then, after Favre fumbled when hit by Denver safety 
Steve Atwater on another blitz, the Broncos tacked on a long field 
goal by Jason Elam. 

Green Bay mounted an impressive, 95-yard touchdown drive 
to consume the latter half of the second quarter and pull to within 
17-14. Favre lofted a perfect aerial to tight end Mark Chmura in the

back right corner of the end zone just 12 seconds before halftime, 
a pass which narrowly skirted the fingertips of a leaping defender. 

Davis, who had missed the entire second quarter after expe- 
riencing migraine-headache symptoms, fumbled on the first play 
from scrimmage of the second half, an error which turned into a 
game-tying Ryan Longwell field goal only minutes later. 

The Broncos went ahead again late in the third period, when 
Davis scored his second touchdown of the game to culminate 
a 92-yard, seven-plus-minute drive. And when, on the ensuing 
kickoff, Freeman fumbled at his own 22, things looked dire for 
Green Bay as it stared at a potential two-touchdown deficit heading 
into the final quarter. But when the Broncos went for the jugular 
on their first play, free safety Eugene Robinson intercepted Elway 
in the end zone. 

Favre completed three passes to Freeman on the ensuing Green 
Bay possession, including a 13-yard 
crossing route for the receiver's sec- 
ond touchdown, which knotted the 
score at 24 with 13% minutes remain- 
ing. Freeman made nine receptions 
(for 126 yards) on the day to equal the 
club’s all-time playoff record. 

After the Packers failed to take 
advantage of one fourth-quarter drive 
which neared midfield, Denver ran the 
ball down their throat for the game’s 
winning touchdown, a drive which 
covered 49 yards in only five plays — 
four on the ground. Davis strolled into 
the end zone untouched up the middle 
for a 31-24 lead with just 105 ticks of the clock left. 

Still facing the relentless blitzing which had characterized the 
play of the Denver defense throughout the game, from his own 
30-yard line Favre moved the Packers 39 yards down the field on 
four straight passes to Dorsey Levens to reach the Broncos’ 31 with 
42 seconds remaining. 

But when his next three throws fell incomplete, including a 
fourth-down pass intended for Chmura which was knocked down 
by linebacker John Mobley, the game was Denver’s, giving Elway 
a long-awaited Super Bowl victory after he personally had endured 
three losses. In the process, the Broncos became just the second 
wild-card team to capture a Super Bowl.

On the strength of a masterful passing dis- 
su PE P'S ae play by quarterback Aaron Rodgers and a series 
of timely turnovers courtesy of an opportunistic 
defense, the resilient Packers laid claim to the 
franchise’s fourth Super Bowl title in front of 
91,060 fans at majestic Cowboys Stadium in 
Arlington, Texas. Green Bay became just the 
second No. 6 seed to win the Super Bowl since 
the league adopted a 12-team format in 1990, 
and capped off their string of six consecutive 
elimination games by again overcoming the 
loss of key players to injuries, just as they had throughout the 2010 season. 

Offensively, the Packers opened the game in a four-wide-receiver set 
intent on spreading out Pittsburgh’s attacking 3-4 defense and keeping 
their vaunted front seven off balance. After the teams traded punts early on, 
Rodgers led the Packers on an 80-yard 
scoring drive on the unit’s second pos- 
session. The quarterback completed 5 
of 6 attempts for 63 yards on the series, 
perfectly placing a 29-yard touchdown 
in the hands of receiver Jordy Nelson 
along the right sideline for the game’s 
Opening score. 

And it wouldn’t be long before the 
Packers built on their early lead. 

On the first play of the Steelers’ 
ensuing possession, defensive lineman 
Howard Green bull-rushed his way into 
the Pittsburgh pocket, batting the arm of 
quarterback Ben Roethlisberger, whose 
deep pass down the left sideline fell well short and into the arms of con- 
verging Packers safety Nick Collins at the Pittsburgh 37. After securing the 
interception, Collins weaved his way through would-be tacklers and went 
airborne at the 3, diving into the end zone to give Green Bay a commanding 
14-0 lead with 3:20 remaining in the opening quarter. 

After surrendering a 33-yard field goal that made the score 14-3, 
the Packers defense was the beneficiary of a Roethlisberger mistake on 
Pittsburgh’s next possession when cornerback Jarrett Bush jumped in front 
of a crossing route intended for receiver Mike Wallace and came down with 
the interception at the Green Bay 47. 

Despite receiving news that veteran stalwart receiver Donald Driver 
would not return to the game due to an ankle injury, Rodgers and the 
offense wasted little time taking advantage of the extra possession and the 
field position that accompanied it. They needed only four plays to cross the 
goal line, doing so when Rodgers made another of his pinpoint throws,

a 21-yard dart to wide receiver Greg Jennings over the deep middle. The 
quarterback’s pass eluded safety Ryan Clark, who had closed tightly on the 
route, and made the score 21-3. 

While the Driver injury was an unquestioned blow to the offense, the 
defense also suffered a seemingly devastating loss when cornerback Charles 
Woodson, a playoff captain and the team’s leader throughout the postsea- 
son, sustained a broken collarbone on the second play of Pittsburgh’s final 
drive of the first half. 

Pittsburgh scored its first touchdown of the game five plays after the 
Woodson injury when Roethlisberger found Hines Ward in the back corner 
of the end zone from 8 yards out. 

The Packers entered the locker room ahead 21-10, but were forced to 
regroup in the face of the injuries. Having gone through the painful process 
of placing 15 players on injured reserve during the regular season, overcom- 
ing injuries was a familiar practice for these Packers. 

That said, the Steelers built off of the 
momentum they carried into halftime and 
came out with a vengeance in the second 
half. Their first drive ended with an 8-yard 
touchdown run by Rashard Mendenhall 
that tightened the score to 21-17. 

The Packers, meanwhile, sputtered 
offensively in the third quarter as Rodgers 
fell victim to drops and other miscues 
that inhibited his usual rhythm in the 
passing game. 

With the Steelers driving deeper into 
Packers territory for the go-ahead score at 
the start of the fourth quarter, linebacker 
Clay Matthews made the kind of game- 
changing play that has defined his young career in Green Bay. On a second- 
down run to his side, he shot inside of a block by a tight end, and, in concert 
with defensive end Ryan Pickett, met Mendenhall in the backfield, jarring the 
ball loose. The fumble was recovered by linebacker Desmond Bishop, and 
momentum was shifted almost entirely back in the Packers’ favor. 

Eight plays later, Rodgers found Jennings for an 8-yard touchdown that 
again made it a two-score game, at 28-17. 

Refusing to go quietly, Roethlisberger and the veteran Steelers respond- 
ed immediately, putting together a seven-play drive of their own that 
Culminated with a 25-yard touchdown pass to Wallace and a successful 
two-point conversion on an option pitch to wide receiver Antwaan Randle El. 

Leading by a narrow 28-25 margin, Rodgers and the offense took over 
with 7:29 remaining, looking to wind the clock down and put the game out 
of reach. On third-and-10 from their own 25, Rodgers made one of the most

memorable throws in the history of the Super Bowl. The Steelers rushed 
only three, but even having eight players in coverage wasn’t enough to 
keep Rodgers from connecting with Jennings down the seam for 31 yards, 
just beyond the fingertips of cornerback Ike Taylor, who had excellent 
coverage on the play. 

The drive resulted in a 23-yard Mason Crosby field goal that 
extended the lead to 31-25, but also gave Pittsburgh and the dangerous 
Roethlisberger a chance to drive for the winning score with just under two 
minutes remaining. 

The Packers’ defense stood up to the challenge, though, and 
Roethlisberger’s fourth-down pass to Wallace was broken up by corner- 
back Tramon Williams. 

After two kneel-downs by Rodgers, confetti showered the field and 
the Packers were champions of pro football for a record 13th time. League 
commissioner Roger Goodell and guest presenter Roger Staubach handed 
the Vince Lombardi Trophy to Packers President/CEO Mark Murphy, 
General Manager Ted Thompson and Head Coach Mike McCarthy on a 
celebratory platform at midfield. 

Rodgers was awarded game most valuable player honors after com- 
pleting 24 of 39 attempts for 304 yards and three touchdowns. He became 
just the fourth quarterback ever to throw for 300 yards and three TDs with 
no INTs in a Super Bowl.

INTERCEPTION RETURNS A WINNING FORMULA IN THE SUPER BOWL 


After Packers safety Nick Collins intercepted Steelers QB Ben Roethlisberger at Pittsburgh's 37-yard line in front of the 
Steelers’ bench late in the first quarter of Super Bowl XLV, he embarked on a return that would significantly turn the tide of 
momentum in Green Bay’s favor. Collins weaved his way through a host of Steelers on his way to the end zone, going aerial at 
the 3-yard line and across the goal line to put the Packers ahead by a commanding 14-0 margin early in the game. 

Green Bay went on to defeat Pittsbugh, 31-25, for what was the fourth Super Bowl title in the illustrious history of the 
franchise. Collins became the second Packer and 12th overall player in league history to return an interception for a touchdown 
in the Super Bowl, and, not surprisingly, teams who are the beneficiary of such critical plays are a perfect 11-0 in the big game. 

Interestingly, in what is a testament to the evolution of the passing game, there were only four interception touchdowns in 
the first 20 Super Bowls, and after a 15-year drought, there have been 10 in the last 16 world championship contests. A closer 


look at the 14 interception returns for touchdowns and the results of those games:

First played January 15, 1967, at the Los Angeles 
Coliseum, the Super Bowl was initiated to match the 
champions of the then-rival American Football League and 
National Football League. With a dominating defeat of their 
counterpart, the AFL’s Kansas City Chiefs, by a score of 
35-10 in Super Bowl |, the Packers laid the foundation for 
what would become a tradition of Super Bowl success. Just 
a year later in Super Bowl II, the Packers emerged with an 
equally impressive 33-14 conquest of the AFL’s Oakland 
Raiders. Twenty-nine years later, Green Bay made its long- 
awaited return, appearing in Super Bowl XXXI and beating 
the New England Patriots, 35-21, making the franchise a 
perfect three-for-three in the renowned title game. Similar to 
their first tour in the late 1960's, the Packers returned to the 
championship game the following year, but suffered defeat 
at the hands of the Denver Broncos in Super Bowl XXXII. 

Ending a hiatus that lasted 13 years, the 2010 Packers 
fought their way to North Texas for a Super Bowl XLV show- 
down with the Pittsburgh Steelers. The Packers prevailed 
31-25 in that contest, returning the famed Vince Lombardi 
Trophy to its rightful home in Green Bay. 

In commemoration of those triumphs, each time the 
Packers went through the process of developing and pur- 
chasing a unique, customized ring honoring those within 
the organization who had contributed to the team’s ultimate

Features: On one side is 
the NFL logo and shield; above the shield is a ribbon 
with the scores from the Packers’ NFL Championship 
and Super Bowl victories, the first one reading “Green 
Bay 34, Dallas 27” in the upper left and the second one 
“Green Bay 35, Kansas City 10” in the upper right; below 
the shield is a crown with the three-word inscription 
“Harmony, Courage, Valor”; on the other side is a ribbon 
for the person’s name, a Green Bay Packers helmet and a 
football. The top of the ring has “WORLD CHAMPIONS” 
Spanning the upper and “GREEN BAY PACKERS” spanning 
the lower with the words broken up by a “19” on the left 
and “66” on the right. Within the white gold insert in the 
center on the top is a 1.00 point full-cut brilliant diamond.

Full-cut brilliant diamonds can range in size 
from .93-1.07 points, but according to those involved with 
the design, Lombardi demanded that the diamonds all be 
exactly 1.00 pt. The Packers produced approximately 45 of 
these rings for players, coaches and select staff members.

Features: On one side of the ring is a shield that holds 
within it a Green Bay Packers helmet and two crowns, one 


honoring the 1966 cham- 
pionship and then another 
for the 1967 champion- 
ship. Above the shield are 
banners commemorating 
all of the titles that had 
been won under then-head 
coach Lombardi: 1961, 
1962, 1965, 1966 and 
1967. Above those ban- 
ners is a ribbon similar to 
the one from the previous 
year, featuring the scores 
of the Packers’ two victori- 
ous championship games 
that closed out the season. 
The first is “Green Bay 
21, Dallas 17,” in remem- 
brance of the historic NFL 
Championship known for- 
ever aS “The Ice Bowl,” 
and the second reading 
“Green Bay 33, Oakland 
14,” from Super Bowl Il.

Designers: Bob Harlan, the Packers’ President and CEO, 
General Manager Ron Wolf, and Head Coach Mike Holmgren 
teamed with the organization's seven-member executive 
committee and worked in concert with Jostens repre- 
sentatives Gary Rotherham, John Scarpellini and Charlie 
Anderson, a championship ring artist, to develop the idea. 


Features: The center-top of the ring boasts a raised 
“G” on a background of diamonds with the words “World 
Champions” surrounding the logo. One shank (side) 
features the word “Packers” over the year “1996” above 
the word “Tradition,” while the other shank includes the 
recipient’s name, the Packers logo on a helmet, the team’s 
1996-97 record (16-3) and the recipient’s number or posi- 
tion with the team. The ring contains 115 diamonds total- 
ing 235 points, or 2.35 karats. In a true testament to the 
expansion of not only the league’s roster limits, but also 
the front office and board of directors, the team produced 
165 of the actual championship rings. 


In addition to the rings themselves, Jostens designed

Sales and Marketing Tim Connolly. The committee sought 
input from veteran players and then initiated the process 
once again with Jostens, producers of all four of the 
Packers’ Super Bowl rings. 


Features: As part 
of a recurring motif 
evident in several 
facets of the mod- 
ern-day Packers 
franchise, the Super 
Bowl XLV champion- 
Ship ring matches 
first-rate quality with 
a thoughtful tribute 
to the organization’s 
rich history and tra- 
dition. Presented 
to players, coaches 
and members of the 
Organization at a ceremony inside the Lambeau Field 
Atrium in June 2011, the diamond-studded platinum ring 
celebrates both the memorable journey and victory in the 
franchise’s fifth Super Bowl appearance, and also some of 
the historical elements that make the Packers one of the 
NFL’s oldest and most storied teams. 

Similar to the XXXI ring, the crest features a raised “G” 
logo, this time cast in 18-karat yellow gold and set atop a 
green stone tablet. The theme of paying homage to history 
is seen front and center as the “G” features 13 diamonds 
commemorating the team’s record 13 world champion- 
ships. Additionally, the crest is cornered on each end 
by four marquis-cut diamonds in the shape of footballs, 
representative of the four Super Bowl wins. Comprising the 
remaining face of the crest are 92 diamonds, recognizing 
the 92-year history of the organization. 

On one shoulder, the player’s last name is emblazoned 
above a replica engraving of Lambeau Field, beneath 
which is their jersey number with a circle around it. The 
encircled number is a tribute to the front of the uniform 
worn by the 1929 team, winners of the first world champi- 
onship in franchise history. 





WOODSON GIVES “ONE” SPEECH FOR ALL TIME 


The 2010 Packers became just the third team in NFL history to win three consecutive road playoff 
games, earning entry into Super Bowl XLV. A team that placed 15 players on injured reserve during the 
regular season, they continued to defy the odds throughout the playoffs, en route to becoming just 


the second No. 6 seed to ever win the Super Bowl. 


Late in the season and during the playoffs, cornerback Charles Woodson became the team’s emotion- 
al leader by virtue of his customary excellent performance on the field and his steady guidance off of it. 
Following the Packers’ 21-14 triumph over the Chicago Bears in the NFC Championship Game at Soldier _ 
Field, Woodson took to a celebratory platform in the locker room after the team’s postgame prayer. a 

A 13-year veteran who had suffered defeat in Super Bowl XXXVII as a member of the Oakland Raiders, * 
Woodson seized the opportunity to set the agenda for the two weeks that would precede Green Bay’s 
matchup with the Pittsburgh Steelers at Cowboys Stadium in North Texas.

piece unique. 

The first is a listing of scores from the four playoff wins 
with accompanying logos of the defeated opponents. The 
first three wins came on the road, as the Packers became 
just the third team in league history to accomplish the feat 
and just the second No. 6 seed to win the Super Bowl.

His speech, and the major 
themes referenced within it, have been immortalized 
inside the ring with a large number “1” and the words 
“Mind, Goal, Purpose and Heart” listed vertically next to 
the number. 

The rings were weighed at a reported 116 grams and 
feature diamonds totaling 3.35 carats. 





Additionally, Woodson learned before the game that President Barack Obama had said publicly that i 


he would attend the Super Bowl if the Bears were to advance. Knowing that the Super Bowl victor typi- 
cally travels to the White House following the season, he was able to integrate that theme as well. 
What followed is a speech that will forever exist in team lore and was eventually inscripted on the 


inner band of the team’s Super Bowl championship rings:

The Packers overcame an early 9-0 defi- 
cit, spawned by two blocked punts deep 
in their territory, but could not hold off 
the Giants in the second half. Early in 
the second quarter, Green Bay began to 
close in when Arnie Herber capitalized on 
a Paul “Tiny” Engebretsen interception by 
lofting a 40-yard touchdown strike to Carl 
Mulleneaux, cutting the Giants’ margin to 9-7.

Green Bay mounted a 7-0 halftime lead, 
by dint of a Herber scoring strike to Milt 
Gantenbein, as the Giants missed on three field goal attempts. The 
Packers pulled away in the third quarter on a 29-yard field goal by 
Paul (Tiny) Engebretsen, and a 31-yard TD pass from Isbell to Joe 
Laws, set up by Laws’ 30-yard punt return.

Bowl champions and advanced to the NFC 
pA championship for the first time. 

The victory, especially sweet for San

_| the coach’s first game against the club that 
~ launched his pro coaching career. 

After the Niners blocked a field goal to end Green Bay’s opening 
drive, the Packers defense set the tone for the rest of the game. 
On San Francisco’s first play, Wayne Simmons drilled fullback 
Adam Walker on a screen pass, forcing a fumble that rookie Craig 
Newsome returned 31 yards for the day’s first points. The Packers 
then mounted 62- and 72-yard scoring drives on their next two 
possessions; Brett Favre’s touchdown passes to Keith Jackson and 
Mark Chmura, respectively, gave Green Bay a 21-0 second-quarter 
advantage. 

Favre, the NFL’s MVP, completed 21 of 28 passes (75 percent), 
while Jackson, whose two long receptions over the middle set up 
Packers scores, caught four for 101 yards. Robert Brooks’ four 
catches totaled 103 yards. 

The Packers defense forced four turnovers and battered Steve 
Young all afternoon, with three sacks and countless knockdowns, 
forcing him to attempt an NFL playoff-record 65 passes in a futile 
comeback bid. Meanwhile, San Francisco’s receiver nonpareil, Jerry 
Rice, made 11 receptions but had few yards after the catch. 

Green Bay posted the only road victory by an NFC team in the 
divisional playoffs from 1990-99.

After the 49ers went three-and-out on their first drive, Howard 
weaved his way through several defenders for a 71-yard touchdown 
just 2:15 into the game. Then, midway through the first quarter, 
Howard broke free on a second punt return, traveling 46 yards 
before San Francisco tripped him up at its own 7. Moments later, 
Brett Favre hit Andre Rison on a 4-yard touchdown pass to give 
Green Bay a 14-0 advantage. 

After an Edgar Bennett TD, the 49ers converted two Green Bay 
special-teams miscues into 14 points, bringing the game back 
within reach. First, a San Francisco punt bounced off Chris Hayes’ 
leg and the 49ers recovered at the Green Bay 26, setting up a Terry 
Kirby touchdown catch. Then, when the Packers failed to field a 
short kickoff to open the second half, San Francisco recovered at 
the Green Bay 4, and, on the next play, Elvis Grbac’s naked bootleg 
trimmed the Packers’ lead to 21-14. 

To their credit, the Packers stormed back on their next pos- 
session, going 72 yards in 12 plays, a drive capped when Antonio 
Freeman recovered Bennett’s fumble in the end zone.

The Packers overcame two early deficits 
to defeat upstart Carolina and earn a berth to 
their first Super Bowl in 29 years, largely on 
the strength of Dorsey Levens’ 205 yards of 
offense. It was the first title game in Green 
Bay since the legendary 1967 “Ice Bowl.” 
Not quite 10 minutes into the game, 
1 linebacker Sam Mills intercepted Brett Favre 
deep in Green Bay territory, setting up Kerry Collins’ 3-yard TD toss 
to Howard Griffith. 

On the first snap of the second quarter, Levens evened the 
score, out-jumping Carolina’s Eric Davis at the right edge of the end 
zone on a 29-yard touchdown reception. The previous play, Levens 
had rushed for 35 yards on third-and-1. 

Carolina converted a Favre fumble, near midfield, into a field 
goal, but the Packers stormed back with 10 points in the final 
minute of the first half. Favre connected with Antonio Freeman for a 
touchdown on a 6-yard fade with 48 seconds remaining, capping a 
15-play, 71-yard drive. When the Panthers then attempted to move 
downfield, rookie Tyrone Williams made a diving interception at the 
Packers’ 38, which Chris Jacke turned into a 31-yard field goal 10 
seconds before halftime. 

Late in the third quarter, Edgar Bennett strolled untouched 
through the middle on a 4-yard touchdown, giving Green Bay a 
27-13 lead. Levens set up the score on the previous play, going 66 
yards down the right sideline on a perfectly executed screen. 

Green Bay put up 479 net yards, a (then) team playoff record. 
It churned out 201 rushing yards (99 on Bennett’s 25 carries, 88 on 
only 10 attempts by Levens). Levens also made five receptions for 
117 yards, and Favre completed 19 of 29 for 292 yards. 

While the weather certainly was cold — 3 degrees with a minus- 
17 wind chill — the storyline before the game was the field, ravaged 
against San Francisco the previous week, when rainy conditions 
turned it into a mud pit. The Packers installed an all-new surface 
days prior to the game, with sod trucked in from Maryland on more 
than two dozen semis. 

The George S. Halas Trophy, symbolic of the National Football 
Conference Championship, was presented to President Bob Harlan, 
General Manager Ron Wolf and Head Coach Mike Holmgren in an 
on-field ceremony following the game.

: noon, the Packers were able to pick on San 
Francisco’s cornerbacks, moving 76 yards on their first possession. 

Early in the second quarter, Eugene Robinson stepped in front 
of a Steve Young pass and weaved across the field 58 yards to 
the 49ers’ 28. Two plays later, Antonio Freeman caught a short 
slant from Brett Favre, cut back against the grain and broke several 
tackles for a 27-yard touchdown, and a 10-0 Green Bay lead. 

Late in the opening half, the 49ers had to settle for a field goal 
after three straight incompletions from the Green Bay 10. Then, in 
the waning seconds, Favre connected with Freeman on a 40-yard 
bomb, to set up the half’s final play, Ryan Longwell’s 43-yard field 
goal, against a difficult wind. 

Longwell, who attended nearby Cal one season earlier and had 
been released by the 49ers just before training camp, added his 
third field goal midway through the fourth quarter, giving Green Bay 
a more comfortable 13-point lead. 

The Packers’ defense, which held San Francisco to just 33 rush- 
ing yards on 18 overall carries, sacked Young in the fourth quarter 
four times, twice by Keith McKenzie. When Green Bay sacked 
Young on fourth down at his own 11 with just under four minutes 
remaining, the Packers quickly capitalized, scoring after two Dorsey 
Levens runs. 

Levens broke his own, week-old (then) franchise playoff record 
with 114 rushing yards — the first 100-yard effort allowed by the 
49ers during the 97 season — and again did much of his work in the 
second half. Freeman totaled 107 yards on four catches, and punter 
Craig Hentrich helped Green Bay handily win the field-position 
battle, depositing all five of his punts inside the 49ers’ 20. 

Following Levens’ score, the Niners’ Chuck Levy returned the 
kickoff 95 yards for San Francisco’s lone touchdown, with 2:52 left 
in the game. 

On the field after the game, with a smattering of fans remaining, 
the George S. Halas Trophy, representative of the National Football 
Conference Championship, was handed over to the rain-soaked 
trio of President Bob Harlan, General Manager Ron Wolf and Head 
Coach Mike Holmgren.

son. The 49ers ended their five-game Green 
Bay losing streak, a stretch that covered four 
years, including elimination from the 1995- 
97 playoffs. The Packers, in the postseason 
for a team-record sixth consecutive year, 
went winless in the playoffs for the first time in the span. 

After a critical interception, Brett Favre got the ball at his own 11, 
trailing 23-20 with 4:19 left. His 47-yard bomb up the left sideline 
to rookie Corey Bradford put the Packers in scoring range at the 31. 
Then, four plays later, Favre saw the 49ers stack eight men at the 
line, audibled and found Antonio Freeman on a sprint-and-go pattern 
for a 15-yard TD and a 27-23 lead with 1:56 left. 

But Young drove 76 yards in the final two minutes, culminating 
in his game-winning, 25-yard bullet to Owens, who had dropped 
several passes. Earlier during the controversial drive, rookie Scott 
McGarrahan appeared to strip Jerry Rice at the Green Bay 41, and 
Bernardo Harris recovered, but officials ruled Rice down. 

Strong running games bolstered both teams. Garrison Hearst ran 
for 128 of the 49ers’ 178 rushing yards, while Dorsey Levens broke 
his own (then) team playoff rushing mark with 116 yards. Greg 
Clark’s two TD catches each came after Green Bay turnovers. Favre 
threw for 292 yards and two touchdowns, both to Freeman. 

Two Packers icons — all-time sacks leader and future Hall of Famer 
Reggie White, and head coach Mike Holmgren — saw their Green Bay 
careers end. Holmgren, 84-42 overall in seven Packers seasons, 
became the Seahawks’ executive VP of football operations/general 
manager and head coach five days later.

Favre lobbied with coaches at halftime to open up the passing 
game, then threw for 226 of his 269 yards in the final two quarters, 
steering Green Bay back from a 7-6 deficit. Led by Favre, Green Bay 
in the second half produced points on four of its first five posses- 
sions. The quarterback engineered marches of 72, 81, 49 and 93 
yards, fighting off a 49ers rally that had tied the contest, 15-15, with 
12 minutes left in regulation. 

McKenzie halted an ominous Niners drive halfway through the 
fourth quarter. The cornerback batted an underthrown pass, like 
a volleyball, into the hands of a nearby Williams at the Packers’ 
7. McKenzie had broken up another potential Terrell Owens score 
earlier in the fourth. After the pick, the Packers drove 93 yards to 
extend their lead, on Anman Green’s 9-yard TD run. 

Inspired by the return of injured starters Nate Wayne and Gilbert 
Brown, the Packers also held the league’s No. 2 rushing offense to 
only 71 yards on the ground. Brown recorded his first sack since 
1997 on the game’s first play from scrimmage. Cletidus Hunt kept 
the Niners off the scoreboard early when he blocked a Jose Cortez 
field goal attempt in the second quarter.

Brett Favre, in his 16th career postseason 
game, matched an NFL playoff record with 
Six interceptions St. Louis returned three INTs for touchdowns, and 
four of the six picks were tipped either at the line of scrimmage or 
by the intended receiver. The timing of the first three interceptions 
combined to put the game out of reach. 

Favre’s initial interception, early in the first quarter, was a read 
miscommunication with Bill Schroeder, and Aeneas Williams raced 
29 yards for the day’s first points. Favre answered by marching 65 
yards in five plays, getting a great effort from Antonio Freeman on a 
22-yard TD pass, to tie the game, 7-7. 

But with St. Louis up 14-7 in the second period, Kim Herring 
picked off Favre and returned it 45 yards to the Green Bay 4. Two 
plays later, Kurt Warner hit James Hodgins on a 4-yard pass to 
extend the Rams’ lead. 

The third interception, in the third quarter, all but sealed the 
win. Tommy Polley grabbed a pass deflected by Grant Wistrom and 
sprinted 34 yards for a TD, creating a 31-10 St. Louis advantage. 

Lost in the eight turnovers, which doubled the Packers’ previous 
2001 season high, was a strong effort by the Green Bay defense, 
which limited the league’s best offense to its lowest yardage in 21 
games. The Packers gave up only two big plays — a 38-yard run 








by Marshall Faulk late in the first quarter and a 50-yard pass from 
Warner to Torry Holt. Green Bay also held St. Louis to 13 first downs,

The Packers, the NFL’s only 8-0 home team 
in 2002, had never lost a home playoff (13- 
0). Brett Favre was without Pro Bowl back 
Ahman Green (knee) and top receivers Donald Driver (shoulder) and 
Terry Glenn (concussion) in a futile second-half comeback attempt. 

The NFC North champion Packers, who tied for the league’s best 
record and just one week prior had a shot at the NFC home-field 
advantage, began their offseason much sooner than expected. 

Green Bay, without top defender and Pro Bowl safety Darren 
Sharper (knee), even got a snowstorm but still couldn’t corral any 
momentum. After a Vick touchdown pass gave the Falcons a quick 
7-0 lead, Mark Simoneau beat the Packers’ protection and blocked 
Josh Bidwell’s punt near Green Bay’s end zone. Artie Ulmer smoth- 
ered the ball for another Atlanta touchdown. Then, Kevin McCadam 
pushed Tyrone Williams into Green Bay returner Eric Metcalf, and 
George Layne recovered the muffed punt. Four plays later, T.J. 
Duckett’s TD made it 21-0. The fervent Falcons also stopped the 
Packers with a goal-line stand. 

Favre, who had two interceptions and a fumble, hit Driver with 
a 14-yard touchdown on the first drive after halftime, but Driver re- 
injured his dislocated shoulder on the play. It was the 13th straight 
playoff game in which Favre threw a touchdown pass, tying Dan 
Marino’s NFL record.

Seattle won the coin toss, and quarterback Matt 
Hasselbeck told the official, “We want the ball, and we’re going to 
score.” The Seahawks got the ball, but punted. After Seattle got the 
ball back, it was Harris who scored on the game’s only turnover. 

Favre, aS usual, thrived in the cold. He set an NFL record by 
throwing for a touchdown in a 14th straight playoff game and rallied 
the Packers to a 27-20 lead.

Brian Dawkins’ overtime interception set 
up David Akers’ winning field goal, but the 
Eagles really advanced to the NFC title game 
thanks to Donovan McNabb. 

With the Eagles trailing 17-14 and 1:12 
left in regulation, he breathed life into his 
team with a 28-yard completion to Freddie 
Mitchel on a fourth-and-26. That, in turn, led to a 37-yard field goal 
by Akers that sent the game into overtime.

Minnesota scored on its first three possessions, jumping out 
to a 17-0 lead in avenging two 34-31 losses to the Packers, who 
entered the playoffs as the NFC’s hottest team. 

The Packers lost Pro Bowl receiver Javon Walker and left tackle 
Chad Clifton to injuries, but pulled to 24-17 on Najeh Davenport’s 
1-yard plunge with 13:37 left. Then, two costly defensive penalties 
set up Culpepper’s 34-yard touchdown toss to Moss, giving the 
Vikings a 14-point cushion with 10:18 remaining. 

On the first series, Culpepper lofted the ball over Nick Barnett 
and Moe Williams broke a tackle, scampering 68 yards for a 
touchdown 1:40 into the game. After the Packers went three-and- 
out, the Vikings made it 14-0 on Moss’s 20-yard TD catch.

Green Bay entered with Aaron Rodgers, Tramon Williams 
and the momentum of having won three consecutive elimination 
games, and that was all the Packers would need to keep their 
playoff journey alive. 

Just six days after clinching the Wild Card win at Philadelphia 
with a leaping interception in the end zone late in the fourth quar- 
ter, Williams outdid himself in Atlanta. He intercepted Pro Bowl 
quarterback Matt Ryan twice, the second of which was a virtual 
backbreaker he returned 70 yards for a touchdown as time expired 
in the first half. The momentum-changing play extended Green 
Bay’s lead to 28-14 and sucked the life out of what had been a 
charged home crowd. 

While Williams stole the show on defense, Rodgers put on one 
of the greatest individual performances in NFL postseason history. 
In a display of passing precision seldom seen on such a big stage, 
he completed 31 of 36 passes for 366 yards and three touchdowns 
through the air, also adding one on the ground. His ability to 
escape pressure, extend plays and deliver accurate throws down- 
field had the offense in rhythm from the opening gun, and had the 
Falcons defense searching for answers. 

Throughout the game, the Packers compromised the iden- 
tity Atlanta had established during their 13-3 regular season. The 
Falcons ranked No. 3 in the NFL in both time of possession and 
turnover margin during the regular season, but possessed the 
ball for only 21:41 and committed a total of four turnovers. They 
also boasted the NFC’s leading rusher in standout back Michael 
Turner, but on this night, he was limited to just 39 yards, match- 
ing a season low.

In what appeared to be an illustration of him picking up where 
he had left off the previous week at Atlanta, Aaron Rodgers led 
a pair of early scoring drives that staked Green Bay to a 14-0 
halftime lead. 

On the offense’s first possession of the second half, Rodgers 
again led the unit inside the Chicago 10-yard line en route to 
what would seemingly be an insurmountable three-possession 
advantage. On third-and-goal, however, the quarterback was 
uncharacteristically intercepted at the 6 by veteran linebacker 
Brian Urlacher, who immediately embarked on a long return with 
most of the offensive players in his wake. Rodgers, the last man 
to beat, held his angle and dove at Urlacher’s legs, tripping him 
up at the Chicago 45. The tackle ultimately kept the Bears off 
the scoreboard, as Chicago was forced to punt on the ensuing 
possession. 

The Green Bay defense was once again outstanding in the 
early going, forcing five punts and an interception on Chicago’s 
six first-half possessions. Rookie cornerback Sam Shields led the 
way by becoming the first rookie in NFL history to record a sack 
and an interception in a playoff game, accomplishing the feat on 
respective Bears possessions to close the first half. 

Bears quarterback Jay Cutler was unable to move the ball 
with any regularity and also suffered a knee injury just before 
halftime. Following the first drive of the second half, he was 
replaced because of the injury by backup Todd Collins. The 
Packers’ defense quickly rendered Collins ineffective, and he was 
benched after two possessions in favor of seldom-used third- 
stringer Caleb Hanie. 

To the surprise of many, Hanie led the Bears on a 67-yard 
scoring drive at the start of the fourth quarter, tightening Green 
Bay’s lead to 14-7. Two possessions later, Chicago took over at 
its own 10 and on third-and-5, Hanie was intercepted by nose 
tackle B.J. Raji, who then lumbered 18 yards for an unlikely albeit 
memorable touchdown that pushed the score to 21-7. 

Refusing to quit, Hanie and the Bears’ offense responded 
quickly, driving 60 yards on four plays, and finishing with a 
35-yard touchdown on a catch-and-run by wide receiver Earl 
Bennett. 

After a quick three-and-out by Green Bay, the Bears used 
12 plays to get the ball to the Packers’ 29-yard line. On a fateful 
fourth-and-5, Hanie looked deep over the middle but was inter- 
cepted by Shields, his second of the game. Green Bay kneeled 
down to run out the clock and the celebration ensued. 

The Packers were presented the Halas Trophy inside the 
visitors’ locker room and were set to begin preparations for the 
franchise’s first Super Bowl appearance in 13 years, Super Bowl 
XLV at Cowboys Stadium in Arlington, Texas.

The Packers had almost forgotten 

the feeling. After winning six consecutive 

elimination games to close out the 2010 

season as world champions and then 

storming through the 2011 regular season 

with a franchise-best 15-1 record, the 

concept of defeat had become somewhat 





unfamiliar. 
Unfortunately, these Packers picked the wrong day to play 
their sloppiest game of what had to that point been a fantastic 





season. Green Bay fell victim to a series of uncharacteristic, costly 
turnovers and a leaky pass defense that allowed Giants quarterback 
Eli Manning to throw for 330 yards and three TDs, leading to the 
elmination of the top-seeded home team in front of a capacity 
crowd at Lambeau Field. 

The two sides traded field goals on their opening possessions, 
but Manning found wide receiver Hakeem Nicks for a 66-yard 
touchdown later in the first quarter to put New York on top 10-3. It 
wasn’t the last time Nicks would haunt the Packers. 

The second of the receiver’s first-half touchdowns was a 
far more crushing blow, one that came on the final play of the 
second quarter when he hauled in a 37-yard Hail Mary throw from 
Manning amidst multiple Green Bay defenders in the end zone, 
giving the Giants a 20-10 halftime lead. 

The turnover epidemic that had begun to befall the Packers’ 
offense late in the second quarter continued when quarterback 
Aaron Rodgers was stripped in the pocket on the opening drive of 
the second half, his first lost fumble of the season. The Green Bay 
defense stood tall in the third frame however, keeping the Giants 
off the board and allowing a Mason Crosby field goal to pull the 
Packers to within a touchdown at 20-13 to start the fourth. 

But for a team that set a franchise record with just 14 give- 
aways in the regular season, it was the turnovers that were the 
ultimate difference in the game. Running back Ryan Grant fumbled 
following a reception with the Packers driving near midfield, trail- 
ing just 23-13 midway through the final quarter. 

The Giants would score a touchdown on the very next play, and 
then again four minutes later, while also recovering an onside kick 
attempt, thus silencing any chance of a late Green Bay comeback.

Having split their two-game divisional series 

during the regular season, the border rivals 

squared off in a Wild Card game just six 

days after they'd met in a Week 17 finale at 

Minnesota. 

It was in that game that a last-second field 
goal gave the Vikings the victory, earning 
them a playoff berth as the NFC’s No. 6 seed 
and a trip to Lambeau Field to face the NFC North champion Packers 
in the opening round of the single-elimination tournament. 

Members of a unit that had surrendered a total of 409 yards to 
All-Pro running back Adrian Peterson in the teams’ two December 
meetings, Packers defenders vowed during the practice week that 
the explosive ball-carrier would not torment them again. 

And they held true to that promise. 

Aided by an inactive list that featured Vikings starting quarterback 
Christian Ponder (who was sidelined by an elbow injury), the defense 
kept Peterson in check throughout the game, limiting him to just 99 
yards on 22 carries (4.5 avg.), his second-lowest rushing total since 
Week 7 of the regular season. 

Offensively for the Packers, Aaron Rodgers led a balanced attack 
that scored 24 unanswered points after the Vikings opened the game 
with a field goal on their opening drive. 

Fullback John Kuhn scored both rushing and receiving touch- 
downs to cap drives going into and coming out of halftime, extending 
the Green Bay lead to 24-3 with 9:25 remaining in the third quarter 
and making an already uphill climb for the beleaguered Minnesota 
offense even steeper. 

Backup quarterback Joe Webb hadn’t attempted a pass during 
the regular season and was repeatedly pressured by the Packers’ 
attacking front. Linebacker Clay Matthews led the way with two 
sacks, also forcing and recovering a fumble by Webb late in the third 
quarter. 

Matthews’ fumble recovery was part of a three-turnover effort by 
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2012 NFC Wild Card Playoff, continued 
the Packers, one that also featured an interception by cornerback 
Sam Shields and the recovery of a muffed punt by linebacker 
Dezman Moses on special teams. 

Webb connected with wide receiver Michael Jenkins for a 
touchdown with 3:39 remaining in the fourth quarter, but finished 
the game 11 of 30 passing for 180 yards. 

Unfortunately for the Vikings, that wasn’t enough to dethrone 
the division champions on their home field.

Cornerback Sam Shields raced down the 
Sideline for a 52-yard interception return for a 
touchdown on the game’s opening drive, and 
tee THIS it appeared the Packers might be recapturing 

their divisional playoff magic. It was just two 

= ~~ &- | years earlier, in the 2010 postseason, that 
= the Packers marched into Atlanta against the 
higher-seeded Falcons and dismantled them on 

their home field, furthering their momentum en route to the Super Bowl. 

But this wasn’t 2010, and these were not the Atlanta Falcons. 

San Francisco quarterback Colin Kaepernick lifted himself off the 
turf after missing a tackle on Shields, took a deep breath, and went 
on to deliver a statistically dominating dual-threat performance. 

The second-year passer recovered from his early turnover to 
repeatedly gash the Packers’ defense with both his arm and legs 
during the game. He was particularly deadly carrying the ball, both 
on scrambles to escape pressure and on read-option plays the 
49ers designed to take advantage of his speed and athletic ability. 

By game’s end, Kaepernick had carried 16 times for 181 yards 
(11.3 avg.), an NFL record for a quarterback in both the regular and 
postseasons. Following the early INT, he sharpened his precision 
throwing the ball and finished the game having completed 17 of 31 
attempts for 263 yards and two TDs. Several of his throws went in 
the direction of wide receiver Michael Crabtree, who finished with 
nine catches for 119 yards (13.2 avg.) and a pair of second-quarter 
TDs that capitalized on Green Bay turnovers to help San Francisco 
recover from the initial deficit. 

Despite the miscues, the Packers hung tough throughout the 
first half, answering the 49ers’ offense with two 80-yard touchdown 
drives of their own. They pulled to within three points entering 
halftime, and a 31-yard field goal by kicker Mason Crosby tied the 
game at 24-24 with 8:25 remaining in the third quarter. 

But it was at that point that the San Francisco offense went into 
overdrive. On the third play of the ensuing possession, Kaepernick 
faked a handoff to the inside and bolted off of the right edge, going 
untouched down the sideline for a 56-yard score. 

The 49ers regained possession just two minutes later and 
traveled 93 yards for another touchdown, this time cashing in on a 
2-yard run by Frank Gore on the opening play of the fourth quarter 
to extend the lead to 38-24. 

All told, the 49ers’ offense amassed 579 yards and the Packers 
were unable to ultimately overcome costly turnovers in the divi- 
sional round for the second consecutive year, leading to an early 
postseason exit for a team that appeared to be getting healthy and 
peaking at just the right time.

1 Nearly an entire calendar year had 
oS a passed since San Francisco defeated Green 
Bay in the 2012 playoffs, yet the Packers 
and 49ers once again found themselves 
in familiar territory when January rolled 
around. Unlike the previous season, when 
the two teams met at Candlestick Park in 
the divisional round, the 2013 chapter of this rekindled rivalry was 
played in frigid temperatures at Lambeau Field. 

Although the 2013 Packers faced question marks throughout 
the season due to an unprecedented number of injuries to key 
players, the team had always been able to rely on one thing — 
its resiliency. Only a week earlier, quarterback Aaron Rodgers 
returned from a broken collarbone to lead a game-winning, fourth- 
quarter touchdown drive against the Chicago Bears to clinch the 
NFC North, and the newly healthy team seemed to have adopted a 
never-say-die attitude that it was hoping to retain throughout the 
postseason. 

When fullback John Kuhn plunged into the end zone from 
1 yard out to give the Packers a 17-13 lead early in the fourth 
quarter, it appeared as if the Packers were destined to continue 
the resilient trend that they had displayed throughout the season. 

However, the lead was short-lived, as a series of big plays 
on San Francisco’s ensuing possession quelled the home team’s 
momentum. Following a 37-yard kickoff return by running back 
LaMichael James, 49ers quarterback Colin Kaepernick triggered 
memories of the 2012 NFC Divisional playoff contest, dashing 
around left end on third-and-4 for a gain of 24 yards to the Green 
Bay 33. After a defensive holding penalty moved the ball to the 
Green Bay 28, Kaepernick found tight end Vernon Davis down the 
seam for the go-ahead score. 

Trailing 20-17, Rodgers once again drove the Packers deep into 
49ers’ territory, but the drive stalled at the San Francisco 6 and the 
Packers were forced to settle for a Mason Crosby field goal that 
knotted the score at 20-20. 

Needing only a field goal to send his team to the divisional 
round, Kaepernick took the field with just over five minutes 
remaining in regulation and set his sights on his third straight vic- 
tory over the Packers. After completing an 11-yard strike to wide 
receiver Michael Crabtree, Kaepernick took a shotgun snap on 
second-and-10 from the San Francisco 31 and nearly committed 
a devastating error. Looking to his left, Kaepernick rifled a pass to 
receiver Anquan Boldin, who was in the midst of running a short 
out route to the left sideline. Rookie cornerback Micah Hyde, who 
had lined up as the nickel corner to cover Boldin in the slot, timed 
his jump perfectly and leapt in front of Kaepernick’s pass, only to 
have the ball slip through his fingers, providing the 49ers’ offense 
with a second chance. 

That was all San Francisco needed, as Kaepernick completed 
a 17-yarder to Michael Crabtree on the following play and drove 
his team the rest of the way to set up a game-winning field goal 
attempt from the Packers’ 15. Veteran kicker Phil Dawson drilled 
the kick as time expired and the Packers’ season ended earlier than 
the Lambeau faithful had hoped.

Green Bay earned a bye in the postsea- 
= son after winning their fourth consecutive 
NFC North title with a 12-4 record. The 
Packers finished 8-0 at home during the 
regular season for the 13th time in franchise 
history and the second time under Head 
Coach Mike McCarthy. 

The Packers welcomed the longtime NFC rival Dallas Cowboys, 
who also finished an NFL-best 12-4, to Lambeau Field for the first 
time in the postseason since the 1967 NFL Championship, most 
commonly known as the “Ice Bowl.” 

Both teams entered the game after home victories over the 
Detroit Lions, Green Bay in Week 17 to win the divsion and Dallas 
in the Wild Card round. Each team also had a quarterback who 
overcame injuries during the season and finished in the top two in 
the NFL in passer rating. 

The Packers and Cowboys exchanged touchdowns in the first 
quarter. Green Bay started it off with a 10-play, 60-yard drive 
that ended with Aaron Rodgers moving around the pocket on his 
injured calf to find Andrew Quarless for a score from 4 yards out. 
Dallas responded on the following drive, going 62 yards in 12 
plays as Tony Romo connected with FB Tyler Clutts for a 1-yard 
touchdown. 

On the next drive, Jeremy Mincey recovered a Rodgers 
fumble at the Dallas 36-yard line and three plays later Romo found 
Terrance Wiliams on a 38-yard touchdown pass to go up 14-7. 
After a Packers punt, the Cowboys drove to the Green Bay 27-yard 
line where they faced a third-and-1. A botched shotgun snap 
caused Romo to take a 5-yard loss and forced Dallas to attempt a 
50-yard field goal that was blocked by Datone Jones and gave the 
Packers the ball at their own 40-yard line with 29 seconds left in 
the half. Rodgers completed three passes in four plays to travel 38 
yards and set up a 40-yard field goal attempt. Mason Crosby con- 
verted it as time expired, cutting Dallas’ lead to 14-10 at halftime. 

After Green Bay stalled on the opening drive of the second half, 
the Packers defense came up big. Julius Peppers leaped to force 
a DeMarco Murray fumble that Jones recovered at the Cowboys’ 
44-yard line. Fueled by a 29-yard run by Eddie Lacy, the Packers 
reached the Dallas 12-yard line before settling for a 30-yard field 
goal to pull within one point. On the ensuing drive, the Cowboys 
used a mix of pass and run plays to drive 80 yards in six plays 
with Murray finishing it off with a 1-yard touchdown run to take 
a 21-13 lead. Rodgers led the Packers right back down the field, 
completing four passes, including a 26-yarder to Randall Cobb 
and a 46-yard touchdown to Davante Adams on third-and-15 to 
get back within one point. 

The Green Bay defense finished the third quarter with a Nick 
Perry sack of Romo, and then on the first play of the fourth quarter, 
Perry teamed with Mike Daniels to sack Romo to force a third- 
and-23 that Dallas did not convert. After a punt, Rodgers stayed 
hot, driving the Packers 80 yards with seven completed passes 
that included finding Richard Rodgers for a 13-yard score. After a 
failed two-point attempt, Green Bay was up, 26-21, with 9:10 left 
in the fourth quarter. 

Following the kickoff, Murray recorded a 30-yard run to the 
Dallas 48-yard line. The Cowboys continued to the Packers’ 
32-yard line, where they faced a fourth-and-2 with just under five 
minutes to play. Romo launched a pass down the left sideline, 
where Sam Shields was covering Dez Bryant, who leaped to grab 
the ball on a play that was initially ruled a catch at the 1-yard line. 
After the Packers challenged, it was ruled incomplete since Bryant 
did not maintain possession through the ground. Green Bay ran off 
the remaining 4:06 by converting two third downs with a 26-yard 
completion to Adams and a 12-yard diving catch by Cobb.

Green Bay made its second trip of 
the season to Seattle after opening at the 
defending Super Bowl champions in Week 
1. It marked the Packers’ third NFC cham- 
pionship appearance in the past eight years 
(2007 and 2010). 

The Packers opened the game by driv- 
ing all the way down to the Seahawks’ 29-yard line, but the drive 
Stalled, and on third down Richard Sherman intercepted Aaron 
Rodgers in the end zone. Green Bay’s defense would pick their 
MVP quarerback up by forcing a turnover three plays later when 
Ha Ha Clinton-Dix intercepted Russell Wilson, giving the offense 
the ball back at the Seattle 19-yard line. It took the Packers just 
two plays to go 18 yards, but runs by John Kuhn and Eddie Lacy 
were stuffed and Mason Crosby connected from 18 yards out to 
give Green Bay a 3-0 lead. On the ensuing kickoff, Brad Jones 
forced and Morgan Burnett recovered a fumble by Doug Baldwin 
at the Seahawks’ 23-yard line, but the Packers would once again 
have to settle for a field goal to take a 6-0 lead after making it down 
to the 1-yard line. 

After a three-and-out by Seattle, the Packers would take over at 
their own 44-yard line, and a mix of pass and run fueled a seven- 
play, 56-yard drive that was capped with a Rodgers-to-Randall 
Cobb 13-yard touchdown. Up 13-0 entering the second quarter, 
Green Bay’s defense again did not let Seattle gain a first down 
and Micah Hyde returned a Jon Ryan punt 29 yards to the Seattle 
33-yard line. It was the third and final time in the game that the 
Packers would start a drive inside Seattle territory, and just like 
the previous two, Green Bay would settle for a field goal, this 
time from 40 yards to take a 16-0 lead with just under 10 minutes 
to play in the second quarter. The teams combined for three 
turnovers on the next three drives: an interception by Clinton-Dix 
that gave Green Bay the ball at their own 32-yard line, an intercep- 
tion by Byron Maxwell that was returned five yards to the Seattle 
31-yard line, and an interception by Sam Shields in the end zone. 
Clinton-Dix became just the third rookie (Joe Laws, Shields) and 
sixth player in team history to record two interceptions in a post- 
season game, while Shields registered his fifth career postseason 
interception, the most in franchise history. 

The second half opened with three-and-outs by both teams 
before Seattle would get on the board for the first time. After driv- 
ing to the Packers’ 19-yard line in 10 plays, the Seahawks faced a 
fourth-and-10. Seattle punter/holder Ryan took the snap and rolled 
to his left, where he lofted a pass to Garry Gilliam for a 19-yard 
touchdown, cutting Green Bay’s lead to nine points. 

Both teams stalled on drives late in the third quarter and the 
fourth started with a 32-yard run by James Starks to the Seattle 
43-yard line. The Seahawks defense again stood up in their own 
territory and forced the Packers to settle for a 48-yard field goal 
to go up 19-7. Green Bay’s defense responded by forcing Seattle 
to punt from the 50-yard line with seven minutes to play. After 
a three-and-out, Green Bay punted and the Seahawks took over 
on their own 46-yard line. On the next play, Burnett intercepted 
Wilson, returning it 4 yards to the Packers’ 43-yard line. Three 
runs by Lacy did not earn a first down and a 30-yard punt by Tim 
Masthay left Seattle with the ball at their own 31-yard line with 3:52 
to play. The Seahawks used a total of 12 offensive plays and one 
recovered onside kick to tally 15 points and take a 22-19 lead with 
1:25 left in the fourth quarter. Rodgers completed three passes 
and scrambled for 12 yards to set up Crosby for a 48-yard field 
goal to tie the game at 22 with 11 seconds left. 

Seattle won the toss in overtime and Wilson found Jermaine 
Kearse for an over-the-shoulder 35-yard touchdown on their open- 
ing drive to win by six.

PACKERS 35, WASHINGTON 18 
2015 NFC Wild Card Playoff 
Jan. 10, 2016, at FedExField, Landover 

Green Bay made the postseason for 
the 31st time in franchise history and set 
a record by making its seventh consecutive 
appearance (2009-15). The Packers traveled 
to face the NFC East champion Washington 
Redskins, who had won their final four 
regular-season games. It was the second 
consecutive year Green Bay faced the winner of the NFC East 
division, having defeated the Dallas Cowboys, 26-21, at Lambeau 
Field, in the Wild Card round of the 2014 playoffs. 

The game did not start out well for the Packers as they punted 
on their first drive, saw Aaron Rodgers sacked for a safety by 
Preston Smith on the second drive and punted on their final two 
drives of the first quarter. After the safety, Washington started at 
its own 45-yard line and drove down to have first-and-goal on the 
Green Bay 1-yard line after a DeSean Jackson touchdown was 
overturned on replay. The Packers defense stuffed Alfred Morris 
on first down and tackled him for a loss of a yard on second down. 
After a delay-of-game penalty on third down, Kirk Cousins threw an 
incomplete pass on third-and-7, forcing a Dustin Hopkins 25-yard 
field goal to put Washington up, 5-0. 

The Redskins finished the first quarter and started the second 
quarter on a seven-play, 64-yard drive that was fueled by two 
20-plus yard receptions by Jordan Reed, including a 24-yard 
touchdown. After a Hopkins extra point hit the right upright, 
Washington led, 11-0. Green Bay’s offense came alive in the 
second quarter, scoring on all three drives, including touchdown 
drives of 75 and 60 yards. A 43-yard Mason Crosby field goal after 
Mike Neal forced and recovered a fumble on a sack of Cousins 
at the Green Bay 39-yard line came between a 12-yard Rodgers 
touchdown pass to Randall Cobb and a 10-yard touchdown con- 
nection from Rodgers to Davante Adams, giving Green Bay a 17-11 
lead at halftime. 

Washington responded on the opening drive of the second half, 
traveling 73 yards in nine plays with Cousins running in from 3 
yards for a touchdown to take an 18-17 lead. The Packers marched 
back down the field on the ensuing drive. After Green Bay threw 
the ball on five of the first six plays, it ran the ball on the final five 
plays with Eddie Lacy recording a 30-yard run to the Washington 
4-yard line and James Starks taking it into the end zone on the next 
play to go up by six points. The Packers forced a three-and-out on 
the Redskins’ next possession and started a drive that carried over 
into the fourth quarter. It saw Green Bay mix run and pass to travel 
76 yards in 10 plays with Lacy punching it in from 2 yards out and 
Rodgers finding Jared Abbrederis for the two-point conversion to 
take a 32-18 lead. 

The Packers would hold the Redskins scoreless on their final 
four drives, turning them over on downs on all four, in part due to 
Green Bay recording four of the six sacks it had in the game over 
that span. The Packers’ six sacks tied for the second most in a 
postseason game in franchise history (since 1963). Neal (2.0) and 
Nick Perry (2.5) led the pass rush against Washington and became 
the first duo in team playoff history to both record two-plus sacks 
in a postseason game. 

Crosby would be responsible for the final score of the game, a 
29-yard field goal that made it 35-18 with just under five minutes 
to play. Green Bay’s offense was led by the running game as Lacy 
(63 yards and a touchdown) and Starks (53 yards and a touch- 
down) became the first Green Bay duo to both record 50-plus 
rushing yards and a rushing touchdown in a playoff game in 
franchise history.

Nearly three weeks after losing at 
Arizona, 38-8, Green Bay returned to face the 
Cardinals in the NFC divisional round. It was 
. the first postseason meeting since Arizona 
got the better of the Packers in a 51-45 over- 
time thriller at University of Phoenix Stadium 
in a 2009 Wild Card playoff. 

For the second straight week, the Packers found themselves 
down early after their first two drives were three-and-outs that 
resulted in punts. Green Bay’s defense forced the Cardinals to a 
three-and-out and a punt on the opening drive of the game, but 
Arizona found success on its second drive, marching 42 yards in 
11 plays with Carson Palmer connecting with Michael Floyd from 8 
yards out to take a 7-0 lead. 

The Packers’ last drive of the first quarter carried over into the 
second quarter and after 17 plays and 85 yards traveled, Mason 
Crosby hit a 28-yard field goal to pull within four. The drive proved 
to be costly as the Packers lost Randall Cobb for the game due to 
a chest injury he suffered on a diving 51-yard catch that would be 
nullified due to offsetting penalties. Green Bay would stop Arizona 
near midfield on the ensuing drive and after a punt, take over at its 
own 13-yard line. The Packers embarked on another 17-play drive, 
going 71 yards and once again getting a Crosby field goal, this 
time from 34 yards out. The Packers’ two long drives gave them an 
11:33 to 3:27 advantage in time of possession after two quarters, 
but they trailed 7-6. 

The second half began with each team turning the ball over. 
Aaron Rodgers was intercepted by Rashad Johnson at the Green 
Bay 48-yard line, and three plays later, Palmer was picked off by Ha 
Ha Clinton-Dix at the Green Bay 19-yard line. On the ensuing drive, 
Eddie Lacy recorded a 61-yard run to the Arizona 8-yard line, the 
second longest in franchise postseason history behind only James 
Lofton’s 71-yard TD run at Dallas on Jan. 16, 1983. Green Bay 
would cash in two plays later when Rodgers found Jeff Janis for 
an 8-yard touchdown to put Green Bay up 13-7. Arizona responded 
with a 10-play, 74-yard drive that ended with a Chandler Catanzaro 
28-yard field goal to pull the Cardinals within three points. 

After Green Bay failed to make a first down on its next drive, 
Arizona drove down to the 10-yard line, and on the second play 
of the fourth quarter, Damarious Randall intercepted Palmer in 
the end zone. After the Packers’ ensuing drive stalled at their own 
43-yard line, the Cardinals took over at their own 20-yard line fol- 
lowing a Tim Masthay punt. Arizona used a mix of pass and run ina 
14-play, 80-yard drive that was capped off with a touchdown when 
a Palmer pass that was intended for Larry Fitzgerald was deflected 
to Floyd in the end zone, putting Arizona up, 17-13, with 3:44 to 
play in the game. Green Bay failed to record a first down on four 
plays, giving the ball back to Arizona on the Packers’ 25-yard line 
with just 2:38 remaining. Following two runs and an incomplete 
pass, Catanzaro recorded a 36-yard FG to put Arizona up by seven. 

With 1:55 left in the game, Green Bay took over at its own 
14-yard line. The first three plays of the drive involved two 
incompletions and a Dwight Freeney sack, leaving the Packers with 
a fourth-and-20 from their own 4-yard line. With 55 seconds left 
on the clock, Rodgers found Janis for a 60-yard completion to the 
Arizona 36-yard line. An illegal-motion penalty and incomplete pass 
left Green Bay 41 yards away from the end zone with five seconds 
remaining. On the final play of regulation, Rodgers launched a pass 
that Janis would leap to catch in the end zone, combining with a 
Crosby extra point to send the game into overtime. 

Arizona won the coin toss, chose to receive, and used two 
passes from Palmer to Fitzgerald, 75 yards on the first play and 5 
yards on the third play of the drive, to score a touchdown and win 
the game, 26-20.

PACKERS IN THE PRO FOOTBALL HALL OF FAME 


The Green Bay Packers have 24 individuals in the Pro Football Hall of Fame in Canton, Ohio, including Class of 2016 inductee Brett 
Favre. The Packers’ total is second only to that of the Chicago Bears, who have 27 enshrinees. The Pittsburgh Steelers (21) and New York 
Giants (20) are next, followed by the Washington Redskins (19) and Los Angeles Rams (17). 

Four of the Packers’ inductees were charter members of the Hall in 1963. 

In addition, five other players who played briefly for Green Bay — defensive end Len Ford, linebacker Ted Hendricks, guard/coach Walt 
Kiesling, kicker Jan Stenerud and safety Emlen Tunnell — have their busts displayed in the Hall of Fame. Biographies of the Packers’ 24 
HOF inductees follow: 





Purchased from the New York Giants prior to the 1929 season, he played an integral role in the 


1963 — EARL L. “CURLY” LAMBEAU 
Founder, Coach (1919-49) 

Co-founded the Packers in 1919 and served as team’s head coach through 1949 season. Won six NFL 
championships, tying him with George Halas for most ever. He also was the first NFL head coach to make 
the forward pass an integral part of his team’s offense. One of only six coaches in league history to win 
more than 200 regular-season games. Others are Don Shula, Halas, Tom Landry, Marty Schottenheimer 
and Bill Belichick. In addition to his 29 NFL seasons as Packers head coach, he also coached the Chicago 
Cardinals (1950-51) and Washington Redskins (1952-53). His overall regular-season record was 226- 
132-22, a .631 winning percentage. Also played halfback for the Packers from 1919 through ’29 in a 
Notre Dame Box offense and was one of the NFL’s most prolific passers in the pre-stats era of the 
1920s. Named to NFL All-Decade Team for the 1920s. Given name was Earl Louis Lambeau. Born April 
9, 1898, in Green Bay. Died June 1, 1965, at age 67. Lambeau Field named in his honor, Sept. 11, 1965. 


1963 — ROBERT “CAL” HUBBARD 
Tackle (1929-33, 1935) 


ALINNWWOD 


Packers winning a record three straight NFL championships from 1929-31. Stood 6-foot-2, weighed 253 
pounds and was considered a behemoth in his day. Played both offense and defense in pro football’s 
lron Man Era and stood out on both sides of the ball. Was official NFL All-Pro choice in each of first three 
years (1931, ’32, 33) such selections were made. Selected to NFL’s 50th Anniversary Team in 1969 
and 75th Anniversary All- Two-Way Team in 1994. Played for the Giants (1927-28, 1936) and Pittsburgh 
Pirates (1936). Only inductee in both the pro football and baseball halls of fame. Elected to baseball’s 
hall in 1976 as an umpire. Given name was Robert Calvin Hubbard. Born Oct. 31, 1900, in Keytesville, 


Mo. Died Oct. 17, 1977, at age of 76. 








1963 — DON HUTSON 
End (1935-45) 

Although he played in Curly Lambeau’s Notre Dame Box offensive system and mostly lined up tight 
to the tackle, he had no peers in his day as a receiver. Held 19 NFL records when he retired. Led the 
NFL in pass receptions eight times and led it in scoring five times. Winner of the Joe F. Carr Trophy, 
the NFL’s official MVP award, in 1941 and ’42. Named to Official NFL All-Pro team in 1936 and from 
1938-42. Named on the first six Associated Press All-Pro teams from 1940-45. Chosen on NFL’s 75th 
Anniversary All-Time Team and All-Two-Way Team in 1994 and was the split end on the 50th Anniversary 
Team in 1969. Also intercepted 30 passes as a defensive back the last six years of his career and shared 
placekicking duties from 1940-45. Once scored a league-record 29 points in a quarter. Named to three 
Pro Bowls. Born Jan. 31, 1913, in Pine Bluff, Ark. Died June 26, 1997, at age of 84. 


1963 — J] OHNNY “BLOOD” McNALLY 

Halfback (1929-33, 1935-36) 

Born John Victor McNally, he adopted the name Johnny Blood and used it exclusively throughout 
his pro football career. An elusive runner and receiver, he was one of NFL’s first big-play threats. Caught 
10 TD passes in 1931 before the league kept stats, but it remained an unofficial record for 12 years. 
Played on four NFL championship teams with the Packers: 1929-31, 1936. Named to the NFL’s All- 
Decade Team for the 1930s. Also played for Milwaukee Badgers (1925-26), Duluth Eskimos (1926-27), 
Pottsville Maroons (1928) and Pittsburgh Pirates (1934, 1937-38). One of the most colorful players in 
NFL history, he was nicknamed “The Vagabond Halfback.” Born Nov. 27, 1903, in New Richmond, Wis. 


Died Nov. 28, 1985, at age of 82. 








1964 — CLARKE HINKLE 
Fullback (1932-41) 

A tough, bruising, powerful runner and a comparably hard-hitting linebacker in the NFL’s Iron Man 
Era, when players played both offense and defense. His battles with Bronko Nagurski of the rival Chicago 
Bears were legendary. He and Nagurski were the NFL’s All-Decade fullbacks for the 1930s. Retired as the 
NFL’s all-time leading rusher with 3,860 yards. A member of the NFL’s official All-Pro team four times 
(1936-38, 1941). Named to NFL’s 75th Anniversary All-Two-Way Team in 1994 as a fullback, linebacker 
and kicker. Played on NFL championship teams in 1936 and ’39. Born April 10, 1909, in Toronto, Ohio. 
Died Nov. 9, 1988, at age of 79.

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1964 — MIKE MICHALSKE 
Guard (1929-35, 1937) 

Rugged, raw-boned and durable. Not only a two-way player, but also one who typically played all 
60 minutes of a game. On the small side, even in his day, at 6 feet and 210 pounds, Michalske was 
quick and explosive on offense and one of the first to develop blitzing and stunting tactics on defense 
where he formed a formidable duo with tackle Cal Hubbard. Signed with the Packers as a free agent 
when the New York Yankees folded before the 1929 season. Michalske played with the Yankees in 1926 
in the short-lived American Football League and for two years (1927-28) in the NFL prior to Green Bay. 
Named to NFL’s All-Decade Team for the 1920s. Standout lineman on three NFL championship teams 
from 1929-31. Given first name was August, but nicknamed “Iron Mike,” which, in turn, was shortened 
to Mike. Born April 24, 1903, in Cleveland. Died Oct. 26, 1983, at age of 80. 





1966 — ARNIE HERBER ({- 

Quarterback (1930-40) 

Pinpoint deep passer and pioneer of the long bomb in the NFL. In 1936 became first passer in 
league history to throw for more than 1,000 yards in a season. Led NFL in passing in 1932, 34 and ’36. 
Member of the Packers’ 1930-31 championship teams, but teamed with Don Hutson to star on the 1936 
and *39 champs. Played only halfback in Packers’ Notre Dame Box system, but inducted into the Hall and 
chosen as a quarterback on NFL’s All-Decade Team for the 1930s. Played for New York Giants (1944-45) 
and faced the Packers in ’44 NFL Championship Game. A Green Bay native and football and basketball 
star at Green Bay West High School. Born April 2, 1910, in Green Bay. Died Oct. 14, 1969, at age of 59. 





1971 — VINCE LOMBARDI 
Coach (1959-67) 

Won five NFL championships over a seven-year span from 1961-67 and only coach in league history 
to win three straight titles under a playoff format. Winning coach in Super Bowls | and II; the game’s 
trophy was named after him following his death in 1970. One of the most iconic figures in coaching 
history, regardless of sport. Ranks first in all-time winning percentage among NFL coaches with 100 
career victories or more. Overall record was 105-35-6, a glittering .750 winning percentage, including 
his one season in Washington (1969). Regular-season record was 96-34-6. Postseason record, all in 
Green Bay, was 9-1. Served as Packers general manager in 1968, but was inducted as a head coach. 
Hired by Packers after serving as assistant coach with the New York Giants (1954-58). Born June 11, 
1913, in Brooklyn, N.Y. Died Sept. 3, 1970, at age of 57. 


1974 — TONY CANADEO 

Halfback (1941-44, 1946-52) 

Became only the third 1,000-yard rusher in pro football history when he gained 1,052 yards in 1949. 

Finished his career with 4,197 yards on 1,025 attempts, a 4.1-yard average. A durable, all-purpose 

halfback, he was a hard runner, an accomplished blocker, capable passer and good receiver. Also played 

defense early in his career. Spent 1945 season in the service during World War II. Played college football 

at Gonzaga, where he acquired the nickname “Grey Ghost.” Born May 5, 1919, in Chicago. Died Nov. 
29, 2003, at age of 84. 








1976 — J IM TAYLOR 
Fullback (1958-66) 

Hard-edged, hard-nosed runner who typically dished out more punishment than he took. Rushed 
for more than 1,000 yards in five straight seasons from 1960-64. Spent his final season in 1967 with 
the New Orleans Saints. When he retired from the NFL, he ranked second to the great Jim Brown in 
all-time rushing yards with 8,597. Won league rushing title in 1962 with 1,474 yards and averaged 5.4 
per carry. Had 26 career 100-yard rushing games, all in a Packers uniform. Chosen by The Associated 
Press as the NFL’s MVP in 1962. Selected MVP of 1965 NFL Championship Game. Chosen as one of 
two fullbacks, along with Brown, on NFL’s 1960s All-Decade Team. Selected to five Pro Bowls. Born 
Sept. 20, 1935, in Baton Rouge, La. 





1977 — FORREST GREGG 

Tackle (1956, 1958-70) 

Called by Vince Lombardi “the finest player | ever coached.” Anchor of Lombardi lines at right 

tackle, but filled in at guard in Packers’ 1961 championship run. Selected to nine Pro Bowls and named 

Associated Press All-Pro seven times. Voted to NFL’s 75th Anniversary All-Time Team in 1994. Also 

named to the NFL’s 1960s All-Decade Team. Held the Packers record for durability with 187 consecutive 

games played until surpassed by Brett Favre in 2003. Starter on five NFL championship teams. Spent 

1957 in military service. Finished his career with the Dallas Cowboys in 1971, where he won a sixth NFL 
title and third Super Bowl. Born Oct. 18, 1933, in Birthright, Texas.

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1977 — BART STARR 
Quarterback (1956-71) 

Drafted in the 17th round in 1956, the 200th overall selection, and wound up winning a record five 
NFL championships as a starting quarterback. Named NFL’s MVP by The Associated Press in 1966. Led 
the Packers to victory in Super Bowls | and II and was named the game’s MVP each time. One of three 
quarterbacks picked on the NFL’s 1960s All-Decade Team. Led the NFL in passing in 1962, ‘64 and ’66. 
Passed for 24,718 yards with a 57.4 completion percentage. Named to the Pro Bowl four times. Held 
Packers career record for most games played (196) until surpassed by Brett Favre in 2004. Played college 
football at Alabama. Born Jan. 9, 1934, in Montgomery, Ala. 





1978 — RAY NITSCHKE 

Linebacker (1958-72) 

“Mean on Sunday” was the name of his 1973 autobiography and his trademark as a player. Looked 

ferocious peering at opposing quarterbacks from his middle linebacker position and played ferociously. 

Named MVP of 1962 NFL Championship Game, a brutal defensive battle vs. the New York Giants won by 

the Packers, 16-7. Named the only linebacker on NFL’s 50th Anniversary Team in 1969 and one of four 

middle linebackers chosen on the NFL’s 75th Anniversary All-Time Team in 1994. Named Associated 

Press All-Pro in 1964 and ’66. Selected to the Pro Bowl in 1964. Had 25 career interceptions. Born Dec. 
29, 1936, in Elmwood Park, Ill. Died March 8, 1998, at age of 61. 





1980 — HERB ADDERLEY 
Cornerback (1961-69) 

At 6 feet and 205 pounds was not only the prototypical cornerback of his day, but all time. Had it 
all: speed, size, toughness, awareness and big-play ability. Also played for the Dallas Cowboys from 
1970-72. Intercepted 48 passes, including 39 with the Packers. Returned seven of those 39 picks for 
touchdowns. Named to NFL’s 1960s All-Decade Team. Named Associated Press All-Pro five times and 
was a five-time Pro Bowl selection while with the Packers. Started on six NFL championship teams, 
including five in Green Bay, and played in four of the first six Super Bowls, including two with Dallas. 
Led Packers in kickoff returns each season from 1960-64 and averaged 25.7 yards over his career. Born

Defensive End (1960-69) ij 

Excelled as a pass rusher before the NFL kept tabs on sacks or he’d likely be the Packers’ all-time 

leader. Unofficially, it is estimated that he had more than 100 career sacks, maybe more than 120. 

Also highly respected team leader who served as defensive captain of the Packers’ 1966 and ’67 NFL 

championship teams — winners of Super Bowls | and II. In all, started on five NFL championship teams. 

Named to NFL’s 1960s All-Decade Team. Named Associated Press All-Pro five times and selected to five 

Pro Bowls. Holds all-time Packers record for career fumble recoveries with 21. Started NFL career with 
Cleveland Browns (1958-59). Born July 24, 1934, in Lisbon, La. 







1981 — J IM RINGO 
Center (1953-63) 

Undersized at 6 feet, 2 inches and at most 232 pounds, but cat-quick at executing difficult cut blocks. 
Offensive captain of Vince Lombardi’s first two NFL championship teams in 1961 and ’62. Also played 
for Philadelphia (1964-67). Chosen on NFL’s 1960s All-Decade Team. Named to two Pro Bowls before 
Lombardi arrived in Green Bay, five more under Lombardi and three with the Eagles. Named Associated 
Press All-Pro six times with Packers. Highly durable performer, once held NFL record for most consecu- 
tive games played (183), including 126 with Green Bay. Born Nov. 21, 1931, in Orange, N.J. Died Nov. 
19, 2007, at age of 75. 





1986 — PAUL HORNUNG ( | 

Halfback (1957-62, 1964-66) 

One of the most versatile players in pro football history, he won the NFL scoring title three consecu- 
tive years (1959-61). Set league record by scoring 176 points in 12-game, 1960 season. Record stood 
for 46 years until broken by LaDainian Tomlinson over 16 games in 2006. Named NFL’s Associated 
Press MVP in 1961 and also MVP of that season’s NFL Championship Game. Vince Lombardi viewed 
him as his biggest playmaker and best clutch player. As the starting left halfback, he was the ball carrier 
in the heyday of Lombardi’s power sweep. Named All-Pro at halfback by The Associated Press in 1960 
and ’61. Named to NFL’s 1960s All-Decade Team. Doubled as Packers kicker from 1958-62 and again in 
’64. Scored 760 career points. Bonus choice — or first player selected overall — in 1957 NFL Draft. Played 
college football at Notre Dame, winning Heisman Trophy in 1956. Born Dec. 23, 1935, in Louisville, Ky. 


1989 — WILLIE WOOD 
Safety (1960-71) 

Sent postcards to several NFL teams asking for a tryout coming out of USC in 1960. Signed with 
the Packers as a rookie free agent and started at free safety on five NFL championship teams. Named 
Associated Press All-Pro five straight years from 1964-68. An eight-time Pro Bowl selection. Named to 
NFL’s 1960s All-Decade Team. One of two safeties chosen on the Super Bowl Silver Anniversary Team in 
1990. Broke open a close contest in third quarter of Super Bowl |, intercepting a Len Dawson pass and 
returning it 50 yards to the Kansas City Chiefs’ 5. Had 48 career interceptions. Won NFL title in 1962 with 
nine thefts. Also led league in punt returns in 1961 with 16.1-yard average. One of only 16 non-drafted 
free agents to make Hall of Fame. Played college football in one-platoon era and doubled as a quarterback 
and defensive back. Born Dec. 23, 1936, in Washington, D.C. 
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Big, fast, gifted receiver who could run any route and probably could have starred in any system. 
Excelled as a deep threat. First Packers player without direct ties to either Curly Lambeau or Vince 
Lombardi to be inducted in Canton. Caught 530 passes for 9,656 yards and averaged a sensational 18.2 
yards per catch in his nine seasons with the Packers. Also played for L.A. Raiders (1987-88), Buffalo 
(1989-92), L.A. Rams (1993) and Philadelphia (1993). In 16 NFL seasons, posted 764 receptions for 
14,004 yards and an 18.3-yard average. Yardage total was the NFL career record at the time. Chosen 
for seven Pro Bowls and named Associated Press All-Pro twice while playing for the Packers. Named to 
NFL’s 1980s All-Decade Team. Recorded more than 50 receptions in a season nine times. First NFL player 
to score a touchdown in 1970s, ‘80s and ‘90s. Born July 5, 1956, in Fort Ord, Calif. 





At 6-foot-3 and 245 pounds and with 4.6 speed in the 40, he was the prototypical outside linebacker. 
Excelled at holding up the tight end at the line and nullified Hall of Famers John Mackey and Mike Ditka 
in the 14 games he faced them. Made three big plays that spelled the difference in three of the biggest 
games of Vince Lombardi’s three-year title run. Plays included a game-changing 87-yard interception 
return in a do-or-die 1965 regular-season victory at the Baltimore Colts; a smothering pressure against 
Dallas quarterback Don Meredith that saved the Packers in the 1966 NFL Championship Game; and a 
critical blocked field goal in 1967 playoff victory over the Los Angeles Rams. Named to NFL’s 1960s 
All-Decade Team. Named Associated Press All-Pro in 1967 and 69. Three-time Pro Bowl selection. 
Registered 21 interceptions during his 10 seasons with Green Bay. His 12 interceptions from 1965-67 
were the most in the league among linebackers. Also played for Washington (1973-74). Born May 3, 
1941, in Mount Holly Township, N.J. 





The ultimate ironman among NFL quarterbacks. All-time record-breaker. The savior, so to speak, 
of a franchise that had been mired in a nearly 25-year funk. Favre was all of the above during a career 
that might have been unmatched in Packers history. He started a remarkable 253 straight games before 
moving on to the New York Jets (2008) and Minnesota Vikings (2009-10), where he extended his NFL 
record for quarterbacks to 298 games. When he retired, he held the all-time league record for almost 
every major passing category, including attempts, completions, yards and touchdowns. Acquired in a 
trade after spending his rookie year with Atlanta (1991), Favre joined the Packers at a time when they had 
made only two playoff appearances in 24 years. In his 16 years as a starter, Green Bay made the playoffs 
11 times, highlighted by a victory in Super Bowl XXXI.

Defensive Tackle (1959-69) 

Raised havoc with his quickness, especially as a pass rusher, on Vince Lombardi’s five NFL cham- 
pionship teams. Named Associated Press All-Pro five straight seasons (1960-64). Also selected to 
play in the Pro Bowl four times. Originally a fifth-round draft choice of Cleveland Browns and came to 
Green Bay in 1959 trade. Played for the Browns (1957-58). Unofficially had 3.5 sacks in 1967 Western 
Conference Championship Game win over Los Angeles Rams. Born Jan. 26, 1935, in Emporia, Va. Died 
Feb. 21, 1977, at age of 42.

2006 — REGGIE WHITE 
Defensive End (1993-98) 

Nicknamed “Minister of Defense” while playing at the University of Tennessee, he arguably became 
the most dominant defensive end in NFL history when considering production against both the run and 


| pass. At the time of retirement, his 198 sacks were an NFL record, as were his 12 seasons with 10-plus 


sacks. Only player to record 10 sacks in nine consecutive seasons. Played six of his 15 NFL seasons 
with the Packers and registered 68.5 sacks with a season high of 16 in 1998. Named Associated Press 
Defensive Player of the Year in 1998. Named to the Pro Bowl in all six of his Packers seasons and 
selected Associated Press All-Pro twice. In Packers’ Super Bowl XXXI victory over New England, he 
set a Super Bowl record with three sacks. Began his pro career with the USFL’s Memphis Showboats 
(1984-85) before entering the NFL. Also played for Philadelphia Eagles (1985-92) and Carolina Panthers 
(2000). During eight seasons with Philadelphia, recorded more sacks (124) than games played (121). A 
landmark free agent when he signed with Green Bay in 1993. The next year he was selected for the NFL’s 
75th Anniversary All-Time Team. Also chosen to NFL’s All-Decade teams for the 1980s and ‘90s. Elected 
to 13 straight Pro Bowls. Born Dec. 19, 1961, in Chattanooga, Tenn. Died Dec. 26, 2004, at age of 43.

Linebacker (1963-72) 





2015 — RON WOLF 
Executive Vice President and General Manager (1991-2001) 

Orchestrated one of the most remarkable rebuilding efforts in NFL history following a Packers 
drought of 24 years. Under his leadership from 1992-2000, the Packers were tied for the second-best 
regular-season record in the NFL (92-52, .639), while recording seven consecutive winning seasons 
(1992-98) and six straight playoff appearances (1993-98). Made three key transactions early in his time 
in Green Bay: hiring Mike Holmgren as head coach, trading for quarterback Brett Favre and signing 
defensive end Reggie White. The moves helped the Packers win three consecutive NFC Central Division 
championships (1995-97) and back-to-back NFC titles (1996-97). From 1992-2000, the Packers were 
65-12 (.844) at Lambeau Field during the regular season and playoffs, the best home record in the NFL 
over that time span. Began his NFL career as a scout for the Oakland Raiders in 1963 and spent 23 
seasons with the franchise over three separate tenures as the Raiders posted winning records in all but 
six of those years. In 1975, hired by the expansion Tampa Bay Buccaneers as general manager. Born 
Dec. 30, 1938 in New Freedom, Pa.

On next play, Anman Green blasts into Kansas City territory but fumbles, recovered by Kansas City 
at Chiefs’ 49. Then, on ensuing play, Trent Green hits streaking Kennison for a 51-yard touchdown up right sideline with 8:50 left on the clock. 


Dec. 11, 2005—Green Bay 16, Detroit 13, at Green Bay. Packers win toss. Favre orchestrates 10-play, 56-yard drive, the only possession 
of the extra period. Packers enter Detroit territory after 15-yard unnecessary-roughness call. Longwell nails 28-yard field goal with 9:47 left 
on the clock. 


Oct. 29, 2007—Green Bay 19, Denver 13, at Denver. Packers win toss. On first snap, Favre heaves a pass off play-action deep down left 
sideline to Jennings, who has a step on Bly. Jennings catches pass in stride and strolls into end zone untouched for game-winning, 82-yard TD 
with just 16 seconds elapsed in extra period. 


Nov. 2, 2008— Tennessee 19, Green Bay 16, at Tennessee. Titans win toss. On the only possession of overtime, Tennessee drives 55 yards 
on 10 plays to set up Bironas, who missed a 47-yard attempt at the end of regulation. This one, from 41 yards out, is good with 9:36 left on 
the clock. 


Dec. 22, 2008—Chicago 20, Green Bay 17, at Chicago. Bears win toss. In frigid conditions, Chicago scores on the only possession of the 
extra frame after a seven-play, 47-yard drive. Long completions to Olsen and Forté set up Gould’s 38-yard field goal at 3:32. 


Oct. 10, 2010—Washington 16, Green Bay 13, at Washington. Packers win toss. Washington takes over at the Green Bay 39-yard line fol- 
lowing an interception on the Packers’ second possession of the extra period. Benefiting from two defensive penalties on a six-play drive, the 
Redskins make it to the Packers’ 15, where Gano hits a 33-yard field goal for the win. 


Oct. 17, 2010—Miami 23, Green Bay 20, at Green Bay. Dolphins win toss. Packers force overtime in consecutive weeks for the first time since 
1987 with a 1-yard Rodgers TD run with :16 remaining in regulation. Miami assumes possession with good field position at their own 48-yard 
line on their second series of OT. Five runs and one pass move the ball to the Green Bay 26, where Carpenter converts a 44-yard field goal. 


Nov. 24, 2013—Green Bay 26, Minnesota 26, at Green Bay. Packers win toss. After three long completions by Flynn and two runs by Lacy, 
the Packers set up Crosby’s 20-yard field goal in overtime. Peterson and Gerhart wear the Packers defense down in overtime but settle for 
Walsh’s 35-yard field goal. This marks the first tie game for the Packers since 1987 and second tie ever betweeen the Packers and Vikings.

Dec. 26, 1965—Green Bay 13, Baltimore Colts 10, at Green Bay. Packers win toss. Moore returns kickoff to Packers’ 22. Chandler punts 
and Haymond returns 9 yards to Colts’ 41. Gilburg punts and Wood makes fair catch at Packers’ 21. Chandler punts and Haymond returns 1 
yard to Colts’ 41. Michaels misses 47-yard field goal. Bratkowski, in relief of Starr (injured on game’s first play from scrimmage), orchestrates 
10-play, 62-yard drive, including 18-yard passes to Anderson and Dale, to penetrate Colts’ 20. Chandler’s towering kick is good from 25 yards 
at 13:39. Packers in following week win first of three straight NFL championships (1965-67). Chandler’s controversial first field goal, sending 
contest into OT, sails high above right upright. NFL raises goalposts following season. 


Jan. 4, 2004—Green Bay 33, Seattle 27, at Green Bay. Seahawks win toss. Morris returns kickoff to 33. On third play, Hawthorne recovers 
Bannister fumble at Seattle 43, but Holmgren’s replay challenge reverses call. Seahawks hold Packers to three-and-out, then drive to midfield. 
Then, with Green Bay on an all-out blitz, Harris steps in front of quick Hasselbeck pass to the left and returns interception 52 yards for touch- 
down. Packers win first NFL postseason overtime game decided by a defensive touchdown. 


Jan. 11, 2004—Philadelphia 20, Green Bay 17, at Philadelphia. Eagles win toss. Thrash returns kickoff to 28. Packers hold Eagles to three- 
and-out on first possession. On first Green Bay snap, in the face of a heavy Philadelphia blitz, Favre and intended receiver Walker miscommu- 
nicate on deep pass, and Dawkins returns interception 35 yards to Packers’ 34. Six plays later, Akers kicks 31-yard field goal. Packers become 
second team in NFL history to play consecutive overtime playoff games (1986 Cleveland Browns). 


Jan. 20, 2008—New York Giants 23, Green Bay 20, at Green Bay. Packers win toss. Robinson returns kickoff to 26. On second-and-8, 
Favre’s pass for Driver intercepted by Webster and returned 9 yards to Green Bay 34-yard line. After two Bradshaw carries gain 5 yards, Manning 
throws incomplete on third down. Tynes, who missed field goal tries of 43 and 36 yards late in the fourth quarter, hits 47-yard field goal with 
2:35 elapsed. 


Jan. 10, 2010—Arizona Cardinals 51, Green Bay 45, at Arizona. Packers win toss. On third-and-6 from Green Bay 24, Rodgers is sacked 
and stripped by Adams. Ball is knocked loose, deflecting off Rodgers’ foot and into arms of Dansby, who returns fumble 17 yards for touchdown 
with 1:18 elapsed. 

Jan. 18, 2015— Seattle Seahawks 28, Green Bay 22, at Seattle. Seahawks win toss. Seattle drives for 3:19 and goes 87 yards in six plays. 
On the final play, Wilson hits Kearse on a deep pass down the middle for a 35-yard touchdown to win the game. 

Jan. 16, 2016—Arizona Cardinals 26, Green Bay 20, at Arizona. Cardinals win toss. Fitzgerald is uncovered, catches Palmer’s short pass 
and goes 75 yards to the Green Bay 5-yard line. On the third play, he takes a shovel pass and scores the winning touchdown with 1:05 elapsed.

BIRTH OF A TEAM, AND A LEGEND 


The Green Bay Packers, arguably the most storied fran- 
chise in the National Football League, were organized on Aug. 
11, 1919, in the dingy second-floor editorial rooms of the old 
Green Bay Press-Gazette building, located on Cherry Street in 
downtown Green Bay. 

Never imagining what might become of the semipro 
football team being formed that day, nobody documented 
who was there or how many were on hand. There had been 
no announcement of the meeting beforehand, and the Press- 
Gazette provided no details about it the day after. 

Whether a full complement of players attended or if it 
was simply a small gathering of the team’s prime movers 
was never made clear. Nor was it spelled out if much of the 
preliminary work had been completed beforehand or if the 
meeting itself triggered a rapid-fire chain of events. 

Whatever the case, the Press-Gazette in its Aug. 13 edition |= 
revealed that the Indian Packing Co. would sponsor the team k 
and referred to it for the first time as the “Packers.” The paper 
said home games would be played at Hagemeister Park; listed 
38 prospective candidates for the team, mostly former standouts at 
Green Bay East and West high schools; and noted full uniforms would

collect spare change and help cover expenses. 

The Packers again played an independent schedule against 
mostly neighboring towns the next year and again dominated 
the competition, finishing 9-1-1. 

Better yet, their financial outlook improved considerably. 
C.M. “Neil” Murphy, a local typewriter salesman, was 

named business manager in July and organized a committee 
to build a fence around the Hagemeister playing field so the 
Packers could charge admission. 

Thanks to the support of Indian Packing, the local 
Association of Commerce, local contractor Ludolf Hansen and 
fans who provided volunteer labor, construction of the fence 
began in late August and was completed before the first game 
in late September. 

By mid-October, two large sections of bleachers were 
erected so fans would no longer have to stand along the side- 
lines to follow the action.

On Aug. 27, 1921, the year-old American Professional Football

be provided to up to 20 players. 

“It will be the strongest aggrega- 
tion of pigskin chasers that has ever 
been gathered together in this city,” the 
Press-Gazette proclaimed. 

A second meeting was held at the 
Press-Gazette on Aug. 14, three days 
after the initial one, and nearly 25 play- 
ers were in attendance. Curly Lambeau 
was elected captain of the team, and 
George Whitney Calhoun was named 
manager. 

Lambeau was a former star at East 
High School and played on Coach Knute 
Rockne’s first team at the University of 
Notre Dame in 1918. Back home after 
dropping out of school in December, 
Lambeau was working for Indian 
Packing at the time. Calhoun, great- 
grandson of Daniel Whitney, founder of 
the city of Green Bay, was city editor at 
the Press-Gazette.

during a league meeting in Chicago. 
The Acme Packing Co., based in 
Chicago, had purchased Indian 
Packing eight months earlier. Less 
than a year later, the APFA would 
change its name to the National 
Football League. 

Green Bay was now in the big 
leagues — sort of. 

Most of the APFA’s 21 members 
that second year were located in 
small hotbeds of football rather than 
big cities — places like Canton, Ohio, 
Hammond, Ind., and Rock Island, Ill. 

Then again, compared to Green 
Bay, maybe those were big cities. 

Green Bay was the smallest city 
in the league when it joined in 1921 
if you discount a minor technical- 
ity — Tonawanda, N.Y., was smaller 
but its team lasted one game and 
played on the road — and has been 
ever since, except for a brief period 


decades was that the impetus for the 

initial meeting was a chance encounter at a downtown street corner 
between Lambeau and Calhoun. In his 1985 book about the history 
of the Packers, longtime executive committee member and onetime 
Calhoun colleague John Torinus changed the setting to a conversa- 
tion over a glass of beer. 

Whether it’s mostly urban legend or if there’s a true story in there 
somewhere will remain a mystery for the ages. Too much time has 
passed. But Lambeau and Calhoun have long been regarded as the 
Packers’ co-founders and there’s little or no evidence to dispute that. 

The first season, the Packers won 10 games and lost one 
against opponents representing mostly nearby towns in northeastern 
Wisconsin and Michigan’s Upper Peninsula. 

The team conducted most of its practices that first year on a field 
next to the Indian Packing plant at the end of Morrow Street, but it 
played its eight home games at Hagemeister Park on an open field 
with no fence or bleachers. Calhoun “passed a hat,” as did others, to 
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in the late 1920s. 
Green Bay’s population was 31,017 based on the 1920 U.S. 
Census. Not only was it the smallest city in the league, it was smaller 
than six other cities in Wisconsin, including Superior and Oshkosh. 


MEN WHO INFLUENCED THE PACKERS’ INFANCY 


@ Earl “Curly” Lambeau: Co-founder, first team captain, first 
star. Played from 1921-29 and was head coach through 
the 1949 season. Took control of the franchise in early 
1922 and convinced other owners to allow Green Bay back 
into the league after it had been expelled for violating a 
league rule. 


™ George Whitney Calhoun: Co-founder and team’s first 
manager in 1919. Set the schedule and passed the hat at 
home games that year. Also served as manager of the 1918 
city team. Wrote about the Packers for the Green Bay Press- 
Gazette, where he worked for more than 40 years, at the 
same time he was serving the team in various capacities. 
He was secretary of the Packers into the 1940s, publicity 
director until 1947 and a member of the board of directors 
until his death in 1963.

THE FIRST NFL GAME 


The Packers played independently from 1919-20. After 
joining the American Professional Football Association 
(renamed NFL in 1922), they played their first official league 
game Oct. 23, 1921, a 7-6 win over the Minneapolis Marines 
at Green Bay’s Hagemeister Park. 

With about six minutes left in the fourth quarter, the 
Marines muffed Cub Buck’s punt, and Dave Hayes recovered 
at the Minneapolis 35. Three plays later, with the crowd 
chanting “Throw a forward,” Curly Lambeau hit Buff Wagner 
for a big gain to the Minneapolis 14-yard line. The franchise’s 
first completion, the play set up Art Schmaehl’s 4-yard touch- 
down run. Lambeau’s extra point, with Buck holding, gave 
the Packers their first win.

No doubt to those who lived through it and also through the lens of his- 
tory, it’s almost incomprehensible that the Packers survived. They’re 
closing in on their 100th anniversary, but until they were nudging 
toward 50 they were perpetually on their deathbed. 

Take their first league season, for example. 

The Packers pulled off a major coup when they signed lineman 
Howard “Cub” Buck, a veteran of the famous Canton Bulldogs. They 
won their inaugural league game against the Minneapolis Marines on 
Oct. 23, 1921. They were able to book games with the formidable 
Chicago Staleys (Bears) and Chicago Cardinals. And they finished with 
a winning record, 3-2-1. 

But then scandal nearly doomed all that they had accomplished. 
On Dec. 4, 1921, in a non-league game against Racine billed as a 
battle for the state championship, the Packers used three Notre Dame 
players, with college eligibility remaining, under assumed names and 
got caught. Less than two months later, Green Bay was booted from 
the league — albeit not for long. 

Thanks to Lambeau’s persistence and the impression Green Bay 
had made on other club owners during its first season, the Packers 
were reinstated at the next meeting in June. 

The Acme Packing Co. bowed out of the picture at that point, 
after just one season, and a small group organized as the Green Bay 
Football Club and headed by Lambeau and Calhoun took control of 
the franchise. 

Plagued by limited resources and terrible weather, the new owners 
barely survived their first season. 

A game against Columbus in early November was played in a driv- 
ing rain and resulted in a loss of $1,500 when the total rainfall for the 
day fell three one-hundredths of an inch short of the amount needed 
for the Packers to collect on their rain insurance. On Thanksgiving, 
a 12-hour rainfall ruined what was supposed to be Booster Day, 
contributing to a sparse crowd for a non-league game against Duluth 
and another financial disaster. 

Club officials nearly canceled the game, but were persuaded to 
play by Andrew Turnbull, one of the owners of the Press-Gazette. 

Nearly 25 years later in a three-part series, Calhoun wrote that 
Nov. 30, 1922, “marked a turning point in the history of the Packers.” 
He said Turnbull promised that if club officials went ahead and played 
their game that day, he would get Green Bay’s business community to 
rally behind the team once the season ended. 

True to his word, Turnbull led the effort to create the nonprofit 
Green Bay Football Corporation before the start of the next season. 
The Packers were now a community-owned team. Their investors 
were their fans. 


THE IRON MAN ERA 

With an improved financial outlook, Lambeau was in position to 
expand his recruiting efforts and bolster his roster. Over the course 
of the 1921 and ’22 seasons, the Packers underwent a transformation 
where they replaced most of their local talent with players from big- 
time colleges or other pro teams. 

As a result, they were highly competitive on the field from the 
beginning and, in turn, able to establish a firm foothold within the 
league. In 1927, when the NFL decided to cut its franchises almost 
in half and eliminate many of its smaller cities, Green Bay survived. 

Then, before the 1929 season, it hit the jackpot. 

The Packers signed three players off other NFL teams — halfback 
Johnny Blood, and linemen Cal Hubbard and Mike Michalske - who 
would lead them to three straight NFL championships and later be 
inducted into the Pro Football Hall of Fame. 

To this day, the 1929-’31 and 1965-’67 Packers are the only 
teams to have won three straight NFL titles. The ’29-’31 Packers did 
it when the championship was determined by league standings. The 
1965-67 Packers did it under the league playoff system, which was 
implemented in 1933. 


THE HUTSON PERIOD 

While the Packers were in the process of winning the 1931 cham- 
pionship, they also were blindsided by what could have been a cata- 
strophic event. In their second game against the Brooklyn Dodgers, a 
local fan, Willard J. Bent, injured his back when a section of bleachers 
at City Stadium collapsed, and he fell nearly 10 feet to the ground. 

Bent sued the Packers and was awarded roughly $5,000 following 
a trial in February 1933. With the country in a deep depression, the 
Packers’ insurance company went into bankruptcy before the claim 
could be adjusted, and the Green Bay Football Corp. went into receiv- 
ership while it appealed the case in court. 

Somehow the Packers survived the proceed- 
ings long enough to be saved, once again, by two 
seminal events. 

The first was the creation of a new corporation, 
Green Bay Packers, Inc., in January 1935 following 
a second stock sale. 

The other was the signing of Don Hutson less 
than a month later. Hutson actually signed two con-

H All goes well on the field in the Packers’ first season in what is now 
the NFL, but the Green Bay Press-Gazette reports a year later that 
the Clair brothers, who ran the team and the Acme Packing Plant in 
Green Bay, lost $3,800 over the course of the 1921 season. 


HM On Dec. 4, 1921, the Packers play Racine in a non-league game 
and pay three players from the University of Notre Dame to play 
under assumed names. The Packers get caught and get kicked 
out of the league in January 1922. Owners vote Green Bay back 
into the league six months later, but all teams are now required to 
post a $1,000 guarantee against using college players, a hefty sum 
for Curly Lambeau’s group to pay now that they no longer have a 
packing plant sponsoring them.

B While little Green Bay is emerging as a strong contender on the field, 
the 22-team NFL is working to eliminate franchises located in smaller 
cities as it looks forward to the 1927 season. With that in mind, the 
league’s franchise guarantee is bumped from $1,500 to $2,500. Mem- 
bers of the Packers board and local businessmen meet at the Green 
Bay Press-Gazette and support club president Andrew Turnbull's 
pitch to come up with the money to keep Green Bay in the league.

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tracts, one with the Packers and the other with the Dodgers, but was 
awarded to the Packers by league president Joe Carr. Carr settled the 
dispute based on the times postmarked on the packages containing 
the contracts mailed by the two clubs. 

In his second game as a pro, Hutson caught an 83-yard touch- 
down pass from Arnie Herber that gave the Packers a 7-0 victory over 
the Chicago Bears. When he retired 11 years later, Hutson owned 
19 NFL records and had revolutionized what was then the position 
of offensive end. 

With money in the bank and Hutson shredding defenses like no 
other player in the game, the Packers would win three more NFL titles 
under Lambeau: in 1936, ’39 and ’44. 

But when Hutson retired following the 1945 season, hard times 
followed. The Packers became perennial losers for the first time, and 
they encountered one financial crisis after another. 

The war between the NFL and the newly formed All-America 
Football Conference left them financially strapped and unable to sign 
their No. 1 draft picks in 1946 and °47. 

By Thanksgiving Day 1949, the Packers had to play an intra- 
squad game to raise enough money to finish the season. They drew 
15,000 fans to City Stadium despite cold, blustery weather and raised 
approximately $50,000, enough to pay the freight for their final three 
road games. 

Meanwhile, the Packers also were losing money on their training 
quarters at Rockwood Lodge, located along the bay about 15 miles 
northeast of Green Bay, and Lambeau was immersed in a power 
struggle with several members of the board of directors. 

Fortuitously for the Packers, Rockwood was destroyed by fire 
Jan. 24, 1950. The other problems came to a head when Lambeau 
resigned a week later, ending his 31-year association with the fran- 
chise, to become head coach of the Chicago Cardinals. 


RONZANI REGIME 

Within a week after Lambeau’s departure, the Packers hired 
Gene Ronzani, a former player and assistant coach with the Bears, 
to succeed him. Then, before the end of April, the Packers launched 
a third stock drive. 

The stock sale would raise more than $100,000 and put the 
franchise back on firmer footing. On the field, the losing prevailed 
and with two games remaining in the 1953 season, Ronzani was 
forced to resign. 


BLACKBOURN TAKES OVER 

The Packers hired Verne Lewellen, a local attorney and one of 
the stars of their 1929-31 championship teams, as general manager, 
and plucked Lisle Blackbourn from Marquette University to become 
their head coach as part of a reshuffling of the organization in the 
winter of 1954. 

The Packers compiled a disappointing 17-31 
record during Blackbourn’s four years as coach, but 
they also secured their future during that period by 
building a new, football-only stadium and drafting 
what would be the nucleus of future championship 
teams. 

On April 3, 1956, voters approved a referendum 
to fund construction of the stadium. It was dedicated 
on Sept. 29, 1957, and called new City Stadium until 
it was renamed Lambeau Field in 1965. 

On Blackbourn’s watch, the Packers also drafted Forrest Gregg, 
Bart Starr, Paul Hornung, Jim Taylor and Ray Nitschke, all future Pro 
Football Hall of Famers. 

Despite his shortcomings as a coach, Blackbourn had a keen 
eye for talent — Vince Lombardi would hire him as a scout — and an 
able, young personnel director in Jack Vainisi, who had been hired by 
Ronzani and would play a large part in luring Lombardi to Green Bay. 


McLEAN MOVES UP 
After Blackbourn was fired following a 3-9 finish in 1957, likeable 
Ray “Scooter” McLean, backfield coach of the Packers since 1951, 
was hired as his replacement. 
McLean lasted one season. He submitted his resignation under fire 
on Dec. 17, 1958, following a 1-10-1 finish, the worst in Packers history. 


THE LOMBARDI ERA 

The Packers’ search for McLean’s replacement 
lasted more than a month. Lambeau moved back to 
Green Bay and applied for the general manager post. 
Forest Evashevski, a highly successful coach at the 
University of lowa, was brought to Green Bay for 
an interview, but declined the job. Other candidates 
were considered, as well. 

Finally, at 3 p.m. on Jan. 28, 1959, Packers 
president Dominic Olejniczak announced that Vince 
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Lombardi had accepted a five-year deal to become the team’s coach 
and general manager. Six days later, Lombardi was officially intro- 
duced at a press conference at Green Bay’s Hotel Northland where 
he declared, “| want it understood that I’m in complete command.” 

Although Lombardi had been backfield coach of the New York 
Giants for eight years, he was relatively unknown in a sports world 
much different than today. Television was still in its infancy, pro 
football was largely viewed as a second-rate sport and few, if any, 
assistant coaches were household names. 

As a result, a popular question in Green Bay at the time was: “Who 
the hell is Vince Lombardi?” 

It didn’t take long for people to find out. 

In his first season, Lombardi went 7-5 and was named NFL Coach 
of the Year. In 1960, the Packers captured the Western Conference, 
only to lose to Philadelphia in the title game. That would be the last 
time Lombardi’s Packers lost an NFL Championship Game. 

They won five world titles in 1961, ’62, ’65, ’66 and ’67, includ- 
ing Super Bowls | and Il. Over nine years, they compiled a glittering 
98-30-4 record (.766) and won nine of 10 postseason games. 

The Packers would be recognized as the Team of the ’60s and as 
one of the great dynasties in NFL history. Lombardi would be glorified 
as one of the game’s greatest coaches and be posthumously honored 
by having the Super Bowl trophy named after him. 


BENGTSON PERIOD 
Following the third consecutive title in 1967, Lombardi turned 
over the head-coaching duties to Phil Bengtson and one year later 
announced that he was leaving Green Bay to become coach/GM of the 
Washington Redskins. Bengtson coached the Packers from 1968-70, 
compiling a 20-21-1 record. He resigned in December 1970. 


THE DEVINE DAYS 

Dan Devine, one of the nation’s most successful college coaches, 
succeeded Bengtson as head coach and general manager in January 
1971. After settling for a 4-8-2 record during his first year, Devine 
and the Packers appeared on the road to new heights when 1972 
produced a 10-4 record and the team’s first Central Division title 
since 1967. But the Packers’ Super Bowl hopes — 
dissolved in the second half of 1973 and they 
slipped to 5-7-2. They continued their regres- 
sion in 1974, going 6-8, and Devine resigned. 


THE STARR TREK 
Winner of a record five NFL champion- 
ships as a starting quarterback, Bart Starr was 
the overwhelming choice of Packers fans to 
succeed Devine, and the executive committee 
complied by awarding him a three-year contract 
as head coach and general manager, Dec. 24, 
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1974. Starr asked for “the prayers and patience of Packer fans every- 
where ... We will earn everything else.” 

Starr had only one season of experience as a coach — he was 
Devine’s quarterbacks coach in 1972 — and things didn’t turn out as 
he and Packers fans had hoped. He was handcuffed by a disastrous 
trade for aging quarterback John Hadl, which was agreed to by Devine 
just before the trade deadline of his final season. Having given up five 
prime draft picks in the Hadl deal, the Packers finished 4-10, 5-9 and 
4-10 again in Starr’s first three seasons. They raised hope with an 
8-7-1 finish in 1978, but then couldn’t get over the hump. 

Over five more seasons, the Packers enjoyed only one winning 
record, a 5-3-1 finish in the strike-shortened 1982 season. Green Bay 
made the playoffs that year and beat the St. Louis Cardinals in a home 
playoff game, but when the Packers went 8-8 in 1983, Starr was fired 
the day following a disappointing 23-21 loss at Soldier Field to the 
rival Chicago Bears. 


THE GREGG ERA 

The Packers replaced Starr with another beloved player from the 
Lombardi era. On Dec. 24, 1983, Forrest Gregg, a former Starr team- 
mate and one of the premier offensive tackles 
in football history, became the Packers’ ninth 
head coach. Gregg had led Cincinnati into | 
Super Bowl XVI following the 1981 season 
and his 19-6 record over the 1981-82 seasons 
was the best in pro football. 

He started out with back-to-back 8-8 
seasons as he tried to mold the roster in his 
own tough-guy image, but he went 4-12 and 
5-9-1 in his final two years and resigned (Jan. 
15, 1988) to become head coach at his alma 
mater, Southern Methodist University. 


INFANTE SIGNS ON 

On Feb. 3, 1988, after interviewing a host of candidates and 
having his preferred choice, Michigan State coach George Perles, 
accept the job and then back out, executive vice president of football 
Operations Tom Braatz hired Lindy Infante as Gregg’s successor. 
Infante, who had been the Cleveland Browns’ offensive coordinator, 
was considered a shrewd play-caller, but except for a 10-6 finish in 
1989, his teams largely struggled on offense and he was fired after 
four seasons. 

By then, Braatz also had been fired and replaced by Ron Wolf, who 
was given the title of general manager and complete control over the 
Packers’ football operation. Wolf was hired Nov. 27, 1991. Braatz had 
been hired prior to Gregg’s final season as coach in a power-sharing 
arrangement and fired one week before Wolf was hired. 

The front-office overhaul was executed by Bob Harlan, who had 
been named president of the Packers prior to the 1989 season after 
serving the team for 18 years in several administrative roles. Harlan 
had joined the Packers when Devine was coach and general manager 
and had witnessed each coaching hire in the years since finish with a 
worse record than his predecessor. 

In the 24 seasons since Lombardi had stepped down as coach, 
the Packers had finished with a winning record five times and quali- 
fied for the playoffs only twice. Harlan was determined to put an end 
to the drought. 

Wolf began the process Dec. 22, 1991, by firing Infante. 


THE HOLMGREN ERA 

Wolf named Mike Holmgren, offensive architect of San Francisco’s 
four-time Super Bowl champions, to succeed Infante, Jan. 11, 1992. 
Holmgren, sought by five other clubs, received a five-year contract. 
Next, Wolf traded for quarterback Brett Favre, who had played little in 
his rookie season with Atlanta. But Wolf had rated Favre much higher 
than most NFL scouts while he was still working for the New York Jets 
and confidently rolled the dice. Not only hadn’t the Packers won in 24 
years, but their quarterback situation had been less than desir- 
able for most of that time, as well. 

Three games into the Wolf-Holmgren Era, Favre led the 
Packers to a stunning, last-minute victory over the Cincinnati 
Bengals at Lambeau Field. The next week, he made his debut 
as a Starter and the Packers were headed in the right direction 
for the first time in a quarter-century. In 1992, the Packers 
surprised the NFL with a 9-7 finish. Holmgren became only the 
third head coach in team history to register a winning record in 
his first season, and it was punctuated by a six-game winning 
streak, the team’s longest since 1965. 

Holmgren guided the Packers into the playoffs in 1993, 
forging a second-straight 9-7 record. They also won their first 
playoff game in 11 years on a “Hail Mary” Favre-to-Sterling 
Sharpe pass in the final minute that eliminated Detroit, 28-24. 
They then fell at Dallas, 27-17, in the divisional round. 

The Packers reached the playoffs again in 1994 and 





95, only to be eliminated 
on two more occasions 
by the Cowboys. But the 
Favre-led Packers were on 
the upswing. After finishing 
9-7 for a third straight time 
in 1994, they improved to 
11-5 and won their first NFC 
Central Division title since 
1972. They also advanced 
one more round in the play- 
offs, losing to Dallas in the 
NFC Championship Game in 
95 after getting bounced 
in the divisional round the 
year before. Two highlights of those seasons were holding the incom- 
parable Barry Sanders to minus-1 yard on 13 attempts in a 16-12 
playoff victory at Lambeau Field following the ’94 season, and formally 
dethroning the defending Super Bow! champion San Francisco 49ers 
in their own stadium, 3Com Park, 27-17, in an NFC Divisional Playoff. 

Putting nearly three decades of disappointment emphatically 
behind them, the Packers rewarded their long-patient faithful in 1996. 
Shunting aside eight of their first nine foes, they swept to a 13-3 record 
and their second straight division championship. Then, they captured 
their first NFL title since 1967, dispatching New England, 35-21, in 
Super Bowl XXXI at the Louisiana Superdome. 

Displaying impressive consistency on both sides of the ball, they 
documented their superiority, outscoring three opponents 100-48 in a 
postseason sweep. Appropriately, the first two wins were before their 
Lambeau loyalists — a 35-14 divisional triumph over the 49ers and a 
30-13 win over the upstart Carolina Panthers in the NFC title game. 

In winning a 12th NFL championship, extending their own league 
record, the Packers joined an elite group of teams with three or 
more Super Bowls (Dallas, San Francisco, Pittsburgh, Oakland and 
Washington). 

The Packers thus entered 1997 with an opportunity to win back-to- 
back Super Bowls for a second time — and came breathtakingly close 
to achieving their objective. Sweeping to a second consecutive 13-3 
mark, they smothered the 49ers on a soggy, rain-swept afternoon in 
San Francisco, 23-10. 

In a seesaw affair, Super Bowl XXXII in San Diego found the 
Packers trailing Denver at halftime, 17-14. Hopes of a repeat were 
high, however, when Favre engineered an 85-yard drive, knotting the 
contest, 24-24, early in the fourth quarter. But the Broncos later scored 
with only 1:45 remaining and a last-minute Packers drive fell short 
when Favre’s pass for tight end Mark Chmura fell incomplete inside the 
Denver 20, with only 28 seconds left, sealing the Broncos’ 31-24 win. 

A third straight Super Bowl trip, a realistic goal at the outset, eluded 
the Packers in 1998, their 80th season. Historic accomplishment, 
however, did not, as they advanced to the playoffs for the sixth year 
in a row, a team record, while posting a seventh consecutive winning 
season. They set another team record by stretching their Lambeau 
Field winning streak to 25 games — the second longest in NFL his- 
tory — before falling to the Minnesota Vikings on Oct. 5. They finished 
11-5, equaling another team standard by posting a double-digit victory 
total for the fourth consecutive year (11-5 in 1995, 13-3 in both 1996 
and 1997). The only other time Green Bay had strung together four 
seasons of 10-plus wins was 67 years earlier — Lambeau’s triple NFL 
champions of 1929-32 (12-0-1 in 1929, 10-3-1 in 1930, 12-2 in 1931 
and 10-3-1 in 1932). 

In the wake of these considerable achievements, the Packers’ 
season came to a dramatic and painful end in an NFC Wild Card game 
at San Francisco, when a 27-23 lead abruptly dissolved into a 30-27 
49ers victory. Steve Young’s 25-yard touchdown pass to Terrell Owens 
sealed the game with just three seconds left. 

Only five days later, Holmgren resigned to become head coach and 
director of football operations for the Seattle Seahawks. 








ROUGH RHODE(S) 

Moving swiftly, Wolf tabbed Ray Rhodes, former Eagles head 
coach and Green Bay defensive coordinator, as the Packers’ 12th head 
coach, Jan. 11, 1999. The Packers launched 1999 under Rhodes in 
breathtaking fashion, winning three of the first four games in the last 
minute. Fate, however, suddenly stopped smiling as Green Bay (8-8) 
missed the playoffs for the first time since 1992, ending seven straight 
winning seasons. Saying the Packers lacked the needed toughness 
and fire, Wolf relieved Rhodes soon after the season finale. 


THE SHERMAN TENURE 

After searching more than two weeks, Wolf surprised many 
NFL observers by naming Mike Sherman as the Packers’ 13th head 
coach, Jan. 18, 2000. As recently as the 1997-98 seasons, Sherman 
had served as the Packers’ tight ends/ assistant offensive line coach. 
Sherman finished 9-7, but out of the playoffs his first season. Soon 
thereafter, on Feb. 1, 2001, Wolf retired as the team’s executive vice 
president and general manager, and Harlan quickly named Sherman 
to replace Wolf. Sherman became the first head coach with the GM 
title since Starr in 1980. 

Wolf’s impressive nine-year tenure included 101 total victories 
(including eight in the playoffs) and the NFL’s best regular-season 
record (83-45) since the 1993 advent of free agency. 

Sherman returned the Packers to the playoffs in 2001 and again 
in 2002, when they tied for the league’s best record at 12-4. But 
they lost in the second round of the playoffs in 2001 and the first 
round in 2002. 

In 2003, the Packers appeared destined to reach the NFC 
Championship Game, if not the Super Bowl, when they won their 
final four regular-season games, including an inspiring 41-7 vic- 
tory over Oakland engineered by a heavy-hearted Favre following 
the death of his father. The following week, Green Bay captured an 
improbable division title in the last two minutes of the season, when 
Arizona upset Minnesota and the Lambeau Field crowd broke the 
news to the Packers. 

But Donovan McNabb led the Philadelphia Eagles to a come- 
from-behind, 20-17 overtime win to end an emotional Packers run in 
the divisional playoffs. 

Not to be forgotten, the 2003 season included changes to three 
of the most-revered records in Packers history (Gregg’s 33-year-old 
consecutive-games streak, broken by Favre; Taylor’s 41-year-old 
season rushing record, surpassed by Ahman Green; and Hutson’s 
58-year-old career scoring mark, eclipsed by Ryan Longwell). 

The Packers won a third straight NFC North title under Sherman 
in 2004, but lost to Minnesota in a Wild Card Playoff at Lambeau. 

On Jan. 14, 2005, Harlan restructured the team’s football opera- 
tions, naming Ted Thompson general manager, with full authority 
over football decisions. Harlan said he based the decision on his 
belief in a preferred structure — separate individuals for the GM and 
head-coach positions. 

The Packers crumbled to a 4-12 mark in 2005 and Thompson 
dismissed Sherman. 

He made the announcement on Jan. 2, 2006, saying it was time 
for a new face to lead the team. 


THE PRESENT 

Thompson underwent an intensive nine-day search to tab Mike 
McCarthy the franchise’s 14th head coach (Jan. 12, 2006). 

McCarthy guided the Packers to a resilient four-game winning 
streak to close his first season as head coach with an 8-8 record, 
keeping the team in contention for the playoffs until the final weekend 
of 2006, when mere percentage points dubbed the Giants the NFC’s 
last postseason qualifier. 

McCarthy was disappointed the Packers just missed the playoffs, 
particularly because the team was as healthy as it had been all season 
and was playing its best football the last month. But the NFL’s youngest 
club carried that momentum into 2007, winning its first four games 
and ultimately tying the then-franchise record for regular-season victo- 
ries with a 13-3 mark. McCarthy also tied Sherman’s team mark for the 
most wins by a head coach in his first two seasons (21). 

With Joe Philbin taking over as offensive coordinator, Ryan Grant 
emerging at midseason as a feature back, and Favre enjoying a brilliant 
final season in Green Bay, the offense finished second in the league, 
its highest ranking since 1983. 

Grant then posted franchise playoff records of 201 rushing yards 
and three touchdowns in a 42-20 snow-filled NFC playoff triumph 
over Seattle at Lambeau, but the club’s quest for a fifth Super Bowl 
appearance came up agonizingly short. 

In the third-coldest game in NFL championship history, with a 
temperature of minus-1 and wind chill of minus-23 at kickoff, Green 
Bay fell at home, 23-20, in overtime to the New York Giants in the NFC 
Championship Game.

In 2008, the torch was passed to Aaron Rodgers from Favre, who 
retired in March with virtually every significant NFL passing record, 
un-retired in July and was traded to the New York Jets during the first 
week of training camp. Rodgers became just the second quarterback 
in league history to pass for more than 4,000 yards in his first season 
as a Starter, and the offense produced a 4,000-yard passer, 1,200-yard 
rusher (Grant) and two 1,000-yard receivers (Greg Jennings, Donald 
Driver) for the first time in team history. 

On defense, the team set a franchise record with seven touch- 
downs, including six on interception returns, leading to Pro Bowl 
berths for three-fourths of the starting secondary in Nick Collins, 
Charles Woodson and Al Harris. But that wasn’t enough to overcome 
injuries and other shortcomings on that side of the ball, and with the 
team losing seven games by four points or less, the final 6-10 mark 
was just the franchise’s second losing season dating back to 1992. 

That led to a series of changes on the coaching staff, most of them 
on defense, as McCarthy hired Dom Capers as his new defensive coor- 
dinator to institute a switch to a 3-4 scheme. The players responded 
faster than most predicted in 2009, climbing all the way to No. 2 in 
the league in yards allowed and No. 1 against the run for the first time 
in team history, setting a franchise record for the fewest rushing yards 
allowed per game (83.3). 

That defensive prowess was highlighted by Woodson winning NFL 
Defensive Player of the Year, rookie Clay Matthews leading the team 
in sacks, and Collins joining both as Pro Bowl honorees. Combined 
with another dynamic season on offense — as the quartet of Rodgers, 
Grant, Jennings and Driver repeated their feat of the prior year and a 
new franchise record for points (461) was established — the Packers 
won seven of their final eight regular-season games to finish 11-5 and 
earn an NFC Wild Card playoff berth. 
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Rodgers earned his first Pro Bowl nod and made a memorable 
postseason debut, throwing for a Green Bay postseason-record 423 
yards and record-tying four TDs as he rallied the Packers from a 
21-point second-half deficit. Emerging tight end Jermichael Finley 
also set a team playoff mark with 159 yards receiving and tied a team 
postseason record with nine receptions. 

Ultimately the Packers came up short, however, dropping a 51-45 
overtime heartbreaker in Arizona, the highest-scoring postseason 
game in NFL history. But the disappointment fueled a determination 
and the late-season surge sparked a genuine optimism heading into 
2010. 

That optimism led to high expectations, and the Packers became 
a popular preseason pick to represent the NFC in the Super Bowl. 
Boasting both a deep and maturing roster, and relative scheme 
continuity on both sides of the ball, Green Bay was primed for a 
deep playoff run. 

The team got out to a 3-1 start in the season’s first quarter, but 
injuries to key players mounted. Grant, a back-to-back 1,200-yard 
rusher, was lost for the season in Week 1. Finley, the team’s leading 
receiver entering Week 5, was also placed on injured reserve, aS was 
linebacker Nick Barnett, the third all-time leading tackler in franchise 
history. By season’s end, the Packers would place 15 players on the 
season-ending injured list. 

Despite the injuries, the Packers never blinked. Rodgers led the 
offense by throwing for nearly 4,000 yards and posting a quarterback 
rating of 101.2. Jennings finished with 1,265 yards and earned his 
first selection to the Pro Bowl. Defensively, the Packers ranked No. 2 
in the NFL in scoring defense at 15.0 points per game. Matthews, who 
racked up 13% sacks, was voted a Pro Bowl starter and a consensus 
first-team All-Pro and was named the league’s Defensive Player of the 
Year by various publications. In the secondary, Woodson set career 
highs in tackles and forced fumbles, becoming the team’s emotional 
leader throughout. His counterpart at corner, Tramon Williams, led 
the team with six interceptions, earning his first bid to the Pro 
Bowl, where he was joined by Collins, who was chosen for the third 
consecutive year. 

The Packers’ six losses came by a combined 20 points, and they 
became the first team since the AFL-NFL merger in 1970 to never 
trail a game by more than seven points over an entire season. They 
finished the regular season with a 10-6 record and secured the sixth 
and final seed in the NFC’s playoff bracket. 

Taking to the road for the NFC playoffs, the Packers started by 
bottling up the Eagles’ offensive attack and winning the opening-round 
Wild Card game at Philadelphia by a score of 21-16. The following 
week they traveled to Atlanta to take on the top-seeded Falcons. After 
an initial back and forth, Green Bay exploded with a 28-point second 
quarter and never looked back. On the strength of a near-flawless 
display of quarterbacking by Rodgers (31 of 36 for 366 yards and 
three TDs), and two crucial interceptions by Williams, the Packers 
hammered the Falcons, 48-21, the second-largest margin of victory 
in team postseason history. 

For the NFC championship, the Packers faced their division rival, 
the Chicago Bears, for a chance to return to the Super Bowl for the 
first time since the 1997 season. The game marked just the second- 
ever meeting between the two teams in the postseason. The Packers 
got out to a 14-0 lead early in the second quarter. The opportunistic 
defense forced three Chicago turnovers, highlighted by an improbable 
18-yard interception return for a touchdown by nose tackle B.J. Raji 
that put Green Bay ahead, 21-7, late in the fourth quarter. Rookie 
cornerback Sam Shields sealed the 21-14 win on the Bears’ final drive, 
making his second interception of the game to send the franchise to 
its fifth Super Bowl. 





The Super Bowl pitted the Packers against the AFC champion 
Pittsburgh Steelers. In what was billed as a matchup between two 
renowned 3-4 defenses, it was the Green Bay offense, led once 
again by the exceptionally precise Rodgers, that was the difference. 
The Packers stormed out to a 21-3 lead in the first half, with two 
touchdowns coming off the arm of Rodgers and one on an intercep- 
tion return by Collins. Under circumstances reflective of the entire 
season, the Packers were forced to overcome injuries, as veteran 
Stalwarts Driver and Woodson were both ruled out of the game late 
in the first half. 

The Steelers fought their way back, but a forced fumble by 
Matthews at the start of the fourth quarter led to another Rodgers 
touchdown pass. Forcing a turnover on downs on Pittsburgh’s final 
drive, the Packers won the franchise’s fourth Super Bowl, 31-25. 

In the months that followed the season, both Thompson and 
McCarthy were rewarded with multi-year contract extensions. 

With an unquestioned franchise quarterback, a nucleus of young 
veterans, and a roster even further bolstered by the return of injured 
players and a 10-man draft class, all eyes were set on the quest for 
another world title in 2011. 

Due to a league-wide work stoppage that began in early March, the 
Packers were deprived of an offseason program. The ongoing labor 
negotiations meant that the players first convened as a team at the 
Start of training camp in late July. With an abbreviated training camp 
schedule and a bull’s-eye on their backs as the reigning champions, 
the Packers would have to rely on their stable roster and established 
schemes to help pick up where the team had left off in early February. 

And that they did. Beginning with the NFL’s season-opening 
Thursday night spectacle against the New Orleans Saints at Lambeau 
Field, the Packers stormed through the regular season, reeling off a 
team-record 13 consecutive wins en route to a franchise-best 15-1 
record. The team became just the sixth in NFL history to reach the 
15-win plateau, and when combining the start of 2011 with the six 
wins that closed out 2010, the 19-game winning streak was the lon- 
gest in team history and second longest in league annals. 

The franchise laid claim to its first NFC North division title since 
2007 and secured the conference’s No. 1 seed for the playoffs. 
Throughout the season, the recipe for success was written by Rodgers 
and a prolific offense that scored 560 points, the third-highest total 
in league history. 

Rodgers earned the league’s Most Valuable Player award and 
consensus first-team All-Pro honors from almost every major pub- 
lication. His 122.5 cumulative passer rating set a new NFL record 
and he also eclipsed the previous franchise single-season marks for 
yards, touchdowns, completion percentage, yards per attempt and 
300-yard games. 

The Packers continued to display their knack for taking the football 
away on defense, leading the NFL with 31 interceptions, the most by a 
Green Bay team since 1962. Woodson tied for the NFL lead with seven 
INTs. The defense’s 38 takeaways tied for the league lead and helped 
contribute to the team’s plus-24 differential in the turnover depart- 
ment, a mark that also tied for No. 2 in franchise history. 

Joining Rodgers, Woodson and Matthews in the Pro Bowl were 
Jennings, FB John Kuhn, Raji and C Scott Wells, giving the Packers 
seven representatives, the most voted in for the franchise since 1967. 

In the postseason, Green Bay fell victim to uncharacteristic, 
costly turnovers in its only contest, and lost to the eventual Super 
Bowl champion New York Giants in the divisional round, 37-20. The 
loss to the Giants left a foul taste in the team’s collective mouth as 
they entered the offseason with a renewed focus on the ultimate 
prize in 2012. 

The Packers entered the 2012 campaign with strong motivation 
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and a recalibrated focus that centered upon getting the team to peak at 
the right time: the end of the regular season and playoffs. 

With that in mind, the club overcame its share of adversity in the 
season’s early going, recovering from a 2-3 start to win 9 of 10 games 
in Weeks 6-16 and putting itself in prime position for the postseason. 
With a win at Chicago in Week 15, the Packers secured their second 
consecutive NFC North title, marking the franchise’s first back-to-back 
divison conquest since it captured three straight from 2002-04. 

During the regular season, it was once again a Rodgers-led offense 
that forged the team’s identity. The unit ranked No. 5 in the league in 
scoring despite being plagued by injuries throughout the season. Five 
different players started at running back in addition to five different 
combinations on the offensive line, and primary targets Jennings and 
Jordy Nelson missed 12 full games combined and parts of others with 
various ailments. 

Defensively, the Packers climbed to No. 11 in pass defense on the 
strength of an 81-yard-per-game improvement over the previous season. 

Despite suffering a hamstring injury in Week 9 that shelved him for 
a month, Matthews still managed to finish fifth in the NFL with 13 sacks 
and became the first player in franchise history to be named to the Pro 
Bowl in each of his first four seasons in the league. 

The defense was also aided by second-round pick Casey Hayward, 
who led the team and all NFL rookies with six interceptions. 

Finishing the season with an 11-5 record, the Packers laid claim to 
the No. 3 seed in the NFC and a Wild Card matchup with the division- 
rival Minnesota Vikings. The game marked the two teams’ third meet- 
ing over a six-week stretch, and the defense managed to keep league 
MVP Adrian Peterson in check while Rodgers and the offense built a 
24-3 margin en route to a 24-10 victory. 

In the following week’s divisional-round contest at San Francisco, 
the 49ers’ offense proved too much for Green Bay to handle, and 
despite only trailing 24-21 at halftime, a second-half surge saw the 
Packers ultimately fall, 45-31. 

The typically quiet Green Bay offseason was highlighted by long- 
term contract extensions for both Matthews and Rodgers. 

The Packers welcomed the 2013 campaign and an upgraded facil- 
ity, as the organization put the finishing touches on the first phase of 
another Lambeau Field construction project that was highlighted by the 
addition of 6,700 new seats in the south end zone of the stadium bowl. 

In 2013 the Packers were beseiged by injuries to key players at a 
host of positions. Bryan Bulaga, Randall Cobb, Finley, Hayward and 
Matthews all missed significant portions of the season. However, 
the most devastating blow came against the Bears in Week 9, when 
Rodgers suffered a broken collarbone that would sideline him for the 
ensuing seven games, a Stretch that saw the team post a 2-4-1 record 
during his absence. 

Despite the volume of adversity, there were a number of positives. 
First and foremost was the emergence of rookie RB Eddie Lacy, who 
powered the Packers to the No. 7-ranked rush offense in the league 
and led all NFL rookies with 284 carries, 1,178 yards (4.1 avg.) and 11 
TDs, all team rookie records. Lacy earned a bid to the Pro Bowl, was 
named second-team All-Pro by AP, and became the first Packer since 
RB John Brockington in 1971 to be voted the recipient of the AP’s 
Offensive Rookie of the Year. 

Another bright spot was the play of backup QB Matt Flynn, who 
breathed life into the staggering team, keeping its playoff hopes alive 
with comeback victories in Weeks 14-15. 

Rodgers returned in Week 17 with the Packers needing a victory at 
the archrival Bears to advance to the postseason. With the season on 
the line in the waning moments of the finale, Rodgers escaped pres- 
sure on a fourth-and-8 play and found Cobb wide open downfield for 
a game-winning 48-yard TD, clinching the Packers’ third consecutive 
NFC North division title and earning the No. 4 seed in the playofts. 

The Packers welcomed San Francisco to Lambeau Field for the 
Wild Card game. With the game tied at 20-20 late in the fourth quarter, 
the 49ers burned the remaining 5:06 off the clock, and kicked a game- 
winning 33-yard field goal as time expired. 

With an offseason to rest and nine new additions through the draft, 
the Packers were ready to hit the ground running in 2014. 

After road losses in two of the first three games of the 2014 season, 
the Packers won each of the next four games. The winning streak 
was fueled by an offense that put up at least 38 points in three of the 
contests. Over the four games, Rodgers threw 13 TDs and zero INTs, 
setting the pace for a season that would result in him being named the 
NFL MVP by AP for the second time in his career. 

After a loss at New Orleans, Green Bay returned to Lambeau after 
the bye week to register wins over Chicago and Philadelphia as it 
became the second team in NFL history (Los Angeles Rams, 1950) to 
score 53-plus points in back-to-back games. 

The Packers went back on the road to take on division foe Minnesota 
and came away with a 24-21 victory that was powered by Lacy’s 
season-high 125 rushing yards and two TDs. Green Bay hosted New 
England the next week in a battle of two of the NFL’s best teams and 
quarterbacks. Rodgers and Tom Brady both recorded passer ratings 


over 100.0, and Green Bay edged the eventual Super Bowl champs, 
26-21. In Week 14, the Packers used a 31-point first half to hold off 
a Falcons team that scored 30 points in the second half, to win 43-37. 

Green Bay’s five-game winning streak came to an end in Buffalo, 
as the Packers fell to the Bills, 21-13. Green Bay rebounded the next 
week in Tampa Bay with a 20-3 victory in which the defense sacked 
Josh McCown seven times and held the Bucs to 109 total net yards. 

The Packers entered the final game of the regular season against 
the Lions with the NFC North title on the line. Green Bay built a 14-0 
lead, but Rodgers re-injured the calf he hurt the previous week on 
his 4-yard TD pass to Cobb. Matthew Stafford connected with Calvin 
Johnson on two TDs to tie the game at 14. Rodgers, who returned to 
the game after a visit to the locker room to treat his calf, would find 
Cobb for another TD and sneak one in from a yard out to give Green 
Bay a 28-14 lead. The Packers held on for a 30-20 victory, capturing 
their franchise-record fourth straight division title. 

Green Bay completed the regular season tied for first in the NFL 
with a 12-4 record, including an unblemished 8-0 at home. Rodgers 
threw 24 touchdowns with zero interceptions at Lambeau, joining 
Brady (2003) as the only QBs in NFL history to throw 200-plus passes 
at home in a single regular season with no INTs. Rodgers’ set an NFL 
record with a 133.2 passer rating at home during the regular season. 

The Packers’ home success during the regular season continued 
into the divisional round when they hosted the Dallas Cowboys. Green 
Bay rallied from an eight-point deficit in the second half to take a 26-21 
lead. With under five minutes to play, Dallas faced a fourth-and-2 at 
the Packers’ 32-yard line and QB Tony Romo launched a pass to leap- 
ing WR Dez Bryant that was initially ruled a completion at the Green 
Bay 1-yard line. After replay review, the call was overturned and the 
Packers converted two third downs to secure the victory. The season 
came to an end the following week in Seattle after the Seahawks rallied 
in the final minutes of the fourth quarter to beat the Packers, 28-22, 
in overtime. 

Green Bay used the offseason to lock up free agents Cobb and T 
Bryan Bulaga, setting them up for another run in 2015. 

The Packers entered the 2015 regular season short-handed after 
losing Pro Bowl WR Jordy Nelson to a season-ending knee injury in the 
preseason. Green Bay overcame the loss early in the season, starting 
6-0 for just the fourth time since 1945. 

The winning streak involved a victory at Chicago in Week 1, fol- 
lowed by prime-time wins at Lambeau Field over Seattle and Kansas 
City. In Week 4, the Packers won a defensive battle at San Francisco, 
17-3, marking the sixth time since 2000 that Green Bay allowed three 
or fewer points on the road. 

Green Bay returned to Lambeau and completed the 6-0 start with 
victories over St. Louis (24-10) and San Diego (27-20). The victory 
over the Chargers was the 100th regular-season win for McCarthy in 
just his 150th game, making him the fastest active NFL coach at the 
time to reach the 100-win plateau and tied for the seventh fastest in 
NFL history. The Week 6 contest also saw Rodgers go over the 30,000- 
yard passing mark for his career on just 3,652 attempts, the fewest 
needed in NFL history. 

After the bye week, the Packers dropped three consecutive games, 
losing on the road to two undefeated teams, Denver and Carolina, and 
then came up two points short to Detroit at home. Green Bay got back 
on track with a 30-13 win at Minnesota, recording six sacks to tie the 
single-season franchise record for most games (three) with six-plus 
sacks (1966, 1978, 1991). 

Green Bay honored Hall of Famer Brett Favre by unveiling his 
name and retired No. 4 during halftime of the Packers’ first home 
Thanksgiving game since 1923. The night would end with a four-point 
loss to the Bears. 

Green Bay found itself in another tight game the next week in 
Detroit. Trailing by two points, Rodgers launched a 61-yard pass that 
would connect with a leaping TE Richard Rodgers in the end zone as 
time expired to give Green Bay a 27-23 victory. 

Green Bay returned home to beat Dallas, 28-7, and then trav- 
eled to defeat the Oakland Raiders, 30-20. The Packers finished the 
regular season with a road loss to Arizona (38-8) and a home loss to 
Minnesota (20-13). The Packers’ 10-6 record earned them the 31st 
postseason appearance in franchise history, tied for the most in the 
NFL. It was also the seventh consecutive season making the playoffs, 
a team record. 

As the No. 5 seed, the Packers traveled to take on NFC East cham- 
pion Washington. A 35-18 victory over the Redskins advanced Green 
Bay to the divisional round of the playoffs. Nearly three weeks after 
losing at Arizona, Green Bay returned to the desert for a postseason 
meeting with the Cardinals. After a back-and-forth game, the Packers 
found themselves down seven and 41 yards away from the end zone 
with time for one play. Aaron Rodgers heaved a pass to the end zone 
that WR Jeff Janis leaped to grab and the game went into overtime. For 
the second consecutive year, Green Bay’s season would end on the first 
possession of overtime as Arizona went 80 yards in three plays to score 
a touchdown and win the game, 26-20.

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Curly Lambeau, a native of Green Bay 
who first made a name for himself as a 
Star football player at Green Bay East High 
School, was the guiding force behind the 
creation of the Green Bay Packers and 
their improbable survival in the National 
Football League. Maybe Lambeau’s senior 
class prophecy best explains why he was 
able to not only persevere but also succeed 
beyond anyone else’s dreams. 

“When | get thru (sic) with athletics 
I'm going out and conquer the rest of 
the world,” Lambeau proclaimed in his 
school annual. 

After graduating from East in 1917, 
Lambeau waited a year before enrolling 
at the University of Notre Dame, where 
he started at fullback as a freshman on 
Knute Rockne’s first team. Shortly after the 
season ended, Lambeau dropped out of 
school, fell ill with tonsillitis and eventually 
returned to Green Bay, where he took a job with the Indian Packing Co. 

As fall approached, Lambeau’s only real option for continuing his foot- 
ball pursuits was to join a citywide team, something Green Bay had fielded 
off and on going back to 1895. Together with George Whitney Calhoun, city 
editor at the Green Bay Press-Gazette who had managed the 1918 city team, 
they took a lead role in organizing a new, more formidable one. 

The first meeting was held Aug. 11, 1919. The second was held Aug. 14, 
where Lambeau was named captain and Calhoun, manager. Lambeau was 
21 years old at the time, and most of his teammates were like him — young, 
former standouts at either East or West High School. 

Indian Packing sponsored the semipro team, and to no one’s surprise, 
Lambeau turned out to be its first star, leading the Packers to a 10-1 record 
against an independent schedule. In 1920, the Packers again played mostly 
teams from other Wisconsin and Upper Michigan towns, and Lambeau led 
them to a 9-1-1 record. 

Following the 1920 season, Acme Packing Co. of Chicago purchased 
Indian Packing, and Lambeau persuaded John and J. Emmett Clair, who 
were running the plant in Green Bay, to pursue a franchise in what was then 
the year-old American Professional Football Association. The Clairs agreed 
and Acme was awarded a franchise Aug. 27, 1921. 

From the beginning, thanks in large part to Lambeau’s prowess as a 
passer and all-around back, the Packers were competitive on the field even 
against the league’s best. In the Packers’ first league game, Lambeau led a 
come-from-behind, 7-6 victory over the Minneapolis Marines. The biggest 
play was a late pass to Buff Wagner that set up the winning touchdown. 

In 1922, the APFA became the NFL, and the Packers continued to lure 
better players — some from big-time college programs, some with pro 
experience — and steadily improved. 

They were 3-2-1 the first year. In their third year, they climbed to 7-2-1. 
And in 1929, they compiled a 12-0-1 record, still the best in Packers history, 
and won their first of three straight NFL championships. 

The Packers faced a greater struggle off the field trying to survive finan- 
cially, but Lambeau nurtured the franchise in some of those areas, as well. 

Both charming and persistent, he was a persuasive recruiter at a time 
when there was no college draft and all players were free to sign with any 
team. It also helped that he had a keen eye for talent. 

One of only six NFL coaches to win 200 or more regular-season games, 
he also won a record six NFL championships, tying him with George Halas 
of the Chicago Bears. 

The three straight titles from 1929-31 were decided by the final stand- 
ings. Under the NFL’s playoff system, adopted in 1933, Lambeau won three 
more in 1936, 1939 and 1944. To this day, more than 90 years later, only 
twice have teams won three straight NFL crowns: Lambeau’s Packers and 
Vince Lombardi’s 1965-67 Packers. 

Six of Lambeau’s players also have been inducted into the Pro Football 
Hall of Fame: Cal Hubbard, Mike Michalske, Johnny “Blood” McNally, Arnie 
Herber, Don Hutson and Tony Canadeo. 

Even though Green Bay was the NFL’s smallest city from the start, 
Lambeau endured only one losing season from 1921-47. The Packers 
finished 5-7-1 in 1933. 

But the end was a bitter pill for Lambeau to swallow. After the great Don 
Hutson retired following the 1945 season, the troubles and rancor within 
the organization grew exponentially. 

The 1946 purchase of Rockwood Lodge, a training quarters located 
15 miles northeast of Green Bay, was draining the franchise financially. 
City Stadium, the Packers’ home field since 1925, was structurally and 
economically obsolete. 

Lambeau stubbornly resisted switching from his Notre Dame Box 
offense to a variation of the T-formation until 1947. He was spending his 
offseasons in California as pro football was becoming more of a year-round 
business, something that had become a sore point with the franchise’s 
board of directors. “Lambeau’s gone Hollywood” groused board members 
and fans alike. 

On top of it all, there was a new league to contend with, the All-America 
Football Conference. The price of draft picks and veteran players was shoot- 
ing skyward as the Packers’ finances were dwindling. 





In 1948, Green Bay finished with a losing record, 3-9, for only the 
second time in 28 years. The 1949 season was worse. Lambeau decided to 
play more of an advisory role and coach from the press box following an 
opening-day loss to the Chicago Bears, and the Packers dropped to 2-10. 
They also were forced to play an intrasquad game on Thanksgiving Day to 
raise enough money to hit the road for their final three games. 

The discontent grew. 

Before the end of the season there was a movement afoot among 
Lambeau’s enemies on the board to oust him as coach and general man- 
ager. He survived a contentious meeting on Nov. 30, 1949, where his future 
was debated for nearly four hours. But he was losing his power struggle. 

On Feb. 1, 1950, Lambeau resigned to become coach of the Chicago 
Cardinals. In less than two seasons with the Cardinals and two others with 
the Washington Redskins (1952-53), his record was 17-28-1. 

Lambeau died of a heart attack June 1, 1965, at the age of 67. He was 
inducted into the Pro Football Hall of Fame as a charter member in 1963.

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There’s no better testament to Don Hutson’s dominance in pro 
football than the 1946 National Football League Record and Rules 
Manual. Nearly a full page was devoted to the 19 league records 
Hutson held when he retired following the 1945 season. At the time, he 
held eight career records, four single-season records, one game record 
and six miscellaneous records. 

Hutson not only held those benchmarks, he literally obliterated the 
previous records in the process. 

He was the NFL’s all-time leading scorer with 825 points. Future 
Pro Football Hall of Fame halfback Ken Strong was second with 422. 
Hutson’s 105 career touchdowns was another of his scoring records. 
Former Packers halfback Verne Lewellen was second with 50. 

Hutson was the NFL’s all-time leading receiver with 488 receptions. 
Jim Benton was next with 190. Hutson also held the record for most 
receiving yards with 7,991. Again, Benton was second with 3,309 
yards, or not even half of Hutson’s total. 

No player before or since has statistically dominated the game the 
way Hutson did from 1935 to 1945. 

A native of Pine Bluff, Ark., and a product of the University of 
Alabama, Hutson signed with the Packers in February 
1935. That was the year before the first NFL draft and 
Hutson was free to sign with any team in the league. 

The story that has been told for generations is that 
Hutson actually signed two contracts: one with Curly 
Lambeau and the other with John “Shipwreck” Kelly, 
co-owner of the NFL’s Brooklyn Dodgers, forcing league 
president Joe Carr to settle the matter. Carr did so by 
awarding Hutson to the Packers based on the times 
stamped on the two envelopes mailed to his office. 

It was a story both Hutson and Lambeau told 
many times and in many forms, and only they would 
have known how much of it was true and if any of it 
was myth. 

But what’s beyond doubt is that Hutson couldn't 
have landed with a team more suited to his skills. The 
Packers under Lambeau were pro football’s pioneers of 
the forward pass. 

They only became more prolific with Hutson and 
more successful. They had won three NFL champion- 
ships before Hutson’s arrival and they would win three 
more during his 11-year career. 

Hutson set the tone in what essentially served as 
his coming-out party. On the first offensive play of 
his second pro game, he ran a fly pattern and caught 
an 83-yard touchdown pass from Arnie Herber as the 
Packers beat the rival Bears, 7-0. 

Hutson would go on to lead the NFL in receptions 
eight times and in receiving yards seven times. He 
would lead it in scoring five times. He was named the 
league’s official MVP in 1941 and ’42. He was named to 
either the official NFL or The Associated Press all-pro 
teams, or both, nine times. 

Teammates and opponents alike were in awe of his 
abilities as a pass receiver. 

“He was the best I’ve ever seen. | don’t like to com- 
pare players then with players now. But he was head and 
shoulders above the ones in that era,” said Bulldog Turner, legendary 
center and linebacker for the Chicago Bears. 

In 2000, Bernie Scherer, another of the Packers’ ends from 1936 to 
1938, said, “Don Hutson was the Jerry Rice of his era.” 

The rules of the game for most of Hutson’s career forced players 

























to play both offense and 
defense. For that reason, 
most ends were tall and 
Strapping, or short and 
stocky. They had to be 
formidable blockers and 
play defensive end in a 
seven-man front. 

Hutson was no dif- 
ferent. 

He normally lined 
up a yard from the left 
tackle in the Packers’ 
Notre Dame Box offense, 
although Lambeau would 
put in special plays and 
split him out at times. 
Defensively, Hutson at 
6-foot-1 and 183 pounds 


played on the line for most of 
his first four seasons. 

As a result, he was a 
liability as both a blocker and 
defender. 

But he was a nonpareil as 
a receiver. 

That’s why his legacy has 
stood the test of time. Along 
with dominating the game 
as a receiver, he revolution- 
ized the position. He was a 
specialist and a playmaker 
when that meant he was one- 
of-a-kind, not one of many. 

Starting in 1939, when 
the Packers added blocking 
back-defensive end Larry 
Craig, Hutson also was able 
to move into the secondary 
on defense. Over his final six 
seasons, he intercepted 30 
passes. Hutson also kicked 


extra points from 1940 to 1945. 
Upon retirement, his No. 14 was the first retired by the Packers and 
he also was one of the Pro Football Hall of Fame’s charter inductees. 
Donald Montgomery Hutson, born Jan. 31, 1913, in Pine Bluff, 
Ark., died June 26, 1997, at the age of 84.

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More than four decades 
after his death, Vince Lombardi 
remains one of the most 
recognizable sports figures of 
all time. 

His name graces the Super 
Bowl trophy. His likeness can 
be seen in a 14-foot statue at 
Lambeau Field. A flamboyant and 
captivating figure, he has been 
the subject of a Broadway play, 
an HBO documentary and a best-selling biography. 

In his nine seasons as head coach of the Packers, Lombardi won 
five NFL championships, including victories in Super Bowls | and Il. 
His regular-season record of 89-29-4 calculates to a remarkable .754 
winning percentage, and his postseason record was an even more 
remarkable 9-1. 

And yet, Lombardi’s name wasn’t always so recognizable. 

On Dec. 17, 1958, Ray “Scooter” McLean resigned under fire following 
a 1-10-1 season, the worst in Packers history. The search to replace him 
took exactly six weeks. At the time, Lombardi had been running the New 
York Giants’ offense for five years. During that period, the Giants had won 
the 1956 NFL championship and lost the memorable 1958 title game to 
the Baltimore Colts in overtime. But Lombardi’s title was simply backfield 
coach, and he wasn’t well known outside NFL circles. 

What’s more, Lombardi had never been a head coach anywhere but 
St. Cecilia High School in New Jersey. 

He certainly wasn’t a household name in Green Bay. So when club 
president Dominic Olejniczak recommended him to the executive com- 
mittee, member John Torinus replied, “Who the hell is Vince Lombardi?” 

So did many fans. But it didn’t take long to find out. 

Olejniczak announced at 3 p.m. on Jan. 28, 1959, at a press conference 
at the Hotel Northland, that Lombardi had accepted a five-year contract as 
coach and general manager. Lombardi arrived in Green Bay on Feb. 2 and 
was introduced at a press luncheon at the Northland the next day. 

It was there that he declared, “! want it understood that I’m in com- 
plete command.” Just as emphatically, he also stressed, “I’ve never been 
associated with a loser and | don’t expect to be now.” 

The Packers’ board of directors officially followed through on its 
promises to Lombardi at an April 28 meeting when it reduced the 
executive committee from 13 to seven members and streamlined the 
administrative operation. 

By then, Lombardi was well on his way to changing the culture of the 
Organization and making a lasting impression on his players. That first 
offseason, he and his assistants spent countless hours watching film 
of the previous year’s games. He summoned players for individual and 
small-group meetings, one of which led to the trade of the team’s biggest 
Star, receiver Billy Howton. 

Lombardi ordered walls to be knocked down and carved out a nice 
office for himself as part of a remodeling project at the team’s office 
building on Washington Street. He settled on retaining St. Norbert 
College as the team’s headquarters for training camp. He changed the 
uniforms to a design that, for the most part, is still in use today. 

Lombardi’s offense was basic and methodical. His signature play 
was the Power Sweep, now often referred to as the Lombardi Sweep. 
It consisted of the halfback - normally Paul Hornung for much of 
Lombardi’s time in Green Bay — following pulling guards Jerry Kramer 
and Fuzzy Thurston. 

Lombardi was famous for his pursuit of perfection, often dedicating 
long hours of film study or practice to just one element of one play. 

His first season was a stunning success. He used many of the same 
players from that 1-10-1 team of 1958 and finished 7-5 in 1959, winning 
unanimous Coach of the Year honors. His first game was a 9-6 victory over 
the Chicago Bears in new City Stadium — later renamed Lambeau Field — and 
when it was over, the players carried their coach off the field in triumph. 

In 1960, the Packers won the Western Conference title, going 8-4. 
That brought Lombardi to his first NFL Championship Game, which the 
Packers lost, 17-13, to the Eagles at Franklin Field. 

It didn’t take long for Lombardi to earn redemption, however. In 
1961, after an 11-3 season, the Packers demolished his former team, the 
Giants, 37-0, winning the team’s first title since 1944. 

His teams went on to capture four more NFL crowns: in 1962, 1965, 
1966 and 1967. Green Bay also won the first two Super Bowls after the 
1966 and 1967 titles, respectively. In Lombardi’s final game as Green 
Bay head coach, the Packers defeated Oakland 33-14 in Super Bowl II at 
the Orange Bowl in Miami. 

But the Packers’ 1967 season isn’t remembered for that Super Bowl. 
Instead, the ’67 campaign is remembered for the NFL Championship 
against Dallas, perhaps the most famous game in football history, now 
commonly referred to as the “Ice Bowl.” The Lambeau Field temperature 
at kickoff that day (Dec. 31, 1967) was minus-13, with the wind chill 
dipping to minus-46. 

Lombardi had heating coils installed underneath the Lambeau Field 
turf prior to the season and had proudly showed them off the day before 
the game. But on a day when they were dearly needed, they didn’t work

and it wasn’t because of an electrical problem. Moisture had built up 
overnight under a tarp and started turning to ice soon after the tarp was 
removed. Consequently, the thermostat couldn’t be cranked up high 
enough to deal with the severe conditions. 

With 13 seconds left, Bart Starr’s 1-yard touchdown plunge gave the 
Packers a come-from-behind 21-17 victory. 

Lombardi retired as head coach after the season, but retained his 
general manager’s duties for one more year. 

Ultimately, Lombardi was bored being “out of action” and in 1969 
accepted the head-coaching position with the Washington Redskins, a 
team that hadn’t had a winning season in 13 years. In Lombardi’s first 
and only season in Washington, the Redskins went 7-5-2. 

Shortly after Lombardi’s 1970 death, before Super Bowl V, commis- 
sioner Pete Rozelle made what remains arguably the greatest tribute in 
league history, naming the Super Bowl championship trophy the Vince 
Lombardi Trophy. 

In August 2003, before the rededication of a renovated Lambeau 
Field, the Packers unveiled statues of Lombardi and team founder 
Curly Lambeau in what is now the Robert E. Harlan Plaza outside the 
Lambeau Field Atrium. Each statue is 14 feet high atop a four-foot base 
and two-foot steps. 

Lombardi was named head coach of the Packers when he was 45 
years old. Along with serving as an assistant with the New York Giants, 
he also had been a college assistant at Fordham and Army. He also 
played collegiately at Fordham, where he was a member of the legendary 
“Seven Blocks of Granite.” 

Perhaps the most famous quote commonly attributed to Lombardi 
wasn’t even his own. Legendary actor John Wayne uttered the phrase 
“Winning isn’t everything, it’s the only thing!” in a 1953 film called 
Trouble Along the Way. 

Vincent Thomas Lombardi, born June 11, 1913, in Brooklyn, N.Y., 
died of cancer Sept. 3, 1970, at the age of 57.

Born June 11, 1913. Grew up in the Sheepshead Bay neighbor- 
hood of Brooklyn. 


Hoped to become a priest and enrolled at Cathedral College of 
the Immaculate Conception following eighth grade.

Eagles and some semipro football for the Wilmington Clippers. 
He enrolled in Fordham’s law school in 1938, but lasted only 

a semester. 


Accepted a teaching position at St. Cecilia High School in Engle- 
wood, N.J., in the fall of 1939. Got the job when former Fordham 
teammate and new football coach Andrew Palau asked him to 
be his line coach. Lombardi’s starting salary was $1,700. He also 
coached basketball, and taught physics, chemistry and Latin. 


Became head football coach at St. Cecelia in 1942. In five sea- 
sons with the Saints, his teams compiled a 32-game unbeaten 
streak, including a 25-game winning streak. 


Coached as an assistant at Fordham, 1946-48; and at Army (the 
United States Military Academy) under legendary Earl “Red” 
Blaik from 1949-53. Backfield coach of the New York Giants, 
1954-58. 


Carried off the field at least five times by his players. The first 
time was his first game with the Packers, the 1959 opener 
against Chicago; the last time was his last game, Super Bowl II.

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GREEN BAY’S SIX RETIRED UNIFORM NUMBERS 





The Green Bay Packers formally retired Brett Favre’s No. 4 on Saturday, July 18, 
2015, in conjunction with his induction into the Packers Hall of Fame. His retired 
number was formally unveiled on Thursday, Nov. 26, 2015, at a Thanksgiving night 
game vs. the Chicago Bears. The retirement of No. 4 marked only the sixth time in 
the history of the franchise that the team formally removed a uniform number from 
circulation. 

The last player who had his number retired was Reggie White, whose No. 92 
was retired in the 2005 home opener. The gesture was not spurred by White’s 
premature death in December 2004. In fact, then-Packers CEO Bob Harlan had met 
with White three months before he passed away and told him of the team’s plans to 
retire the number during the ’05 season. Favre’s number joined the retired numbers 
displayed on the green facade of Lambeau Field’s north end zone. 





Like Favre, the five previous players to have their number retired by the Packers are in the Pro Football Hall of Fame. 
There is no evidence that Tony Canadeo, one of those five, was ever honored at a public ceremony.

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SHAREHOLDER HISTORY & FINANCIAL HISTORY 


Of all the things that make the Green Bay Packers and their story 
incredible and unique, the most significant is simply this: The team is 
literally owned by its fans. 

Presently, 360,920 people, representing 5,011,562 shares, can lay 
claim to a franchise ownership interest. 

Shares of stock include voting rights, but the redemption price is 
minimal, no dividends are ever paid, the stock cannot appreciate in 
value, and there are no season-ticket privileges associated with stock 
ownership. No shareholder is allowed to own more than 200,000 
shares, a Safeguard to ensure that no one individual is able to assume 
control of the club. 

Fans took ownership of the franchise in 1923. 

The Indian Packing Corporation was the team’s first sponsor in 1919 
and 1920. Frank L. Peck, president of Indian Packing, put up the money 
the first year to buy uniforms and other equipment. The team wore 
Indian Packing’s “Council” brand emblem on its jerseys in 1920 and 
was run by a group led by C.M. “Neil” Murphy as business manager, Joe 
Delloye as secretary, and Frank Jonet as treasurer. In both seasons, the 
Packers operated as a semipro team, playing mostly against opponents 
from other Wisconsin cities and Michigan’s Upper Peninsula. 

The Acme Packing Co. of Chicago purchased Indian Packing 
following the completion of the 1920 season, and through John and 
J. Emmett Clair, applied for a franchise in the fledgling American 
Professional Football Association the following August. The Clairs, 
who were running the Acme plant in Green Bay, had title to the team 
during the 1921 season. 

The APFA revoked the franchise in January 1922 as a penalty for 
the Packers using college players under assumed names in a non- 
league game against Racine at the end of the 1921 season. 

At its June meeting, six months later, the APFA changed its name 
to the National Football League, and Green Bay was readmitted thanks 
to the persistence of Curly Lambeau. Lambeau was awarded the 
franchise only after the Clair brothers finally agreed to surrender rights 
to it. They had moved back to Chicago, but there was concern for a 
period of time that they might relocate the franchise there. 

Lambeau and three others — George Whitney Calhoun, Nathan 
Abrams and Joseph Ordens — formed a corporation called the Green 
Bay Football Club that ran the Packers in 1922. But it suffered heavy 
losses in its one season due to lack of resources and bad weather. 

That was when Andrew B. Turnbull, civic leader and one of the 
owners of the Green Bay Press-Gazette, stepped forward and led the 
effort to create the Green Bay Football Corporation. 

The first stock sale was launched Aug. 20, 1923. Shares were sold 
for $5, although anyone purchasing five shares also received a box- 
seat ticket for all home games. Turnbull, Lee Joannes and local attor- 
ney John Kittell had signed the first articles of incorporation six days 
earlier. The state of Wisconsin affixed its official seal to them Aug. 23. 

The first stockholders meeting of the Green Bay Football Corp. was 
held Sept. 17, 1923, at the Brown County Courthouse. Fifteen board mem- 
bers were elected and they, in turn, chose a five-man executive committee. 

Turnbull was named president; Kittell, vice president; and Joannes, 
secretary and treasurer. Dr. W.W. Kelly and George De Lair were 
elected at-large members. 

The Green Bay Football Corporation continued to run the franchise 
until Aug. 15, 1933, when it went into receivership. Frank Jonet, who 
had previously audited the corporation’s books, was appointed the 
receiver. The corporation’s financial problems stemmed largely from 


a lawsuit brought by Willard Bent, a fan who fell from the stands at 
a game at City Stadium in 1931 and was awarded close to $5,000 in 
damages. The so-called Hungry Five, along with Jonet, ran the fran- 
chise while it was in receivership. However, the minutes of a special 
NFL meeting held in February 1933 stated that title to it was actually 
transferred into Joannes’ name. 

The Hungry Five included Joannes, who had been elected president 
of the corporation in 1930; attorney Gerald Clifford, who had been 
elected to the executive committee the same year; Turnbull, Kelly 
and Lambeau. 

The Packers emerged from receivership in January 1935 and 
reorganized as the Green Bay Packers, Inc., the community-owned 
company that remains active today. 

There now have been five stock drives in the 96-year history of the 
team. (See chart on next page for details.) 

The second sale, in 1935, made it possible for the Packers to 
reorganize following more than 16 months in receivership. The third, 
in 1950, allowed the Packers to survive after it appeared they might fall 
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EVENTS THAT HELPED TO STABILIZE PACKERS FINANCIALLY, 1920-66 
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H# Building a fence at Hagemeister Park, 1920 — After playing on an open field and passing a hat to collect money in their first season, the Packers 
needed to find a way to charge admission in order to survive. C.M. “Neil” Murphy was named business manager in July 1920 and led the effort to get 
a fence built around the playing field at Hagemeister Park. “... it was entirely due to his ability as an executive that the team prospered,” the Green 
Bay Press-Gazette wrote two years later in its first review of Packers history. 
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HB A.B. Turnbull’s support, 1922-23 — When Curly Lambeau and George Whitney Calhoun were debating whether to go ahead with a game against 
Duluth on Thanksgiving Day 1922, with rain pouring down and a big financial loss all but a certainty, Turnbull prodded them to play. And if they did, 
he vowed to get the business community to rally around the team before the next season. Turnbull, one of the owners of the Press-Gazette, fulfilled 
his promise and led the effort to organize the Green Bay Football Corp. prior to the start of the 1923 season. 








H Decision to play games in Milwaukee, 1933 — Moving a home game to Borchert Field that season allowed the team to tap into 
a larger market, expand its territory beyond the NFL's traditional 75-mile radius and thwart efforts to establish a competing pro 
franchise in Milwaukee. The Packers played home games in both Green Bay and Milwaukee from 1933-94. 
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H Court decision to appoint receiver, 1933 — The Packers petitioned for a friendly receiver as litigation over a lawsuit involving 
a fan who fell from the stands at City Stadium proceeded. Henry Graass, Brown County circuit judge, appointed local accountant 
Frank Jonet receiver. Jonet had ties to the Packers going back to 1919. 


H Second stock drive, 1934-35 — Twenty-five business and industrial leaders agreed in December 1934 to raise $10,000 to “Save the 
Packers.” Weeks later, the Packers had met their goal through a second stock sale and were reorganized as the Green Bay Packers, Inc.

NEL’s initiation of college draft, 1936 — Kept small-market teams such as the Packers competitive with big-city opponents. 
Decision to invest in war bonds, 1940s — Money in reserve carried team despite losses of at least $25,000 in 1943 alone, as World War II depleted rosters. 
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Intrasquad game, Thanksgiving 1949 — Packers brought old-timers back, drawing 15,000 to City Stadium, earning close to $50,000. 
Third stock drive, 1950—After Lambeau’s departure, team raised more than $100,000. 


Bert Bell’s push for league-wide TV package, 1950s — With help from Congress, Commissioner Bell laid the groundwork for CBS-TV deal that al- 
lowed all teams, large-market and small-market, to share revenue and was in place by the 1961 season. In 1966, commissioner Pete Rozelle signed first 
NFL TV package, with CBS and NBC, giving Packers more than $1 million. 
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nearly $100,000 in debt. 

The fourth was launched in late 1997. It added 105,989 new 
shareholders and supported the Lambeau Field redevelopment project. 
With the NFL backing the plan, the previous 1,940 shareholders over- 
whelmingly voted to amend the articles of incorporation on Nov. 13, 
1997. The vote authorized the Packers to sell up to one million shares 
to raise funds for capital improvements, and existing stockholders 
received a 1,000-to-1 split on their original shares. Fans immediately 
were able to call a special toll-free number, or tap into the team’s 
website for information on how to buy the 400,000 shares made 
available to the public. In the first 11 days, roughly one-third — or 
$7.8 million — of the total amount transacted was sold. Orders came 
in at a rate of 3,500 per day during this early period, generating about 
$700,000 each day. 

Shares of stock were purchased by citizens from all 50 states, in 
addition to fans in Guam and the U.S. Virgin Islands. More than half 
(53.6 percent) of the shares were bought by Wisconsin residents. 

The fifth sale was launched in December 2011 and saw more than 
250,000 people purchase over 269,000 shares. In an overwhelming 
response, fans purchased more than 185,000 shares in the first two days 
alone. By late December, the team made an additional 30,000 shares 
available beyond the initial 250,000 to accommodate demand. Proceeds 
were directed toward the 2011-2013 expansion of Lambeau Field. 

For the first time, fans in Canada were able to purchase shares 
— 2,000 did so — and approximately 99 percent of all shares were 
purchased online. 

Today, an annual meeting of shareholders is held in July, an event 
that returned to Lambeau Field in 2006. The shareholders elect a board 
of directors to run the corporation. The board, in turn, elects a seven- 
member executive committee, consisting of a president, vice president, 
treasurer, secretary and three members at large. The president is the 
only officer who receives compensation. 

Shares of stock cannot be resold, except back to the team for a 
fraction of the original price. Limited transfer of shares (i.¢., to heirs 
and relatives) is permissible. 

Based on the original “Articles of Incorporation for the (then) 
Green Bay Football Corporation,” if the Packers franchise is sold,

after the payment of all expenses, any remaining funds will go to the 
Sullivan-Wallen Post of the American Legion in order to build “a proper 
soldiers’ memorial.” This stipulation was enacted to ensure that the 
club remained in Green Bay and that there could never be any financial 
enhancement for the shareholder. The beneficiary was changed from 
the Sullivan-Wallen Post to the Green Bay Packers Foundation on the 
basis of a shareholder vote at the November 1997 meeting.

Original franchise fee set Sept. 17, 1920, at a meeting of the American Professional Football Association, which would 
become the NFL two years later. While it has been written that the fee was reduced to $50 in 1921 when the Packers 
joined the league, no such motion was ever recorded in the league minutes. 


Amount the Green Bay Press-Gazette reported that the Clair brothers, John and J. Emmett, lost during the 1921 season, 
the Packers’ first in what became the NFL. The Clair brothers ran both the Acme Packing Co. and the football team. 


Guarantee Packers had to post to rejoin the NFL in 1922 after being booted out following the 1921 season for using 
college players under assumed names in a non-league game against Racine. Each NFL team was required to post 
that amount before the start of the season as a guarantee against violations of league rules. 


Reported loss of the Green Bay Football Corporation in 1923, its first season of existence. Receipts totaled $35,315.69. 
Expenses totaled $35,463.43, including $12,253.50 for player salaries. 


Verdict awarded in 1933 to fan who fell from stands at City Stadium in 1931 and sued team. The total award was 
actually $5,544.10, but it was decreased 10 percent because of plaintiff's contributory negligence. Fan’s fall sent 
Packers into receivership. Local accountant Frank Jonet said years later that when he was appointed receiver, the 
judge handed him $76.18 in cash and unpaid bills amounting to more than $15,000. 


Amount raised through the sale of stock in 1935 allowing the franchise to emerge from receivership and reorganize 
as the Green Bay Packers, Inc. Frank Jonet, the receiver, would later say that the Packers settled their indebtedness 
for about $8,000, leaving them with roughly $4,000 to start the 1935 season. 


Amount Packers paid in 1946 for Rockwood Lodge, a training quarters they hoped would alleviate their housing 
problems for players. The board of directors also approved $8,000 worth of additional improvements. Also, the 
Packers’ executive committee approved the purchase of five pre-fabricated cottages located next to the lodge at a 
cost of $3,500 each, or a total of $17,500. 


Loss the Packers were facing, according to club president Emil Fischer, when they announced November 14, 1949, 
they would have to play an intrasquad game on Thanksgiving Day to save the franchise. 


Amount paid by insurance company to Packers after Rockwood Lodge burned to ground in January 1950. 
Funds raised by third Packers stock drive in the spring and summer of 1950. 
Packers’ net profit from operations in 1950. 


TV money received by the Packers in 1953, allowing them to show a profit of $29,267. The team was paid $12,000 for 
its Thanksgiving Day TV appearance against Detroit and $20,000 as its share of the league contract. 


Total ticket sales for 1957 season, the Packers’ first in new City Stadium or what is now Lambeau Field. It was a 
spike of $62,000 from the previous year. The Packers played three home games in their new stadium and three others 
plus a preseason game in Milwaukee.

The main concourse, previously so narrow in some places 
that it had become a safety problem, also was expanded sig- 
nificantly in 2002. And a new, upper concourse, complete with 
concession stands and restrooms that increases the ease with 
which fans can move through the facility, fully debuted in 2003 
with the project’s completion after partial use in 2002. 

Concession stands and restrooms were greatly expanded 
as well. Concession points of sale increased to 281 on the main 
and upper concourses alone, up from 186. The 2003 project 
increased the availability of women’s restrooms from 180 to 
596, and men’s from 436 to 708. 

The centerpiece of the redeveloped stadium is the Lambeau 
Field Atrium, a 376,000-square-foot, five-plus-story structure 
on the east side. MillerCoors, through a sponsorship that 
extends through the 2022 NFL season, is a partner with the 
Packers in the Atrium and is the sponsor of the area’s main 
entrance gate, the Miller Lite Gate. Welcoming fans is a glass 
wall, facing Lombardi Avenue, measuring more than 180 feet 
long and 80 feet high. Additionally, in July 2002, all of the 
team’s administrative and football-operations offices also 
relocated to within the Atrium. 

Just outside the Atrium is the Robert E. Harlan Plaza, 
named in honor of the former team CEO (1989-2008). In the 
Space are bronze statues of team founder Curly Lambeau and 
legendary coach Vince Lombardi. Sculpted by Julie Rotblatt- 
Amrany (Lombardi) and Omri Amrany (Lambeau) of the Fine 
Art Studio of Rotblatt-Amrany in Highland Park, Ill., each statue 
is 14 feet tall and sits atop three feet of steps and a four-foot 
base. Benches throughout the area make the plaza area a great 
place to sit and soak up the majesty of Lambeau Field. 

The Packers’ football facilities — a vital element in 
attracting players in today’s ultra-competitive NFL — also were 
enhanced greatly by the stadium’s redevelopment, debuting in 
time for the 2002 season. The centerpiece of these quarters is 
a breathtaking, 64-by-120-foot, football-shaped locker room 
with 64 stately wooden lockers. Another 38 lockers can be 
found in an adjoining, auxiliary locker room. 

The football facilities also feature a much larger athletic 
training room with all of the latest therapy pools, as well as a 
permanent X-ray machine, individual position meeting rooms

Overall, the project took 32 months to complete and was 
completed on time — and on budget — with the Packers remain- 
ing in Green Bay to play all of their games. 


FINANCING THE 2000-03 REDEVELOPMENT 

A portion of the 2003 project’s $295-million financing came 
in the form of a half-cent sales tax in Brown County — where 
the Packers make their estimated nearly $300 million annual 
economic impact - that supported more than $160 million in 
bonding. Voters approved the support by county-wide refer- 
endum on Sept. 12, 2000. (The tax ended on Sept. 30, 2015.) 
The state of Wisconsin approved funding of an additional $9.1 
million for stadium-infrastructure improvements. The Packers, 
the city and the NFL contributed $125.9 million from a one- 
time seat user fee ($1,400 for seven-game “Green Package” 
ticket holders, $600 for three-game “Gold Package” ticket 
holders, in 2001), proceeds from the 1997-98 stock sale and 
an NFL loan. And, the club pledged to cover any project cost 
overruns in consideration of its authority to direct the design 
of the building and stadium construction. 

The Packers’ contribution to the project ranked as the 
fifth highest in NFL history at that point. Tommy Thompson, 
Wisconsin governor at the time, signed into law enabling 
legislation May 13, 2000, in a ceremony held on the playing 
field. Later, on Jan. 3, 2001, the Green Bay/Brown County 
Professional Stadium District Board approved a new Lambeau 
Field 30-year lease agreement between the district, the Packers 
and the city of Green Bay. A groundbreaking ceremony, 
involving then-Governor Scott McCallum, area dignitaries 
and Packers officials and players, subsequently was held May 
19, 2001. 


TEAM BENEFITS FROM NEW REVENUE 
STREAMS 

The Lambeau Field Atrium, with its many attractions, cre- 
ated an “entertainment district” at the legendary stadium, a 
concept pioneered at venues like Camden Yards in Baltimore 
and Progressive Field in Cleveland. 

Revenue generated from the Packers Pro Shop, Packers 
Hall of Fame, 1919 Kitchen & Tap, the Atrium eateries, the 
Legends Club and Lambeau Field events is essential to the 
Packers’ long-term survival. In just the first year, with only 
the new Pro Shop open and several gate sponsorships 
sold (Oneida Nation, Verizon Wireless, Mills Fleet Farm and 
Associated Bank), the Packers’ NFL revenue ranking for the fis- 
cal year 2002-03 jumped to 10th, up from 20th the prior year.

The strong financial performance continued during the ensuing 
fiscal years as all elements of the redeveloped stadium came 
Online; the club’s NFL revenue ranking has continued to be in 
the second quartile, allowing the team to continue delivering on 
its promise to the community and its fans — turning profitability 
into the preservation of the franchise and the stadium. The 
redevelopment’s economic impact on the area has been positive 
as well; roughly 60 percent of the Lambeau Field events depart- 
ment’s bookings come from outside Brown County, bringing in 
additional business to the Green Bay area. The Atrium already 
has events booked out to 2020. 





2011-15 EXPANSION AND RENOVATION FINANCING

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THE PLAYING SURFACE 

In 2007, the Packers installed an entirely new playing 
surface, including a completely new drainage and heating 
system, bringing the latest technology in field management to 
the famous stadium. Chief to the system is DD GrassMaster, 
a natural-grass surface reinforced with man-made fibers. All 
existing levels of the field were removed and the new system 
began with a clay sub-grade level, compacted and graded 
(with a .6 percent slope), including drain tile, irrigation pipe 
and thermostat wiring for the heating system. The second 
level consists of 5% inches of pea gravel. On top of the gravel 
layer is 43 miles of %4-inch tubing for the heating system, 
which can maintain a root-zone temperature of 55-plus 
degrees to keep the ground from freezing during the season’s 
latter months. Level three consists of 12 inches of root-zone 
sand and Kentucky bluegrass turf. DD GrassMaster’s synthetic 
fibers are stitched into the surface, providing strength and 
Stability to the field. Fibers extend approximately seven inches 
below the surface, are exposed approximately one inch above 
the surface, and are spaced every three-quarters of an inch. 
Approximately 20 million individual stitches make up the 
process. The slope equates to a crown of about 5% inches on 
the new surface. To further enhance the surface, a system of 
grow lights is used in the fall to extend the growing season. 


2011-15 EXPANSION AND RENOVATION 

The 2011-15 expansion and renovation of Lambeau Field 
and the Atrium, a $312 million project, began in 2011 with 
the installation of a distributed-audio system that delivers 
sound more consistently and evenly throughout the stadium 
bowl. The 2012 season featured new high-definition video 
boards in the end zones with displays four times larger than 
the old versions, as well as a new Bellin Health Gate on the 
north end of the stadium with an accompanying North Loft, 
a popular rooftop viewing platform located just beneath the 
scoreboard. The South End (opened in 2013), is served by the 
Shopko Gate with escalators and elevators to service the five 
levels of seating. The multiple sections feature amenities not 
previously available in Lambeau Field, from viewing platforms 
in the general seating areas for watching the action on the 
field, to indoor-outdoor suite configurations and inclusive 
meal arrangements in the premium and partner areas. Atrium 
renovation work included a larger Oneida Nation Gate with 
plaza (2013), a new east gate — the American Family Insurance 
Gate — with a 50-foot Lombardi Trophy replica, a new Packers 
Pro Shop and a redone Harlan Plaza with a new statue — the 
Lambeau Leap — that allows visitors to replicate the fan- 
favorite touchdown celebration (2014). The final Atrium 
components, completed in 2015, are a new Packers Hall of 
Fame, and a new restaurant, 1919 Kitchen & Tap, on the main 
floor of the Atrium. Enhanced internet connections also were 
added in 2015 in the stadium and Atrium through upgrades in 
cellular and Wi-Fi systems.

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ORIGINAL CONSTRUCTION 


Proposal: The Packers’ Fred Leicht, who 
supervised the 1925 construction of City 
Stadium, submitted a proposal for a new, 
32,000-seat facility in May 1955.

Even more imposing, the 
Packers under Head Coach Mike McCarthy have gone 58-15-1 
(.791) in their past 74 regular-season games at Lambeau. 

In the midst of nearly four full seasons at home without 
a defeat — prior to a 1998 Monday night loss to Minnesota, 
their last setback at Lambeau had come in the 1995 season 
opener — the Packers established the NFL’s second-longest 
home winning streak (25). Only the Miami Dolphins (1971-74) 
have won more consecutive regular-season home games (27). 


BUCKET-LIST DESTINATION 
The NFL’s longest-tenured venue, Lambeau easily ranks as 
one of the most recognized and envied locales in all of sports, 
a fact recognized in 1999 when Sports Illustrated named it 
the eighth-best facility in the world to watch sports — and 
the lone NFL stadium to make the magazine’s “Top 20” list.

LAMBEAU HOSTS COLLEGE SPORTS, 
CONCERTS, COMMUNITY EVENTS 

Large-scale stadium events have included the Frozen 
Tundra Hockey Classic in February 2006, a Wisconsin Badgers- 
Ohio State Buckeyes matchup that drew 40,890 fans, the 
fourth-largest hockey crowd at the time. Two Kenny Chesney 
concerts (2011, and 2015 with Jason Aldean) attracted more 
than 45,000 and 50,000 music lovers, respectively, to the sta- 
dium. The events were a financial boon to the local economy, 
with $3 million (hockey) and $5 million (each concert) impacts. 
The Lambeau Field College Classic, presented by Carmex®, 
featuring LSU and Wisconsin, is set for Sept. 3, 2016, as well. 

On the community front, the Atrium has regularly hosted 
free events. “Spooktacular Fun,” a Halloween event that fea- 
tures interactive and entertaining activities including music, 
magic, miming, clowns and jugglers, takes place in October. 
Festival of Lights, a holiday-themed event in December, 
features a visit from Santa Claus, cookie decorating, choirs 
and a 40-foot tree with 10,000 lights. March sees the Atrium 
welcome “Project Play 60” — a day focused on getting kids out 
of the house to enjoy non-strenuous physical activity. More 
than 20,000 residents enjoy the Atrium during these days. 


IMPROVEMENTS TO OTHER FACILITIES 

In the two decades prior to the start of the 2003 redevelop- 
ment project, the Packers organization itself had spent more 
than $50 million on improvements to the stadium, the previous 
club administration building and training facilities, including 
construction of the original indoor practice structure in 1982 
and its replacement, the Don Hutson Center, in 1994 at a

seating facility, erected in 2009, for fans attending training- 


another 5,000 names from the list. Additionally, Brown County 
residents without season tickets have a chance to purchase 
3,000 bowl tickets on a game-by-game basis; in 2016, 7,500 
residents were randomly selected from a list and were able to 
purchase four tickets.

STADIUM OWNERSHIP 

Lambeau Field today is owned by the city 
of Green Bay, the Green Bay/Brown County 
Professional Football Stadium District and 
the Green Bay Packers. The stadium is 
Operated by the Packers under a three- 
party lease with a primary term that runs 
through 2031. Retirement of the city’s origi- 
nal $960,000 debt from the stadium’s initial 
construction in 1957 was celebrated at a 
mortgage-burning ceremony in May 1978. 


TICKETS AND WAITING LIST 

Sold out since 1960 and on a season- 
ticket basis since 1961 (318 consecu- 
tive regular-season games, not including 
replacement games, at the start of the 2016 
season), Lambeau was not the Packers’ 
only regular-season home until 1995. The 
team maintained two separate ticket pack- 
ages after moving all games to Green Bay, 
eliminating four annual dates at Milwaukee 
County Stadium. 

“Gold” ticket holders (made up primarily 
of former Milwaukee season patrons) have 
a three-game package consisting of the 
annual Midwest Shrine preseason contest 
plus the second and fifth regular-season 
home games each year. “Green” season 
customers (made up of original Green Bay 
ticket holders) have a seven-game package 
consisting of the annual Bishop’s Charities 
preseason game and the remaining six 
regular-season contests. 

The block of additional seats in 2003 
helped the Packers remove roughly 3,600 
names from their season-ticket waiting list 
— which at the start of the 2016 season had 
more than 128,000 names on it — between 
both ticket packages. The 7,000-plus new 
seats in 2013 helped the Packers remove

1908-14. 

Throughout the summer of 1919, local 
sports advocates bemoaned the absence of 
a ballpark in a city the size of Green Bay and 
worried that it might prevent East and West 
high schools from playing home games or, 
worse yet, fielding teams. 

lt was under that cloud that the Packers 
were formed. Yet they somehow managed 
to survive. 

Their only way of making money was for 
co-founder and manager George Whitney 
Calhoun, with the help of others, to pass a 
hat during games. Fans walked the sidelines 
following the ball, even edging onto the field 
at times, and those who didn’t would pull 
their Model-Ts up close to the action and 
watch from their front seat.

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BELLEVUE 

When the Hagemeister ballpark was torn down in the spring 
of 1923 to make way for a new East High School, Bellevue 
Park (pictured above) was built across the East River on prop- 
erty owned by Hagemeister Products Co. (formerly Hagemeister 
Brewery). The ballpark was rushed to completion for the city’s 
amateur baseball team and used by the Packers in 1923-24. 

lt's best remembered as the site of the first Packers-Bears 
game played in Green Bay on Oct. 14, 1923. The Packers also 
were tough to beat at Bellevue, compiling a 9-2-1 record. 

But the seating capacity was no more than about 3,300,

CITY STADIUM 

One of the reasons Hagemeister Park was chosen as the site 
for East High was because of the space available for athletic 
fields. The school opened in 1924, and City Stadium (pictured 
below in 1946 and left) was finished the following year. 

The Packers played there for 32 seasons and won six of their 
13 NFL championships during that period, but never played a 
postseason game there. 

The first game was an exhibition against the Iron Mountain 
All-Stars played Sept. 13, 1925, and Curly Lambeau was the 
star.

PACKERS HALL OF FAME — The Packers and 
the Packers Hall of Fame Inc., a nonprofit corporation 
independent of the Packers, together host this special 
place. The Hall closed in late 2013 as part of the Atrium 
renovation project and reopened in August 2015 in a 
brand-new space located on the first and second floors 
of the Atrium. A tribute to the greatest story in sports, the 
new facility’s design includes use of the latest technology, 
in addition to a treasure trove of artifacts, as a means to 
educate and inspire visitors about the rich history of the

The weekend saw an eco- 
nomic impact of nearly $5 million for the Green Bay area. 
Chesney made a return visit on June 20, 2015, this time 
with Jason Aldean and others, and played to more than 
50,000, making another $5 million-plus impact in the area. 















WISCONSIN-LSU FOOTBALL — On Saturday, 
Sept. 3, 2016, the stadium goes collegiate by hosting the 
Lambeau Field College Classic, presented by Carmex®, 
between the LSU Tigers and the Wisconsin Badgers. The 
contest marks the first college football game at the historic 
Stadium since Nov. 19, 1983, when the St. Norbert College 
Green Knights defeated the Fordham University Rams, 
18-9. The game is expected to have a significant economic

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TITLETOWN DISTRICT 


In August 2015, the Packers announced the details of the Titletown District, the organization’s development on 34 
acres of land immediately to the west of Lambeau Field. Building upon the success of Lambeau Field’s major redevelop- 
ment in 2003 and Atrium renovation in 2015, the Titletown District will maximize its unique location to attract visitors, 
Spur regional economic growth, offer amenities to residents and complement the greater Green Bay area’s draw as an 
excellent location to live, work and play. 

Central to Titletown will be a public plaza, a park-like setting with year-round, diverse programming featuring fitness- 
related activities, cultural opportunities, a winter ice-skating rink, team-inspired public art and versatile space for a variety 
of uses, in addition to festive gameday action. 

Titletown will also be home to LODGE KOHLER, a four-diamond hotel built and managed by Kohler Co., a Bellin Health 
Sports Medicine Clinic and Hinterland Restaurant and Brewery. These initial tenants will be located on approximately 
eight acres of land in Titletown and integrated around the public plaza. 

Future development on the remaining 16 acres of Titletown will include additional commercial and retail elements, as 
well as a residential component. 

The Packers are investing approximately $65 million in Titletown, with a cumulative initial investment by all parties 
to be $120-130 million. Construction is underway, and the first phase is set to be completed in fall 2017. Details for the 
second phase are due to be announced by fall 2016.

Wayne Larrivee and Larry McCarren enter their 18th sea- 
son of broadcasts together across the Packers Radio Network 
in 2016. Though both are veteran broadcasters, the two 
were paired for the first time in 1999 to bring the color and 
excitement of Green Bay Packers football to fans throughout 
Wisconsin, Upper Michigan and four more-distant states. 

Larrivee, who grew up as a fan of the Packers in his native 
Lee, Mass., enters his 39th consecutive year broadcasting 
NFL games, having joined Green Bay’s broadcast team after 
14 seasons as the radio voice of the Chicago Bears (1985-98) 
on WGN and WMAQ Radio in Chicago. Earlier, he had done 
play-by-play of Kansas City Chiefs games for seven years 
(1978-84) on KCMO Radio in Kansas City. Known for his 
thorough preparation and his moderated, yet enthusiastic, 
call of the action, Larrivee’s more-recent credits also include 
play-by-play for Big Ten Conference football and basketball for 
the Big Ten Network and NCAA basketball for WestwoodOne. 

Highly decorated, the 61-year-old Larrivee was named 
Illinois Sportscaster of the Year in 1997 and is a seven-time 
winner of the Silver Dome Award, presented by the Illinois 
Broadcasters Association, for best radio football play-by-play. 
He is also a four-time winner of a Midwest Emmy for Chicago 
Bulls basketball play-by-play. In May 2011, he was honored 
as Communicator of the Year by the Wisconsin Chapter of the 
Public Relations Society of America. 

A 1977 graduate of Emerson College in Boston, he 
received the school’s Alumni Achievement Award in June 
2005. In 2012, the college appointed him to the alumni asso- 
ciation board of directors. Larrivee also has done play-by-play 
of Chicago Bulls basketball on WGN-TV from 1991-2008, 
Chicago Cubs baseball, University of lowa football, Quad 
Cities (lowa) Angels minor league baseball, University of 
Missouri basketball and Kansas City Kings basketball games. 

McCarren first joined the team’s broadcasts in 1995, 
working his first four seasons with Jim Irwin and Max McGee. 
Inducted into the Packers Hall of Fame in 1992, he also is a 
favorite among television viewers in northeast Wisconsin. 
After 27 years, he retired from Green Bay television and joined 
the Green Bay Packers’ digital department as their sports 
analyst. McCarren has been voted Wisconsin Sportscaster of 
the Year four times (1994, 1996, 2002, 2007) by the National 
Sportscasters and Sportswriters Association. As part of 
the Class of 2016 in June, McCarren was inducted into the 
Wisconsin Broadcasters Association Hall of Fame. 

An iron man at center for the Packers for 12 seasons 
(1973-84), McCarren played in 162 consecutive games — the 
fourth-longest streak in team history — helping him earn the 
nickname “Rock.” He was voted to the Pro Bowl in 1982 and 
’83. Earlier, he had been a co-captain at the University of 
Illinois as both a junior and senior. McCarren, 64, originally is 
from Park Forest, Ill. 

Radio station WITMJ, which has been broadcasting the 
team’s games since November 1929, continues its long- 
standing role as the flagship station of the Packers Radio 
Network. 

The Packers Radio Network is made up of 50 stations in 
five states.

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WAIVERS 

The waiver system is a procedure by which player con- 
tracts or NFL rights to players are made available by a 
club to other clubs in the league. During the procedure, 
the 31 other clubs either file claims to obtain the players 
or waive the opportunity to do so — thus the term “waiver.” 
Claiming clubs are assigned players on a priority based on 
the inverse of won-and-lost standing. The claiming period 
is 24 hours from the first business day after the Super 
Bowl through the conclusion of the regular season. If a 
player passes through waivers unclaimed, he becomes 
a free agent. All waivers are no recall and no withdrawal. 
Under the Collective Bargaining Agreement, from the 
beginning of the waiver system each year through the 
trading deadline, any veteran who has acquired four years 
of pension credit is not subject to the waiver system if 
the club desires to release him. After the trading deadline, 
such players are subject to the waiver system. 


ACTIVE/INACTIVE LIST 
The Active/Inactive List is the principal status for players 
participating for a club. It consists of all players under 
contract who are eligible for preseason, regular-season 
and postseason games. Teams are permitted to open 
training camp with no more than 90 players under con- 
tract and thereafter must meet two mandatory roster 
reductions prior to the season opener. Teams will be 
permitted an Active List of 46 players and an Inactive List 
of seven players for each regular-season and postseason 
game. Teams also are permitted to establish Practice 
Squads of up to 10 players who are eligible to participate 
in practice, but these players remain free agents and 
are eligible to sign with any other team in the league.

In addition to the squad limits described above, the overall 
roster limit of 90 players remains in effect throughout 
the regular season and postseason. The overall limit is 
applicable to players on a team’s Active, Inactive and 
certain Exempt lists, players on the Practice Squad, and 
players on the Reserve List as Injured, Physically Unable 
to Perform, Non-Football Illness/Injury, and Suspended 
by Club. 


RESERVE LIST 

The Reserve List is a status for players who, for reasons of 
injury, retirement, military service or other circumstances, 
are not immediately available for participation with a club. 
Players on Reserve/Injured are not eligible to practice 
or return to the Active/Inactive List in the same season 
that they are placed on Reserve. Players in the category 
of Reserve/Retired, Reserve/Did Not Report, Reserve/ 
Exclusive Rights, and players who were placed in the 
category of Reserve/Left Squad in a previous season may 
not be reinstated during the period from 30 days before 
the end of the regular season through the postseason.

When the first Wild Card team has been identified, the 
procedure is repeated to name the second Wild Card (i.e., 
eliminate all but the highest-ranked club in each division 
prior to proceeding to Step 2). In situations where three 
teams from the same division are involved in the procedure, 
the original seeding of the teams remains the same for 
Subsequent applications of the tie-breaker if the top-ranked 
team in that division qualifies for a Wild Card berth. 


OTHER 

TIE-BREAKING PROCEDURES 
Only one club advances to the playoffs in any tie- 
breaking step. Remaining tied clubs revert to the first 
Step of the applicable division or Wild Card tie-break- 
ers. AS an example, if two clubs remain tied in any 
tie-breaker step after all other clubs have been elimi- 
nated, the procedure reverts to Step 1 of the two-club 
format to determine the winner. When one club wins 
the tie-breaker, all other clubs revert to Step 1 of the 
applicable two-club or three-club format. 

2. In comparing records against common opponents 
among tied teams, the best won-lost-tied percentage 
is the deciding factor since teams may have played 
an unequal number of games. 

3. To determine home-field priority among division 
titlists, apply Wild Card tie-breakers. 

4. To determine home-field priority for Wild Card quali- 
fiers, apply division tie-breakers (if teams are from 
the same division) or Wild Card tie-breakers (if 
teams are from different divisions). 


TIE-BREAKING PROCEDURES 
FOR SELECTION MEETING 

1. Clubs not participating in the playoffs shall select in the 
first through 20th positions in reverse standings order. 

2. The Super Bowl winner is last and Super Bowl loser 
is next-to-last. 

3. The losers of the Conference Championship games 
Shall select 29th and 30th based on won-lost-tied 
percentage. 

4. The losers of the Divisional playoff games shall select 
25th through 28th based on won-lost-tied percentage. 

5. The losers of the Wild Card games shall select 21st 
through 24th based on won-lost-tied percentage. 


If ties exist in any grouping except (2) above, such ties 
shall be broken by strength of schedule. If any ties can- 
not be broken by strength of schedule, the divisional or 
conference tie-breakers, if applicable, shall be applied. Any 
ties that still exist shall be broken by a coin flip.

All interviews with players on the practice squad or 
injured reserve need to be requested and approved 
through the P.R. department. 


At the conclusion of all games, the locker room will be 
opened following the NFL’s standard “cooling-off’ period. 
Any requests to interview players other than on the 
aforementioned days should be directed to a member of 
the Packers’ public relations department. 


tography are NOT permitted, the media may not utilize 
camera phones either.

Video of practice, press conferences or locker-room 
interviews by an individual or media outlet may not 
be posted at any time on social-media sites or live- 
broadcasting applications (this includes applications 
such as Facebook, Twitter, Vine, Instagram, Snapchat, 
Ustream, Periscope and Meerkat, etc). 


No still photography is permitted in the locker room 
at any time. Signs, notes and other personal items or 
information posted in and around the locker room at 
player lockers are not to be photographed or captured 
on video. 





ASSISTANT COACH AVAILABILITY 
All by request, through the P.R. department 
During training camp, all assistants generally will be 


available once a week at the podium. Please check with 
the P.R. staff for a specific schedule.

e NO entries regarding “football communications,” 
including specific exchanges between coaches and play- 
ers that might be overheard. Acknowledgement that the 
conversation occurred is acceptable, but we ask that the 
details of the conversation be withheld. 


e NO detailed speculation as to the potential nature or 
severity of an injury until Coach McCarthy has addressed 
it following practice. Once again, acknowledging that an 
injury occurred and providing general details (i.e., “Right 
leg...” or “Left wrist ...”) is permitted, but anything beyond 
that would be purely speculative and possibly inaccurate. 


e The team would like to continue to keep training- 
camp practices open to those wishing to utilize blogging 
and/or Twitter, but such a policy is contingent upon media 
adhering to the guidelines above. If there are ANY ques- 
tions regarding what is or is not acceptable, please contact 
a member of the Packers’ P.R. department.

CREDENTIALS 

All credential requests are acquired through an online 
credential link, which should be obtained by contact- 
ing Sarah Quick, assistant director of public relations. 
Requests may be sent via email (Sarah Quick; quicks@ 
packers.com). Credentials will not be mailed, unless the 
requesting outlet provides a Federal Express or UPS 
number, and if scheduled in advance, should be picked up 
in person at the Packers’ corporate offices, located in the 
Lambeau Field Atrium. Credentials not obtained prior to 
gameday will be left at Media Will Call on the south side of 
the stadium near the Shopko Gate. Media Will Call opens 
three hours prior to kickoff. 


ONLINE-CONTENT POLICY 

According to the 2016 NFL non-game online content 
policy, accredited organizations may distribute online 
non-game audio and video content, including interviews, 
press conferences and team practices at NFL venues, 
acquired aS a result of credentialed access (“Game 
Information”) to games or club/league facilities provided 
that such distribution: is 90 seconds maximum per day 
(180 seconds in two-team markets — 90 seconds per 
team); may not be “archived” (i.e., made available for on- 
demand public access) for more than 24 hours; appears 
in an editorial context only (no sponsorship, merchandis- 
ing or advertising integrated with or around the content); 
is not posted live; and is accompanied by links back to 
NFL.com and to the club website. 

The 90-second limit does not include video/audio 
material that is composed entirely of a credentialed media 
employee providing commentary or analysis (“talking 
head” reporting), including pregame or postgame stand- 
up material shot on the field or other facility location. 

While a game is in progress, any forms of accounts 
of the game must be sufficiently time-delayed and limited 
in amount (e.g., score updates with detail given only in 
quarterly game updates, fewer than 10 photographs dur- 
ing the game) so that the accredited organization’s game 
coverage cannot be used as a Substitute for, or otherwise 
approximate, authorized play-by-play accounts. 

The Packers have their own social-media and online- 
content policies for practice reporting, which will be com- 
municated by the P.R. staff for both training camp and the 
regular season. Members of the media are encouraged to 
contact the public relations staff with any questions. 


PHOTO CREDENTIALS 
Photo credentials will not be issued to freelance 
photographers unless on a specific assignment from an 
accredited organization. Credentials are not provided to 
“grips” due to on-field space limitations. 


CONFERENCE CALLS 
The Packers’ P.R. department will arrange a confer- 
ence call with the head coach and a key player of the 
Opposing team each week during the regular season. 
These conference calls will be made from the media work- 
room, and generally will be held on Wednesday.

FROM PRESS BOX TO LOCKER ROOMS 


PACKERS LOCKER ROOM: Take the press box elevator to Level M. Go right onto the mezzanine, which you will follow around 
to the south end of the stadium until reaching Stair O. Take the stairs down to the bottom (field level, marked LL). Go through 
several doors, then cross the field tunnel to reach the Media Auditorium (post-game press conference area), which is on your 
immediate right. To reach the locker room, continue to and through the double doors marked Authorized Personnel Only. The 


locker-room entrance is the second door on your right. 


VISITING TEAM LOCKER ROOM: Take the press box elevator to Level M. Go right onto the mezzanine, which you will follow 
around to the south end of the stadium until reaching Stair O. Take the stairs down to Floor 1 and go through the door at 
the left. Curve right, make a quick left, then go straight 15 yards and through a set of two doors. The entrance to the Visiting- 
Team Interview Room (1C16) will be on your left, about 50 yards down. To reach the Visiting-Team Locker Room, continue 





the same path down the corridor. 
FROM PRESS BOX TO STADIUM EXIT
